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CONVENTION. 


New-York,  Wednesday,  September  24,  1856u 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New- York  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  in  St,  Paul's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New- York,  the 
place  appointed  by  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  C  Cutler, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  Brooklyn.  The  Rev.  Robert 
&  Howland,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
New-York,  said  the  Litany.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was 
read  by  the  Rt  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  Provisional 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  the  Rev.  William  Berrian,  D.  D.,  Rec- 
tor of  Trinity  Church,  New- York,  reading  the  Epistle;  and  the

Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Fielding  Scott,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  for 
Oregon  and  Washington,  reading  the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  same  Missionary  Bishop.  In  the  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  the  Provisional  Bishop  was  assisted  by 
the  Missionary  Bishop  for  Oregon  and  Washington,  and  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Berrian,  Creighton,  Brown,  and  Vinton. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provisional 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  when  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  answered  to  their  names, 
and  took  their  seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscorab,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Thomas  J.  Oakley,  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  ap- 
pointed were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  parishes 
appeared  and  took  their  seats. t 

The  Certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  of  St.  John's  Church,  Copake, 
and  St.  James',  Newtown,  were  reported  defective,  on  account  of 
the  want  of  the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry ;  and  that 
of  St.  Mark's,  Bedford,  on  account  of  the  want  of  the  signature 
of  the  Rector. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend 
the  President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business.

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The  President  announced  the  VJLlth.  Rule  of  Order  on  the 
admission  of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the 
Convention. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Right  Reverend  the  Missionary  Bishop  for 
Oregon  and  Washington,  when  present  at  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention,  be  invited  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  Chancel. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Arti- 
cle of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

The  vote  by  ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Bev.  William  E.  Eigenbrodt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary,  and 
C.  N.  S.  Rowland,  Esq.,  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton  the 
Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  asked  leave  to  request  the  aid,  at  his  desk,  of 
the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Pecke,  during  the  present  Session.  On 
motion,  the  leave  was  granted.

Mr  Bear  Sir  : — The  undersigned,  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  hereby  respectfully  requests  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
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of  New-York,  to  certain  amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church,  which  wore  proposed  at  the  Triennial  Convention  of  1853, 
and  will  be  brought* up  for  final  action  at  the  Convention  of  1856.

Hawks,  Vinton,  and 
Brown,  the  Hon.  T.  J.  Oakley,  and  F.  J.  Betts,  Esq. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  a  Paper,  presented  by  him 
to  the  Convention,  concerning  "  an  Association  for  the  purpose 
of  making  Provision  for  Old  Age,  and  also  for  the  Education  or 
the  Endowment  of  Children,"  was  received,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  "On  the  More  Generous  and  Permanent  Provision  for 
the  Parochial  Clergy.' ' 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 
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Thursday,  September  2oth,  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 


The  Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Putnam,  Mis- 
sionary at  Keeseville,  Essex  county,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  T.  M. 
Peters,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  All  Angels  and  St.  Mary's 
Church,  New- York. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  Convention,  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
President  could  not  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Session 
this  day,  and  that  in  his  absence  he  requested  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hawks  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  took  the  Chair. 

Lay-Delegates  from  several  parishes,  from  which  no  certificates 
were  received  yesterday,  presented  certificates,  which  were  ap- 
proved ;  and  the  Delegates  took  their  seats.* 

Of  the  Clergy  not  present  yesterday,  several  answered  to 
their  names,  and  took  their  seats,  t 

The  certificate  of  Lay-Delegates  from  Trinity  Church,  Gran- 
ville, was  reported  defective,  on  account  of  the  want  of  the 
signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry ;  the  signature  having  been 
certified  by  the  Rector  to  have  been  put  to  another  certificate, 
which  had  been  lost  by  the  way.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond,  the  certificate  was 
received. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  the  Convention  took  a 
recess,  in  order  to  prepare  for  elections. 

After  the  recess,  on  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Elections  for  the  several  Committees  of  the 
Diocese  be  postponed,  until  after  the  delivery  of  the  Annual 
Address  of  the  Provisional  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  being  required  to  attend  a  Meeting  of 
a  Committee  of  the  House,  asked  leave  for  that  purpose  to 
retire  from  the  Chair. 

Leave  was  granted ;  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor  having,  on 
motion  of  the  Secretary,  been  called  to  it,  took  the  Chair. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen.

The  Report  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar : 
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EDUCATION     COMMITTEE. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of 
New- York,  as  the  Receiver  of  the  Canonical  Collections  for  Theological 
Education  in  the  Diocese,  respectfully  Reports  : 

That  the  sum  total  of  the  Collections  throughout  the  Diocese  of 
the  last  year  amounted  to  but  $614  91,  a  fund  altogether  inadequate 
to  the  all-important  end,  contemplated  by  the  Convention  in  passing 
the  Canon.  To  supply  that  deficiency,  the  Society  has  appropriated 
from  its  own  Trust  Funds  during  the  current  year  the  following 
amounts  in  aid  of  necessitous  students  and  in  furtherance  of  the 
general  objects  of  its  trusts,  viz. : 

In  stipends  varying  from  $75  to  $200,  for  aid  to  Candidates  for 
the  Ministry,  or  to  young  men  pursuing  studies  preparatory  thereto, 

the  sum  of $4,235  00 

In  loans,  without  interest,  to  Graduates  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  at  the  period  of  their  Ordination, 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  approved  by  the    Acting 

Bishop 800  00 

Donations  to  feeble  parishes,  for  the  purchase  of  Sunday- 
school  books 500  00 

For  Text-books  to  Students 200  00 

Making  a  total  sum  of ..$5,735  00 


The  number  of  Students  aided  by  the  above  appropriations,  and  by 
Free  Scholarships  in  various  Academic  Institutions  in  the  gift  of  the 
Society,  has  been  as  follows,  viz. :

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In  making  this  full  report  of  its  independent  proceedings  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Society  is  governed  by  two  leading 
considerations  : 

• 

First — In  order  to  give  thereby  a  complete  view  of  the  Church's 
actual  work  in  aiding  its  Candidates  for  the  Ministry  :  and 

Secondly — To  awaken  by  such  statement  the  Churches  of  the 
Diocese  to  a  more  liberal  provision  for  the  same  ;  and  more  especially 
to  turn  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  small  number  of  our 
own  Candidates,  so  inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  our  Church,  and 
to  the  only  adequate  remedy  for  their  increase.  The  smallness  of  that 
number  arises,  obviously,  not  so  much  from  want  of  funds,  as  from 
want  of  that  preparatory  training  which  surrounds  the  youth  from  an 
early  age  with  all  the  associations  which  lead  him  to  that  choice,  as 
well  as  prepare  him  for  it.  In  other  words,  it  arises  from  the  want,  in 
our  Diocese,  of  some  Church  Institution  or  training  school,  in  which, 
as  a  nursery  for  the  Ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of  our  poorer  Clergy 
might  find  a  Home  under  Church  influences,  as  well  as  the  sons  of 
zealous  laymen — a  Church  School,  leading  to  the  Ministry,  ade- 
quately endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and  annually  reporting  to  the 
Convention  its  condition  and  its  progress.  Should  such  Institution 
arise  under  a  wise  organization  and  Episcopal  control,  it  would  doubt- 
less bring  forth  liberal  contributions,  both  from  Churches  and  in- 
dividuals, for  the  furtherance  of  so  desirable  an  object ;  while  those 
educated  within  it  would  naturally  become  the  recipients,  according 
to  their  needs,  of  the  bounty  of  the  Society,  which  is  now  bestowed 
on  preparatory  education,  under  circumstances  far  less  favorable,  and 
too  often  antagonistic  to  the  very  end  for  which  the  bounty  of  the 
Society  is  given.  The  advantages  which  the  Diocese  would  reap  from 
such  Institution  are  too  obvious  to  need  enlargement.  This  Report 
would  only  add  the  experience  of  the  Society  in  their  frequent  dis- 
appointment among  their  scholars,  of  early  resolutions  and  parental 
wishes,  not  to  add  honorable  engagements,  thus  frustrated  through 
Academic  influences  over  which  they  could  have  no  control. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Report  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented,  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  R.  Johnson. 


Report 


OF   THE    MISSIONARY    COMMITTEE    OF   THE    DIOCESE  OF    NEW-YORK, 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  Report : 
That  the  following  are  the  statistics  of  the  Conventional  Year,  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  year  preceding : — 

Receipts  from  interest  on  investments,  1855,  $371;  1856,  $595  90. 
Receipts  from  individual  donations,  1855,  $662;  1856,  $1,494  15— 
($1,400  of  which  was  from  seventeen  subscribers).  Contributions 
from  churches,  1855,  $6,031  16;  1856,  $6,320  95.  The  total  re- 
ceipts, 1855,  $7,064  16;  1856,  $8,411  00;  exceeding  the  last  year's 
receipts  by  $1,346  84.  The  total  expense  in  1855,  viz.,  what  was 
due  up  to  October  1,  was  $9,027  36;  in  1856,  up  to  Oct.  1,  will  be 
about  $10,200.  * 

Your  treasurer  reports  disbursements  for 
the  Conventional  Year  as  standing  at 
present  at $7,762  61

Balance  in  tho  Treasury,  $638  09;  requiring  to  pay  stipends  on 
Oct.  1,  about  $1,800  (of  which,  about  $300  has  since  been  handed 
in;  making  the  actual  deficiency  about  $1,500.) 

There  are,  in  27  Counties,  72  Missionary  Stations;  of  which,  15 
are  unoccupied  at  present. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  Convention,  there  were  51  Missionaries;  at 
this  present  date,  there  are  57,  and  one  Presbyter  of  another  Diocese 
officiating. 
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According  to  the  Missionary  list,  as  it  stands  at  present,  three  of 
the  Missionaries  receive  $300;  one,  $250;  ten,  $200:  one,  $175; 
thirty-eight,  $150;  two,  $100;  two  without  stipend;  with  $100  to  the 
Presbyter,  who  is  not  a  Missionary  of  the  Diocese:  and  $150  to- 
wards the  Itineracy  of  the  Northern  Convocation;  making  the  pre- 
sent arrangement  answerable  for  $9,475  per  annum,  with  probable 
additions  from  new  openings  and  applications.  For  the  last  six 
months,  no  General  Agent  has  been  employed.  The  deficiency  last 
year,  Oct.  1,  was  $1,963;  this  year,  about  $1,500. 

Your  Committee  began  the  last  Conventional  Year  with  a  deficien- 
cy much  larger  than  usual.  They  felt,  however,  a  strong  confidence, 
that  so  great  and  good  a  cause,  involving  so  largely  the  extension  of 
the  Church  and  the  support  of  its  younger  and  feebler  parishes  in  the 
Diocese,  could  not  but  be  fairly  sustained.  They  had  the  more  reason 
to  think  so,  because  information  of  the  necessity  for  the  work,  and  of 
the  interesting  labors  of  our  Missionaries,  had  just  been  widely  circu- 
lated- throughout  our  congregations,  by  the  appeals  of  the  earnest 
Missionary  General  Agent,  whom  the  Committee  had  deemed  it  ex- 
pedient to  engage  for  a  year  for  this  very  purpose.  Nor  can  we  say 
that  these  expectations  have  failed.  True,  they  have  not  been  so  sig- . 
nally  fulfilled,  as,  with  our  sanguine  faith,  we  then  anticipated.  Once 
and  again  our  spiritual  Leader,  who  watches  so  anxiously  and  tender- 
ly over  his  Missionaries  and  their  feeble  parishes — who  would  extend 
the  Churches  of  God,  with  their  rich  blessings,  everywhere  through  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  Diocese — has  found  it  necessary  to  make  a 
direct  appeal,  and  call  his  faithful  people  to  the  rescue.  Once,  too, 
when  the  crisis  was  very  severe,  he  condescended  to  make  a  private 
and  personal  application  to  some  few  individuals;  who,  by  their 
prompt  and  generous  response,  relieved  for  the  time  his  anxieties  on 
behalf  of  his  suffering  Missionaries,  and  enabled  the  Treasurer  to  pro- 
tect the  honor  of  the  Diocese. 

And  now  again,  as  at  the  previous  Convention,  we  have  to  face  the 
same  difficulty.  The  October  quarterly  payment  is  at  hand;  your 
Missionaries  need  their  slender  allowance;  and  there  is  wanting 
about  $1,500  in  the  treasury,  to  meet  the  claim. 

Under  these  circumstances,  what  ought  your  Missionary  Committee 
to  have  done  ? — what  have  they  done  ?  Brethren,  they  have  gone 
forward  !  Wherever  the  call  for  a  new  station  was  really  pressing 
and  the  Missionary  could  be  secured,  your  Provisional  Bishop  did  not 
feel  that  he  could  in  conscience  deny;  he  recommended  the  station; 
he  nominated  the  Missionary;  and  his  Committee  went  with  him  to 
a  man.    Nor  can  you  expect  it  to  be  otherwise;  not,  at  least,  unless 
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the  members  and  churches  of  his  Diocese  more  effectually  quench  his 
faith  in  their  Christian  disinterestedness  and  their  affection  for  the 
Church  of  God.  Thus  it  is,  that  there  are  seven  more  laborers  in  the 
field,  and  a  proportionate  increase  of  expenditure;  and  in  some  old 
stations  which  required  additional  aid,  it  has  been  proffered. 

Nor  is  the  work  likely  to  cease,  or  grow  less  in  amount,  or  less  ex- 
acting in  its  righteous  claims.  The  prayers  of  our  devout  fathers  and 
mothers  in  Israel,  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ,  are  graciously 
answered;  the  labors  of  our  earnest  and  Evangelical  ministry  are 
blessed  of  God;  and  so  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  gives  the  increase. 
And  this  blessing  of  increase  it  is,  which  makes  the  demand  for  more 
laborers,  and  for  renewed  and  increased  expenditure.  Oh  !  Christian 
brethren,  will  you  pray  earnestly  for  the  blessing,  and  receive  it  so  un- 
graciously ?  Will  you  let  the  very  harvest  your  own  devotions  have 
solicited,  perish  unprofitably  for  want  of  care,  not  gathered  into  the 
garner? 

As  a  sign  of  the  Church's  advancement  and  increasing  claims,  we 
would  direct  your  attention  to  two  measures  which  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Committee.  Thojirst  is  this  :  As  new  openings  aro  continu- 
ally presenting  themselves,  and  the  settled  pastors  in  the  vicinity  are 
frequently  urgent  to  improve  them,  if  they  eould  but  find  a  clergyman 
to  go  on  with  the  work,  and  have  some  assurance  that  he  would  be 
sustained,  your  Committee  passed  a  Resolution,  that  it  should  be  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  (who,  visiting  the  churches,  is  thus  able 
to  judge  what  is  best  by  personal  inspection)  to  pledge  the  Missionary 
Committee  to  the  amount  of  $200  per  annum,  for  securing  the  labor- 
er on  the  field;  thus  working  out  from  existing  centres,  on  the  mili- 
tary principle  of  establishing  a  base  of  operations,  and  then  throwing 
men  as  far  forward  as  communication  can  be  advantageously  kept  up. 
In  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  direct  your  thoughts  forward 
to  still  greater  advances ;  and  to  quote  the  eloquent  words  delivered 
before  this  body  in  the  Convention  Sermon  of  1854 — words  of  saga- 
cious statesmanship,  of  mature  reflection,  and  of  a  lofty  faith:  "  To 
the  Church  at  large,  the  whole  world  is  given  as  its  field,  no  corner 
exempt  from  its  duties,  no  creature  beyond  its  cares.  So  too,  in  each 
branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  is  given,  as  to  our  Church  in  this 
Western  Continent,  'the  whole  land;'  and,  in  like  manner,  to  each 
Diocese  within  its  prescribed  limits,  with  its  circle  of  parishes 
exhausting  those  limits — 'the  whole  land:'  not,  we  mean,  in  con- 
travention to  the  rights  of  others — 'to  their  own  Master  they 
stand  or  fall;' — but  we  mean  the  land  is  ours  by  an  indefeasible  ob- 
ligation resting  upon  us.    Other  Christian  bodies  may,  and  mostly  do, 
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limit  their  care.  We,  as  Churchmen,  cannot.  In  theory  as  in  title, 
in  name  as  in  claim,  our  Church  covers  the  land;  and,  therefore 
should  there  be  within  it  no  unnamed,  no  unappropriated  territory,  no 
portion  excluded  in  word,  or,  so  far  as  God's  Providence  admits,  in 
deed,  from  spiritual  care  and  Episcopal  control." 

The  second  measure  is  this:  The  Northern  Missionary  Convocation 
of  our  Diocese,  important  for  the  number  of  its  members  and  the  ex- 
tent of  territory  under  its  care,  and  memorable  for  its  activity  and 
liberality  in  the  missionary  work,  has  commenced  an  exploration  of 
the  entire  ground  included  within  their  bounds,  and  an  itineracy  of  the 
resident  clergymen  throughout  parts  adjacent;  and  the  result  is  mani- 
fest in  the  resolutions  which  it  has  passed,  and  which  it  has  lately  sent 
up  to  your  Missionary  Committee,  with  a  request  that  we  should  join 
with  them,  and  share  somewhat  the  expense  of  the  itinerant  services. 
Their  resolutions  are  as  follows: 

"  Whereas,  the  Reports  received  from  the  clergy  who  have  been 
employed  in  gathering  information  for  us  in  all  the  Northern  seetion 
of  the  Diocese,  show  that  the  portions  of  the  field  most  thoroughly 
surveyed,  are  thickly  sprinkled  with  the  children  of  the  Church,  giv- 
ing proof  that  the  same  is  the  case,  in  one  degree  or  another,  else- 
where; and  whereas  the  replies  to  the  proposals  to  take  under  super- 
vision the  whole  of  the  unoccupied  field,  have  evinced  on  the  part  of 
the  resident  clergy  a  readiness  to  enter  on  the  work,  asking  only  that 
their  necessary  travelling  expenses  be  paid;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  we  increase  our  pledges  to  Convocation  ten  per 
eent.,  and  that  we  request  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
to  share  with  us  the  expense  of  the  Itinerant  service,  which  is  as  ne- 
cessary for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  work  as  it  can  be  for 
ours." 

They  add,  "  we  confidently  rely  on  the  readiness  of  your  Committee 
to  share  with  us  the  pecuniary  cost  of  this  labor  of  love,  doubting  not 
but  that  you  will  agree  with  us,  in  thinking  that,  if  at  all  faithfully 
performed  and  persevered  in,  it  promises  vast  results  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  the  Church  in  this  Diocese."  Your  Committee  furnish 
$150  to  aid  this  excellent  work. 

One  more  of  our  Missionaries  has  been  removed  by  death.  The 
Rev.  Edward  Courtland  Babcock,  for  three  years  your  Missionary  at 
Greenpoint,  Kings  County,  died  Dec.  30, 1855,  aged  27.  Young,  gifted, 
highly  accomplished,  the  prize  scholar  of  Columbia  College,  distin- 
guished in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  he  gave  himself  up  with 
an  intense  devotion  to  his  Saviour's  service  and  work.  Though  extreme. 
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!y  delicate,  he  labored  in  season  and  out  of  season,  and  with  great  suc- 
cess. This  was  his  first  and  only  parish,  and  he  began  it  from  the 
foundation — real  Missionary  work,  such  as  we  are  urging  the  churches 
and  the  noble  laymen  of  our  land  to  speed  forward  and  sustain.  He 
began  with  three  families  and  three  Sunday  scholars:  he  gathered  70 
families  and  125  scholars,  and  left  52  communicants;  lots  were  pur- 
chased, and  the  church  built  and  furnished — and  no  debt.  He  died 
amidst  the  tears  of  his  people.  His  last  whispered  words  were,  "  Live 
near  to  Christ.' ' 

Brethren  !  with  your  eyes  upon  your  Missionaries  in  their  hard  but 
glorious  toil — and  your  eye  of  faith  following  them  as  they  pass  up- 
ward to  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest*— will  you  not  cheer  them  on  in  their 
great  but  venturous  work,  and  will  you  not  second  us  in  proposing  the 
following  Resolution: 

Resoluedy  That  it  is  imperative  upon  the  Missionary  Committee  to 
advance  in  their  work,  invited,  as  they  are,  by  necessities  and  oppor- 
tunities; and  that  it  is  the  duty  of.  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  pro- 
vide, promptly  and  effectually,  the  means  of  carrying  it  on.

ON    PROPOSED    AMENDMENTS    TO    THE    CONSTITUTION     OF     THE    PRO- 
TESTANT EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED    STATES. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  consider  certain  altera- 
tions of  Articles  II.,  V.  and  VI.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
proposed  in  the  General  Convention  of  1853,  have  performed  that 
duty,  and  respectfully  Report  : 

That  on  an  attentive  consideration  of  such  proposed  alterations, 
they  all  appear  to  be  called  for  by  sufficient  causes.  They  are  expres- 
sed in  language  sufficiently  cautious  to  guard  against  misconception 
or  perversion — and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  would,  if  adopt- 
ed, be  salutary  in  their  operation. 

The  members  of  the  Committee,  therefore,  unanimously  concur  in 
recommending  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 
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I.  Resolved,  That  the  alterations  severally  proposed  to  Articles  II., 
V.  and  VI.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States,  and  sent  to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  "for  con- 
sideration/' pursuant  to  the  10th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and 
Canon  50,  of  1832,  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  New- York,  judicious  alterations,  and  such  as  may  safely  be 
adopted. 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  directed  to 
furnish  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  with  a  certified  copy  of 
the  foregoing  resolution,  together  with  the  request  of  the  Convention 
that  he  will,  in  such  mode  as  he  may  deem  most  proper,  bring  it  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  next  General  Convention.

of  the  Church,  who  showed  much  zeal  in  the  matter,  the  Memorial 
was  presented  to  the  Senate ;  and  the  Act,  after  consideration,  was 
duly  passed  by  that  body,  and  was  then  sent  to  the  Assembly  for 
concurrence.  There  it  was,  in  due  course  of  Legislative  proceedings, 
referred  to  a  Committee  to  report  complete,  and  was  ready  for  action ; 
but  in  consequence  of  a  sudden  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  it 
was,  with  many  other  bills  in  a  like  position,  lost. 

The  Trustees  further  report  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  re- 
ceived by  their  Treasurer  from  Bishop  Onderdonk  : 

"  Franklin-street,  Oct.  25th,  1855. 
"My  Dear  Sir  : 

"Jn  the  printed  report  that  I  have  seen  of  Judge  Hoffman's 
speech  in  our  late  Diocesan  Convention,  on  the  matter  of  the  sale  of 
this  house,  &c,  there  is  an  error.  He  is  represented  by  the  reporter 
as  having  said  that  he  was  authorized  by  me  to  state,  that '  if  the 
Convention  would  adopt  the  plan  recommended,  I  would  give  the 
Trustees  of  the  fund  any  document,  under  my  hand,  that  would  be 
satisfactory  to  them,  relinquishing  for  myself  and  heirs  all  claim 
upon  the  Fund  for  the  time  past ;  and  would  hereafter  give  receipts 
for  the  payments  made  me  in  full  of  all  demands  up  to  the  date  of 
the  receipt. 

"What  I  object  to  in  the  report,  is,  that  I  am  represented  as  willing 
to  put  the  thing  in  the  shape  of  a  contract  or  bargain  with  the  Con- 
vention. This  1  have  uniformly  avoided  on  principle.  I  have  always 
refused  to  allow  any  proposition  to  come  before  the  Convention,  as 
either  from  me,  or  approved  or  sanctioned  by  me,  which  would  put  me 
in  the  attitude  of  promising  to  do  something,  in  consideration  of  ac- 
tion by  the  Convention  in  my  favor. 

"  What  I  said  to  Judge  Hoffman,  and  have  said  to  others,  is, '  that 
whatever  may  be  my  opinion  as  to  my  rights,  I  never  would  come 
upon  the  Convention  for  the  portions  of  the  income  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  which  had  been  appropriated  as  remuneration  for  the  services 
of  Visiting  Bishops;  and  that,  having  consented  to  receive  the  Con- 
vention's appropriation  of  $2,500  per  annum,  1  held  myself  in  honor 
bound  to  consider  each  receipt  on  that  appropriation  as  a  relinquish- 
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ment  of  all  claims  for  all  past  time;  and  was  willing  to  give  receipts 
to  that  effect,  if  this  were  desired.'  All  this  1  said,  years  ago;  and 
did  not  authorize  a  proposition  to  the  late  Convention — a  quid  pro 
quo,  in  the  event  of  their  acting  favorably  in  the  matter  before  them; 
bat  merely  stated  to  the  Judge,  (in  reply  to  an  allusion  by  him  to  the 
noise  that  was  made  in  certain  quarters,  touching  the  danger  of  my 
heirs,  one  of  these  days,  coming  upon  the  Fund  for  I  know  not  how 
many  thousand  dollars),  what  had  always  been,  and  still  were,  my 
principles  and  views  on  the  subject. 

"  I  have  troubled  you  with  this  explanation  as  a  prelude  to  the  prin- 
cipal object  of  this  note;  which  is,  to  ask  the  favor  of  your  preparing 
such  a  receipt  for  the  next  payment,  as  will  be  to  you  a  satisfactory 
meeting  of  the  case.

Whereupon  a  document  was  preparod  by  the  Treasurer,  and  sent 
to  Bishop  Onderdonk,  which,  having  been  duly  executed,  was  return- 
ed to  the  Treasurer;  and  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to 
wit: — 

"New-York,  Nov.  1,  1855.  Received  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Now- York,  Two  Hundred  Dollars, 
on  account  of  the  annual  sum  ordered  by  the  Convention  of  said 
Diocese  to  be  paid  to  me;  in  consideration  whereof,  and  of  previous 
payments  made  to  me  by  the  said  Trustees  under  such  order,  I  do 
hereby  acquit,  release,  and  discharge  the  said  Trustees,  ar  well  as  tho 
Convention  of  said  Diocese,  of  and  from  all  claims  and  demands 
whatsoever,  up  to  the  day  of  the  date  hereof.  Witness  my  hand  and 
seal  the  day  and  year  above  written.

Since  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  foregoing  release,  a  receipt 
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in  full  to  the  date  thereof,  is  given  by  Bishop  Onderdonk  upon 
monthly  payment  to  him.

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  the 
Provisional  Bishop  was  presented  and  read. 
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Report: 


The  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  Report : 

That  they  have  fulfilled  the  duty  assigned  to  them,  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  They  have  apportioned  the  assessments  on  the  Churches, 
regard  being  had  to  their  endowments,  and  to  the  size  and  pecuniary 
ability  of  the  congregations. 

The  sum  required  to  fulfil  the  obligations  of  the  Convention  to  the 
Provisional  Bishop,  is  $7,500  per  annum  ;  of  which  amount,  $6,000 
was  pledged  for  his  current  expenses,  and  $1,500  for  the  rent  of  a 
suitable  residence.  The  Disposable  Episcopal  Fund  has  supplied 
$2,000  ;  the  remainder,  $5,500,  has  been  apportioned  on  the  Parishes, 
two-thirds  being  assessed  among  the  Churches  in  the  City  of  New- 
York. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Treasurer's  account 
will  evince  a  ready  response  from  the  Churches  to  the  demands  of  the 
Convention.  But  amendments  may  yet  be  made  advantageously  to  the 
Schedule  of  Assessments  for  the  future.  The  exigency  being  still  ex- 
isting for  a  Committee,  it  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  the  Resolu- 
tion passed  last  year  bo  re-enacted,  to  wit : 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  an  obligation 
rests  upon  the  several  parishes  of  the  Diocese  to  contribute  toward  the 
engagement  voluntarily  assumed  by  their  representatives  in  the  last  An- 
nual Convention  ;  and  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  make  an 
equitable  apportionment  among  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese  of  a  sum 
which,  with  the  available  income  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  will  form  an 
amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  payment  to  the  Provisional  Bishop,  as- 
sumed by  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Annual  Convention.

The  Resolution  appended  to  this  Report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  under  the  similar  resolution  of  last 
year,  were,  on  motion,  reappointed  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year, 
viz. : 

The  Rev.  Francis  Vinton,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Benjamin  I.  Haight,  D. 
D.,  Hon.  John  A.  King,  Hon.  Murray  Hoffman,  Hon.  Luther  Brad- 
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ish,  Robert  B.  Mintura,  Esq.,  Cyrus  Curtiss,  Esq.,  the  Hon- 
Hamilton  Fish,  Stephen  Cambreleng,  Esq.,  and  the  Hon.  John 
A.  Dix. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  Henry  E.  Pierrepont,  Esq. 
was  added  to  this  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  the  following  resolutions, 
m  passed  by  the  Convention  of  last  year,  (Journal,  1855,  pp.  77, 
78,)  were  again  adopted  by  this  Convention. 

I.  Besotved,  That  the  surviving  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence be,  and  are  hereby  directed  to  convey  the  property  they 
hold  in  trust  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  or  to  such 
person  or  persons,  as  the  Trustees  last  mentioned,  having  sold 
the  same,  shall  appoint  and  direct. 

EL  JResolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  are 
hereby  authorized  in  their  discretion,  to  apply  to  the  Legislature 
for  amendments  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  permitting  them  to 
hold  this  and  other  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate,  and 
to  dispose  of  the  same  if  necessary,  and  when  directed  by  the 
Convention ;  and  enlarging  the  maximum  of  the  allowed  annual 
value  or  income  of  the  funds  and  property  under  their  charge  ; 
and  that  the  conveyance,  directed  in  the  previous  Resolution,  if 
made  directly  to  such  Corporation,  shall  be  delayed  until  such 
amendment,  authorizing  the  Corporation  to  hold  real  estate,  be 
obtained. 

HL  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  be, 
and  are  hereby  directed  to  take  charge  of  the  property  now  held 
and  possessed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Residence ;  and 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same ;  or  to  let  the  house  from  year  to 
year,  or  for  a  term  of  years,  in  their  discretion,  and  upon  such 
terms,  conditions  and  agreements,  as  theyshall  deem  most  advan- 
tageous ;  Provided,  that  possession  of  the  premises  shall  not  be 
given  to  any  purchaser  or  tenant  before  the  first  day  of  May 
next. 

Mr.  Jay,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the  more  Generous 
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and  Permanent   Provision  for  the  Parochial  Clergy,  submitted 
the  following 


Report: 


The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  a  more  Just  and  Permanent  Sup- 
port for  the  Parochial  Clergy,  to  whom  the  fourth  resolution  embraced 
in  their  former  Report  was  re-committed,  with  instructions  to  prepare 
an  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  a  Parochial  Fund,  and  also  a  plan  for 
the  collection,  management,  and  distribution  of  funds  for  accomplish- 
ing the  object  referred  to  in  their  Report,  respectfully  Report: 

That,  from  the  interest  and  importance  attaching  to  the  subject,  they 
had  hoped  that  the  Right  Rev.  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
would  have  been  able,  during  the  last  year,  consistently  with  his  own 
views,  to  approve  of  the  request  respectfully  made  to  him  by  the  last 
Convention,  "  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  letter  on  this  subject  to  the  Con- 
gregations of  the  Diocese,  and  address  the  same  to  the  rector  or  min- 
ister in  each  parish,  or  to  the  wardens,  in  case  there  be  no  minister, 
that  the  letter  might  be  read  on  a  certain  Sunday,  to  be  named  by  the 
Bishop;  and  that  the  clergyman,  if  there  be  one,  or  otherwise  the 
warden,  advise  the  Bishop  forthwith  of  the  proceedings  had  by  the 
Congregation  in  consideration  of  it." 

The  difficulties  of  reaching  by  legislation  the  evils  sought  to  be 
remedied,  have  been  already  dwelt  upon  by  your  Committee  in  their 
first  Report.  Whatever  is  to  be  accomplished  must  be  by  force  of  in- 
dividual conviction;  and  a  Pastoral  letter  from  the  Bishop  is  more 
likely  to  arouse  the  thoughtful  attention  of  our  congregations,  and  in- 
duce a  serious  and  practical  inquiry  on  the  part  of  each  member, 
whether  he  is  doing  his  duty  towards  his  own  pastor,  than  any  resolu- 
tions emanating  from  this  body. 

And  the  Committee  too,  deemed  it  probable  that  the  action  of  the 
congregations,  which  it  was  proposed  should  follow  the  Bishop's  Pas- 
toral, and  be  communicated  to  him,  would  afford  many  useful  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  the  whole  subject;  of  which  they  might  have  availed 
themselves  in  the  further  Report  they  were  instructed  to  make. 

Circumstances  however,  to  which  the  Bishop  has  referred  in  his 
Address,  have  hitherto  prevented  the  Bishop  from  acceding  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  Convention;  and  the  Committee  are  thus,  to  their  regret, 
compelled  to  report  to  the  Convention,  without  the  assistance  so  con- 
fidently relied  on. 

The  evil  of  insufficient  support  for  the  Parochial  Clergy,  is  to  be 
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mainly  removed  by  the  action  of  the  individual  congregations;  and  little 
is  to  be  hoped  for  until  they  are  aroused  to  action  :  but  the  establish- 
ment of  a  general  fund,  with  proper  sanctions  and  guarantees  com- 
mending it  to  universal  confidence,  seems  to  promise  important  results 
in  the  future;  when,  by  gradual  steps,  it  shall  have  secured  a  wide 
support,  and  become  the  recipient  of  devises  and  bequests  from  hun- 
dreds of  men  and  women  whose  charities,  surviving  their  earthly 
course,  will  perpetuate  their  names  in  the  churches  of  our  Diocese. 
The  Act  of  Incorporation,  which  the  Committee  were  instructed  to 
draft,  has  been  drawn  with  a  view  of  inspiring  confidence  in  the  per- 
manency and  efficiency  of  the  fund,  and  the  prudence,  integrity,  and 
impartiality  of  its  management. 

Its  general  features,  it  is  believed,  sufficiently  explain  themselves, 
and  call,  at  this  time,  for  no  comment  from  the  Committee;  while  the 
details  may  require  to  be  expounded  in  by-laws.  Yet,  as  the  Fund  is 
intended  not  for  a  day,  but  for  all  time,  aud  too  great  care  can  hardly 
be  taken  in  its  establishment,  the  Committee  would  recommend,  in 
view  of  the  intimation  given  to  the  Convention  by  the  Bishop,  that  he 
proposes  to  carry  out,  during  the  ensuing  winter,  the  request  made  by 
this  body,  that  the  Committee  be  continued;  and  that  this  Report, 
with  the  draft  of  an  Act  now  submitted,  be  entered  on  the  Journal, 
and  made  a  special  order  for  the  next  Convention. 

In  regard  to  the  plan  submitted  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Entz,  which  is  hereto 
appended,  of  "  An  Association  for  the  Purpose  of  Making  Provision 
for  Old  Age,  and  also  for  the  Education  and  Endowment  of  Chil- 
dren/' which  was  referred  to  this  Committee  by  a  resolution  of  the 
present  Convention,  passed  yesterday,  with  instructions  to  report 
thereon,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say,  that  it  is  an  elaborate  and 
carefully  prepared  document,  deserving  more  serious  attention  than  it 
has  been  possible  for  the  Committee  to  devote  to  it,  since  it  was 
placed  in  their  hands;  engaged,  as  many  of  them  have  been,  in  active 
duties  connected  with  the  business  of  this  body.  They  therefore  ask 
leave  to  postpone  their  Report  thereon  until  the  next  Convention. 

Tour  Committee  are  unwilling  to  close  this  Report,  without  alluding 
to  the  fact,  that,  among  those  in  whose  behalf  it  is  presented,  one 
name  is  missing.  Since  their  last  appearance  before  this  Convention, 
their  associate,  the  Honorable  Ogden  Hoffman,  late  Attorney-General 
of  the  State  of  New- York,  has  been  removed  to  another  world.  Emi- 
nent alike  for  his  abilities  and  integrity  as  a  lawyer — for  his  unsur- 
passed eloquence,  his  kind  heart,  and  ever  genial  disposition — his 
death  has  been  universally  regretted  by  the  bar  which  he  adorned 
and  by  the  large  circle  in  which  he  moved.  Mr.  Hoffman  was  appoint- 
ed, by  the  late  Bishop  Wainwright,  a  member  of  this  Committee,  aa 
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to  such  an  amount,  that  the  annual  income  accruing  therefrom  shall 
not  exceed  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars.  The  said  Fund  shall  be  devoted, 
in  part  to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  ministers  of  tha 
■aid  Church  engaged  in  Parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and 
this  portion  of  the  Fund  shall  be  called,  "  Fund  for  Clerical  Support;" 
and  in  part  to  the  purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages, 
within  the  limits  of  organized  parishes  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  comma* 
nion  with  the  said  Church,  and  which  shall  be  called,  "Fund  for 
Parsonage  Aid." 

All  real  or  personal  property,  conveyed  or  given  to  the  said  Trus- 
tees, without  specification  as  to  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be 
devoted  equally  to  these  two  purposes ;  but  all  donors  to  the  Fund, 
bj  gift  or  devise,  may  specify  whether  the  same  is  to  be  appropriate*} 
for  "Clerical  Support,"  or  for  "Parsonage  Aid;"  and  a  separate 
account  shall  be  kept  of  the  portions  of  the  Fund  devoted  to  these  two 
purposes. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  distribution  of  these  Funds,  regard  shall  be  had  bf 
the  Trustees  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  to  the  equal  necessfc 
ties  of  the  ministers  of  the  parishes  applying  for  the  same,  without 
prejudice  or  favor. 

Sic.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Truer 
teee  shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  or  at 
inch  other  time  as  they  may  appoint;  and,  after  determining  the 
amounts  of  money  s  to  be  distributed  for  the  ensuing  year,  they  shall  con^ 
•derthe  applications  for  assistance  which  may  then  have  been  received. 
Such  applications  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  either  by  the  minister,  Of 
by  order  of  the  Vestry  of  the  parish,  and  shall  state  the  facts  essential 
to  a  full  understanding  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the 
amounts  already  contributed  or  secured  towards  the  support  of  th£ 
minister,  or  for  the  erection  of  a  parsonage,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
laid  applications  shall  be  separately  considered  by  the  Trustees,  and 
a  minute  made  of  their  decision  thereon,  together  with  a  statement  of 
At  reasons  for  refusing  the  same,  if  the  application  shall  be  rejected. 

Ib  no  case  shall  the  amount  awarded  from  the  funds  be  more  than 
mm-half  of  the  amount  already  contributed  or  secured,  as  may  satis* 
metorily  appear  by  the  written  application.  And,  in  making  grant! 
from  the  Fund  in  aid  of  parsonages,  in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be 
paid  from  the  said  Fund,  except  upon  assurances,  satisfactory  to  tho 
Trustees,  that  all  the  remaining  moneys  necessary  to  the  purchase  erf 
a  glebe  or  erection  of  the  parsonage,  are  secured,  and  that  no  debt 
or  incumbrance  will  remain  thereon.  *'

Sec.  6.  The  Trustees  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  at  their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  Fund;  of  all 
applications  for  assistance  therefrom;  of  the  grants  made,  with  the 
conditions,  if  any,  attached  thereto;  and  of  the  applications  which 
have  been  refused,  and  the  reasons  for  the  refusal  thereof;  and  a  du- 
plicate copy  of  such  report  shall  also  be  rendered  annually  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

APPENDIX  REFERRED   TO   IN   PRECEDING  REPORT. 

MR.  J.  F.   ENTZ'S   PLAN. 

An  Association  for  the  purpose  of  Making  Provision  for  Old  Age, 
and  also  for  the  Education  or  the  Endowment  of  Children. 

Among  our  most  sacred  and  urgent  duties,  is  the  one  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  future,  and  to  make  early  preparations,  while  yet  able  to 
do  so,  against  want  and  poverty;  to  which  we  are  all  more  or  leas  ex- 
posed, when  old  age,  disability,  or  other  causes,  overcome  ns;  and 
when  the  resources,  from  which  we  now  derive  our  means  for  the 
support  of  ourselves  and  of  our  families,  may  become  dried  up. 

The  wealthy  man,  who  is  able  to  spend  his  thousands  in  superflu- 
ous luxuries,  may,  in  the  constant  mutability  of  fortunes,  become 
poor,  and  even,  perhaps,  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  others;  and 
that,  perhaps,  at  the  very  period  when  he  most  wishes  to  enjoy  the 
comforts  he  has  so  long  been  accustomed  to. 

The  man  in  more  moderate  circumstances,  possessing  now  an  in* 
come  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy  his  modest  desires,  and  the  fruit 
of  his  industry,  or  the  product  of  an  intelligible  mind  and  profitable 
employment,  may,  with  the  approach  of  the  autumn  of  his  life,  find 
his  present  resources  gradually  disappearing;  and  look  with  some 
anxiety  towards  the  time  when  they  may  entirely  fail,  and  leave  him 
destitute  of  those  means  with  which  he  might  soothe  the  remainder 
of  his  days. 

But  the  poorer  classes,  who  are  obliged  to  work  for  their  dally 
bread,  are  still  more  exposed  to  that  danger;  because  weakness,  in- 
ability to  continue  their  vocation,  and  perhaps  sickness,  are  almost 
■ore  to  overtake  them,  and  to  put  them  at  the  mercy  of  charity. 

The  clergy,  in  particular,  are  a  class  who,  perhaps,  more  than  any 
other,  ought  to  make  early  and  effectual  preparations  for  the  fu- 
ture, in  order  to  secure  the  worldly  comforts,  to  which  they  are  00 
richly  entitled,  after  having  devoted  their  whole  life  to  the  service  of 
Qod.     The  intention  of  their  labors  is  not  the  making  of  money;  and 
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few  of  them  are  ever  bo  situated,  that  they  may  lay  up  a  store  of  wealth. 
They  are,  perhaps,  in  the  enjoyment  of  an  ample  income  for  their  pre- 
sent support;  but  when  advancing  years  affect  their  mental  and  physi- 
cal powers,  it  is  but  too  often  the  case,  that  their  eminent  services  are 
forgotten  by  an  ungrateful  congregation — that  they  are  laid  on  the  shel£ 
and  perhaps  entirely  abandoned  to  whatever  other  resources  they  may 
have  left.  It  is  true,  that  there  are  relief  funds,  instituted  by  several 
denominations,  for  the  benefit  of  superannuated  members;  but  I  have 
reasons  to  believe  that  the  allowances  scarcely  ever  meet  their  wants; 
and  I  believe  also,  that  many  improvements  might  be  suggested  and 
introduced  in  the  regulations  of  such  relief  funds.  x 

The  claims  upon  such  a  fund,  may,  in  the  beginning  and  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  come  in  but  slowly,  and  everything  look  promising;  but, 
in  the  course  of  time,  the  members  entitled  to  the  benefits  are  grow- 
ing older,  and  the  applications  for  relief  will  increase  in  a  greater  and 
progressive  ratio. 

If  great  prudence,  with  the  most  judicious,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
most  equitable  regulations,  do  not  form  the  basis  of  these  funds,  they 
nay  be  found  exhausted  at  a  much  earlier  period  than  could  be  anti- 
cipated, and  perhaps  when  most  wanted;  so  that  their  principal  ob- 
ject, and  all  the  expectations,  are  completely  frustrated. 

To  avert  the  dangers  alluded  to,  and  to  which  we  are  thus  all — 
though,  perhaps,  in  different  degrees — exposed,  there  is  but  one 
remedy;  and  that  is,  to  spare  as  much  as  we  can  out  of  our  present 
means,  to  husband  it  most  carefully,  and  particularly  to  lay  it  up  for 
accumulation,  under  the  powerful  effect  of  compound  interest. 

The  celebrated  Dr.  Richard  Price  said,  when  he  proposed  to  the 
English  Parliament  some  means  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  English 
National  Debt : 

"  One  penny  put  out  at  our  Saviour's  birth  to  5  per  cent,  compound 
interest  would,  in  the  year  1791,  have  increased  to  a  greater  sum  than 
would  be  contained  in  three  hundred  millions  of  earths,  all  solid  gold. 
Bat,  if  put  out  to  simple  interest,  it  would,  in  the  same  time,  have 
amounted  to  no  more  than  seven  shillings  and  sixpence." 

If  every  one,  in  proportion  to  his  circumstances,  would  lay  aside 
a  small  amount,  and  leave  it  to  accumulate,  it  would  be  found,  with- 
out scarcely  feeling  the  privation,  that  it  would  increase  to  such  an 
extent,  that  it  may  be  ample  for  procuring  us  every  desirable  comfort 
in  old  age,  and  render  us  entirely  independent  of  others,  and  of  every 
contingency. 

It  might  appear  superfluous  to  mention  such  a  well-known  princi- 
ple; bat  there  is  a  variety  of  means  for  executing  it,  and  it  is  the  prin- 
cipal object  of  this  communication,  to  point  out,  what  I  believe,  the

best,  the  most  simple,  and  the  most  efficient  method;  one  that  offers 
the  greatest  advantages,  securing  not  only  the  highest  rate  of  interest 
that  can  be  obtained  by  a  safe  and  judicious  investment,  with  the 
benefit  of  compound  interest;  but  also  that  of  a  mutual  inheritance, 
or  survivorship. 

No  small  sums  can  be  profitably  invested  by  private  individuals, 
and  much  less  can  they  command  the  benefit  of  compound  interest. 
It  can  only  be  done  by  corporations,  or  by  those  whose  money  opera- 
tions are  so  extensive  that  they  have  always  large  sums  for  invest- 
ment; and  the  former  have  therefore  no  other  means  to  effect  it,  but 
by  a  deposit  in  a  savings'  bank;  but,  while  the  interest  is  only  five 
per  cent.,  this  mode  is  attended  with  some  inconveniences,  which 
deter  many  from  availing  themselves  of  it. 

The  Life  Insurance  and  Annuity  offices  of  England  offer  to  the 
public  another  and  most  excellent  method,  presenting  not  only  the 
advantage  of  compound  interest  (though  at  a  very  low  rate),  but  also 
the  one  of  survivorship,  by  the  means  and  under  the  name  of  "  De- 
ferred Annuities." 

By  a  single  payment,  or  by  regular  annual  premiums,  paid  until  the 
age  of  sixty  or  seventy,  an  annuity  may  be  purchased,  to  commence 
at  that  age,  and  to  continue  for  the  remainder  of  life;  and  thus  the 
very  object  is  attained  for  which  this  communication  is  written,  only 
on  much  less  favorable  terms  than  those  my  plan  would  secure. 

It  is  most  singular  and  unfortunate,  that,  in  a  country  that  watches 
and  introduces  every  foreign  invention  of  a  mechanical  or  artistic 
character,  and  soon  improves  upon  it,  such  a  benevolent  and  highly 
useful  provision  has  never  been  adopted  by  our  Life  Insurance  com- 
panies, although,  on  account  of  the  greater  value  of  money,  it  might 
be  done  to  much  greater  advantages  to  all  parties.  It  is  one  of  far 
greater  utility  and  importance  than  even  the  insurance  on  lives,  be- 
cause it  offers  benefits  to  almost  every  class,  and  to  a  much  wider  cir- 
cle of  persons,  in  a  variety  of  situations.  The  chances  that  the  par- 
ties may  die  before  the  annuity  commences,  and  the  probable  time 
during  which  they  may  afterwards  enjoy  it,  are  all  taken  into  con- 
sideration, and  the  premiums  are  thereby  so  much  reduced,  that,  with 
a  much  smaller  sum,  a  greater  benefit  can  be  obtained,  than  by  the 
ordinary  accumulation. 

But  Life  Insurance  Companies  have  heavy  expenses,  for  rents,  sal- 
aries, advertising,  commissions  to  agents,  etc.,  to  provide  for;  their 
stockholders  expect  good  dividends;  and,  in  order  to  produce  profits, 
it  is  necessary  that  their  terms  should  be  less  advantageous  to  the 
public,  than  they  would  be,  if  they  were  computed  at  the  same  rate 
of  interest  they  obtain  from  their  investments,  and  at  the  exact  cost 
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of  the  risk  mathematically  ascertained.  They  promise  a  certain  sum, 
and  mast  keep  their  bargain,  no  matter  what  the  actual  result  will 
be.  They  must,  therefore,  for  their  own  security,  select  for  their  cal- 
culations such  tables  of  mortality  as  will  make  them  perfectly  safe; 
and,  in  addition  to  this  precaution,  add  a  certain  per  centage,  to  secure 
themselves  from  any  losses  by  deviations  in  the  actual  mortality. 
These  circumstances  operate  to  a  great  extent  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  insured,  and  diminish  materially  the  desired  benefits. 

The  plan  which  I  beg  leave  to  offer  for  your  consideration,  is  en- 
tirely divested  of  these  drawbacks ;  as  the  expenses  are  almost  wholly 
avoided,  the  full  interest  received  for  the  money  invested  is  credited 
the  parties  interested;  and  no  reserve  has  to  be  made  for  incorrect 
tables,  nor  for  any  uncertainties  in  the  final  result;  while,  in  the  same 
time,  the  managers  assume  no  responsibility,  and  expose  themselves 
to  no  loss  whatever,  undertaking  merely  to  administer  the  fund  faith- 
folly,  and  as  profitably  as  consistent  with  perfect  safety;  and  to  make 
t  fair  and  equitable  division  of  the  same,  and  of  its  profits  at  the  pro- 
per time. 

This  plan  is  based  upon  the  principle  of  modern  Tontines,  which 
has  become  so  popular,  and  is  so  well  appreciated  on  the  continent  of 
Europe,  that  many  millions  have  been  invested  in  them,  by  all  classes 
—the  rich,  the  industrious,  as  well  as  those  in  poorer  circumstances. 

The  original  Tontine,  introduced  many  years  ago,  was  a  fund  con- 
tributed by  a  number  of  subscribers  of  various  ages,  and  left  to  accu- 
mulate until  only  a  few  of  them  remained  alive,  and  then  distributed 
tmong  these;  the  benefits  going,  therefore,  to  a  very  limited  number, 
who  had  to  wait  a  very  long  term  of  years.  The  modern  system  is  a 
moat  admirable  improvement  upon  the  old,  associating  the  members  of 
nearly  the  same  age,  as  from  30  to  35,  from  40  to  45,  etc.,  into  dis- 
tinct classes,  and  limiting  the  term  to  ten  or  fifteen  years,  when  the 
fond  belonging  to  each  class  is  divided  among  its  surviving  members. 
The  chances  are  thus  made  as  equal  as  possible,  and  the  periods  so 
riiort,  that  the  benefits  are  reaped  by  a  greater  number,  who  can  re- 
new the  operations  by  joining  new  classes,  in  which  the  advantages 
are  progressively  increasing,  by  reason  of  the  advanced  ages  and  en- 
hanced ratio  of  mortality. 

In  Life  Insurance,  it  would  be  unsafe  to  insure  the  life  of  but  a 
L  number  of  individuals;  and  even  in  Annuities,  it  would  be  dan- 
to  grant  them  to  only  a  few;  but  in  Tontines,  any  quantity  of 
persons,  from  two  upwards,  may  compose  the  classes ;  but  the  greater 
the  number,  the  nearer  will  be  the  approach  to  an  average  mortality, 
—while,  among  a  few  members,  it  might  happen  that  no  death  took 
pbee;  in  which  oase,  the  only  advantage  would  be  derived  from  the 
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accumulation  by  interest — a  result  that  would  be  still  more  satisfac- 
tory than  could  be  obtained  by  any  other  mode  of  investment.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  might,  with  the  same  probability,  be  the  case,  that 
a  greater  proportion  of  deaths  took  place,  than  shown  by  the  tables; 
and  the  profits  by  inheritance  be  much  greater  than  expected. 

The  subscriptions  to  a  Class  may  be  made  by  one  single  payment, 
or  the  condition  may  be  to  make  regular  annual  payments,  until  the 
end  of  the  term.  These  payments  are  credited  to  each  subscriber* 
and  form  the  measure  of  his  share  in  the  fund  belonging  to  his 
class. 

In  a  large  Institution  several  classes  may  be  formed  of  the  sanie 
age,  and  in  their  formation,  a  distinction  of  professions  or  other  cir- 
cumstances be  made  the  means  of  arriving  at  a  stricter  assimilation. 
The  object  of  some  of  the  classes,  particularly  those  composed  of 
the  middle  ages,  or  of  children,  may  be  the  accumulation  of  the  money 
for  the  whole  period,  leaving  the  whole  amount,  whether  paid  in  one 
amount  or  in  periodical  payments,  untouched  until  the  end  of  the 
term. 

Classes  for  children,  may,  however,  be  formed,  with  the  condition, 
that  on  arriving  at  the  age  of  14  or  16,  they  may  withdraw  a  certain 
portion  standing  to  their  credit,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  education. 
In  classes  above  the  age  of  60,  a  similar  provision  may  be  adopted, 
allowing  them  to  withdraw  annually,  say  one-tenth,  to  furnish  the 
members  the  means  for  living. 

This  partial  division  would  in  no  case  absorb  the  whole  sum,  and 
they  would  have  enough  left  at  the  end  of  10  years,  to  enter  a  new 
class  at  the  advanced  age  on  similar  conditions,  securing  in  this  man* 
ner  an  annuity  on  much  better  terms  than  they  could  obtain  from  any 
Company. 

There  may  also  be  classes,  in  which  only  the  interest  is  to  be  divi- 
ded among  the  survivors,  while  the  principal,  or  the  actual  payments 
made,  are  returned  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  to  the  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  the  deceased  members,  and  in  those  classes,  in  which  an 
annual  sum  is  withdrawn,  all  the  amounts  thus  paid  would  be  deduct- 
ed from  this  returned  principal. 

The  following  illustrations  will  more  fully  explain  the  practical 
working  of  the  plan. 

Let  us  suppose  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  were  de 
posited  for  the  same  number  of  children  immediately  after  their  birth, 
and  they  all  be  associated  in  one  class. 

This  fund  would  therefore  commence  with $10,000  00 

Which,  at  an  interest  of  7  per  cent,  payable  half-yearly, 
would  accumulate  in  twenty-one  years  to 42,412  58 
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Now,  by  the  Report  of  the  Registrar  General  of  Eng- 
land, of  100,000  children  of  both  sexes  living  at  birth, 
only  65,524  will  be  alive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and, 
consequently  of  the  above  100  children,  only  66  would  re- 
main, who  at  the  division  would  be  entitled  to 642  61 

While  the  same  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  deposited  in 
t  Savings  Bank  at  five  per  cent,  would  have  produced  only        282  10 

And  if  the  condition  had  been  made  to  return  the  prin- 
cipal to  the  representatives  of  the  thirty-four  deceased 
children  at  the  end  of  the  period,  the  sixty-six  survivors 
would  still  receive  each 591  10 

Again,  suppose  that  A,  aged  40  years,  deposits  in  a 
class  for  that  age  one  hundred  dollars,  to  accumulate 
for  ten  years,  and  reckoning  the  interest  to  be  six  per 
cent.,  but  compounded  semi-annually — 

8ay  100  members  at  $100  each 10,000  0U 

Which  in  10  years  would  produce 18,061  11 

The  mortality  for  males  being  %?  ill,  there  would  be  re- 
maining 80^  each  receiving 210  01 

A.  being  now  50  years  old,  joins  a  new  class,  depositing 

the  above  sum  of  $210  01   which,  at  the  end  of  the 

next  10  years,  would  produce,  at  6  per  cent 379  46 

But,  the  mortality  being  ajjjjof-,  he  would  receive  for  his 

share,  if  alive,  the  sum  of 471  64 

with  which  he  can  join  a  new  class  at  the  age  of  60. 

This  amount  producing  in  10  years,  at  10  per  cent 851  84 

but  the  mortality  of  }  Hl%  would  increase  it  to 1,356  99 

for  his  portion,  if  the  fund  remained  complete  ;  but  if  the  members 
bad  agreed  to  withdraw  annually  one-tenth,  for  their  daily  expenses, 
a  considerable  sum  would  still  remain  at  the  expiration  of  the  term, 
to  join  a  new  class  at  the  age  of  70,  with  constantly  increasing  ad- 
vantages, on  account  of  the  rapidly  growing  mortality. 

It  will  be  observed  by  these  examples,  that  a  most  extraordinary 
and  highly  satisfactory  result  would  be  the  consequence  of  the  invest- 
ment of  a  small  sum,  though  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  cal- 
culations are  based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  mortality  among  the 
classes  would  exactly  correspond  with  the  tables,  while  the  deaths  in 
a  small  community  would  no  doubt  deviate  either  one  way  or  the 
other,  with  an  equal  probability  on  both  sides,  and  just  as  likely  to 
torn  oat  still  more  favorable  than  otherwise. 

An  Institution  organized  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  these 
principles,  could  probably  be  established  under  the  General  Law  for 
the  establishment  of  Charitable  Societies,  and  a  special  charter  be 
requested  at  some  future  day. 
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It  would  require  no  guarantee  capital,  and  might  start  with  any 
number  of  subscribers,  no  matter  how  small,  increasing  gradually  to 
any  desirable  extent. 

The  subscriptions  might  be  received  at  a  certain  hour  and  on  a  cer- 
tain day  of  the  week,  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  paying  heavy 
rents  for  a  regular  office  and  salaries  to  officers,  while  it  would  be  easy 
to  find  some  trustworthy  gentlemen  to  become  the  managers,  and  to 
devote  one  or  two  hours  every  week  without  compensation. 

Their  whole  labor  would  consist  of  receiving  the  subscriptions  and 
of  investing  the  sums  received  temporarily  in  a  trust  company,  until 
a  more  profitable  and  permanent  employment  could  be  made  on  bond 
and  mortgage,  or  in  perfectly  safe  stocks. 

The  peculiar  and  superior  advantages  of  this  plan  are  : 

First — Whatever  interest  is  realized  from  the  investment  of  the 
General  Fund  is  credited  half-yearly  to  each  class  in  due 
proportion,  so  that  the  subscribers  are  certain  to  make  the 
most  profitable  use  of  their  money,  and  to  secure  the  great 
benefit  of  compound  interest  at  the  very  highest  rate  that  can 
be  obtained. 

Second — Perfect  simplicity  of  accounts.  Every  payment  is  credited 
to  each  individual,  to  show  the  proportion  of  his  interest  in 
the  fund  belonging  to  his  class.  This  fund  is  credited  semi- 
annually with  its  share  of  earned  interest,  and  is  only  closed  at 
the  end  of  the  term,  when  it  is  ascertained  who  the  survivors 
are,  and  what  amount  each  of  them  are  entitled  to. 

Third — The  only  expense  will  be  for  some  stationery,  and  can  be 
but  trifling,  as  no  salaries  will  be  required.  The  greatest 
amount  of  labor  will  devolve  upon  the  actuary  or  accountant, 
though  the  duties  will  be  very  light,  until  the  operations  of  the 
Institution  acquire  a  considerable  extent,  and  until  that  time,  it 
will  not  be  difficult  to  find  one  competent  for  the  task  and  willing 
to  serve  gratuitously  ;  and  I,  for  my  part,  if  desired,  most 
cheerfully  offer  my  services  for  that  purpose. 

Fourth — No  calculations  will  be  necessary,  though  I  would  recom- 
mend that  a  scale  of  premiums  should  be  adopted  to  equalize 
even  the  smallest  disparity  in  the  ages,  and  to  give  no  ad- 
vantage of  any  kind  to  one  over  another. 

These  tables  can  be  based  upon  the  most  correct  data,  and 
upon  principles  of  perfect  equity,  and  I  will  furnish  them  with 
muoh  pleasure. 
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-  Fifth — There  is  no  responsibility  nor  unforeseen  losses  to  be 
apprehended,  provided  that  the  managers  take  the  proper  care 
in  the  selection  of  securities  and  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  in 
the  collection  of  interest  and  dividends. 

No  money  is  paid  for  a  number  of  years,  and  all  that  is  re- 
quired is  to  attend  to  its  safe  keeping. 

Sixth — Persons  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions,  can  participate  in 
the  benefits  offered  by  this  Institution,  investing  from  time  to 
time  such  sums  as  they  can  conveniently  spare,  and  joining 
such  classes  most  suitable  to  their  particular  situations  and 
wishes. 

The  above  suggestions,  respectfully  tendered  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Convention,  will,  I  trust,  receive  their  full  attention  and  appro- 
bation, and  I  hope  that  a  good  Committee  will  be  appointed,  to  take 
the  subject  under  their  particular  care,  examining  further  explanations 
with  the  utmost  precaution,  and  proceeding  with  the  organization  of 
die  proposed  association. 

My  object  in  bringing  this  plan  before  your  Convention  is  to  com- 
mend it  particularly  as  a  great  desideratum  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Clergy,  and  because  it  would  inspire  more  confidence,  if  placed  under 
the  protection,  guidance  and  superintendence  of  the  Church  ;  in  the 
nine  time,  I  do  not  wish  to  confine  it  entirely  to  them,  but  to  offer  it 
also  to  the  public  in  general. 

An  Institution  of  such  a  truly  benevolent  character,  and  whose 
whole  intentions  are  to  produce  incalculable  good  to  the  community, 
ought  to  be  kept  out  of  the  hands  of  speculators,  whose  only  object  is 
most  frequently  to  secure  the  greatest  advantages  to  themselves.

The  Beport  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  presented  and 
read:

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  re-committed  their  Report 
made  to  the  last  Convention,  on  the  subject  of  the  Amendment  of  Art. 
'  III.  of  the  Constitution,  have  re-considered  the  subject,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Committee  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report : 

They  recommend  an  Amendment  of  the  third  Article,  and  with  that 
view  propose  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended,  so 
that  it  shall  read  as  follows  : 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  all  Presbyters  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  of  all  Deacons  in  good  standing,  who  shall  have  been  canon- 
ically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  months  previously 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  of  Lay-Delegates  consisting  of 
not  more  than  three  Delegates  from  each  church,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
vestry  or  congregation.

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The  Tellers  of  the  Votes  for  a  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention  presented  their  reports  : 

When  the  Rev.  Francis  VnrroN,  D.  D.,  was  declared  duly 
elected. 

The  House  adjourned  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 
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Friday,  September  26th,  nine  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Porter,  Mis- 
sionary at  Schoharie.  The  Rev.  W.  W.  Olssen,  Rector  of  St. 
James  the  Less,  Scarsdale,  Westchester  County,  said  the  Litany. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rule  of  Order,  requiring  the  calling  of  the  names  of  Dele- 
gates not  present  befpre,  was  suspended. 

Trinity  Church,  Claverack,  whose  papers  were  referred  back 
for  remedy  of  defects,  presented  the  same  as  now  in  order,  and 
renewed  the  application  for  admission  into  Union  with  the  Con- 
vention. The  application  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Incorporation  of  Churches. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight, 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  instructed, 
in  his  discretion,  to  appeal  again  to  those  parishes  which  have  not 
contributed  to  the  Fund,  for  their  contributions  towards  defraying 
the  costs  of  the  Walker  Trial,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  he 
may  deem  expedient  to  obtain  donations  to  the  same  end. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  concerning  the  proposed  Amendment 
of  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  the  following

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I.  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of 
seven,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention  such  an  alteration  or 
alterations  of  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  as  shall  in- 
clude among  the  Clerical  members  of  this  Convention  all  Presby- 
ters of  the  Diocese  canonically  resident  therein,  as  are  actually 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  proper  ministerial  work,  and  also 
such  as  are  disabled  by  age  and  infirmity. 

EL  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  same  Committee,  to 
consider  and  report  what  Constitutional  provision  it  may  be  ex- 
pedient for  this  Convention  to  enact  in  reference  to  Deacons  as 
members  of  this  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  this  Committee  : 

The  Rev.  Drs.  Haight,  Hawks,  Bedell,  and  T.  W.  Coit,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Buel,  the  Hon.  T.  J.  Oakley,  and  Orlando  Meads,  Esq. 

The  Secretary  reported  to  the  House,  That  among  the  ar- 
chives of  the  Diocese  there  was  to  be  found  no  complete  set  of 
the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States ;  that  a  rare  opportunity  of 
procuring  such  a  set  at  private  hands  had  just  occurred ;  and 
that  he  submitted  the  information  to  the  House  for  such  action, 
(if  any),  as  might  be  deemed  proper  in  the  case. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  the  subject  was  referred 
to  the  Secretary  with  power. 

The  Secretary  reported,  That  need  having  occurred  of  another 
complete  set  of  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
and  a  chance  of  securing  such  a  copy  having  been  offered  during 
the  past  year,  he  had  ventured  to  make  for  the  Diocese  such 
purchase,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haight, 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Secretary  in  these  premises, 
be  and  is  hereby  sanctioned  by  this  House.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General 
Convention  be,  and  hereby  are  requested  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  General  Convention  to  the  propriety  of  such  Amendment  in 
the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  as  shall  enlarge  the  number  of  members  constitu- 
ting the  same,  and  thus  more  adequately  represent  all  portions  of 
the  Church,  and  correspond  to  its  increasing  numbers. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  House,  that  on  his  desk  there  was 
a  Paper,  on  which  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  had  been  sub- 
scribed towards  making  up  the  deficiency,  which,  according  to  the 
Provisional  Bishop's  Address,  threatened  the  Fund  of  the  Missiona- 
ry Committee  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  day  of  October  next ;  on 
condition  that  the  whole  sum  required,  ($1,500),  he  subscribed 
during  the  Session  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  a  member  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to  sit 
at  the  Secretary's  desk,  and  receive  Special  Contributions  to  sup- 
ply the  deficiency  in  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton  was  asked,  and  consented  so  to  do. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  was  pre- 
sented and  read.

OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON   THK    DIOCESAN    FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  proper  appropriation  of  the  money  received 
into  the  "  Diocesan  Fund/'  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  Clergy  attending  the  Conven- 
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tion,  who  reside  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  place  of  meeting, 
and  whose  parishes  have  contributed  to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  according 
to  the  Canon,  seven  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  of  the  distance  from 
their  respective  Parishes  ;  and  the  remainder  be~appropriated  to  the 
printing  of  the  Journal,  and  such  other  purposes  as  the  Convention 
may  direct.

The  Resolution  pontained  in  this  Report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton  announced  to  the  Convention  that  the 
threatened  deficiency  in  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese  was 
made  up  by  the  contributions  of  Members ;  that  for  this  purpose 
the  sum  of  Seventeen  hundred  dollars,  being  $200  more  than 
would  be  needed,  had  been  subscribed ;  and  that  part  had  been 
already  paid  in. 

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States ;  whereupon  the 
Resolutions  contained  therein  were,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hawks,  adopted  as  follows,  viz  : 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  alterations  severally  proposed  to  Arti- 
cles II.,  V.  and  VL,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  sent  to  the  Diocesan 
Conventions  "  for  consideration,"  pursuant  to  the  Xth  Article  of 
the  Constitution  and  Canon  50  of  1832,  are,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,  judicious  altera- 
tions, and  such  as  may  be  safely  adopted. 

IL  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  direct- 
ed to  furnish  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  with  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  foregoing  Resolution,  together  with  the  request 
of  the  Convention,  that  he  will,  in  such  mode  as  he  may  deem 
most  proper,  bring  it  to  the  knowledge  of  the  next  General  Con- 
tention. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  until  seven  o'clock  this  evening.

The  Convention  re- assembled. 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches  reported, 
that  the  papers  of  Trinity  Church,  Claverack,  Columbia  coun- 
ty, applying  for  admission  into  union  with  this  Convention,  were 
now  complete  and  in  order. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Trinitt  Church,  Claverack,  Columbia 
County,  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  consider  the  Report  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  on  "  The  Amendments  to  the  Act  for  the  Incor- 
poration of  Churches." 

The  Report  was  submitted  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  by  the 
Hon.  Murray  Hoffman,  in  the  shape  of  a  new  Section,  in  lien 
of  the  first  Section  of  the  Act  of  1813,  and  the  first  Section  of 
the  Act  of  1819. 

This  reported  Section  was  amended  by  the  House,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  viz  : 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Actt  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Jtn- 
corporation  of  Religious  Societies,  passed  April  5.  1813,"  -msd 
also  to  amend  the  Act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Act, 
entitled  An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious 
Societies,  passed  March  5,  1819." 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

{1.  The  first  section  of  the  Act  passed  April  5,  1813,  entitled 
t%  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies," 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  male  persons 
of  fall  age,  belonging  to  any  church,  congregation,  or  religious  society, 
in  which  divine  worship  shall  be  celebrated  according  to  the  rites  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  and  not  already  incorporated, 
to  meet  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  themselves,  and  of  electing,  by 
a  majority  of  votes,  two  churchwardens,  and  not  more  than  eight,  nor 
less  than  four,  vestrymen,  and  to  determine  on  what  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  Easter-Week,  the  said  offices  of  churchwarden  and  ves- 
trymen shall  annually  thereafter  cease  and  their  successors  in  office  be 


Of  such  first  election,  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  time  of  morning 
service  on  two  Sundays  previous  thereto,  by  the  Rector;  or  if  there 
be  none,  by  any  other  Minister  officiating  in  such  church  or  con- 
gregation. 

The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then 
one  of  the  Churchwardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person  called  to 
the  chair,  shall  preside  at  such  first  election,  and,  together  with  two 
other  persons,  shall  make  a  certificate,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  of 
the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected;  of  the  day  of  Easter- 
Week  so  fixed  on  for  the  annual  election  of  their  successors,  and  of  the 
name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  congregation  shall  be  known  in 
kw;  which  certificate,  being  duly  acknowledged  or  proved  before  one 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court, 
or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  of  the  county  where  such  church  or 
place  of  worship  of  such  congregation  shall  be  situated,  or  a  person 
authorised  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  shall  be  recorded 
bj  the  clerk  of  such  county,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  provided  for  such 
purpose. 

The  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  of  themselves,  (but  if  there  be  a  Rector,  then  together 
with  the  Rector  of  such  church  or  congregation,)  shall  form  a  vestry, 
and  be  the  Trustees  of  such  church  or  congregation;  and  such  Trus- 
tees and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 

In  every  year  after  such  first  election,  on  the  day  in  Easter- Week  so 
to  be  fixed  for  that  purpose,  all  the  male  persons  of  full  age  of  such 
church  or  congregation,  who  shall  have  belonged  to  such  church  or 
congregation  for  the  last  twelve  months  preceding  such  election,  and 
who  shall  have  been  baptised  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  or  shall  have 
boom  received  therein,  either  by  the  rite  of  confirmation,  or  by  receiv- 
ing the  holy  communion,  or  by  purchasing  or  hiring,  and  hosing 
paid  for,  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  church,  or  by  some  joint  act  of  the 
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parties  and  of  the  Rector,  whereby  they  shall  have  attached  themselves 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  may  vote  for  and  elect  two  Church- 
wardens, and  not  more  than  eight  or  less  than  four  Vestrymen!  who 
shall  themselves  be  entitled  to  vote;  and  whenever  any  vacancy  shall 
happen  before  the  stated  annual  election,  by  death  or  otherwise,  of  the 
Board  so  constituted,  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  supply  such 
vacancy. 

Such  first  election,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election,  shall  be 
holden  immediately  after  morning  or  evening  service;  and  at  all  such 
elections,  the  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the 
churchwardens,  or  if  no  warden  be  present,  a  vestryman  shall  preside 
and  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors,  and  be  the  returning  officer,  and 
'shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  book  of  the  minutes  of  the  vestry, 
and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many  electors 
present  as  he  shall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and  certified. 
The  churchwardens  and  vestrymen  to  be  chosen  at  any  of  the  said 
elections,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  for 
which  they  shall  be  chosen,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  stead; 
and  shall  have  power  to  call  and  induct  a  Rector  to  such  church  or 
congregation  as  often  as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  therein. 

No  board  or  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held,  unless  at  least 
three  days  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of 
the  Rector  or  one  of  the  churchwardens;  and  no  such  Board  shall  be 
competent  to  transact  any  business,  unless  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one, 
and  at  least  one  of  the  churchwardens,  and  a  majority  of  the  vestry- 
men,  be  present. 

Provided,  however,  that  if  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  State, 
and  shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  three  calendar  months,  by  and 
with  the  assent  of  the  vestry,  taken  upon  a  vote  and  duly  recorded, 
the  Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  all  business,  if  there  be  pres- 
ent one  churchwarden  and  three  vestrymen,  except  that  no  measure 
shall  be  taken  for  effecting  a  sale  or  disposition  of  the  real  property; 
nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the  per- 
sonal estate  of  such  corporation  be  made ;  nor  any  act  done  which  shall 
impair  or  affect  the  rights  of  such  Rector  or  his  legal  relation  with  such 
vestry  or  congregation,  unless  upon  the  written  consent  of  such  Rector, 
first  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  recorded  on  the  minutes. 

At  all  meetings  the  Rector,  if  he  be  present,  shall  preside.  If  he 
be  absent,  as  aforesaid,  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  the  churchwar- 
den, the  senior  present,  shall  preside. 

All  questions  arising  at  any  such  meetings  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present;  and,  in  case  of  an 
equal  division,  the  person  presiding  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 
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I  2.  The  first  section  of  the  Act  passed  March  5th,  1819,  entitled 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies,  is 
hereby  repealed. 


Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Amendment  of  the  Act  of 
the  Incorporation  of  Churches  be  continued  ;  and  that  the  whole 
subject,  together  with  the  proposed  Act,  as  now  amended,  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  same  Committee,  with  instruction  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  Diocese  of  Western  New- York  respecting  the 
matter. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  such  alteration  in  the  Canon  as  may 
appropriate  to  the  acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  a  portion  of  the 
Easter  offerings  of  the  Churches  within  the  same,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  Alms. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  two  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Con- 
vention, together  with  additional  copies  of  the  Address  of  the 
Provisional  Bishop,  be  published,  and  distributed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Richard  U.  Morgan,  D.  D,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  given  to  the 
Bight  Rev.  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Oregon  and  Washington 
for  the  interesting  and  able  sermon  preached  by  him  before  this 
House  at  its  opening  services. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton, 
t    Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the 
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Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  for  their  able,  efficient,  and 
indefatigable  services. 

On  motion  of  the  same, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  given  to  C.  N. 
S.  Rowland,  Esq.,  for  his  faithful  and  laborious  services  as  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  and  the  usual 
devotions,  this  Convention  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  Provisional  Bishop,  having  asked  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton  to 
take  the  Chair,  retired. 

The  Minutes  of  this  day's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Provisional  Bishop  having  returned  to  the  Chancel, 
"  Gloria  in  Excelsis"  was  chaunted  by  the  Members.  Prayers 
were  said  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  L  Haight,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Blessing  was  pronounced  by  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

And  the  Convention  adjourned  me  die.

Mr  Brktbrbn  of  the  Clsrot  and  of  the  Laitt: — After 
mother  year  of  trial  and  of  labour,  we  have  come  up  here,  as 
to  a  common  centre,  to  give  in  a  report  of  our  doings — you  to 
me,  and  I  to  you— to  encourage  each  other  in  our  work,  and  to 
take  counsel  together  as  to  the  means  and  methods  by  which  the 
gnat  purposes  of  our  ministry  may  be  most  effectually  carried 
out.  If  we  take  a  true  view  of  our  situation,  we  must  feel  that 
there  is  something  very  impressive  in  the  circumstances  under 
which  we  are  assembled.  A  grand  Council  of  the  Church,  con- 
sisting of  scarcely  less  than  a  thousand  persons,  when  all  are 
present,  convened  in  the  great  central  city  of  the  Union,  which 
has  intimate  relations  with  the  remotest  parts  of  this  vast  Con- 
tinent, and  representing  a  Diocese  long  since  become  conspi- 
cuous, not  more  by  her  magnitude  and  position,  than  by  the 
amount  of  ability  usually  found  among  her  members ; — it  be- 
comes us  to  remember  that  our  bearing  here — the  wisdom,  and 
charity,  and  self-devotion  of  our  measures  on  this  occasion — will 
tail  with  great  effect — not  only  upon  the  spiritual  interests  of 
our  own  immediate  household  in  this  Diocese,  but,  in  the  way  of 
example,  upon  the  whole  length  and  breadth  of  the  Church  in 
this  country. 

Besides,  as  I  have  said,  we  have  come  up  here,  after  another 
year  of  trial  and  toil,  to  give  in  our  reports — to  render  an  ao- 
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count  of  our  stewardship — to  submit  our  doings  to  another 
judgment  than  our  own.  What  is  this  solemn  assembly — this 
general  giving  in  of  accounts — but  an  image  of  a  reckoning  un- 
speakably more  solemn,  which  shall  soon  take  place  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  assembled  universe,  and  in  which  we  shall  have  to 
bear  our  part?  All  our  life  on  the  earth  is  full  of  shadows  of 
greater  things  to  come  in  another  state  of  existence.  Our  assem- 
bling to-day,  in  the  presence  of  the  adorable  Head  of  the 
Church,  to  report  the  result  of  our  year's  opportunities,  may  well 
move  us  to  cast  forward  our  thoughts  to  that  great  day — that 
mighty  assembling — that  awful  or  gracious  Presence,  wherein  all 
our  works  shall  be  unveiled  and  brought  into  judgment,  sbd 
where  we  shall  discover,  in  one  and  the  same  moment,  all 
that  we  have  been  in  time,  and  all  that  we  are  to  be  through 
eternity. 

To-day,  as  we  review  our  trials  and  labours  through  the  pest 
year ;  as  we  look  back  to  faithful  endeavours,  or  to  hollow  atti 
negligent  services ;  as  we  think  of  opportunities  earnestly  Im- 
proved, or  of  opportunities  trifled  with  and  lost ;  as  we  come 
laden  with  the  fruits  of  a  blessed  increase,  through  the  goodness 
of  our  Master,  or  barren  and  empty,  bringing  nothing  bat  omt 
one  buried  talent; — to-day,  I  say,  according  to  the  view  wHefc 
our  consciences  take  of  the  tenor  and  results  of  the  past  year, 
we  are  cheerful  and  elate,  mil  of  hope  and  full  of  devout  joy 
and  thankfulness ;  or  we  are  cold,  heavy,  sad  in  our  spirits, 
with  no  bright  rays  of  comfort  shooting  into  our  hearts,  and 
with  no  joy  or  hope  in  thinking  or  speaking  of  that  which  has 
been,  or  of  that  which  is  to  be.  What  a  lesson  on  the  joy  of 
the  grief  which  shall  attend  that  great  and  final  reckoning— on 
the  joy  or  the  grief  with  which  we  shall  then  give  in  our  kst 
account !  What  though  we  be  called  to  sow  in  tears  !  it  is 
enough  that,  so  doing,  we  may  hope  to  reap  in  eternal  joy. 
Let  us,  then,  be  awake  to  a  sense  of  the  momentous  issues  of 
our  ministry.  Not  only  every  year,  but  every  day,  acoording  to 
its  works,  shall  cast  its  light  or  its  shadow  upon  our  spirits,  in 
that  most  awful  and  critical  moment  of  our  existence.  Let  us 
live  with  that  moment  ever  before  our  eyes.  Ever  supplicating 
for  more  grace,  and  ever  striving  to  make  full  proof  of  our  mtah 
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iotry,  let  us  rite  above  all  sordid  passions,  all  foolish  ques- 
tions, all  earthly  entanglements ;  and,  in  all  our  doings,  think 
coly  of  that  all-satisfying  plaudit :  "  Well  done,  good  and 
fcilhful  servant !  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things ;  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of 
ihyLord!" 

The  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  which  last  year  had  been  con- 
tuned  up  to  within  two  days  of  the  assembling  of  the  Conven- 
tion, was  resumed  on  the  second  day  after  its  sittings  were 
closed,  and  has  been  diligently  prosecuted  up  to  the  present 
woek,  with  only  a  few  occasional  intervals  for  rest  and  change 
of  labour.  Almost  every  day  in  this  long  year  has  been  full  of 
full  of  touching  incident ;  and  yet,  on  looking  back,  with 
to  gathering  up  such  details  as  belong  to  a  public  record, 
it  atoms  almost  like  a  hopeless  undertaking,  and  every  attempt 
at  a  general  recapitulation  of  its  history  must  wear  a  tame  and 
•  air.  Such  indeed  is  the  relation  which  the  affecting  rea- 
\  of  every  day  life  must  always  bear  to  the  records  of  gene- 
nl  history.  All  that  is  most  moving  and  most  genuine  in  the 
life  of  the  Church,  as  of  society,  disappears  in  the  public 
.  of  events,  however  minute  that  record  may  seem  to  be. 
general  map  of  a  country  is  scarcely  more  incapable  of 
eying  to  us  a  true  conception  of  the  present  aspect  of  life  on 
surface,  than  is  every  general  history  of  recalling  any  the 
idea  of  the  complex  private  vicissitudes  of  the  period 
it  covers. 

It  is,  however,  with  official  acts,  given  with  what  fullness  and 
truthfulness  we  may,  that  we  have  to  deal  in  this  place ;  and 
to  lint  I  address  myself,  only  desiring  it  may  be  borne  in  mind 
how  scanty  and  insufficient  every  such  general  account  as  the 
pment  one,  must  necessarily  be,  considered  as  a  record  of  Epis- 
copal life  and  duty. 

I  have  again  to  express  my  gratification  and  thankfulness, 
ftat  another  year  of  incessant  activity  and  labour  has  passed 
away,  without  interruption  for  a  single  day,  or  loss  of  a  single 
appointment,  through  ill  health.  Thus,  in  a  period  of  nearly 
too  years,  not  a  day  has  been  lost  to  duty ;  and  out  of  some 
tea  hundred  and  fifty  appointments,  only  two  or  three  have 
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failed,  and  those  from  circumstances  which  were  not  under  my 
control.  In  such  a  life  as  mine,  there  is  always  enough  to  in- 
spire any  rational  mind  with  humility.  I  am  very  sensible  of 
the  imperfection  of  my  services ;  but  I  cannot  reproach  myself 
with  having  wasted  much  time  in  indolence  or  self-indulgence ; 
and,  considering  the  apprehensions  felt  in  some  quarters,  not 
unreasonably,  in  regard  to  my  physical  powers  of  endurance,  I 
feel  particularly  grateful  that  my  strength  has  been  so  far  sus- 
tained and  increased  under  the  pressure  of  continual  labour. 

The  number  of  visitations  made  during  the  past  year  is  a  little 
larger  than  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  number  of  person* 
confirmed  is  greater  by  several  hundreds.  A  brief  summary  of 
results  may,  perhaps,  be  proper,  for  the  sake  of  the  encourage, 
ment  to  be  derived  from  it,  and  because  it  will  furnish  a  basis 
for  some  comparative  views  of  the  past,  present,  and  probably 
future  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese. 

The  number  of  Visitations  to  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese, 
since  the  last  Convention,  for  various  official  purposes,  is  about 
two  hundred.  The  number  of  public  Confirmations  has  been 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five ;  and  the  number  of  persons  Con- 
firmed, in  public  and  in  private,  is  two  thousand  four  hundred 
and  ninety -six.  My  term  of  active  service  has  been  about  the 
same  as  that  of  my  predecessor,  namely,  twenty -two  months. 
In  that  space  of  time  he  confirmed  four  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty -seven  ;  and  I  have  confirmed  altogether  four  thou* 
three  hundred  and  fifty-one,  being  an  excess  in  the  confirma- 
tions of  the  last  twenty-two  months  over  those  of  the  preceding 
twenty-two  months,  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

The  confirmations  of  Bishop  Wainwright's  first  year,  2,700 
were  much  more  than  an  average  number  for  the  Diocese,  owing 
to  his  great  exertions  during  that  year,  and  to  the  circumstance 
that  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Diocese  was  then  thor- 
uughly  visited  by  a  Bishop  of  her  own.  The  second  year  of 
Bishop  Wainwright,  although  that  was  also  a  laborious  year,  and 
his  visitations  were  nearly  completed,  when  they  were  arrested 
by  his  last  illness,  his  confirmations  were  only  1,427,  making 
the  average  for  each  of  his  two  years  a  little  over  2,000, — 2,003. 

But  for  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  his  first  year,  the  average 
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would  probably  have  been  rather  less  than  2,000.  The  average 
of  my  confirmations,  coming  immediately  after  his  very  active 
jean,  is  still  something  more  than  his,  being  2,175. 

I  present  this  view,  in  order  to  make  it  apparent,  that  the  ad- 
vance of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  during  the  last  two  years, 
may  fairly  be  considered  as  something  more  even  than  is  indi- 
cated by  a  comparison  of  my  confirmations  with  those  of  my 
predecessor.  Again,  the  aggregate  of  the  confirmations  for  three 
pars,  reported  to  the  last  General  Convention  was,  for  this  Dio- 
eese,  5,237— or  an  average  of  1,745  for  each  year.  The  last  of 
those  three  years  was  the  first  of  Bishop  Wainwright,  with  its 
very  large  number  of  confirmations.  The  aggregate  of  confir- 
mations for  the  last  three  years,  soon  to  be  reported  to  the 
approaching  General  Convention,  will  be  5,777,  t.  e.  540  more 
than  in  the  preceding  three  years,  or  an  average  of  1,925  for 
each  year,  and  the  first  of  these  three  years  is  the  second  and 
less  abundant  year  of  Bishop  Wainwright,  with  only  1,427  Con- 
firmations. 

I  should  not  be  surprised,  if  the  future  should  show,  that  the 
fruits  of  the  last  four  years  have  been  rather  beyond  what  we 
hare  a  right  to  regard  as  a  probable  average  for  the  next  few 
years.  Certainly  we  ought  not  to  be  disappointed,  if  there  should 
be  no  increase  for  two  or  three  years  to  come.  The  visitations 
have  been  very  frequent  and  extensive,  certainly  quite  equal  to 
anything  that  can  be  deemed  expedient  as  an  established  system 
for  the  Diocese,  and  the  numbers  presented  for  confirmation  in 
many  of  the  parishes  have  been  such,  that  it  would  be  almost 
too  much  to  hope,  that  they  can  be  regularly  sustained,  to  say 
nothing  of  any  speedy  increase. 

SUH  all  this  depends  very  much  upon  the  zeal  and  wisdom  of 
^ths  Parochial  Clergy.  I  believe  all  judicious  persons  are  agreed 
hi  considering  that  the  season  of  preparation  for  confirmation  in 
a  Parish  is  one  of  the  best  opportunities  ever  afforded  by  the 
Church,  for  the  Pastor  to  go  among  his  people,  young  and  old, 
to  apply  to  them  individually  the  specific  instruction  and  ad  mo- 
■ftion  they  severally  need,  and  to  move  them  effectually  to  enter 
with  all  their  hearts  upon  the  way  of  life  and  holiness,  by  sup- 
plying what  is  lacking  in  their  obedience,  seeking  God's  grace  in 
the  means,  in  which  He  has  provided  it  for  them  in  His  Holy 
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Church.  Not  as  if  it  were  not  at  all  times  the  Pastor's  business 
to  move  around  among  the  members  of  his  flock,  touching  thair 
hearts  by  his  earnest,  affectionate  words  and  ways,  and  winning 
them  to  the  love  and  service  of  their  Saviour.  But  when  the 
way  has  been  duly  prepared  by  a  plain  and  earnest  setting  forth 
of  the  Truth,  as  an  habitual  thing,  in  public  and  private,  then 
the  announcement  of  an  approaching  confirmation  is  in  itself  in 
the  nature  of  a  special  appeal  to  all  consciences  to  go  forward  in 
the  way  of  duty,  to  put  themselves  in  a  posture  to  receive  die 
gifts  of  grace,  which  are  about  to  be  proffered  to  them ;  and  the 
Pastor  is  enabled  to  go  among  the  members  of  his  flock,  (many 
of  whom  are  often  better  prepared  than  he  suspects,  before  he 
speaks  to  them  in  private)  with  the  advantage  of  having  a  spe- 
cific question  to  propound,  and  a  definite  duty  to  enforce- 
a  question  and  a  duty,  which  at  once  open  the  whole  subject 
of  God's  Truth,  and  of  man's  needs  and  obligations.  The  occa- 
sion puts  him  in  mind — almost  constrains  him,  to  address 
himself  to  the  young — to  remind  them  of  their  privileges, 
their  gifts,  their  obligations,  as  members  of  the  Church  of  God. 
The  occasion  seems  to  excuse  him  for  using  great  plainness  of 
speech  with  all,  of  whatever  age,  who  are  going  on  in  neglect  of 
the  means  of  grace,  who  are  holding  back  from  an  absolute  con- 
secration of  themselves  to  the  service  of  God.  And  I  believe 
the  experience  of  most  Pastors  will  oblige  them  to  confess  to 
themselves,  that  their  success,  at  different  periods  of  their  minis- 
try, not  merely  in  bringing  numbers  to  confirmation,  but  in 
making  an  effectual  impression  upon  the  spiritual  condition  of 
the  whole  Parish,  has  been  very  much  in  proportion  to  (he 
activity  and  earnestness  with  which  they  have  on  such  occasions, 
gone  from  house  to  house,  and  addressed  themselves,  wherever 
they  could  And  them,  to  the  different  members  of  their  spiritual 
charge,  it  being  understood,  of  course,  that  such  labors  in  private 
are  always  preceded  and  accompanied  by  effectual  teaching  in 
public.  I  should  be  very  sorry  to  have  it  supposed,  that  I  re- 
garded the  comparative  numbers  of  persons  confirmed  in  different 
parishes  as  always  exact  indications  of  the  comparative  prosperity 
of  those  parishes  in  spiritual  things.  Parishes  of  the  same  gene- 
ral character  for  numbers  and  strength  often  differ  very  widely 
from  each  other  in  regard  to  the  materials  they  furnish  for  eon-

firmation  classes.  In  some  parishes  the  changes  in  the  families 
are  comparatively  few ;  and  it  is  only  as  the  young  grow  up,  or  as 
here  and  there  an  adult  person  in  the  congregation  is  brought 
to  take  more  aerious  views  of  his  duty,  that  new  candidates  for 
confirmation  can  be  found.  In  other  parishes  there  is  more  of 
movement,  both  into  the  congregation  and  out  of  it.  Persons  are 
constantly  being  received,  who  have  been  living  without  confir- 
mation, if  not  without  baptism,  and  many  of  whom  are  to  be 
added  to  the  classes  which  are  made  up  every  year. 

It  is  conceivable  too,  that,  in  certain  cases,  the  Pastor  may  be 
too  anxious  for  mere  increase  of  numbers,  without  being  suffi- 
ciently careful  about  the  due  preparation  of  the  candidate ;  and 
co  his  numbers  may  be  very  far  from  being  a  true  index  to  the 
spiritual  condition  of  his  flock.  I  hope,  and  I  believe,  that  such 
cases  are  of  rare  occurrence  in  this  Diocese.  There  is  an  oppo- 
site error,  which,  I  fear,  is  quite  as  common,  and  quite  as  perni- 
cious as  the  one  just  referred  to. 

It  is  this.  Some  very  excellent  and  faithful  Pastors  make 
quite  a  point  of  saying  that  they  "never  ask  any  one  to  be  con- 
jtinatd"  This  seems  to  me  to  be  taking  an  unfair  and  degrading 
view  of  what  is  in  reality  a  very  elevated  and  momentous  affair. 
If  by  the  phrase,  u  asking  a  person  to  be  confirmed,"  they  mean, 
as  I  presume  they  do  mean,  a  mere  mechanical  importuning  of 
an  individual  to  take  the  outward  step  of  coming  to  confirmation, 
in  order  that  one  more  name  may  be  added  to  the  list  of  candi- 
dates to  be  presented  to  the  Bishop— that  it  is  done  without 
reference  to  his  convictions,  or  his  ulterior  intentions,  and  with- 
outany  serious  endeavor  to  instruct  him,  or  to  move  his  conscience 
—then,  certainly,  all  will  agree,  that  such  asking  of  people  to  be 
confirmed  is  a  wretched  abuse  of  the  Pastor's  office.  It  degrades 
Ac  sacred  rite  in  the  estimation  of  the  community,  where  such 
things  occur;  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  considerate  persons,  whether 
truly  religious  or  not,  it  degrades  still  more  the  character  of  the 
Minister  of  God,  who  so  lowers  his  aims  from  Heaven  to  earth. 

But  the  very  proclamation  of  the  clergyman,  that  he  never  asks 
lay  one  to  be  confirmed,  implies  an  opinion  on  his  part,  that  all 
ssoh  asking  must  necessarily  be  of  the  unworthy  kind  just  re- 
ferred to.  This  is  a  very  grave  error  ;  and  it  is  an  error  which 
docs  great  injustice  to  the  views  and  labors  of  other  clergymen, 
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while  it  implies  most  mistaken  ideas  respecting  confirmation,  and 
respecting  the  state  of  baptized,  but  non-communing  members  of 
a  Christian  congregation. 

Never  ask  a  person  to  be  confirmed!  And  why  not?  If  a 
person  belonging  to  our  spiritual  charge  is  living  in  neglect  of  a 
duty  and  a  mean  of  grace,  why  not  affectionately  and  solemnly 
put  him  in  mind  of  it  ?  If  a  child  has  been  baptized  in  its  in- 
fancy, with  a  promise  on  the  part  of  its  sureties,  that  they  will 
take  care  that  that  child  be  brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed 
by  him,  so  soon  as  he  shall  have  come  to  years  of  discretion, 
and  been  sufficiently  instructed  as  to  what  his  godfather  and  god- 
mother promised  for  him  in  baptism,  and  what  his  obligations 
and  privileges  are  as  "  a  member  of  Christ  and  child  of  God"  why 
should  he  not  be  moved,  both  by  his  sureties  and  by  his  pastor, 
to  take  heed  quickly  to  "  make  his  calling  and  election  sure,"  by 
ratifying  what  has  been  done  in  his  name,  and  by  "  also  pro- 
mising that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  he  will  evermore  endeavour  himself, 
faithfully  to  observe  such  things  as,  by  his  own  confession  he  has  as- 
sented unto  ?n  Why  not  explain  to  him  his  great  need  of  a  larger 
measure  of  divine  grace  to  fit  him  for  the  duties  and  trials 
of  the  Christian  life,  and  exhort  him  to  place  himself  in  that 
position,  inwardly  in  the  heart,  outwardly  in  the  Church,  in  which 
he  is  required  to  place  himself,  in  order  that  he  may  become  a 
partaker  of  the  heavenly  gift  ?  In  one  word,  why  not  speak  to  a 
person  about  his  soul's  health,  in  connection  with  confirmation,  as 
well  as  in  connection  with  private  prayer,  or  the  reading  of  Holy 
Scripture,  or  public  worship,  or  the  observance  of  the  Lord's- 
Day,  or  repentance  and  amendment  in  any  particular  which  can 
be  mentioned  ? 

We  may  safely  affirm  that  that  pastoral  instruction  is  griev- 
ously defective,  which  does  not  lead  the  individual  instructed  ear- 
nestly to  desire  Baptism  or  Confirmation,  or  the  Holy  Euchar- 
ist, whatever  appointed  mean  of  grace  he  is  yet  destitute  of. 
Whether  we  consider  the  commission  and  charge  of  our  Lord  to 
His  Apostles  :  "  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatever  I  have  com. 
manded  you ;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world  ;"   whether  we  listen  to  the  first  preaching  of  the  Apostles, 
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and  hear  them  directing  those  who  would  know  what  they  must 
do  to  be  saved,  saying,  "  Repent  and  be  baptised,  every  one  of  you, 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall 
receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;"  or  whether  we  observe  the 
care  they  take  to  send  two  of  their  number  from  Jerusalem  to 
Samaria,  in  order  that  the  baptized  may  receive  imposition  of 
the  Apostles'  hands  for  increase  of  grace  ;  we  shall  be  con- 
vinced that  negligence  in  instructing  the  people  in  regard  to 
the  Sacraments,  or*  slowness  in  pointing  to  them  as  the  great 
means  of  grace,  is  to  be  learned  neither  from  the  adorable 
Head  of  the  Church,  nor  from  its  first  Chief  Pastors.  On  this  sub- 
ject the  Acts  of  the  Holy  Apostles  are  full  of  instruction  ;  and 
to  point  to  only  one  very  obvious  instance,  it  is  especially 
worthy  of  note,  that  while  the  Eunuch  of  Ethiopia  listens  to  St. 
Philip  preaching  Christ  to  him  for  the  first  time,  from  that  won- 
derful prophecy  by  Isaiah  of  the  Passion  and  Death  of  our  Lord, 
opening  to  him  the  way  of  salvation  through  faith  in  a  crucified 
and  risen  Redeemer,  the  very  first  words,  so  far  as  we  are  in- 
formed, in  which  he  breaks  silence,  to  make  manifest  the  faith 
which  God  has  wrought  in  him  through  that  preaching,  are 
words  pointing  to  an  outward  and  visible  means  of  grace  : 
u8ee!  here  is  water!  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized  V% 
— a  conclusive  proof  that  the  instruction  of  St.  Philip  has  in- 
cluded very  emphatic  teaching  in  regard  to  Holy  Baptism,  as  the 
only  way  of  gaining  admission  into  the  ark  of  Christ's  Church, 
and  becoming  a  partaker  of  its  gifts  and  promises ;  and  an 
equally  conclusive  proofs  that  Christian  faith  and  love,  when 
rightly  instructed,  are  no  ways  inclined  to  make  light  of  what 
God  hath  provided  and  enjoined,  in  the  way  of  visible  instrumen- 
tality. 

May  we  not  ask,  would  the  Ethiopian  hava  gone  on  his  way 
fa  so  fhll  assurance  of  faith,  with  such  holy  joy,  had  he  not  been? 
allowed,  in  a  palpable  outward  ordinance,  expressly  appointed  of 
God,  to  testify  the  earnestness  of  his  devotion  to  the  faith  of 
Christ  crucified — to  assume  visibly,  once  and  forever,  its  duties 
and  obligations — to  comply  with  its  primary  conditions  ;  and  so 
to  feel,  on  good  grounds,  that  he  had  indeed  gained  possession,. 
actually  for  the  present,  conditionally  for  the  future,  of  ifcs  gifts, 
privileges,  and  hopes?     Had  St.  Philip  preached  Christ  to  him 
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in  a  different  way,  and,  working  merely  on  his  convictions  and 
emotions,  neglected  to  point  to  the  open  door — to  the  appointed 
means  of  grace — how  imperfectly  would  the  work  have  been 
done — in  what  hopeless  perplexity  would  the  interested  and  con- 
vinced hearer  have  been  led ! 

It  will  be  said,  perhaps,  that,  in  a  Christian  age  and  country, 
where  the  external  things  of  religion  are  known  to  all,  a  desire 
for  the  outward  sign  will  be  sure  to  make  itself  manifested,  when- 
ever a  deep  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  thing  signified — that 
the  great  thing  is  to  arouse  the  slumbering  conscience — to  engage 
the  affections — to  determine  the  will ;  and  that  the  administra- 
tion of  the  outward  rite,  whatever  it  be,  may  be  safely  left  to 
the  spontaneous  call  of  the  individual. 

I  should  be  the  last  person  in  the  world  to  wish  to  obscure  in  any 
way  the  great  truth,  that  the  supreme  business  of  the  sacred  minis- 
try is,  to  deal  with  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  men.  But  hearts 
and  consciences  are  not  rightly  dealt  with,  unless  they  are  moved 
to  a  due  appreciation  of  the  means  of  grace  which  have  been  ap. 
pointed  of  God.  Besides,  it  often  happens  that  much  earnest 
feeling  is  awakened  in  the  mind  of  a  hearer  by  the  public  ser- 
vices of  the  sanctuary,  which  comes  to  nothing,  because  no  defi- 
nite practicable  way  is  pointed  out  in  which  the  individual  can 
act,  with  the  comfortable  assurance  that  he  is  doing  a  great  duty, 
and  gaining  a  great  and  essential  gift  Many  au  individual  stands 
still  and  does  nothing,  because  he  does  not  understand  himself! 
—does  not  know  how  far  he  is  prepared  and  longing  in  a  blind 
way  to  enter  more  effectually  upon  the  way  of  life.  Perhaps  he 
'doubts  himself,  and  concludes  that  he  is  not  fit  for  any  decisive 
religious  step,  all  the  more  certainly  because  the  Pastor  does  not 
approach  him.  He  says  to  himself,  in  effect,  if  not  consciously, 
"  The  man  of  Ood  is  a  judge  of  spiritual  things  ;  he  knows  me 
better  than  I  know  myself;  and  if  he  does  not  come  to  call  me% 
it  is  because  he  sees  that  I  am  not  ready  to  enter  into  the  tn- 
ner  circle  of  privilege  and  blessing!"  It  is  sad  to  think  of  such 
a  person  being  passed  by,  without  any  kindly  notice,  when  con- 
firmation 13  offering  a  precious  opportunity,  and  when  others  are 
preparing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  blessed  privilege.  He  is 
left  standing  without,  confirmed  in  the  feeling  that  his  place  is  in 
the  world,  and  not  in  the  Church ;  exposed  to  the  danger  of  losing 
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even  that  which  he  hath,  and  of  living  and  dying  a  stranger  to 
the  comforts  of  religion,  when,  perhaps,  a  single  word,  spoken  at 
the  critical  moment,  would  have  sufficed  to  determine  him  to  be 
Dot  only  almost,  but  altogether  a  Christian  j  would  have  sufficed 
to  bring  him  into  the  family  of  the  faithful,  a  humble  but  grate- 
ful and  devoted  servant  of  the  Lord. 

And,  then,  it  is  wonderful  how  many  persons  go  on  through 
life  in  a  kind  of  dream— doing  many  excellent  things ;  hearing 
the  truth  with  a  certain  degree  of  interest  and  respect;  having 
many  serious  thoughts,  but  intensely  occupied  with  the  things  of 
the  world ;  and  who,  owing  to  the  influence  of  groundless  scruples, 
to  mistaken  views  of  the  way  of  life,  or  to  a  strange  spiritual 
lisUeasness,  never  arouse  themselves  to  take  an  earnest  survey  of 
their  position,  to  form  a  definite  purpose,  or  to  take  a  decisive 
step.  There  may  be  prayer ;  but  it  is  the  prayer  of  those  who 
dream,  and  who  have  no  life  or  power  to  reach  forth  the  hand 
for  the  blessings  they  enumerate.  Where  persons  are  living  in 
such  a  state,  a  single  touch  from  the  finger  of  love  often  works 
a  marvellous  change  in  the  whole  inner  life  of  the  indivi- 
dual. A  gentle  question,  a  word  of  admonition  or  of  en- 
couragement, startles  him,  arouses  him  from  his  apathy,  puts  him 
upon  considering  that  the  Master  is  calling  for  him  as  well  as  for 
others,  and  that  there  is  something  which  he  can  do,  and  is  bound 
to  do,  toward  laying  hold  of  the  hope  set  before  him.  And  then, 
the  eyes  being  once  effectually  opened,  and  the  heart  engaged,  a 
little  faithful  instruction  and  prayer,  with  the  divine  blessing, 
suffices  to  bring  him  into  the  way  of  Christian  obedience,  and 
that,  too,  with  a  manifestation  of  fervent  joy  and  devotion,  which 
causes  one  to  marvel  why  he  should  have  remained  sitting  so 
long  apart  in  a  passive  condition.  For  such  backwardness  in 
moving,  other  reasons  may  no  doubt  be  given ;  but  not  un fre- 
quently has  it  happened  that  it  was  for  lack  of  some  man  of 
God  to  approach  him  with  the  true  Apostolic  call :  "  In  the  name 
cf  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  rise  up  and  walk  /"  It  was  for  want 
of  some  Apostolic  Pastor  to  "  take  him  by  the  right  hand  and 
t^t  him  vp,"  and  gently  help  him  over  the  obstacles  that  seemed 
to  lie  in  his  way. 

It  was  well  remarked,  many  years  since,  in  a  Pastoral  Letter 
of  the  House  of  Bishops,  written  by  the  then  presiding  Bishop 
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of  our  Church,  (Bishop  Griswold*),  that,  in  all  our  congrega. 
gations  there  are  persona  possessed  of  many  excellent  quali- 
ties, who  ought  to  be  living  in  the  full  communion  of  the  Church. 
They  are,  in  fact,  persons  who  only  need  to  be  persuaded  that  they 
are  privileged  to  U9e  the  means  of  grace,  who  only  need  to  be 
induced  to  come  within  the  circle  of  blessing,  and  to  devote 
themselves,  in  a  decisive  act,  to  a  life  of  Christian  obedience,  in 
order  to  be  transformed  into  such  devout,  warm-hearted  wor- 
shippers as  we  love  to  see  compass  the  altar  of  the  Lord.  They 
are  kept  at  a  distance  by  timidity,  by  mistaken  views,  and  some- 
times, no  doubt,  by  p re-occupation  of  mind  and  aversion  to 
change ;  and  being  conscious  that  their  obedience  is  imperfect ; 
that,  standing  where  they  do,  they  have  no  warrant  for  thinking 
that  they  '*  shall  receive  anything  of  the  Lord,"  they  are  incapable 
of  attaining  to  any  warmth  of  devotion,  and  their  attention  is 
easily  diverted  to  other  things.  But  let  them  only  find  them- 
selves within  the  inner  circle  of  blessing,  with  encouragement  to 
hope  that  they  are  permitted  to  take  the  children's  bread,  and 
sincerely  engaged  in  the  worship  and  service  of  God,  according  to 
the  order  of  His  Church,  and  the  "  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  reli- 
gious, and  holy  hope"  quickens  them,  with  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  their  use  of  means,  into  newness  of  spiritual  life  ;  and  their 
change  of  position  is  no  sooner  accomplished,  than  we  recognize 
a  change  in  their  feelings,  from  apparent  apathy  to  earnest  devo- 
tion, from  hesitation  and  doubtfulness  to  entire  fixedness  of  pur- 
pose, accompanied  with  a  holy  content  and  thankfulness,  which 
goes  far  beyond  our  best  anticipations. 

Much  of  this  remarkable  transformation  is  to  be  attributed 
under  God  to  the  change  which  has  been  effected  in  the  position 
and  action  of  the  individual.  From  standing,  as  it  were,  without 
the  circle  of  blessing,  where  everything  he  did  was  done  with  a 
certain  cold  respect,  without  the  encouragement  of  any  reasonable 
hope  that  he  was  in  favor  with  God,  or  that  his  imperfect  services 
could  avail  him  much,  he  has  been  brought  fully  within  the  pale 

*  I  have  given  in  this  passage  the  substance  of  some  of  the  observations 
in  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  1841.  The  entire 
section  which  treats  of  the  Means  of  Grace,  as  well  as  the  other  part  of  the 
Pastoral,  deserves  to  be  had  in  remembrance.  I  append  two  extracts  there- 
from.    [See  Note  A,  at  the  end  of  this  Address.] 
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of  God's  Church,  where  a  final  act  of  self-consecration  has  put 
an  end  to  all  hesitancy  and  doubtfulness ;  and  where  the  con- 
sciousness of  rendering  an  unreserved  obedience,  and  the  comfort 
of  using  means  of  grace  with  a  good  hope  of  acceptance  and 
blessing  through  Christ  Jesus,  concur  with  the  spirit  of  all  grace 
to  strengthen  him  in  his  new  course,  and  to  fill  his  heart  with 
love,  joy  and  peace.  And,  therefore,  to  decide  the  wavering  pur- 
poses of  the  individual,  to  engage  him  in  the  earnest  use  of  all 
the  means  of  grace,  and  so  to  procure  for  him  the  comfort  of 
acting  with  good  hope  of  the  Divine  favor  and  blessing,  is  to 
accomplish  almost  everything.  Of  course,  there  must  be  faith- 
ful teaching  and  earnest  endeavor,  ever  afterwards :  there  will  be 
trials  and  conflicts;  but  amid  them  all,  our  hopes  will  be  stronger 
than  our  fears,  and  the  issue  will,  as  a  general  thing,  be  such  as 
to  afford  to  the  faithful  Pastor  a  rich  reward  for  his  anxious  efforts. 

Considering,  then,  the  large  number  of  persons  everywhere  to 
be  found,  belonging  to  the  class  just  now  referred  to,  it  has  al- 
ways seemed  to  me,  that  a  large  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Christian 
Pastor  in  such  a  country  as  this  consists  in  endeavoring  to  move 
the  timid  and  the  apathetic  to  arouse  themselves,  and  take  their 
true  position  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  in  patient,  pains-taking 
efforts  to  lift  them  over  the  obstacles,  which  seem  to  them  to  lie 
in  their  way.  Confirmation  affords  one  of  the  best  opportunities 
ever  presented  of  engaging  in  this  blessed  ministry.  To  explain 
at  such  a  time  to  all  what  their  true  position  is,  or  may  be,  as 
baptized  members  of* the  Church  of  God;  to  endeavor  to  im- 
press them  with  a  lively  sense  of  their  duties  and  their  privileges; 
to  move,  if  possible,  the  timid  and  the  slow  of  heart  to  enter  the 
open  door — to  ratify  the  vows  of  the  Christian  covenant,  and  to 
seek  the  grace  which  a  merciful  God  has  provided  for  them  in 
His  Church — in  one  word,  to  move  them  to  be  confirmed,  if  it  may 
be  with  humble  devotion  to  the  will  of  God ;  to  do  this  seems 
to  plain  a  duty,  so  momentous  a  part  of  the  Pastoral  office,  that 
do  arguments  can  be  needed  to  enforce  it 

I  should  be  very  sorry  to  have  it  inferred  from  what  has  now 
been  said,  that  there  is  any  apprehension  on  my  part,  of  a  want 
of  zeal,  or  correct  views,  among  the  clergy  generally,  in  dealing 
with  the  subject  of  confirmation.  On  the  contrary,  there  are 
abundant  indications  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese,  of  more  than 
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ordinary  activity,  and  that  it  is  guided  for  the  most  part  by  just 
conceptions  of  ministerial  duty,  and '  of  the  principles  of  the 
Church.  But  the  very  great  importance  of  the  subject  of  confir- 
mation to  the  interests  of  Religion  and  of  the  Church — the  hope 
of  correcting  here  and  there  some  misconceptions,  and  the  desire 
to  bring  prominently  forward  considerations,  which  may  be  use- 
ful to  the  young  and  inexperienced  among  the  clergy,  have  moved 
me  to  trouble  you  with  these  rather  extended  remarks. 

It  is  a  very  high  gratification  to  me  to  hear,  as  I  sometimes  do 
hear,  from  the  clergyman  of  a  parish,  that  all  the  youthful  mem- 
bers of  a  large  class  presented  for  confirmation,  have  been  re- 
ceiving special  instruction  from  him  in  Sunday-school,  and  in 
Bible-classes  without  intermission,  from  early  childhood  up  to 
the  day  on  which  they  came  before  me  to  ratify  their  baptismal 
vows.  Such  reports  are  equally  honorable  to  the  Pastor  and  to 
the  young  persons,  who  have  shown  such  steadfast  interest  in  the 
things  of  Religion  and  in  the  instructions  of  the  Church.  The 
more  such  examples  can  be  multiplied  the  better  it  will  be  for 
the  Church,  and  for  the  interests  of  true  Religion  in  our  country. 
It  is  a  hopeful  as  well  as  a  pleasing  sign,  when  the  young  are  seen 
to  be  happy  in  gathering  around  their  Pastor,  and  when  his 
countenance  beams  with  benignant  satisfaction,  as  he  responds  to 
their  affectionate  salutations,  or  "guides  their  feet  into  the  way  of 
peace  !n  As  a  general  thing,  the  Pastor's  work  is  done  effectually 
just  in  proportion  as  he  knows  how  to  engage  the  hearts  of  the 
young,  and  to  train  them  up  wisely  "in" the  way  in  which  they 
should  go."  What  the  Church  always  needs,  and  what  this 
country  needs  now  almost  more  than  anything  else,  is  a  generation 
of  well  catechised  and  well  trained  children  and  youth — minds 
so  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  elements  of  Divine  Truth,  and 
so  familiar  with  the  accents  of  Christian  wisdom — hearts  so  im- 
bued with  right  sentiments  and  formed  to  right  dispositions,  that 
the  errors  and  follies  and  passions  of  the  times  shall  pass  by  them 
as  the  idle  wind.  To  form  such  a  generation  is  the  glorious  pre- 
rogative of  the  enlightened  Christian  Pastor,  aided  by  the  efforts 
of  faithful  Christian  parents.  "  TJie  child  is  father  of  the  man;9* 
and  if  anything  is  to  be  done  effectually,  it  must  be  done  at  the 
fireside,  in  the , well-ordered  school,  and  under  the  first  hallowed 
influences  of  the  Church. 
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From  the  Confirmations  of  the  Diocese,  it  will  be  proper  to 
turn  for  a  moment,  and  consider  the  Missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese.  If  we  compare  the  general  interest  and  activity  which 
pervades  the  Diocese  at  present,  in  regard  to  Church  extension, 
with  the  condition  of  things  at  a  former  period,  say  thirty  years 
ago,  we  shall  see  much  reason  for  congratulation.  The  subject 
has  assumed  a  prominence  and  importance  in  the  mind  of  the 
Church,  altogether  beyond  anything  that  was  known  in  former 
years.  This  has  been  partly  owing  to  the  greatly  increased 
necessities  of  the  times.  Within  thirty  years  the  system  of  in- 
ternal improvements,  so  actively  prosecuted  among  us,  has  greatly 
changed  the  face  of  the  State,  as  well  as  of  the  whole  country. 
The  population,  as  well  as  the  wealth  of  the  State,  has  rapidly 
increased.  Vast  tracts  of  land,  which  were  formerly  so  remote 
from  commercial  marts  as  to  be  almost  worthless,  have  been 
brought  under  cultivation,  and  are  now  among  the  richest  and 
most  populous  portions  of  the  State.  Cities  and  villages  have 
sprung  into  existence  with  marvellous  rapidity  ;  and  the  Church 
has  been  compelled  to  take  thought  for  Church  extension  to  a  de- 
gree altogether  beyond  the  former  demands  made  upon  her  in 
this  Diocese. 

And,  being  thus  aroused  to  habits  of  unwonted  activity,  and 
made  familiar  with  plans  and  efforts  for  enlarging  her  ministra- 
tions, the  Church  has  been  gradually  brought  to  look  with  new 
interest  upon  many  old  and  long  neglected  portions  of  her  field. 
And  the  result  is,  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  occupied 
with  the  thought  of  extending  her  privileges  and  blessings  to  the 
destitute,  as  she  was  not  occupied,  in  some  former  periods  of  her 
history.  For  this  increased  thoughtfulness  and  activity,  we  have 
reason  to  be  deeply  thankful. 

Nevertheless,  I  fear  it  must  be  confessed,  that  our  efforts  to 
extend  and  build  up  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  greatly  increased 
as  they  have  been,  have  yet  kept  pace  neither  with  the  increase 
of  our  wealth,  nor  with  the  growth  of  our  population.  I  am 
quite  aware  that  the  few  thousand  dollars  annually  received  and 
disbursed  by  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  convey 
no  adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  money  which  is  every  year 
appropriated  to  what  may  be  called  the  Missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese*     By  far    the  larger  portion  passes    through    private 
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channels,  directly  from  the  donor  to  the  object  of  his  bounty. 
There  are  large  contributions  to  Church  Building.  Many  Churches 
are  erected  each  by  a  single  individual.  Several  Convocations  of 
the  clergy  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese  are  engaged  with 
means  derived  from  their  respective  Parishes,  in  building  Churches 
and  contributing  to  the  support  of  Missionaries ;  while,  again, 
there  are  instances  in  which  a  single  family,  after  making  a  large 
outlay  for  buildings,  is  expending  annually  two  or  three  thousand 
dollars  for  the  support  of  its  Church,  Schools  and  Missions. 

Still  the  increase  of  wealth  in  this  Diocese,  and  especially  in 
this  great  central  city  of  the  Union,  within  a  few  years,  has  been 
enormous.  Luxury  and  extravagance  are  growing  apace.  Can 
we  say  that  we  are  doing  all  that  we  ought  to  do  to  supply  this 
city  with  houses  of  worship,  with  faithful  ministers  of  Christ,  who 
may  gd  from  house  to  house,  to  seek  and  to  save  the  perishing, 
with  schools  for  the  tender,  religious  nurture  of  the  very  destitute 
and  neglected  little  ones  1  Can  we  say  that  we  are  doing  all 
that  we  ought  to  do  to  uphold  the  hands  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  and  through  them  to  send  the  blessings  of 
the  Gospel  and  Church  of  God  to  those  remote  places  of  the 
Diocese,  where  there  are  families  to  whom  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church  are  as  dear  as  they  are  to  us,  but  who  are  often  de- 
prived of  them, — and  where  there  are  multitudes  who  might  be 
reclaimed  from  irreligion  and  from  error,  and  made  lights  and 
pillars  in  the  House  of  God  1 

Is  it  not  very  much  to  be  lamented, — is  it  not  matter  for 
special  wonder,  that  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
making  no  very  large  demand  annually  upon  the  zeal  and 
liberality  of  the  Church,  should  have  been  now  for  a  long  series 
of  years  continually  crippled  for  want  of  means, — and  almost 
every  quarter,  compelled  to  delay  month  after  month  many  of 
the  payments  for  which  the  Diocese  stood  pledged  to  her  de- 
voted missionaries'?  Certainly,  the  duty  of  extending  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church  to  the  destitute  portions  of  our  own 
Diocese,  and  of  sustaining  them  in  places  which  are  too  feeble  to 
continue  them  without  assistance,  is  a  very  plain,  homely  duty, 
and  makes  no  such  appeal  to  the  imagination  as  that  which  is 
ever  supplying  stimulus  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions. 
God  forbid  that  1  should  ever  say  one  word  in  disparagement  of 
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Foreign  Missions.  For  the  love  of  Christ,  let  them  be  prose- 
cuted with  Apostolic  zeal !  Ever  since  the  new  and  wonderful 
idea  was  flashed  upon  the  Jewish  mind,  "  Oo  ye  into  all  the 
morld,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature"  the  followers  of 
God  have  been  pledged  to  the  propagation  of  the  truth.  To 
withhold  from  others  is  to  have  less  for  ourselves.  If  we  in  this 
country  were  indebted,  under  God,  to  a  foreign  Church,  "  for  our 
first  foundation,  and  a  long  continuance  of  nursing  care  and 
protection," — if  we  have  robbed  Africa  of  her  sons  and  daughters 
— if  we  have  sent  our  pestilential  commerce  to  corrupt  and  half 
depopulate  some  of  the  islands  of  the  ocean,  then,  no  doubt,  we 
are  debtors  to  all  on  foreign  shores,  whom  by  any  possibility 
we  can  reach  with  offers  of  mercy  and  ministries  of  love  through 
our  Foreign  Missions. 

But,  my  Brethren,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say,  that 
that  is  not  a  healthy  Christian  zeal  which  overlooks  duties  near 
at  home  in  its  eagerness  to  rush  into  others,  which  are  more 
remote.  Our  duty  in  the  way  of  extending  the  blessings  of 
Christ's  sal vation  to  the  destitute  must  begin  with  the  care  of  the 
spiritual  interests  of  our  own  Diocese.  And  when,  by  deliberate 
legislative  action,  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  created  a  special 
agency  for  prosecuting  the  work  of  Church  extension,  and  of 
ministering  to  the  support  of  needy  parishes,  it  seems  to  me 
that  that  agency  has  the  first  and  most  imperative  claim  upon 
the  support  of  every  member  of  the  Diocese.  So  long  as  the 
Adorable  Head  of  the  Church  shall  be  pleased  to  continue  me  in 
my  present  position,  I  am  determined  that  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  administered,  so  far  as  may  depend  on  me, 
with  entire  equity,  and  with  a  most  careful  consideration  for  the 
hrterests  and  feelings  of  every  member  of  the  Body.  And  it  is 
believed  that  there  is  nothing  very  unreasonable  in  entertaining 
expectation  that  all  right-minded  persons,  whatever  their 
peculiar  predilections,  will  make  a  conscience  of  giving  to  the 
ncies  authoritatively  created  in  the  Diocese  for  doing  the 
work  of  the  Church,  an  unreserved  support. 

The  operations  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
I  far  the  last  two  years  might  have  been  laid  open  to  the  scrutiny 
•f  tile  whole  world,  and  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the 
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most  jealous  and  narrow  party-mind  to  discover  a  solitary  in. 
stance,  in  which  a  word  has  been  spoken,  or  a  movement  made, 
with  a  view  to  influencing  the  theological  complexion  of  the  ap- 
pointment it  was  about  to  make.  With  a  comprehensiveness 
answering  to  that  of  the  whole  Church,  it  has  taken  working 
men  wherever  it  could  find  them,  or  rather  in  eight  cases  out  of 
ten,  it  has'simply  appointed  the  clergyman  its  missionary  whom 
the  particular  parish,  or  congregation,  had  previously  chosen  to 
be  its  pastor. 

The  Committee,  then,  as  the  regularly  constituted  organ  of  the 
Diocese,  has  a  right  to  look  to  the  whole  Diocese  for  a  cordial 
and  vigorous  support.  It  should  be  a  systematic  and  timely  sup- 
port, made  fully  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  Diocese,  and  ren- 
dered with  such  regularity  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  Committee  in  meeting  payments  on  the 
yery  day  on  which  they  become  due  to  their  missionaries.  If 
pecuniary  engagements  are  to  be  sacredly  observed  anywhere 
in  the  world,  it  should  certainly  be  in  the  Church.  A  very  in- 
ferior character  can  give  occasionally  from  impulse, — can  give 
largely,  under  the  influence  of  special  incentives ;  but  to  make  a 
conscience  of  giving  systematically  and  regularly,  to  be  always 
ready  to  take  thought  for  claims  which  no  one  is  present  to  en- 
force, demands  a  much  higher  style  of  character,  more  genuine 
Christian  principle — and  principle  more  effectually  carried  out  in 
right  habits. 

What  we  greatly  need,  in  order  to  give  efficiency  and  certainty 
to  the  operations  of  the  Church,  is  a  well  established  comprehensive 
system  for  the  periodical  collection  of  offerings,  from  all  ages  and 
all  classes  in  our  congregations.  It  is  a  comfort  and  a  blessing 
to  those  "  who  have  little,"  to  be  put  in  the  way  to  "  do  their  dili- 
gence gladly  to  give  of  that  little."  The  laborious  poor  are  not 
oppressed  by  being  called  upon  to  give  moderately,  according  as 
God  hath  blessed  them.  On  the  contrary,  their  daily  toils  are 
cheered  and  animated  by  the  thought  of  what  they  are  enabled 
to  do  for  Christ  and  His  Church :  their  hearts  are  enlarged  by 
wider  sympathies,  their  whole  being  is  exalted  by  the  privilege 
of  intimate  participation  in  the  work  for  which  Christ  died,  and 
for  which  His  Saints  in  all  ages  have  willingly  offered  them- 
selves ;  while  at  the  same  time,  such  are  the  habits  of  thoughtful- 
ness  and  economy  into  which  they  are  insensibly  led,  that  they 
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exemplify  the  proverb  of  inspired  Wisdom :  "  there  is  that  scatter- 
«£&,  and  yet  increase  th  !  "  As  for  the  rich,  that  it  is  an  un- 
speakable benefit  to  them,  when  they  can  be  moved  to  some- 
thing better  than  hoarding,  or  spending  upon  themselves,  when 
they  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  become  u  rich  in  good  works," 
no  argument  is  needed  to  prove. 

"The  Rich  and  Poor,"  then,  "should  meet  together,"  in  their 
pious  and  charitable  wor  k  in  their  worship  before  a  common 
Lord.  The  parochial  system  of  offerings  should  embrace  them 
all ;  should  carefully  register  their  names,  and  studiously  pro- 
vide that  a  collection  be  made  at  regular  intervals  from  every 
family,  if  possible,  from  every  individual.  Where  pains  are 
taken  to  interest  the  Parish  in  such  a  system,  and  to  carry  it  out 
faithfully,  the  aggregate  of  the  offerings  is  often  fourfold  the 
amount  that  could  be  obtained  from  a  few  general  collections, 
loosely  made,  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  much  more  beneficial 
to  the  great  body  of  the  congregation. 

Let  such  a  system  be  generally  adopted  in  the  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese,  and  administered  with  unremitting  carefulness,  and  it 
would  be  found  that  there  was  an  abundant  supply,  not  only  for 
die  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  but  for  every  other  legi- 
timate claim,  which  the  Church  has  to  make  upon  the  bounty 
of  her  children. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  great  importance  of  regularity  and 
promptness  in  forwarding  contributions  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Committee,  in  order  that  he  may  always  be  in  a  condition  to 
fulfil  his  engagements  to  the  Missionaries.  For  the  purpose  of 
•ecu ring  some  regularity  and  certainty  in  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese,  an  attempt  has  been  made,  during  the  past  year, 
to  apportion  the  amount  sought  to  be  raised  among  the  parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  supposed  ability.  It  was  be- 
lieved that  it  would  generally  be  a  satisfaction  to  the  clergyman 
and  to  the  parish,  to  be  informed  definitely  how  much  was  hoped 
for  from  them.  The  sums  named  were  considered  as  minima 
which,  in  many  cases,  would  be  exceeded ;  while*  a  faithful  en- 
deavor, on  the  part  of  all,  to  reach  at  least  the  specified  amount, 
would  lead  to  a  result,  which,  steadily  continued  from  year  to 
year,  with  such  increase  as  might  be  proper,  would  constitute  a 
secure,  well-ascertained  basis  for  the  work  of  the  Committee. 
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The  first  apportionment  was,  of  course,  but  an  approximation  to 
perfect  accuracy  ;  but,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  there  has  been  a 
very  general  expression  of  satisfaction,  and  many  of  the  clergy 
have  stated  to  me  strongly  their  opinion,  that  the  plan,  when 
gradually  matured,  would  be  found  largely  acceptable  to  the 
Diocese,  and  would  be  attended  with  excellent  results.  It  is 
certainly  most  desirable  that  we  should,  in  some  way,  put  an 
end  to  the  irregularity  and  embarrassments,  and  to  the  frequent 
appeals,  which,  for  many  years,  have  characterized  the  Mission- 
ary work  of  the  Diocese.  Much  has  been  done  ;  but  it  has  not 
been  done  always  in  a  way  to  be  most  creditable  to  the  Diocese, 
or  most  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  Mission- 
aries. I  would,  therefore,  earnestly  invite  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  in  whatever  measures  may  be  proposed  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  regularity  and  efficiency  to  the  labors  of 
the  Missionary  Committee. 

On  the  first  of  October,  now  near  at  hand,  there  will  be  due  to 
the  Missionaries  another  quarterly  payment ;  and,  to  enable  the 
Treasurer  to  meet  that  call,  some  fifteen  hundred  dollars  more 
than  he  has  yet  received  will  be  required. 

A  gracious  Providence  has  protected  our  city  from  the  pesti- 
lence that  threatened  it.  Our  God  has  again  crowned  the  year 
with  his  goodness.  We  have  not  yet  given  as  freely  as  we  have 
received.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  members  of 
the  Convention  to  take  measures  in  private,  before  they  close 
this  Session;  for  putting  the  Treasurer  at  once  into  a  condition  to 
meet  the  payments  of  the  approaching  quarter.  A  few  contri- 
butions from  laymen,  and  a  few  pledges  from  clergymen,  (given, 
of  course,  as  all  suoh  pledges  must  be,  on  the  supposition  that 
their  respective  parishes  will  afford  them  the  means  of  fulfilling 
an  engagement  so  reasonable  and  necessary),  will  at  once  remove 
all  present  difficulty,  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  own  consciences,  and 
to  the  great  comfort  of  our  Missionaries  ;  and  then  we  shall  be 
prepared  to  unite  in  measures  for  securing  future  order  and  ac- 
tivity.* 

One  word  in  regard  to  the   Clerical  Convocations,  which,  of

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late  years,  have  become  so  important  a  feature  in  the  operations 
of  the  Diocese.  I  feel  great  interest  in  them.  They  are  doing 
much  good,  both  in  promoting  intimate  fraternal  relations  among 
the  clergy,  and  in  urging  on  the  work  of  Church  extension.  But 
it  is  natural  that  they  should  become  very  especially  interested 
in  those  local  efforts  to  which  they  devote  themselves ;  and  long 
before  I  was  in  my  present  position,  I  saw  the  necessity  of 
cautioning  the  Convocation  over  which  I  presided  not  to  allow  itself, 
under  any  temptation,  to  diminish  those  contributions  to  which 
they  had  been  accustomed,  and  which  were  absolutely  indis- 
pensable to  enable  the  Diocese  at  large  to  carry  on  its  work 
through  its  Missionary  Committee, — work  which  all  their  local 
efforts  took  for  granted  would  be  continued.  I  beg  to  extend 
that  caution  to  all  the  Convocations  of  the  Diocese.  If  they  are 
to  be  useful,  or  even  safe  organizations,  they  must  never  allow 
their  influence  to  become  unfavorable  to  the  success  of  that 
general,  systematic  work,  whioh  is  carried  on  directly  under  the 
authority  of  the  Diocese.  Our  first  duty  is  to  the  regularly 
constituted  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  it,  all  local  and  ex- 
traordinary efforts  should  be  held  in  strict  subordination.  Indeed, 
I  am  quite  sure,  that  the  deliberate  convictions  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  those  bodies  is  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  now 
made.  The  only  danger  is  inj  the  tendency  to  an  undesigned 
and  unnoticed  concentration  upon  the  local  efforts  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  general  work  of  the  Diocese.  Sure  I  am,  that  we 
need  only  a  supply  of  faithful  laborers,  ready  to  devote  them- 
selves with  steadfast  perseverance  to  the  Pastoral  work  in  tho 
interior  of  the  Diocese,  in  order  to  reap  a  rich  harvest  in  every 
part  of  our  field,  and  especially  in  many  of  those  districts  which 
hitherto  have  been  almost  entirely  neglected. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  we  have  sustained  a 
heavy  loss  in  the  death  of  two  highly  valued  clergymen;  the 
Rev.  Reuben  Sherwood,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Hyde  Park,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  C.  Babcock,  Missionary  at 
Green  Point,  Long  Island. 

Dr.  Sherwood's  strength  of  character,  clearness  of  mind,  ful- 
ness of  theological  learning,  warm-hearted  zeal  for  the  Church  of 
his  affections,  and  his  long  and  faithful  services,  made  him  con- 
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spicuous  in  every  assemblage  of  clergymen.  He  has  left  a  name 
which  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  Church  with  respect  and 
affection. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Babcock  had  but  recently  entered  upon  the 
Pastoral  work.  Fervent  in  spirit — but  peculiarly  modest  and 
gentle  in  his  bearing — of  superior  endowments,  and  eminent  in 
all  those  qualities  which  fit  a  Pastor  to  sway  the  hearts  of  his 
people,  he  made  in  a  very  short  ministry  an  impression  upon 
the  neighborhood  where  he  labored  which  seems  to  be  as  fresh 
to-day  as  itwas  a  year  ago — an  impression  which  I  believe  the 
changes  of  many  years  will  do  little  to  efface.  At  the  time  of  my 
first  visitation  at  his  Parish,  he  was  present  in  apparent  health, 
though  always  delicate.  1  shall  never  forget  the  appearance  of 
tender  and  solemn  interest  and  of  devotion,  which  marked  his 
bearing  and  that  of  his  congregation.  Let  us  not  mourn  for  him ; 
but  let  us  rather  sympathise  with  his  people.  Above  all,  let 
us  think  how  "  blessed  are  the  dead  who  so  die  in  the  Lord ;"  and 
"  let  us  labor  to  enter  into  that  rest." 

I  had  wished  to  dwell  somewhat  at  length  upon  what  has  been 
done,  and  upon  what  yet  needs  to  be  done,  in  a  kind  of  mission- 
ary way,  in  this  populous  city  ;  but  the  time  will  permit  only  a 
few  words.  Trinity  Church  has  much  enlarged  her  means  of 
usefulness ;  while  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  St.  George's  Church, 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Grace  Church,  Calvary  Church,  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
and  other  churches,  have  employed  assistant  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries; and  through  the  free  chapels  and  schools,  the  homes 
for  the  aged  and  infirm,  the  orphan  asylum,  the  infirmary  and 
church  hospital,  have  accomplished,  and  are  preparing  to  accom- 
plish, a  very  large  amount  of  good. 

Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  good  work  may  go  on  with  in- 
creased energy  and  comprehensiveness,  until  every  district  and 
every  street  has  its  clerical  visitor  to  descend  into  the  haunts  of 
vice,  ignorance,  and  forgetfulness,  to  touch  the  reckless  and  de- 
sponding with  the  finger  of  love,  and  to  lead  forth  the  sorrowful 
and  the  hitherto  neglected  into  the  house  of  God,  and  into  those 
ways  which  are  ways  of  pleasantness  and  peace. 

The  subject  of  Clerical  Support  has  never  ceased  to  engage  my 
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attention ;  but  I  have  not  yet  seen  my  way  clear  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Pastoral,  which  was  last  year  requested  in  a  resolu- 
tion of  this  Convention.  1  shall  hope  to  accomplish  it  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  winter ;  and  in  the  mean  time  I  shall  be 
happy  to  avail  myself  of  the  advice  and  aid  of  the  excellent 
Committee  to  which  the  several  subjects  have  been  entrusted. 

One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  this  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School,  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  "  Without  money, 
and  without  price"  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  Clergymen ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should  be  capable  of  raising  up  men  of  simple 
habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil,  from  no 
self-denial ;  and  who,  "  by  manifestation  of  the  truth,  will  com- 
mend themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of 
God."  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration  and 
to  your  prayers.

Note  X 

THE     MEAN8     OF     GRACE. 

The  following  are  the  passages  in  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the 
Qonse  of  Bishops,  sent  forth  in  1841,  written  by  Bishop  Gris- 
wold,  to  which  reference  is  made  on  page  98  of  the  preceding 
Address  : 

"  Because  circumcision  now  avails  nothing,  you  must  not  infer  that 
the  Christian  ordinances  are  of  but  little  importance— that,  without 
peril  to  your  soul,  you  may  neglect  Baptism,  or  Confirmation,  or  the 
Lord's  Supper,  or  Prayer.  By  a  right  use  of  these  means,  as  our 
Church  teaches,  and  the  Scriptures  teach,  your  faith  will  be  strength- 
ened, and  grace  increased.  God  has  commanded  the  use  of  them,  and 
they  who  neglect  them  must  either  think  that  they  are  wiser  than  God, 
or  they  must  be  in  want  of  that  faith  which  produces  obedience  to  his 
commands. 

The  ordinances  appointed  by  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  administered 
by  his  Apostles,  should  not  bo  viewed  merely  as  duties,  but  rather  as 
blessed  privileges,  which  claim  our  thankfulness  to  God.  In  mercy 
to  mankind,  and  to  help  our  infirmities,  they  are  given  us  as  sanctified 
neans  of  bringing  us  to  Himself,  and  by  which  we  may  obtain  His 
heavenly  benediction. 

Your  Bishops  ask  your  attention  to  this  subject  the  rather,  because, 
in  our  visitation  of  the  churches  under  our  care,  we  are  often  and 
much  pained  in  observing  how  large  a  part  of  the  people  of  our  con- 
gregations  appear  to  be  in  doubt,  or  undecided  respecting  the  use  of 
these  means;  how  many  of  them  live  in  the  neglect  of  making  an  open 
and  public  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  submission  to 
hb  righteousness;  and  this  we  the  more  regret,  from  considering  thai 
but  a  few  of  them  manifest  a  sincere  regard  for  religion,  and  a  serious

genso  of  its  importance.  Their  morals,  too,  and  their  lives  in  other 
respects  are,  in  a  happy  degree,  such  as  we  desire  to  see  in  the  disci- 
ples of  Christ.  They  appear  to  have  a  reverence  for  God,  and  right 
views  of  the  Saviour's  character  and  office;  and  they  show  such  be- 
nevolence and  charity  towards  their  fellow-men,  that  we  may  say  of 
thousands  what  Christ  said  to  one  :  "  They  are  not  far  from  the  king- 
dom of  God."  Our  sorrow  is,  that  they  are  not  visibly  in  His  kingdom. 
For  reasons  known  perhaps  to  themselves  and  to  God  only,  they  do 
not  confess  Christ  before  men,  and  become  members  of  His  Church. 
While  they  so  continue,  they  are  not '  assured  of  God's  favor  and  good- 
ness towards  them,  and  that  they  are  members  incorporate  in  the 
mystical  body  of  His  Son,  which  is  the  blessed  company  of  all  faith- 
ful people.'  Into  a  Church  so  apostolic  as  this,  having  a  faith  so 
primitive,  doctrines  so  evangelical,  a  worship  so  scriptural,  and  other 
institutions  so  truly  liberal,  we  might  reasonably  hope  to  see  people 
crowding  as  doves  to  their  windows. 

"  Our  Saviour  Christ  sent  his  ministers  to  preach,  '  He  that  be- 
believeth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved;'  and,  so  far  as  we  know  of 
their  acts  and  their  history,  they  who  did  believe,  immediately  made 
that  profession  of  their  faith.  It  is  also  evident  in  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  that  they  confirmed  baptized  believers,  by  laying  their 
hands  upon  them,  and  praying  for  the  aid  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  to 
strengthen  them  in  the  performance  of  their  baptismal  engagements, 
and  enable  them  to  '  lead  the  rest  of  their  lives  according  to  that  be- 
ginning.' And  it  is  the  request  and  the  command  of  your  Saviour, 
that  you  receive  the  other  Sacrament  in  remembrance  of  Him,  in  a 
thankful  and  devout  commemoration  of  His  '  one  sacrifice  for  sin.9 
In  that  Sacrament,  you  show  forth  His  death — you  manifest  your  faith 
in  the  merits  of  His  cross — and  your  thankfulness  for  such  unspeakable 
mercy.  By  faithfully  receiving  these  memorials  of  His  love,  you  are 
also  authorized  to  hope  for  the  strengthening  of  your  souls  by  the 
spiritual  efficacy  of  His  Body  and  Blood,  broken  and  shed  for  your 
sins,  as  your  bodies  are  by  the  bread  and  wine. 

"  Some  seem  to  think  that  the  rivers  of  Damascus  are  better  than  the 
waters  of  Israel,  or  that,  if  they  live  honest  and  good  lives,  they  shall 
not  be  the  worse  for  neglecting  religious  ceremonies.  And  who  does 
truly  live  an  honest  and  good  life  ?  Who  loves  God  with  all  his  heart, 
and  soul,  and  mind;  and  his  neighbor  as  himself?  Who  has,  in  all 
things,  done  to  others  as  he  would  have  others  do  to  him  ?  In  many 
things  we  all  offend; — there  is  none  good,  but  one.  Christ  died  to 
save,  and  his  Gospel  is  sent  to  call  '  not  the  righteous,  but  sinners.' 
Are  you  so  whole,  that  you  need  not  this  Divine  Physician  ?  We 
might  remind  you  of  the  inestimable  benefits,  visibly  signed  and  sealed 
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in  Baptism,  to  those  who  rightly  receive  it.  We  might  say  much  to 
you  of  the  fitness  and  Divine  authority  of  Confirmation,  and  the  bless- 
aings  which  have  evidently  attended  its  right  and  faithful  ministra- 
tion. We  might  show  that  communing  in  the  Lord's  Supper  is  a 
great  comfort  to  those  who  believe  in  Christ,  and  that  it  strengthens 
them  much  in  their  Christian  zeal.  But  is  it  not  enough  to  know 
that  it  is  the  will  of  your  Saviour  Christ  that  you  should  submit  to 
His  ordinance — that  He,  who  so  loved  your  soul  as  to  die  for  its  sal- 
vation, has  appointed  his  sacraments  for  your  benefit?  Such  a 
Saviour',  you  may  well  believe,  has  not  ordained  rites  which  are  un- 
necessary, or  which  may  safely  be  neglected;  nor  has  he  required  yon 
to  do  that  which  is  useless.  Our  wisdom,  when  opposed  to  God's 
Word,  is  but  foolishness.  He  has  '  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise,  and  the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  con- 
found the  mighty.'  When  some  inquired  of  Christ:  '  What  shall  we 
do  that  we  might  work  the  works  of  God  ?  He  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  This  is  the  work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  Him  whom  he  hath 
sent.'  We  are  to  believe  in  Him  as  the  great  Prophet — as  the  Word 
or  wisdom  of  God,  by  whom  the  divine  will  is  made  known  to  men; 
and  as  the  only  true  Priest  who  has  made  expiation  for  our  sins,  and 
'  lives  to  make  intercession  for  us.  '  Through  Him  we  have  ac- 
s,  by  One  Spirit,  unto  the  Father.'  And  we  are  to  believe  in  Him 
ae  our  King,  unto  Whom  all  power  was  given  in  heaven  and  in  earth; 
Him  we  are  bound  in  all  things  to  obey,  and  He  is  '  made  both  Lord 
and  Christ;'  and  well  may  he  ask,  as  he  does,  "  Why  call  ye  me  Lord, 
Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say  ?' 

"  While  we  disobey  his  commands  by  our  actions,  we  deny  that  He 
it  Lord;— we  rebel  against  Him."  ***** 

We  "  beseech  you,  then,  brethren,  suffer  the  word  of  exhortation." 
Consider  well  what  you  must  do  to  be  saved  ;  how  great  is  the  peril 
of  halting  between  two  opinions,  and  of  neglecting  this  great  salva- 
tion. We  would  be  ever  cautious  not  to  encourage  an  undue  reliance 
on  religious  rites  ;  but  without  the  use  of  those  which  God  has 
graciously  appointed  for  our  use,  how  can  we  hope  to  increase  in 
grace  and  in  godliness  of  living  ?  "  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water 
and  of  the  spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God."  We 
know  well  that  you  cannot  change  your  own  hearts  ; — that  God  alone 
can  renew  a  right  spirit  within  you.  But  He  has  promised  to  bless 
your  sincere  efforts  to  know  and  do  His  will.  "  Ask  and  you  shall 
receive ;  seek  and  you  shall  find."  While  you  are  faithful  to  do  what  He 
commands,  you  may  humbly  hope  that  He  will  enlighten  your  minds, 
and  sanctify  your  affections.    To  him   that  hath  shall  be  given.

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To  those  who  "  order  their  conversation  right,  shall  be  shown  the  sal- 
vation of  God." 

The  kingdom  of  God,  or  His  Church,  is  the  spiritual  ark,  which 
Christ,  the  true  Noah,  has  prepared  for  the  saving  of  His  house,  and 
your  safety  requires  that  you  be  not  only  "not  far  from,"  but  in  it. 
The  promise  of  salvation  is  to  those  who  are  within  its  pale.  The 
sense  in  which,  as  St.  Peter  says,  "Baptism  now  saves  us,"  is  its 
being  ordained  of  Christ,  as  the  entrance  into  this  spiritual  ark, 
where  we  are  entitled  to  all  the  means  of  grace,  and  if  we  are  faithful 
in  the  use  of  them,  to  all  the  promises  to  those  who  are  "  members  of 
Christ,  children  of  God,  and  inheritors  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
As  our  Church  teaches,  "  they  that  receive  baptism  rightly,  are 
grafted  into  the  Church,  and  the  promises  of  forgiveness  of  sins,  and 
of  our  adoption  to  be  the  sons  of  God,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  are 
visibly  signed  and  sealed."  We  should  use  this  and  the  other  Chris- 
tian ordinances  as  a  manifestation  of  our  faith  in  Christ,  of  our  trust 
in  His  merits,  of  our  hope  in  the  promises  of  God,  and  of  our 
submission  to  His  righteousness.  In  the  right  use  of  them  there  is 
great  comfort ;  for  they  are  tokens  of  His  love  of  our  souls,  and  of 
what  He  has  done  to  save  them.  They  are  sanctified  means  of  God's 
appointment,  whereby  we  may  draw  nigh  to  Him  in  full  assurance  of 
faith,  and  obtain  His  heavenly  benediction.  When  these  ordinances 
are  devoutly  and  faithfully  observed,  we  may  well  hope  that  true 
religion  is  increasing.  It  is  encouraging  to  all  who  love  the  gates  of 
Zion  to  see  multitudes  thus  openly  confessing  the  name  of  Christ ; 
coming  to  Baptism,  and  bringing  their  children  ;  renewing  in  Con- 
firmation their  Christian  covenant,  and  regularly  communing  in  the 
Lord's  Supper.  "  For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteous- 
ness, and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation."

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  St.  Paul's  Church  Home 
has  been  organized,  and  is  now  in  successful  operation.  The  Parish 
hires  a  house,  and  provides  necessary  food,  shelter,  and  fuel,  for  those 
of  its  poorer  members  who,  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity,  are  wholly, 
or  in  part,  unable  to  take  care  of  themselves.  We  have  found  that, 
in  this  way,  a  given  amount  will  accomplish  much  more  satisfactory 
results,  than  by  a  more  general  distribution;  and  that  we  are  enabled 
to  make  comfortable  all  the  very  poor  of  the  Parish,  who  arc  willing  to 
attend  regularly  on  Divine  Services.  The  number  now  in  the  Home 
is  ten;  of  whom,  one  is  eighty  years  of  age.  Two  from  the  Home  were 
confirmed  at  the  Bishop's  last  visitation;  and  one,  an  old  man,  died,  in 
the  early  summer.  The  inmates  live  separate  from  each  other,  but 
meet  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  for  common  prayer.

As  1  superintend  my  own  Sunday  School,  and  catechise  the  chil- 
dren more  or  less  each  Sunday,  I  have  not  adopted  the  plan  of  cate- 
chising them  openly  in  the  church. 

It  may  not  be  unworthy  of  note,  that,  for  the  year  past,  the  older 
girls  belonging  to  the  school  have  been  instructed  in  church-music  by 
myself,  so  far  as  to  be  able,  with  the  assistance  of  one  lady  and  the 
organist,  to  conduct  the  entire  music  of  the  church  on  Sundays;  and, 
on  prayer  days,  they  come  into  the  body  of  the  church,  in  front  of  the 
desk,  and,  without  the  help  of  the  organ,  are  able  to  conduct  all  por- 
tions of  the  service  usually  chanted  or  sung. 

By  this  means,  and  by  the  services  of  a  lady,  who  is  a  communicant 
and  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School,  to  play  the  organ,  our  music  has 
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been  provided  without  expensive  salaries — being  entirely  a  labor  of 
love;  which,  in  these  days  of  exorbitant  salaries  for  hired  singers,  is 
an  important  matter  to  all  new  and  small  Parishes. 

It  ought  to  be  stated,  however,  that,  while  the  Parish  has  never  been 
in  a  more  promising  condition  for  permanent  growth.  The  money 
raised  for  the  purchase  of  a  parsonage-lot,  etc.,  has  not  been  contribu- 
ted solely  by  the  parishioners,  but  in  part  by  the  Churchmen  in  the 
city,  and  by  persons  living  in  the  neighborhood.

It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  state,  that  within  the  last  year  the  Parish  paid 
their  indebtedness  of  $1,941  79,  of  which  amount,  $1,500  was  paid 
by  the  Parish,  or  by  friends  out  of  the  Diocese;  and  that  now  our 
Church  and  Parsonage  are  entirely  paid  for,  a  noble  monument  of  the 
united  exertions  of  a  few  devoted  churchmen. 

The  Parish  was  organised  the  24th  of  May,  A.  D.,  1852,  and  thus, 
in  a  little  more  than  four  years,  all  this  has  been  accomplished.

The  above  includes  neither  the  monthly  collections  for  the  Church 
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Building  Fund  of  the  Parish,  nor  the  liberal  subscription  of  $5,200 
made  since  the  last  Convention  towards  this  same  object. 

The  loss  of  the  spire  of  the  new  edifice  by  a  gale  in  December  great- 
ly retarded  the  progress  of  the  building,  and  increased  the  already  heavy 
burden  that  was  upon  us  to  a  discouraging  degree.  But  the  favor  of  a 
second  grant  from  the  Venerable  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  N.  Y., 
made  in  consideration  of  our  providential  loss — seconded  by  the  gene- 
rous liberality  of  friends  abroad,  and  a  free  subscription  on  the  part 
of  the  parishioners  at  home,  which,  from  many  of  them,  was  a  third 
gift  to  the  building,  has  so  far  relieved  us,  as  to  afford  the  prospect  of 
an  early  completion  of  the  edifice  free  from  debt. 

Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  under  the  favor  of  a  kind  Providence, 
which  has  raised  us  up  many  liberal  friends,  and  given  our  own  peo- 
ple a  heart  to  work,  and,  to  give  in  largeness  of  measure,  this 
Parish  may,  in  view  of  the  preceding  statements,  be  reported  as  in  a 
prosperous  condition.

This  report  embraces  the  state  of  the  Parish  up  to  July  1st,  when 
I  resigned,  and  immediately  removed  to  the  town  of  Clavorack,  where,, 
on  the  Sunday  following,  I  commenced  Missionary  operations.  Stated 
services  were  held  in  an  upper  room  at  a  public  house.  There  arc 
some  eight  or  ten  families  partial  to  the  Church — twelve  or  fourteen 
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communicants.  The  indications  of  Providence  have  been  so  favor- 
able, that  we  have  been  encouraged  to  organize  ourselves  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  statute,  and  have  chosen  three  delegates,  who 
will  present  the  certificate  of  our  incorporation,  and  ask  to  be  admit- 
ted into  union  with  the  Convention,  at  its  present  session.  I  would 
state  further,  that  very  strenuous  efforts  are  being  made,  to  secure 
rands  -sufficient  to  build  a  church.  A  lot,  comprising  an  acre  and  a 
half,  most  eligibly  situated,  has  been  procured;  and  we  hope  that  an 
appeal  to  the  friends  of  the  Church,  based  upon  a  simple  statement  of 
our  present  need,  and  the  promising  future  accessions  to  the  Church, 
will  enable  us  to  realize  our  desires,  and  establish  our  Church  here, 
where  no  other  denomination  than  the  Dutch  Reformed  has  ever  been 
able  to  gain  a  foothold.  But  I  feel  great  confidence,  that,  with  a  dis- 
creet, prudent,  and  charitable  exhibition  of  the  Church,  the  fallow 
ground  may  be  broken  up,  and  fruit  gathered,  which  shall  be  to  the 
praise  and  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.

Christ  Church  relies  upon  its  weekly  offertory,  and  similar  gifts, 
fcr  means  to  sustain  the  Associate  Minister,  to  meet  the  cost  attend- 
ing the  celebration  of  Divine  Service  at  Clermont,  and  other  ind- 
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dental  expenses.  During  the  past  year,  the  Offertory  has  yielded  the 
sum  of  $716  51,  and  donations  have  been  made  to  the  treasury  by 
two  individuals,  of  $762  18,  making  a  total,  including  contributions, 
of  $1,478  69.  Since  the  last  Convention,  a  substantial  fence  has 
been  placed  around  the  Church  lot,  and  a  south  porch  attached  to  the 
•acred  edifice. 

The  Music  of  the  Church  is  securing  a  share  of  our  attention  ;  and 
the  inmates  of  Mrs.  Astor's  Asylum  for  destitute  little  girls,  ranging 
from  5  to  13  years  of  age,  already  render  efficient  aid  in  this  depart- 
ment of  our  Holy  services. 

A  fine  missionary  field  is  discernible  on  every  hand  ;  while  the 
attendance  at  the  Church  and  at  the  Mission  at  Clermont  is  both 
encouraging  and  animating.

By  the  aid  of  a  benevolent  member  of  Christ  Church,  Poughkeepsie, 
a  Pariah  School  was  established  last  May,  under  the  instruction  and 
care  of  Mr.  John  L.  Haight,  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  without 
rail  literary  qualifications,  under  the  Canon  of  1853,  who  has  also 
been  the  Lay-Reader  on  all  occasions  of  the  absence  of  the  Mis- 
sionary.   It  has  thus  far  been  very  successful. 

The  Missionary,  as  Missionary  at  large  also  in  Duchess  county, 
has  been  able  to  give  the  Parish  at  Pleasant  Valley  but  a  small  share 
of  his  attention.  Up  to  last  Easter  he  retained  the  charge  of  both 
Lithgow  and  Amenia,  in  connection  with  Pleasant  Valley.  Since 
Easter,  his  services  have  been  extended  to  several  new  points  of  con- 
siderable interest.  Services  have  been  kept  up  about  once  in  two 
weeks  at  Hart's  village,  with,  however,  comparatively  but  little 
interest.  The  new  station  at  Stamford  is  highly  promising.  The 
services  at  Verbank  have  been  well  attended;  and  the  prospects  of 
the  Church  would  be  very  good  at  Manchester  if  it  could  receive 
suitable  attention.

This  Parish  is  the  centre  of  extended  missionary  services.     The  in- 
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tention  has  been  not  only  to  keep  up  a  regular  order  of  services  on 
Sundays  and  other  days  at  Keeseville,  but  to  carry  the  Church  as  far 
as  practicable,  to  every  church  family  'in  the  Ausablo  Valley,  and  es- 
pecially to  those  members  of  the  Church  of  England  and  their  descend- 
ants, who  are  scattered  along  the  borders  of  this  great  wilderness. 
Many  of  the  services  reported  above  have  been  performed  only  at 
the  expense  of  much  travel  and  very  severe  labor.  Much  has  beep 
done  in  reclaiming  families  that  have  been  years  in  this  country 
without  ever  meeting  a  clergyman.  During  the  past  year,  groups  of 
families  living  some  10  miles,  others  15  miles,  others  nearly  30  miles, 
from  Keeseville,  have  been  brought  into  communication  with  the 
Church.  Prayers  have  been  said  by  their  firesides.  Their  children 
have  been  baptized  and  initiated  into  Church  instruction.  These  ef- 
forts have  embraced  about  40  families,  including  200  souls. 

The  Parish  has  steadily  grown,  during  the  year,  in  strength  and  in- 
fluence. Through  the  aid  of  the  Ladies'  Association  its  debts  are  now 
all  paid,  without  recourse  to  aid  from  abroad.  What  was  but  one- 
half  of  a  missionary  station  two  years  since  is  now  a  well-appointed 
Pariah,  and  the  money  is  already  subscribed  by  our  own  vestry  to  add 
72  sittings  to  our  chapel,  and  to  make  other  desirable  improvements. 

This  is  one  of  the  missions  planned  and  carried  out  by  the  North- 
ern Convocation.

A  prominent  event  of  the  year  in  our  Parish,  has  been  the  pur- 
chase, by  the  congregation,  of  the  church  property,  of  which  previ- 
ously we  had  been  but  tenants.  It  has  been  stated  in  former  reports, 
that  this  property,  costing  over  $150,000,  was  owned  by  a  single  indi- 
vidual of  the  Parish.  To  the  27th  of  March,  of  the  present  year, 
the  vestry  had  not,  except  for  a  short  interval,  the  least  control  of 
the  income^ expenses,  or  secularities  of  the  Parish.  At  that  date,  when, 
through  the  temporary  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  the  proprietor,  the 
church  was  in  danger  of  being  lost  to  churchmen,  and  he  had  ex- 
pressed his  inability  to  save  it,  and  given  the  vestry  permission  to  try, 
it  was  purchased  by  them,  at  a  cost  of  $100,000.  Within  one  month 
after,  about  $41,000  of  the  purchase  money  had  been  pledged,  $35,- 
000  by  the  sale  of  pews,  and  the  rest  by  donations.  Further  efforts 
have  since  been  made,  and,  although  the  season  of  the  year  has  beei 
adverse,  the  congregation  comparatively  poor,  and  many  doubtful  a 
success,  our  pledges  and  payments  at  the  present  time,  six  month/ 
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from  the  purchase,  have  reduced  the  debt  to  $50,000.  For  this,  we 
hope  to  obtain,  upon  a  first  mortgage,  a  loan  in  such  form  as  will 
give  as,  upon  prompt  payment  of  interest,  which,  with  current  ex- 
penses, our  income  will  meet,  ample  time  to  create  a  sinking  fund  by 
the  sale  of  pews,  $50,000  worth  of  which  are  yet  unsold,  to  pay  off 
the  whole  debt.  As  we  have  not  been  permitted,  like  other  Parishes, 
to  grow  up  to  our  liabilities  by  slow  degrees,  and  as  they  have  not 
been  of  our  own  seeking,  the  Provisional  Bishop,  judging,  with  us, 
that  it  was  very  desirable  that  our  church  should  be  consecrated,  and 
that,  under  the  circumstances,  all  that  could  be  asked  ero  the  conse- 
cration should  take  place,  was  a  reasonable  security  that  the  property 
should  not  be  alienated  to  other  uses,  consented  to  perform  that  office, 
upon  the  above  statement  of  our  affairs.  The  consecration  accord- 
ingly took  place  on  Tuesday,  the  23d  of  September,  the  day  preced- 
ing Convention,  amid  a  large  congregation,  in  the  presence  of  over 
one  hundred  of  the  clergy,  and  with  Bishops  Doane,  Whitehouse, 
(Bark,  and  Scott,  present  and  assisting.  Bishop  Clark  preached 
the  Sermon.  Previous  to  this,  the  church  edifice  had  been  put  in 
food  repair,  a  fence  erected  around  it,  the  chancel  furnished  with 
tat,  lectern,  stalls,  and  two  massive  chairs,  the  last  the  gift  of  S.  W. 
Burrill,  Esq.  The  south  gallery,  containing  about  250  sittings,  has 
been  made  free.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  our  brethren  of  other 
ehnrehes  for  aid,  and  our  own  people  have  manifested  great  unity, 
seal,  and  liberality.  With  the  present  state  of  our  pecuniary  affairs, 
and  oar  improved  condition,  the  Rector  feels  that  his  position  and 
ffcai  of  the  congregation  was  never  better,  nor  more  hopeful,  since 
■  the  opening  of  the  church,  than  at  the  present  time.

The  heavy  blow  which  fell  upon  this  Parish  in  December  last,  in 
the  loss  by  death  of  its  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  young  Rector,  the 
Rer.  Edward  C .  Babcock,  has  evidently  retarded  its  advancement, 
but  its  condition  may  be  reported  as  very  encouraging.  Without  a 
Sector,  except  for  two  months,  provision  has  been  regularly  made  for 
the  celebration  of  Divine  service,  with  the  exception  of  two  Sundays, 
and  the  number  of  attendants  continues  nearly  the  same.

The  congregation  of  this  Parish  occupies  a  hired  building,  made 
church  like  at  an  expense  of  $1,000,  and  seating  between  two  and 
three  hundred  persons.  It  is  now  full,  and  has  furnished  a  part  of 
their  attendance  to  two  other  churches  since  organized  in  its  vicinity. 
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For  several  years  it  performed  the  missionary  work  of  its  suburban 
location  alone.  It  has  wrought  almost  unaided  temporally,  save 
from  its  own  exclusive  resources,  and  has  never  had  the  ability  to 
purchase  ground  or  erect  an  edifice,  which  is  greatly  needed  to  secure 
its  permanency,  and  supply  the  wants  of  a  continually  increasing 
population.

The  church  building  on  Eighty-Fifth  street  having  been  taken  by  the 
City,  as  standing  upon  lands  appropriated  for  the  Central  Park,  has 
been  closed  since  July.  Rooms  have  been  procured  on  seventy-fourth 
street,  in  which  services  will  be  held,  while  we  make  our  arrange- 
ments for  something  more  permanent. 

The  services  in  the  Public  Institutions  reported  above,  have  been 
sustained  by  appropriations  from  the  Pastoral  Aid  Society,  and  from 
the  Churches  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Incarnation,  St.  James 
and  St.  Mary,  and  by  gifts  from  individuals.  Donations  thus  re- 
ceived, which  will  not  be  reported  by  any  Church  or  Society,  amount 
to  $269  26. 

The  Rev.  C.  E.  Phelps  has  borne  the  chief  part  in  the  above  men- 
tioned labor.  Messrs.  Thomas  B.  Fogg  and  Arthur  Mason,  Can- 
didates for  Orders,  have  rendered  occasional  assistance. 

The  persons  hitherto  attending  All  Angels'  Church  have  been  too 
poor  to  do  much  towards  paying  the  Church  expenses.  An  annual 
gift  of  $200  from  Trinity  Church  is  our  chief  dependence  in  doing  so. 
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All  Saints'  Church,  New-York ;   the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigen- 
brodt,  D.  D.,  Rector. 

In  the  year  1846,  when  the  present  Incumbent  entered  on  this 
charge,  the  Parish  Church  needed  extensive  alterations  and  repairs, 
which  were  then  made  and  paid  for  at  the  cost  of  several  thousand  dol- 
lars. An  alarming  decay  having  been  discovered  in  its  rafters  and 
roof,  it  was  during  the  past  year  deemed  by  some  hardly  safe  or  fit  for 
occupancy.  In  order  to  its  thorough  restoration,  the  Vestry  decided 
that  after  the  first  Sunday  of  last  July  it  should  be  closed.  During  the 
interval  between  that  date  and  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  it  is  given  up 
to  the  hand  of  the  architect.  Then  it  will  be  restored  to  the  Parish, 
and  have  been  made  not  only  safe  for  many  future  years,  but  also  one 
of  our  most  neat,  commodious  and  becoming  temples.  For  the  means 
of  doing  this,  the  Parish  is  indebted  in  part  to  Trinity  Church,  New- 
York,  for  a  loan  without  interest  of  $5,000,  and  in  part  to  the  liber- 
ality and  public  spirit  of  several  of  its  own  members.  Because  of 
the  first  bad  construction  of  the  building,  the  sum  thus  raised  and 
spent  during  the  incumbency  of  the  present  Rector  for  its  repairs 
cannot  be  less  than  about  $12,000. 

The  statistics  of  this  report  are  given  only  for  the  portion  of  the 
year,  during  which  the  services  were  not  interrupted,  and  are  as 
follows,  viz : — Baptisms  :  adults,  4  ;  infants,  52 — total,  56.

The  district 
assigned  to  this  Parish  in  the  parochial  map  of  the  City  published  a 
few  years  since,  contains  five  Jewish  Synagogues.  There  is  but  one 
place  of  worship  in  it,  except  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  in  which 
the  English  language  is  used.

Our  Sunday  Schools  have  been  much  prospered  during  the  past 
year.  In  the  schools  at  the  Church,  in  six  different  departments  of 
age  and  circumstances,  we  have  62  Teachers,  and  1,100  Scholars.  In 
an  English  Mission  School  at  the  corner  of  Avenue  A,  and  19th  street, 
and  in  a  German  Mission  School  in  19th-strcet,  near  Avenue  A, 
we  have  41  Teachers,  and  500  Scholars.  The  multiplying  of  schools 
around  us,  and  the  consequent  division  of  children  among  many  since 
we  began,  will  hardly  allow  us  to  hope  for  a  continuance  in  future 
years  of  so  large  a  number. 

The  Dorcas  Society  of  Ladies  have  distributed  1,254  garments  to 
143  children,  at  a  cost  of  $431  96.  There  has  also  been  a  separate 
effort  for  this  object  in  connection  with  the  Mission  Schools  which 
has  resulted  in  the  distribution  of  510  garments  to  255  children,  at  a 
cost  of  $356  66.  Our  Sunday  School  libraries  contain  about  5,000 
volumes.  We  have  a  daily  free  Parish  School  for  the  Poor,  having 
100  scholars. 

The  Rev.  Calvin  Wolcutt  efficiently  labors  as  a  local  Missionary 
among  the  poor,  preaching  in  the  Mission  School-room,  as  a  Chapel 
on  the  Sabbath.  His  time  is  wholly  occupied  in  visiting  the  poor, 
and  relieving  their  wants,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector.  His 
labors  have  been  much  blessed  of  the  Lord,  and  are  most  acceptable 
to  all,  with  whom  he  is  officially  related.

In  explanation  of  the  facts  that  no  confirmations  and  no  canonical 
contributions  are  reported,  and  but  one  person  admitted  as  a  new 
communicant,  as  also  of  the  small  number  of  services  during  the  past 
year,  the  Rector  would  state,  that  the  preparing  a  class  for  Con- 
firmation, and  the  making  the  canonical  collections,  were  postponed 
last  winter  with  the  expectation  of  opening  the  new  Cnurch  in  May 
or  June;  after  which  both  the  number  of  candidates  and  amount  of 
contributions  would  probably  bo  much  larger  than  before.  From 
unavoidable  circumstances,  the  Church  was  not  ready  at  the  time 
expected.  Meanwhile,  the  chapel  in  which  we  worshipped  was  sold, 
wkk  the  intention,  however,  of  our  remaining  in  it  till  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Church.  But  it  being  accidentally  discovered  that  the 
city  fire  limits  had  been  extended,  the  extension  to  take  effect  on  1st 
June  last,  after  which  the  building  (a  frame  one)  could  not  be 
removed  to  the  spot  intended  by  the  purchaser,  immediate  possession 
was  given  to  him,  and  the  building  was  accordingly  removed. 
Services  were  therefore  necessarily  suspended  from  the  last  Sunday 
in  May  till  the  Church  was  ready  for  use.  It  was  only  on  last 
Sunday,  (September  21st,)  that  our  new  and  beautiful  Church  was

opened  for  Divine  service,  and  our  scattered  flock  re-assembled  in 
their  own  spiritual  home.  We  have  been  without  a  place  of  worship, 
therefore,  for  nearly  four  months.  The  Sunday  School  exercises  were 
also  discontinued  for  the  same  period,  but  will  be  resumed  next 
Sunday.  No  report  of  its  condition  can  at  this  time  be  given.  To 
the  accomplished  architects,  Mr.  F.  Wills,  and  Mr.  H.  Dudley,  we 
are  indebted  for  the  beautiful  style  of  our  new  edifice;  the  general 
design  and  proportions  being  by  the  former,  and  the  details  chiefly  by 
the  latter.  The  glass,  which  is  in  the  finest  style  of  art,  is  by  Mr. 
0.  Doremus.  The  Church  has  cost,  exclusive  of  the  ground,  and  in 
its  present  state,  without  spire,  tower,  and  permanent  organ,  about 
$20,000,  and  when  completely  finished,  will  cost  about  $40,000. 
Trinity  Church,  New-York,  has  assumed  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  $15,000  of  the  debt  incurred. 

Now,  with  God's  blessing,  we  may  expect  this  Parish  to  increase 
in  strength  and  prosperity.

Services  were  held  in  the  Lecture-room  of  the  Metropolitan 
Academy  from  the  date  of  the  last  report  till  May  1st,  1856.  On 
the  first  Sunday  in  May  we  began  to  worship  in  the  new  Church,  in 
Hammond-street,  corner  of  Waverly-Place,  which  had  been  purchased 
by  ladies    interested   in  a    "Memorial    of  Bishop  Wainwright." 
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Our  prosperity  as  a  congregation  has  thus  far  exceeded  our  most 
sanguine  expectations.  A  great  number  of  persons  who  have  for 
■any  years  been  irregular  in  their  attendance  upon  divine  worship, 
finding  our  doors  thrown  open  to  them,  and  our  seats  freely 
tendered,  have  become  constant  worshippers.  Ladies  of  New- York, 
acting  with  the  advice  of  clergymen  and  laymen  qualified  to  judge, 
purchased  this  appropriate  edifice,  inscribed  upon  it  "Free 
Seats,"  and  are  now  zealously  working  to  cancel  the  obligations  which 
they  were  thereby  compelled  to  assume.  The  property  consists  of  four 
lots  of  ground,  on  which  stand  a  large  and  substantial  Church- 
edifice,  and  a  Lecture  and  Sunday  School  building,  (2  stories  high, 
25x70  feet)  in  the  rear.  The  ladies  bought  this  property  for  $30,000, 
and  expended  between  $2,000  and  $3,000  to  put  it  in  order.  The 
sum  of  about  $20,000  is  still  due  on  the  principal  sum.  When  that 
debt  shall  be  removed,  they  will  give  it  to  the  Diocese.

Since  the  death  of  its  late  esteemed  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tracey, 
this  Church  has  been  without  a  Rector.  From  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, A.  D.,  1855,  Divine  Service  has  been  celebrated  every  Lord's 
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Day,  except  daring  the  month  of  August,  by  the  Rev.  G.  J.  Geer. 
Until  the  first  of  May  a  second  sendee  was  held  on  Sundays.  Divine 
Service  was  also  celebrated  on  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Days, 
and  on  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday.  During  Lent  there  were 
special  services  every  week,  and  through  the  winter  and  part  of  the 
spring,  the  children  were  gathered  on  the  afternoon  of  every  Thurs- 
day for  an  exercise  in  singing.  There  have  been  2  burials,  and  7  in- 
fants baptised.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  month. 

To  attend  upon  such  oases  of  sickness  as  have  been  brought  to  bis 
notice  in  addition  to  the  services  reported  above,  together  with  oc- 
casional parochial  visiting,  has  been  all  that  the  minister  in  charge 
has  been  able  to  undertake,  in  addition  to  his  duties  elsewhere. 

Strenuous  efforts  to  effect  the  erection  of  a  suitable  edifice,  have 
thus  far  proved  unavailing.  This  accomplished,  and  the  active  ser- 
vices of  a  Rector  thereby  secured,  a  work  tenfold  greater  than  is  now 
possible  might  be  at  once  entered  upon. 

During  the  year  a  small  Parochial  School  has  been  kept  in  the 
church  building.  A  Sunday  School,  under  an  efficient  superintend- 
ent, numbering  from  70  to  90  scholars,  has  been  twice  in  session  on 
every  Lord's  Day.

The  Parish  seems  to  be  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than 
hitherto  ever.  A  year  ago  the  weekly  offertory  was  introduced,  with 
a  view  of  ultimately  making  it  the  sole  medium  of  all  our  contribu- 
tions. The  amount  realized  by  it  has  been  about  $1,100.  In  addi- 
tion to  what  has  been  given  to  the  poor  in  money,  about  as  much 
more  has  been  furnished  them  in  the  way  of  work  and  clothing  by  the 
Ladies'  Society.  Pews,  some  of  them  as  desirable  as  any  in  the 
Church,  which,  if  rented,  would  yield  an  annual  income  of  $350,  are 
set  apart  as  free,  while  a  considerable  portion  of  the  rent  on  a  number 
of  others  is  remitted.  Ilaving  been  obliged  from  the  outset  to  rely  on 
ourselves  exclusively  in  the  matter  of  our  lots  and  buildings,  our  con- 
tributions for  general  purposes  have  been  much  less  than  might 
otherwise  have  been  the  case.  Our  present  property  consists  of  six 
lots  of  ground,  valued  at  $7,000  each,  a  church  edifice  seating  nearly 
800,  and  a  large  Sunday  School  room  ;  on  which  we  have  a  debt  of 
$1,700.

The  present  incumbent,  acting  for  the  Rector,  (the  Rev.  S.  Chip- 
man  Thrall,  absent  on  account  of  health  for  a  year  in  California,) 
having  been  in  charge  of  the  Parish  only  three  months,  cannot  fur- 
nish a  perfectly  full  and  accurate  report.  For  himself  he  reports:  of 
the  baptisms,  the  adult  and  one  child;  of  the  communicants,  one  ad- 
mitted and  four  removed  into  the  Parish.  The  contributions  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  the  Diocesan  Fund,  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  S.  S.  Union  and  Church  Book  Society,  the  Education  Fund, 
and  the  Assessment  for  Provisional  Bishop's  Salary,  have  been  made 
during  the  last  three  months.  Previously,  the  undersigned  had  offi- 
ciated nearly  every  Sunday  twice,  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  and 
elsewhere,  and  also  on  sundry  Fast  and  Festival  days,  throughout  the 
Conventional  year.  He  had  administered  the  Holy  Communion  sev- 
eral times;  he  had  baptised  six  children,  (two  of  whom  in  private,  on 
account  of  illness,)  viz.:  five  in  and  one  out  of  the  Diocese,  and  had 
endeavored  in  such  other  ways  to  exercise  his  ministry  as  circum- 
stances allowed.  Ten  weeks  of  his  Sunday  services  were  continuous 
at  Grace  Church,  Brooklyn,  during  the  illness  of  its  Rector.

This,  though  one  of  the  oldest  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  has 
been  subjected  to  many  embarrassments.  Through  the  agency  of  the 
last  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  the  Church  and  parsonage  were 
repaired,  and  painted,  and  left  in  a  greatly  improved  condition.  The 
prospects  of  the  Parish,  both  in  temporal  and  spiritual  things,  are 
now  encouraging.

In  consequence  of  unexpected  absence  from  home,  the  Rector  has 
been  unable  to  revise  and  correct  the  list  of  communicants.  Ilia  ab- 
sence was  occasioned  by  duty  to  the  Diocese,  as  a  member  of  an  ec- 
clesiastical court,  still  in  session  at  the  date  of  this  report,  Septem- 
ber 30th. 

The  Vestry  sold  the  old  parsonage,  some  two  years  and  a  half 
since.  The  proceeds  enabled  them,  in  part,  to  build  a  very  handsome 
and  commodious  parsonage,  three  stories  high,  on  ground  adjoining 
the  lot  on  which  the  Church  stands.  The  cost  of  additional  land  on 
which  to  build  it,  and  of  the  edifice  itself,  may  be  estimated  as  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  The  material  is  brick,  which  has  been  covered 
with  mastic,  so  as  to  give  it  the  appearance  of  Portland  stone. 

The  Sunday  School,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  late  Assist- 
ant, (the  Rev.  G.  C.  Pennell,)  has  been  unusually  successful.  The 
Daily  Prayers  are  better  attended  than  such  services  frequently  are; 
and  the  late  hour  in  the  afternoon  has  been  found  generally  very  con- 
venient. These  services  are  held  in  the  chapel,  which  has  a  small 
organ,  and  the  ladies  have  enlivened  them  by  chanting.  The  Festi- 
val of  the  Ascension  was  celebrated  in  St.  Paul's,  by  all  our  congre- 
gations in  Troy,  in  unison.  The  Ascension  occurs  on  a  day  of  the 
week,  when  this  general  intercommunion  can  be  easily  practised.

As  the  school-house  is  used  for  a  church  on  Sundays,  I  work  to 
disadvantage,  and  the  more  so,  that  I  am  confined  of  necessity  to  the 
administration  of  the  school.

The  venerable  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  New- York,  has  re- 
Gently  made  a  grant  of  $500  towards  the  erection  of  a  church  in 
Schoharie,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  they  will  double  this  grant, 
and  thus  enable  us  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  erection  of  our  church, 
the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  more  than  a  year  ago  by  the  Pro- 
visional Bishop. 

In  Middleburgh,  the  building  for  the  Wainwright  Chapel  and  Insti- 
tute are  in  process  of  erection.  The  Northern  Convocation  has,  du- 
ring the  last  year,  made  a  grant  of  $1,000  to  its  Building  Fund,. 
lira.  Wainwright,  widow  of  the  late  Provisional  Bishop,  has  gener- 
ously furnished  the  requisite  books  for  celebration  of  Divine  Worship. 
They  are  elegant  and  costly,  and  every  way  worthy  of  the  estimable 
giver.  We  need  a  plain  and  inexpensive  Communion  service  in  Mid- 
dleburgh.

The  location  is 
beautiful;  on  the  banks  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  three  miles  from 
any  place  of  public  worship.  The  stones  are  coursed,  the  walls  are 
op  and  roof  on.  It  will  be  finished  with  open  roof,  and  two  lighted 
windows.  The  draft  and  plan  of  the  building  has  been  kindly 
furnished  by  Richard  Harrison,  Esq.  There  are  in  this  town  25  Com- 
municants. I  have  baptized  one  child.  The  prospects  of  this  Parish 
are  encouraging.

Grace  Church,  Norfolk,  is  now  completed,  and  will  be  ready 
tor  consecration,  after  a  small  debt  of  300  dollars  shall  have  been 
paid.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  Bishop  De  Lanoey,  July  the 
30th,  1845.  The  church  is  after  the  Elizabethan  style  of  archi- 
tecture; is  70  feet  in  length  including  the  porch;  50  feet  across  the 
transept,  and  22  across  the  nave.  The  ridge  is  34  feet  high.  The 
walls  are  of  stone,  and  very  massive  ;  and  the  whole  wants  but  the 
moss  and  ivy  to  give  it  the  appearance  of  venerable  antiquity.  This 
is  believed  to  be  the  only  Gothic  Church  edifice  in  St.  Lawrence 
County. 

From  the  fact  that  the  Vestry  went  far  beyond  their  means,  this 
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church  has  lingered  unfinished  and  unoccupied  for  eleven  years.  In

The  Provisional  Bishop  has  also  received  Reports,  according 
to  Canon,  from  the  following  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  not 
having  Parochial  or  Missionary  charge. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes  reports  as  follows  : 

That  his  health,  through  God's  blessing,  has  been  so  much  improv- 
ed, that  he  has  been  able  to  officiate,  with  the  exception  of  one  Sunday, 
during  the  whole  Conventional  year.  He  has  spent  26  Sundays  in 
New-Jersey,  10  in  New- York,  10  in  Virginia,  4  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
1  in  Maryland.    He  has  also  frequently  officiated  on  week  days. 

The  Rev.  G.  B.  Hayden  reports  as  follows : 

That,  during  the  last  Conventional  year,  he  has,  by  demands  of 
health,  been  a  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  that  he  has, 
w  far  as  his  health  would  allow,  and  for  the  whole  period  saving  two 
or  three  Sundays,  officiated  regularly  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  East  Haddam,  Connecticut,  performing  also  such  other  min- 
isterial offices  as  the  said  Parish  required.

By  the  hand  of  a  friend,  as  amanuensis,  being  himself  able  to  hold 
a  pen  only  with  much  difficulty,  that  in  consequence  of  his  advanced 
age,  and  continued  increasing  infirmities,  he  has  performed  no  official 
act  except  the  examination  and  presenting  of  a  Candidate  for  i  nests' 
Orders,  at  Bishop  Kemper's  request. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic 
Divinity  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  reports: 

That  he  has  resided  in  the  Seminary,  attending  regularly  to  the 
duties  of  his  Professorship,  and  to  the  religious  services  maintained 
in  the  Institution,  viz.:  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  sermon 
on  each  Sunday  morning,  Holy  Communion  monthly,  Friday  evening 
Lecture,  preparatory  to  the  Communion,  and  weekly  Lectures  during 
Lent,  sharing  these  duties  with  two  other  resident  Professors.  When 
not  present  on  the  Sunday  in  the  Seminary  Chapel,  he  has  officiated 
frequently  in  Churches  in  the  city  of  New- York  or  its  vicinity. 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Ludlum  reports  as  follows : 

That  he  has  been  engaged,  during  the  past  year,  as  an  Instructor 
in  the  Grammar  School  of  Columbia  College,  and  has  performed  the 
following  occasional  services,  viz:  Daily  Prayers,  26;  Sermons,  28; 
Holy  Communion,  5;  Funerals,  1. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Nichols  reports  as  follows  : 

On  the  24th  of  July  last  I  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity 
Church,  Ulster.  Since  then  I  have,  (by  medical  advice,)  desisted 
almost  entirely  from  public  duty,  hoping,  ere  long,  to  be  able  to  re- 
commence with  re-established  health. 

During  much  of  the  past  Conventional  year  I  was  disabled  from 
ministerial  labor,  and  dependent  on  the  good  offices  of  my  Rev. 
brethren  for  the  maintenance  of  the  public  offices  of  my  Parish. 
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Among  them  I  beg  leave  specially  to  mention  the  Rev.  R.  0.  Page, 
of  St  Paul'*,  Rod  Hook,  who,  without  fee  or  reward,  came  repeatedly 
during  the  severest  weather  of  a  most  severe  winter,  crossing  the 
frozen  river  on  foot. 

The  Rev.  Samuel    Nichols,   residing  at  Greenfield  Hill,  Con* 
necticut,  reports  as  follows : 

I  hereby  respectfully  report,  that  I  have  performed  religious 
•eroces  for  my  clerical  brethren  whenever  requested,  and  in  one 
instance  have  performed  Divine  Service  and  preached  in  a  vacant 
Psrish. 

The  Rev.  G.  H.  Satres,  residing  at  Jamaica,  L.  I.,  reports  : 

That  owing  to  increasing  infirmities,  he  has  performed  but  few 
occasional  services  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  J.  Frederick  Schroeder,  D.  D.,  residing  at  Brook- 
lyn, reports  as  follows  : 

I  beg  leave  to  report,  that,  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  with- 
out a  parochial  charge;  but,  on  every  occasion  when  I  have  been  able 
*o  do  so,  I  have  assisted  Rectors  and  Ministers  of  Parishes,  by  cele- 
brating the  Holy  Communion,  and  by  baptizing,  preaching,  visiting 
the  sick  and  th6  afflicted,  and  attending  funerals. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Spencer,  D.  D.,  reports  as  follows : 

That  during  the  year  he  has  been  occupied  in  the  discharge  of  his 
***ties  as  Secretary  and  Editor  of  the  General  S.  S.  Union,  and  has 
•**•*>,  as  occasion  offered,  performed  such  services  as  were  in  his 
P0,*rer  in  assisting  in  Divine  Service,  preaching,  etc. 

Since  September  20th,  1855,  ho  has  read  prayers,  and  assisted  in 
Public  services  37  times:  preached,  22  times;  baptized  2  children; 
b***ied  2  persons. 

From  September  20th,  1854,  to  September  20th,  1855,  besides  the 
Katies  of  his  office  in  the  S.  S.  Union,  he  has  performed  and  assisted 
w*.  Divine  Service  30  times.  Preached  22  times;  married  2  couples  ; 
**Uried  5  persons. 
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The  Rev.  William  B.  Thomas,  residing  at  Poughkeepefe,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  notwithstanding  many  in- 
firmities, I  have  been  enabled  to  officiate  more  regularly  in  the  duties 
of  my  profession  than  I  have  done  for  several  years  past. 

From  the  middle  of  October,  1855,  until  the  month  of  May,  of  the 
present  year,  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  braver,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church  in  this  city,  by  his  own  invitation,  and  also  that  of  hi* 
Vestry,  in  the  various  duties  of  his  office.  The  state  of  his  health, 
at  that  time,  rendering  it  necessary  that  he  should  be  relieved  from 
the  full  discharge  of  clerical  duties. 

After  the  restoration  to  health  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  I  was 
requested  to  celebrate  Divine  Service  at  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
Esopus,  which  invitation  I  accepted,  and,  preached  on  successive 
Sundays  for  more  than  two  months,  and  once  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  I  have  also  officiated  two  Sundays  in  the  vacant 
Parish  of  St.  James',  Hyde  Park,  visited,  and  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper  to  a  sick  member  of  the  Parish,  and  also  attended  two 
funerals. 

I  have  performed  service  and  preached,  both  morning  and  after- 
noon, at  the  Church  at  Kinderhook,  on  two  successive  Sundays. 
Besides  the  above  named  offices,  I  have  baptized  one  infant,  officiated 
at  two  funerals,  and  united  one  couple  in  matrimony. 

Th-  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Turner,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Biblical 
Learning  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture  in  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  reports  as  follows  : 

In  compliance  with  the  Canon,  I  hereby  inform  you  that,  during 
the  last  year,  I  have  officiated  regularly  in  the  Chapel  Service  of  the 
Seminary,  and  occasionally  elsewhere  in  the  city,  where  my  services 
were  requested.  During  the  vacation,  I  officiated  seven  Sundays  at 
the  village  of  Manchester,  Vermont. 

The  Rev.  William  Walton,  D.  D.,  residing  in  New-York,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

Said  Prayers,  or  assisted  in  the  same,  207  times.  Preached  in 
Churches  in  New-York  and  the  vicinity  43  times.  Baptisms:  six 
infants  publicly,  and  one  in  private,  being  very  sick.  (The  above 
are  entered  on  parochial  registers.)  Funerals:  one,  (  a  man.)  Ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Eucharist  once  publicly,  and  four  times  to  sick 
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persons  in  private.    Assisted  in  the  public  administration  of  the 
same  15  times. 

The  Rev.  H.  D.  Ward,  Teacher,  residing  in  New- York,  reports 
as  follows : 

Administered  and  assisted  in  the  office  of  the  Holy  Communion  14 
times;  read  Service  36  times ;  preached  24  times;  performed  infant 
baptism  service,  7  times;  marriage  service,  3  times;  funeral  service 
twice. 

The  Rev.  Gordon  Winslow,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Marine 
Hospital,  Quarantine,  and  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of 
the  Pastoral  Mission  in  the  Port  of  New-York,  reports  as 
follows  : 

The  routine  of  services  performed  in  the  Marine  Hospital  and 
Port  of  New- York  has  been  essentially  the  same  as  reported  last 
year,  with  the  exception  of  an  increase  of  labor,  occasioned  by  the 
existence  of  the  yellow  fever. 

Have  performed  services,  and  preached  (generally  in  vacant 
Parishes)  89  times.  Baptized  9  infants;  distributed  Bibles  and 
Testaments,  1,073;  distributed  Tracts,  8,900  pages.

CONVENTION. 


Nbw  York,  Wednesday,  September  30,  1857. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
^Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  St.  John's  Chapel,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
ly  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Jared  B.  Flagg,  Recto* 

of  Grace  Church,  Brooklyn  Heights,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Joel 

Clap,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church  in  the  Highlands, 

Philipsetown,  and  the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  Jr.,  Rector  of 

St.  James'  Church,  Hyde  Park,  who  read  the  Lessons.     The  Rev. 

W.  F.  Morgan,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  New  York, 

said  the  Litany.     The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the 

Ht  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Provisional  Bishop  of 

the  Diocese;  the  Rev.  William  Berrian,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Trinity 

Church,  New  York,  reading  the  Epistle ;  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  William 
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Ingraham  Kip,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  California,  read- 
ing the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Kip.  In  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Provisional 
Bishop  was  assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  California,  and  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Berrian,  Creighton,  McVickar,  Brown,  and  Harris  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  D.  Foley,  B.  D.,  Prebendary  of 
Cashel,  Ireland. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provisional 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  when  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  answered  to  their  names, 
and  took  their  seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
'and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Luther  Bradish.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  and  seven  parishes 
appeared  and  took  their  seats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  Vllth.  Rule  of  Order  on  the  ad- 
mission of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  California, 
when  present  at  the  sittings  of  this  Convention,  be  invited  to  oc- 
cupy a  chair  beside  the  President.

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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  the  vote  by  ballot  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigen- 
brodt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary.

86  JOURNAL  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Report  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  I.  H.  Tuttle,  Secretary  of  the 
Committee. 

Bcport. 

OF    THE    MISSIONARY    COMMITTEE. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  Report, — That  the  following 
are  the  statistics  of  the  Conventional  year,  compared  with  those  of  the  year 
preceding: 

Receipts  from  interest  on  Investments  in  1856,  $505.90 ;  in  1857,  $444.71. 
Contributions  from  Churches  in  1856,  $6,820.95;  in  1857,  $6,558.32.  Individual 
donations  in  1856,  $1,494.1 5;  in  1857,  $1,396.00,  the  principal  portion  of  which 
was  the  munificent  gift  of  an  individual  The  total  receipts  in  1 856,  $8,41  U00 ; 
in  1857,  $9,7  60.48,  exceeding  last  year's  receipts  by  $1 ,349.48.  Your  Treasurer 
reports  disbursements  for  the  current  year,  $9,152.90.  Balance  in  the 
Treasury  October  1st,  1857,  $1,145.67.  Requiring,  in  addition  to  the  above 
balance,  to  pay  stipends  up  to  October  1st,  about  $2,400,00.  Last  year  there 
were  37  Missionaries  in  Ore  diocese,  at  present  there  are  61. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  while  the  individual  donations  are  a  trifle  less 
than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  the  contributions  from  the  parishes  are 
somewhat  larger  than  those  of  any  previous  year.  But  as  a  few  of  the 
pledges  of  the  last  Convention  are  still  unredeemed,  and  the  number  of  Mis- 
sionaries somewhat  increased,  and  also  in  some  cases  their  stipends,  nearly 
a  quarter's  payment  is  now  due. 

While  your  Committee  have  engaged  many  laborers  in  the  field,  and 
secured  the  performance  of  a  good  deal  of  work,  they  feel  it  very  awkward 
to  report  that  the  Diocese  still  owes  for  it 

But  if  there  is  not  money  to  sustain  them,  why  engage  so  many  Mission- 
aries ?  Our  only  answer  is,  We  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  recede  in  our 
work,  to  refuse  any  entreaty  of  the  people  for  a  spiritual  guide  among  them, 
if  the  men,  able  and  desirous  to  do  this  work  of  Christ,  could  be  found  for 
the  vacant  post 

True,  the  result  shows  we  have  more  men  than  means.  We  have  en- 
couraged the  laborers  to  go  into  the  vineyard,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day 
are  unable  to  give  them  their  hire.  Yet  it  is  evident  that  no  more  men  for 
the  work  were  engaged  than  there  was  abundant  ability  to  pay. 

Whence,  then,  arises  a  deficiency  so  seriously  felt  at  this  time  by  our 
faithful  Missionaries  ?  Apparently  it  is  thought  by  many  the  field  must 
by  this  time  be  nearly  reaped,  especially  when  reference  is  made  to  the 
three  hundred  Clergymen  and  nearly  as  many  parishes  of  our  Diocese. 
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A  half  century  has  indeed  effected  a  striking  change  in  the  condition  of 
oor  Church.  Within  the  recollection  of  some  of  our  working  Clergymen 
present,  we  had,  with  the  Bishop,  not  twenty  Ministers  in  this  whole 
state,  and  only  three  organized  parishes  above  the  Highlands.  Omitting 
the  Western  Diocese,  we  have  now  above  the  Highlands  more  than  a  hun- 
dred parishes. 

Has  not  this  multitude  of  Clergy  and  Congregations  covered  the  ground, 
and  rightly  permitted  the  field  at  home  to  pass  from  our  anxiety  ?  There 
must  be  some  such  impression,  or  the  Missionary  claims  of  the  Diocese 
could  not  be  thus  made  of  secondary  attention  by  us.  Our  general  offer- 
ings, if  not  as  large  as  they  should  be,  are  by  no  means  inconsiderable. 
Yet,  as  the  Parochial  Reports  are  examined,  it  is  strikingly  patent  that  al- 
most any  object  of  Christian  benevolence  is  allowed  to  take  precedence  of 
our  Diocesan  Missions.  This  Home  labor  is  of  long  standing,  and  can 
hardly  expect  the  stimulant  of  novelty.  And  thus,  the  more  distant  en- 
chantments are  allowed  to  displace  attention  to  the  tame  necessities  at  our 
own  doors. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  encouraging  that  the  missionary  field  in  this  Diocese 
is  steadily  gained  on.  We  commenced  this  century  with  only  one  Clergy- 
man to  twenty-five  thousand  people !  We  have  now  one  Clergyman  to 
about  every  six  thousand !  Still  it  is  a  startling  fact,  and  opens  up  the 
extent  of  our  duties,  that  in  the  very  heart  of  this  Diocese  we  have  a  pop- 
ulation of  some  seventy  thousand,  in  towns  lying  in  unbroken  contiguity, 
where  not  a  single  Clergyman  of  our  Church  is  stationed  In  many  of 
these  towns  they  would  gladly  welcome  the  Missionary.  We  ought,  with 
hearty  good  will,  to  follow  up  the  vantage  of  our  favorable  prestige. 

But,  while  the  field  is  so  inviting,  a  cloud  rests  heavily  on  the  present 
The  deprivation  occasioned  to  many  of  your  Missionaries  by  the  failure  of 
their  stipends,  has  caused  the  Committee  great  anxiety.  And  they  must 
express  their  conviction  that  the  uncomplaining  endurance  of  those  whom 
you  have  sent  into  the  field,  is  as  great  honor  and  promise  to  the  Church 
as  all  the  money  raised  in  the  Diocese. 

But  this  Christian  forbearance  on  their  part  does  not  cancel  our  obliga- 
tions to  them,  or  feed  their  bodies. 

The  Question  returns  upon  us,  What  measure  shall  be  taken  to  promptly 
pay  these  Missionaries  their  stipends  for  this  quarter,  amounting  to  about 
$2,400,  already  due  and  greatly  needed  ?  We  must  leave  that  for  this  Con- 
vention to  decide.

OP  SOCIETY  FOB  PROMOTING  RELIGION  AND  LEARNING. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning,  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  as  being  the  Trustee  appointed  by  Canon  for  the  distribution  of 
Diocesan  collections,  made  for  the  support  of  necessitous  students  for  the 
Ministry,  respectfully  Reports : 

That  the  sum  total  of  Parochial  Contributions  handed  over  to  their 
Treasurer,  for  the  past  year,  amounts  to  but  $694.18,  a  sum  wholly  inad- 
equate to  the  ends  sought ;  little  worthy,  it  may  be  added,  of  the  great 
Diocese  of  New  York,  in  the  cause  of  its  own  ministerial  education,  and 
obviously  inconsistent  with  obedience  to  the  Canon  provided.  This  sum, 
however,  small  as  it  is,  has  strengthened  the  hands  of  the  Society  in  their 
independent  labors,  and,  when  added  to  their  own  voluntary  contribution 
to  the  same  noble  object,  enables  them  now  to  present  to  the  Convention, 
for  their  information,  and,  through  them,  for  that  of  the  Church  at  large, 
the  following  Exhibit  of  the  labors  of  the  Society,  in  the  cause  of  ministe- 
rial education,  through  the  past  year,  as  follows : 

Paid  to  forty-one  students,  during  the  year  ending  1st 
October  present,  in  sums  varying  from  $75  to  $225,     $4,740.00 

Loans,  without  interest,  to  the  graduates  of  the  last 
class,  for  the  purchase  of  books  approved  by  the 
acting  Bishop,  as  the  foundation  of  their  clerical 
library,  $100  each 600.00 

Appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  Text  Books  by  the 
Students  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary 800.00 

Making  a  total  of •. $5,640.00 

From  which  deducting  Canonical  collections 694.18 

Leaves  as  the  contribution  of  the  Society $4,945.87 

Large  as  this  expenditure  may  appear,  it  yet  falls  far  short  of  what  the  vital 
importance  of  this  cause  deserves,  as  well  as  of  what  the  actual  needs  of  our 
students  demand.    The  experience  of  the  Society  is,  that  at  least  three- 
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fourths  of  all  those  devoting  themselves  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church, 
come  necessarily  under  this  class  of  applicants ;  generally  through  want  of 
domestic  means,  sometimes  through  the  sacrifices  involved  in  making  that 
choice,  and,  at  all  times,  presenting  to  Churchmen  the  touching  picture  of 
youthful  talent,  piety,  and  zeal,  burthened  and  oppressed  by  anxious  fears, 
and  harassing  worldly  cares,  in  the  midst  of  their  preparation  for  Christ's 
holy  Ministry.  From  such  worldly  trials  it  is  obviously  the  interest,  as 
weU  as  the  duty,  of  the  Church  to  relieve  them,  that  they  may  go  on  with 
a  free  heart  and  an  unembarrassed  mind  to  fit  themselves,  under  God's 
blessing,  for  their  holy  vocation.  I£  then,  to  this  appeal,  the  Churches  of 
the  Diocese  shall,  in  the  coming  year,  adequately  respond,  the  Society 
would  hereby  pledge  itself  not  only  to  the  continuance  of  its  past  liberal 
grants  to  this  great  cause,  but  to  their  further  enlargement,  according  as 
God  may  prosper  them,  and  in  whatever  form  tbeir  own  experience  and 
the  wisdom  of  the  Convention  may  determine.  And  among  their  further 
suggestions,  they  would  venture  to  renew  that  made  by  them  in  their  last 
annual  Report,  on  a  Diocesan  Training  School,  endowed  and  ecclesiasti-

course.

ON  ARTICLE  III.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to  report  to 
this  Convention  such  an  alteration  or  alterations  of  the  Third  Article  of 
the  Constitution  as  shall  include  among  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Con- 
tion  all  such  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese  canonically  resident  therein,  as  are 
actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  proper  ministerial  work ;  and  also, 
such  as  are  disabled  by  age  and  infirmity ;  and  who  were  also  instructed 
to  consider  and  report  what  Constitutional  provision  it  may  be  expedient 
for  the  Convention  to  enact  in  reference  to  Deacons  as  members  of  this 
Convention,  beg  leave  to  Report : 

That  after  mature  deliberation  they  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
Article  as  one  carrying  out  the  intention  of  the  Convention,  as  expressed 
in  the  Resolution  under  which  they  were  appointed  And  they  now 
present  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention : — 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officiating  Ministers, 
"being  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  this 
Diocese  which  is  in  union  with  this  Convention ;  of  Clergymen  em- 
ployed as  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention ;  of 
Clergymen  regularly  engaged  in  Ministerial  or  Educational  Duty, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
and  who  have  been  canonically  resident  therein,  and  engaged  as 
aforesaid  for  the  space  of  one  year ;  of  Clergymen,  who  through 
age  or  bodily  infirmity,  have  become  incapable  of  Ministerial  Duty, 
and  who,  at  the  time  of  their  becoming  disabled,  were  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention ;  and  of  Lay  Members  consisting  of  not  ex- 
ceeding three  Delegates  from  each  Church,  which  is  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congregation. 

But  no  Deacon  who  cannot,  under  the  Canons,  be  settled  over  a 
Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Convention.

"All  Clergymen  in  good  standing,  who  shall  be  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except 
Deacons  ordained  without  full  literary  and  theological  qualifica- 
tions under  the  provisions  of  Canon  V.  of  the  General  Convention 
of  1853 ;  and  of  Lay  Members,  consisting  of  not  exceeding  three 
Delegates  from  every  Parish  in  union  with  this  Convention,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congregation." 

After  discussion,  the  question  pending,  on  motion  of  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Bradish,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  seven  o'clock  this 
evening.

"Section  I.  The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  who  were  incorporated  by  the  Act  hereby  amended,  shall  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant  or  devise,  and  of  conveying  any  estate, 
real  or  personal,  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  such  corporation,  provided 
that  the  yearly  income  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  II.  The  said  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  which  they  may  acquire  under  the  powers  given  to  them  by  this 
Act,  unless  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant. Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  be 
bound  to  conform  to  any  instructions  that  shall  be  given  to  them  by  the 
said  Convention  touching  the  management  of  such  real  estate,  and  the  dis- 
position of  the  same,  and  of  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof  provided 
that  such  instructions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  said  Convention."

GENERAL  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  respect- 
fully Report: 

That  the  sixty  Trustees  nominated  by  this  Convention  to  the  last 
General  Convention,  were  elected  by  that  body.  Since  1|}e  election 
two  vacancies  have  occurred ;  one  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  John  F. 
Schroeder,  D.  D.,  the  other  by  the  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  Fred- 
erick J.  Retts,  Esq.,  which  vacancies  were  supplied  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  in  June  last,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  S.  Henry,  D.  D., 
and  Washington  Irving,  Esq. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Convention,  two  Amendments  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Seminary  were  adopted  by  that  body,  and  now  await 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  are  in  effect  as  follows,  as  the 
Convention  has  already  been  apprised  by  the  Provisional  Bishop,  in  his 
Address:  1.  That  absent  Trustees  may  vote  by  proxy,  given  to  a  Co- 
Trustee  of  the  same  Diocese ;  and,  2.  That  there  shall  always  be  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Trustees  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. These  Amendments  have  been  referred  by  the  Board  to  a 
Special  Committee  of  nine,  and  will  come  up  for  consideration  at  the  next 
Annual  Meeting. 

In  view  of  the  very  great  importance  of  these  proposed  alterations  in 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  Seminary,  and  of  the  deep  interest  which  this 
Diocese  has  in  the  right  settlement  of  the  great  questions  which  they  in- 
volve, the  Committee  recommend  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the 
following  Preamble  and  Resolutions : 

Whereas  fundamental  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary  have  been  proposed  by  the  General  Convention,  and  are 
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now  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  consideration  and  action,  there- 
fore 

Revolted,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  from  this  Diocese,  be  re- 
quested to  be  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  to  give  to  the  subject  of  the  proposed  alterations  their  serious  consid- 
eration. 

Rctohed,  That  a  copy  of  that  part  of  the  address  of  the  Provisional 
^Bishop  which  relates  to  the  Seminary,  together  with  this  Preamble  and 
^Resolution,  be  sent  to  each  Trustee  from  this  Diocese.

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PAKOCHIAL  FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  more  Generous  and  Permanent  Provision  for  the 
Parochial  Clergy,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  Report : 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  Paper  referred  to  them  by  the 
last  Convention,  entitled,  "  Mr.  J.  F.  Entz's  Plan  for  an  Association  for 
the  purpose  of  making  provision  for  Old  Age,  and  also  for  the  Education 
and  Endowment  of  Children,"  and  that  their  deliberations  on  the  subject 
have  been  aided  by  an  additional  Paper  kindly  submitted  to  them  by  Mr. 
Entz,  and  the  personal  explanations  of  that  gentleman. 

That  the  proposed  plan  is  based  upon  a  modification  of  the  Tontine  prin- 
ciple, by  which  the  surviving  subscribers  to  a  fund,  at  the  end  of  a  fixed 
period  become  entitled  to  the  shares  of  the  deceased  members.    Mr.  Entz 
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suggests  the  establishment  of  classes  of  persons  of  about  the  same  age,  who 
will  receive  interest  on  their  deposits,  and  the  survivors  of  whom,  in  suc- 
cession, will  be  entitled  to  the  shares  of  those  who  first  died,  and  who 
will  then  reap  a  new  pecuniary  benefit  from  each  successive  death  among 
their  companions. 

While  an  association  upon  this  plan  may  perhaps  be  sometimes  advan- 
tageous, regarded  simply  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  when  the  only 
object  is  to  increase  life  incomes,  and  when  the  classes  are  composed  of 
individuals  who  have  but  their  own  interest  to  protect,  and  have  none  to 
provide  for  at  their  death ;  it  is  manifestly  unsuited  to  the  wants  of  clergy- 
men who  have  families  and  relations  to  be  cared  for  during  their  lives, 
and  also  at  their  decease. 

The  original  deposit  and  its  accumulations,  by  Mr.  Entz's  plan,  is  de- 
voted not  to  the  support  of  the  widow  and  orphans,  but  to  increase  the 
incomes  of  the  surviving  members — while  the  widow  and  orphans  are  left 
in  worse  plight  than  they  were  before  the  death  of  the  husband  and  the 
fether. 

The  plan,  however,  is  very  ingeniously  and  plausibly  proposed  as  an 
advantageous  one  for  the  education  and  endowment  of  children,  and  it 
has  undoubtedly  been  proposed  with  kind  and  philanthropic  motives. 
But,  whatever  may  be  its  advantages  for  this  purpose,  the  Committee 
think  it  proper  to  observe  that  they  would  regard  with  disfavor  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Tontine  principle  among  the  families  of  the  clergy  of  this 
Diocese,  as  encouraging  a  spirit  of  speculation  among  the  parties  inter- 
ested, that  can  hardly  be  divorced  from  selfishness ;  in  calculating  the 
chances  of  survivorship  among  the  members  of  the  clergy,  and  blending 
too  intimately  with  the  decease  of  those  who  die,  the  thought  of  enlarged 
provision  for  those  who  survive. 

The  plan  strikes  them,  however  otherwise  intended,  as  one  naturally 
tending  to  lessen  Christian  sympathy  among  the  circle  interested  in  the 
Tontine,  and  as  inevitably  suggesting  thoughts  of  pecuniary  gain  with 
each  diminution  of  their  number,  but  little  in  accordance  with  the  sacred- 
ness  of  death,  and  the  solemnity  of  the  grave. 

The  same  objections  do  not  apply,  in  their  opinion,  to  the  recommenda- 
tion contained  in  the  first  report  of  this  Committee  for  the  Assurance  of 
the  life  of  clergymen  in  an  approved  Life  Assurance  Company,  duly  incor- 
porated by  law,  where  a  small  yearly  premium,  to  be  paid  by  the  vestry, 
in  addition  to  the  salary,  would  secure  to  their  pastor's  family,  in  case  of 
his  death,  a  comfortable  provision,  and  would  thus  relieve  our  clergy,  both 
in  the  city  and  in  the  country,  from  that  anxiety  now  so  painfully  and 
frequently  felt  in  regard  to  the  fate  of  those  who  are  near  to  them,  after 
they  shall  have  been  called  away. 

Your  Committee  again  recommend  to  the  Convention  to  authorize  an 
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application  to  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  the  "Acts  for  the  Incor- 
poration of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,"  of  which  a  draft  was  appended 
to  their  last  Report,  with  the  addition  of  the  following  section — to  precede 
the  last  section  of  the  Act  as  they  reported : — 

44  Section  7.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  receive,  by 
donation  or  devise,  moneys  and  land  devoted  by  the  giver  to  purposes  of 
clerical  support  and  parsonage  aid  in  particular  parishes  within  the  said 
Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and  apply  the  same  in  strict  accordance  with 
tLhe  conditions  attached  to  every  such  donation  or  devise." 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  add,  that  they  believe  a  very  wide-spread 
interest  in  the  matter  of  a  more  just  and  permanent  support  of  the  Paro- 
chial Clergy  has  been  awakened  among  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  by  the 
earnest  and  impressive  "Pastoral,"  recently  addressed  to  them  by  the 
Provisional  Bishop  on  this  important  subject,  and  they  have  no  doubt 
tJiat  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  proposed  Parochial  Fund, 
'with  the  careful  provisions  embodied  in  the  Act,  and  with  such  others  as 
may  be  suggested  by  the' wisdom  of  the  Convention,  for  the  fit  preserva- 
tion and  impartial  distribution  of  all  moneys  contributed  for  the  purposes 
it  contemplates — if  actively  followed  up  for  a  few  years  by  the  exertions 
of  the  leading  laymen  in  every  parish,  for  the  securing  of  donations,  be- 
quests, and  devises  from  the  wealthier  members  of  the  congregation, — will 
result  in  the  establishment  of  a  Fund,  which,  before  another  generation 
shall  have  passed  away,  will  have  multiplied  glebes  and  parsonages 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  secured  a  provision  for  the  Clergy  in  the 
smaller  parishes,  adequate  to  their  comfortable  maintenance,  and  in  some 
small  degree  commensurate  with  their  hard  and  self-denying  labors,  and 
their  just  claims  upon  the  great  body  of  the  Laity. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  F.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
"  But  no  Deacon  who  cannot,  under  the  Canons,  be  settled  over  t 
Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Convention." 

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  been  suspended  for  the  purpose 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  was  presented 
and  read.

And  the  Deacons  shall  then  vote  as  a  separate  order." 

Hub  motion  was  lost.

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The  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  moved  to  strike  out  of  the  proposed 
Article  III.,  the  words,  "  or  educational." 

Pending  the  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton 
it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  proposed  Article  III. 
of  the  Constitution  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  for  their 
further  consideration,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next  Con- 
vention. 

A  vacancy  existing  in  this  Committee,  because  of  the  death  of 
the  Hon.  Judge  Oakley,  the  Chair  appointed,  to  fill  the  same,  the 
Hon.  Luther  Bradish. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  Right

OF   THE   SPECIAL    COMMITTEE   OX   Till?   SALARY   OF   THE 
PROVISIONAL   BISHOP. 

The  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  the  Provisional  Bishop  Report : 

That  they  have  discharged  the  duty  assigned  them  to  the  l>est  of  their 
ability.  They  have  apportioned  the  amount  to  be  raised  among  the 
Churches ;  regard  being  had  to  their  endowments  and  to  the  size  and 
pecuniary  ability  of  the  congregations.  Some  modifications  were  made 
of  the  apportionments  of  the  previous  year,  based  upon  the  experience  of 
that  year  and  upon  information  which  the  Committee  obtained 

The  Salary  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  including  house  rent,  is  $7,500 
per  annum.  Of  this  amount  the  Disposable  Episcopal  Fund  has  supplied 
$2,000.  The  remaining  $r>,r>00  has  been  apportioned  among  the  parishes, 
two-thirds  being  distributed  among  the  Churches  in  the  City  of  New- 
York.  The  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  very 
general  and  ready  response  from  the  Churches  to  the  call  of  the  Conven- 
tion through  them.  The  Treasurer  has  been  enabled  thus  far  to  pay  the 
salary  promptly ;  and  it  is  expected  that  he  will  have  funds  in  hand  for 
the  remaining  payment  when  it  shall  become  due. 

As  the  apportionments  may  need  further  amendments,  and  as  other 
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matter  may  arise  requiring  the  attention  of  a  Committee ;  the  Committee 
^rould  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  make  an  equitable  appor- 
"tionment  among  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  of  a  sum  which,  with  the 
available  income  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  will  form  an  amount  sufficient  to 
meet  the  payment  to  the  Provisional  Bishop,  assumed  by  this  Conven- 
tion.

THE    PROVISIONAL    BISHOP. 


My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  axd  of  the  Laity  : — An- 
other year  is  gone  like  a  shadow ;  and,  with  abundant  cause 
for  thankfulness  for  the  mercies  we  have  received,  for 
health  and  fruitful  seasons,  for  peace  and  for  the  blessing 
that  has  crowned  our  labors,  with  abundant  cause  for  serious 
reflection  on  the  progress  wo  are  making  through  life,  wo 
are  again  assembled  to  consult  about  the  welfare  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  Church  of  God,  which  is  entrusted  to  our  charge. 
May  that  blessed  Spirit  of  Truth  and  Peace,  "Whose  Presence 
we  have  implored,  guide  us  indeed  in  all  our  deliberations ! 
May -He  save  us  from  every  thing  that  would  be  unworthy  of 
this  holy  place !  May  He  kindle  anew  in  all  our  hearts  a  ten- 
der, fraternal  feeling  toward  each  other,  and  animate  us  with 
fervent  zeal  in  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  1 

My  Brethren : — In  entering  upon  this,  my  third  Annual 
Address,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  a  Summary  of  Epis- 
copal acts  and  of  bringing  before  you  the  present  condition 
of  the  Diocese,  it  would  be  a'  great  pleasure  to  me  if  I  could 
descend  to  minute  particulars,  if  I  could  go  round  from 
Parish  to  Parish;  giving  in  each  case  a  full  description  of 
what  I  saw,  of  what  was  done,  presenting  a  picture  of  the 
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ordinary  work  of  the  Parish,  and  endeavoring  to  give  some 
expression  to  the  feelings  of  interest  and  satisfaction  with 
which,  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  my  visits,  I  looked  upon 
the  labors  of  the  Clergyman,  and  noticed  the  zeal  in  good 
works  of  his  people. 

Could  such  a  review  be  faithfully  executed  with  a  dis- 
criminating and  powerful  hand,  I  am  6ure  the  result  would 
be  a  most  instructive  and  encouraging  picture.  "We  should 
see  that  there  is  more  goodness  in  the  world  than  we  are  some- 
times apt  to  think.  We  should  recognize  an  amount  of  dili- 
gence in  duty,  of  severe  labor  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  much 
of  it  lying  beneath  the  surface  of  society,  unnoticed  by  the 
general  observer,  altogether  exceeding  our  highest  concep- 
tions of  the  present  condition  of  the  Church.  We  should  be 
led  to  perceive  that  no  one  class  or  portion  of  the  Church  has 
any  thing  like  a  monoply  of  genuine  love  and  devotion  in 
the  work  of  the  sacred  Ministry.  We  should  find  ourselves 
passing  our  morning  in  one  Parish,  and  our  evening  in  an- 
other, in  which  the  views  and  tone  of  mind  might  be  sup- 
posed to  be  considerably  different ;  and  at  night,  when  we 
came  to  review  the  scenes  and  events  of  the  day,  we  might 
find  it  difficult  to  decide,  in  our  own  minds,  as  to  where  we 
had  seen  most  good — where  we  had  enjoyed  most,  and  sym- 
pathized most.  What  we  had  thus  seen  might  not  have  the 
least  effect  in  shaking  our  confidence  in  the  views  we  had 
previously  held  in  regard  to  Christ  and  the  Church ;  but  it 
might  have  operated  very  beneficially  in  enlarging  our  per- 
sonal sympathies,  and  in  lending  us  habitually  to  think  of 
the  existence  of  good  in  a  quarter  where  we  had  been  too 
much  accustomed  to  think  only  of  errors  and  shortcomings. 
In  some  instances,  perhaps,  a  suspicion  might  be  awakened  on 
the  part  of  the  observer,  that,  if  others  were  a  little  partial  on 
one  side  in  their  representations  of  Divine  Truth,  he  himself 
had  unhappily  been  a  little  partial  on  the  opposite  side ;  and 
he  might  find  some  consolation  in  reflecting  that,  amid  these 
varying  habits  of  mind,  if  there  be  some  imperfect  concep- 
tions, there  is  vet  a  securitv  that  each  side  of  the  Truth  shall

always  have  its  earnest  advocates :  and  thus  the  Church  be 
preserved  from  the  danger  of  falling  into  narrow  views,  or 
of  running  into  any  extreme. 

But  any  such  attempt  at  minute  detail  would  be  attended 
witli  many  inconveniences.  It  would  lead  to  misconcep- 
tions. It  would  suggest,  more  than  had  been  designed,  in- 
vidious comparisons;  and  where  many  of  the  cases  must 
necessarily  be  so  much  alike,  distinct  as  the  individual  fea- 
tures might  be  in  the  mind  of  the  narrator,  he  would  hardly 
succeed  in  preserving  the  individuality  in  the  general  Report. 

Confining  myself,  then,  to  the  usual  Summary,  I  have  to 
report,  that,  during  the  past  year,  I  have  visited,  for  various 
purposes,  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations,  in  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  which  I  have 
preached.  Confirmation  has  been  administered  in  public 
and  in  private  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  times,  and  the 
number  Confirmed  has  been  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
sixteen  ;  a  number  which  is  above  the  average  of  any  two 
previous  years,  but  below  the  number  confirmed  last  year; 
owing  chiefly  to  the  fact,  that,  during  the  present  Conven- 
tional year,  three  weeks  of  the  time  usually  employed  in 
visitation,  were  devoted  to  the  business  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Twelve  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  have  been  admitted  to 
the  Order  of  Deacons  ;  two  of  other  Dioceses  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  same  Order  at  the  request  of  their  respective 
Bishops.  Two  Deacons  have  been  advanced  to  the  Priesthood. 
Five  Churches  and  Chapels  have  been  Consecrated,  and  five 
or  six  others  are  now  nearly  ready  lor  consecration.  Four 
Corner  Stones  have  been  laid.  Three  Priests  have  been 
instituted  as  Rectors.  Since  the  last  Convention,  ten  Can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders  have  been  added  to  the  list.  Eight- 
een Clergymen  have  resigned  their  Parishes.  Twenty-four 
Clergymen  have  been  appointed  to  Cures  in  this  Diocese. 
Letters  Dimissory  have  been  granted  to  twenty-one  Cler- 
gymen, and  twrenty-three  Clergymen  have  been  received 
into  the  Diocese  upon  letters  Dimissory  from  other  Dioceses. 
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It  was  my  impression  last  year,  that  there  had  been  some- 
thing extraordinary  about  the  Confirmations  of  the  previ- 
ous four  years,  and  that  the  average  number  would  hardly 
be  found  sustained  in  the  next  two  or  three  years.  But  I 
have  been  agreeably  disappointed.  To  the  extent  to  which 
the  Diocese  has  been  visited,  the  Confirmations  have  been 
fully  equal  to,  if  not  larger,  than  those  of  last  year.  In  no 
year  have  I  been  more  struck  with  the  activity  of  the  Cler- 
gy, as  a  general  thing ;  and  the  result  is  seen  in  the  vigor- 
ous life  and. increasing  prosperity  of  a  large  proportion  of 
the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese.  Parochial  Schools  have  been 
steadily  extending  themselves  throughout  the  Diocese — a  most 
important  element  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Church. 
In  several  instances  Homes  have  been  established  for  aged 
and  destitute  "Women — a  very  pleasing  feature,  indicating, 
what  is  manifested  in  various,  ways,  a  growing  disposition  in 
the  Church  to  make  more  systematic  and  careful  provision 
for  the  relief  of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  necessities  of  the 
poor,  the  friendless,  and  the  infirm.  It  may  be  said  now, 
as  it  was  said  in  early  days,  when  the  flock  of  Christ  was 
poor  and  persecuted,  but  when  it  was  rich  in  good  works 
among  the  destitute  and  afflicted,  "  That  the  richest  treas- 
ures which  Jesus  Christ  hath  bequeathed  to  His  Church, 
are  the  poor P  If  we  would  be  rich  in  the  grace  of  Him 
who  made  Himself  poor  for  our  sakes,  we  must  bestow  much 
of  our  care  upon  that  chiss,  which,  more  than  any  other, 
seem  to  represent  His  lowliness,  and  to  be  partakers  of  His 
sorrows.  If  I  may  judge  from  those  portions  of  the  Church 
with  which  I  have  been  most  familiar,  I  should  say  that  her 
members  have  been  distinguished  for  their  devotion  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor.  The  alms  which  she  dispenses  in  vari- 
ous ways  are  large.  But  I  am  not  clear  that  her  bounty  has 
always  "been  dispensed  in  the  most  useful  manner.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  the  alms  of  the  Church  should  be  ac- 
companied by  the  religious  influence  of  the  Church ;  that 
some  care  for  the  soul  should  go  along  with  the  relief  ex- 
tended to  the  body.     In  many  cases  tin's  is  attended  to,  and 
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the  object  attained,  but  not  always.  There  is  much  pro- 
miscuous giving  to  a  great  variety  of  objects.  No  doubt, 
good  is  often  done :  but  not  unfrcquently  it  happens  that 
the  Church's  offerings,  through  her  individual  members,  are 
little  better  than  lost.  If  the  Church  had  more  Institutions 
for  the  relief  of  the  indigent  and  suffering,  and  indulged 
less  in  mere  casual  individual  almsgiving,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter for  her,  and  better  for  them.  Homes  for  the  aged  and 
destitute ;  houses,  duly  superintended,  in  which  the  friend- 
less and  helpless  Stranger  might  find  a  temporary  shelter, 
and  get  good  for  his  soul  as  well  as  for  his  sick  and  weary 
body :  Orphan  Asylums,  9f  ampler  dimensions,  and  larger 
means :  Schools,  in  larger  numbers,  for  the  very  poor  and 
neglected  children,  who  are  so  low  and  so  wretched,  that,  if 
they  are  to  be  brought  into  schools  at  all,  or  to  receive  any 
good  when  there,  it  can  only  be  schools  made  up  and  con- 
ducted by  self-denying  Christian  men  and  women,  (and  one 
such  school,  at  least,  capable  of  containing  from  fifty  to  an 
hundred  children,  might  be  sustained  by  each  of  the  large 
congregations  in  our  principal  cities,  and  the  congregation 
would  be  as  much  benefited  by  the  charity  as  the  children 
80  rescued  from  ignorance,  and  sin,  and  misery) ; — these,  and 
other  similar  institutions  and  organized  efforts,  together  with 
a  faithful  prosecution  of  the  great  work  of  city  Missions, 
would  enable  the  Church  to  provide  more  effectually  for  her 
poor  and  suffering  members,  to  deal  more  effectually  with 
that  great  mass  of  wretchedness  and  corruption,  which  now, 
waiting  its  day  of  power,  underlies  the  whole  visible  lifeof 
our  chief  cities.  At  the  same  time,  Christian  men  and 
women  would  be  led  to  act  less  as  mere  individuals,  and 
more  as  the  members  of  a  Spiritual  Body,  the  Church. 
Warmth  and  energy  and  a  spirit  of  unity  would  bo  pro- 
moted by  associated  effort.  The  very  presence  of  conspicuous 
objects,  standing  out  before  the  whole  Church,  successfully 
engaged  in  the  work  of  Christian  love,  and  so  commending 
themselves  to  every  Christian  sympathy,  would  animate  ex- 
ertion, would  arouse  the  Church  to  tenfold  life  and  power ; 
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and  these,  being  in  their  nature  permanent,  ever  before  the 
eyes  of  departing  Christians,  would  attract  to  themselves  a 
portion  of  that  superfluous  wealth  which  now  is  often  lost  to 
the  Church,  and  so  would  speedily  become  well  endowed. 

In  thus  expressing  a  preference  for  Christian  charity, 
operating  largely  through  organized  institutions,  rather 
than  for  efforts  mainly  guided  by  individual  caprice,  I  am 
very  far  from  wishing  to  supersede  the  appropriate  private 
charities  of  the  individual  Christian.  Every  individual 
needs  for  his  own  spiritual  improvement  that  twofold  dis- 
cipline, which  comes,  first,  from  suffering  in  his  own  per- 
son, and,  secondly,  from  direct  personal  intercourse  with 
individual  suffering  in  others,  in  sympathy,  and  in  actual 
efforts  to  relieve  it  It  is  not  safe  for  any  Christian  to  be 
altogether  without  such  discipline  ;  and  therefore  there  are 
some  works  of  mercy,  some  painstaking  private  duties, 
which  the  individual  should  never  forego,  never  devolve 
upon  any  institution,  nor  altogether  upon  any  other  indi- 
vidual acting  as  his  Agent  But  after  all  Institutions  have 
been  created,  which  it  is  possible  for  the  most  forecasting, 
earnest  Christian  zeal  to  create,  there  will  always  be  de- 
mand enough  remaining  for  individual  beneficence  in  pri- 
vate works  of  mercy. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  importance  of  schools  for  the  very 
poor — ragged  schools  as  they  have  sometimes  been  called 
— Christian  schools  for  the  most  wretched  of  the  children 
of  our  cities  and  towns.  There  is  no  greater  mistake  than 
to  suppose  that  any  special  provision  for  this  class  is  ren- 
dered unnecessary  by  the  existence  among  us  of  free  public 
schools.  Into  these  free  public  schools  the  poor  children 
of  poverty,  neglect  and  vice,  who  till  our  cellars  and 
garrets,  will  never  find  their  way, — because,  before  they 
can  move,  they  must  be  taken  by  the  hand;  they  must  be 
rescued  from  parental  apathy  and  brutality ;  they  must  be 
cleansed  from  their  filth;  they  must  be,  in  many  cases, 
clothed,  at  least  in  part ;  they  must  be  drawn  by  love,  and 
animated  by  encouragement.     And  even  if  once  introduced 
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into  the  public  schools,  they  would  not,  as  a  general  thing, 
remain  there ;  they  would  not  be  bonie  with  in  their  dirt 
and  stupidity;  they  would  not  receive  that  kind  of  care 
and  attention,  which,  alone,  are  capable  of  drawing  them 
out  of  themselves,  and  raising  them  up  from  their  degrada- 
tion. Severity  would  harden  and  repel  them,  and  they 
'would  retreat  in  disgust  into  their  dens,  more  convinced 
than  ever  that  the  world  above  them  has  no  heart  and  no 
bowels  of  mercy. 

They  must  be  approached  and  dealt  witli  as  the  Chris- 
tian Missionary  approaches  and  deals  with  the  lowest  of  the 
Heathen — with  infinite  patience  and  tenderness  and  long- 
suffering,  and  in  a  spirit  of  heroic  Christian  self-devotion. 
Unwearied  care  must  be  employed  to  secure  their  attend- 
ance, day  after  day  and  week  after  week.  Their  parents 
must  be  conciliated.  Continual  attention  must  be  paid  to 
their  cleanliness  and  to  their  apparel,  in  order  that  their 
self-respect  may  be  restored  to  them,  and  in  order  that  their 
devoted  teachers  may  not  be  altogether  overpowered  and 
discouraged  by  their  loathsome  wretchedness.  The  divine 
spirit  that  stooped  to  wash  the  feet  of  the  lowly,  that  put 
forth  the  healing  finger  to  touch  the  leper,  that  sent  away 
the  woman  that  was  a  sinner  a  loving  penitent,  that  per- 
sisted in  receiving  those  whom  others  would  repel,  the 
spirit  that  was  ever  going  about  doing  good  among  the  poor 
and  afflicted,  the  spirit  that  laid  down  life,  the  just  for  the 
unjust,  must  preside  in  that  forlorn  school  of  children,  and 
labor  and  pray  to  save  them  in  spite  of  themselves ! 

And  what  is  the  first  and  best  lesson  which  those  chil- 
dren will  learn  in  that  school?  Is  it  a  lesson  that  is  to  be 
found  in  some  book?  No!  The  first  great  lesson  which 
the  Spirit  of  God  will  impress  upon  the  heart  of  the  poor 
desolate  and  almost  ruined  child  will  bo  a  most  wonderful 
lesson,  conveyed  to  it  through  the  character  and  bearing  of 
the  gentle,  loving,  patient,  persevering  Teacher, — a  revela- 
tion of  goodness  as  strange  and  transforming  as  that  which 
first  wrote  on  the  sky  over  a  sinful  world,  "  God  is  love," 
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or  as  that  which  appeared  in  a  pitying  Saviour  on  the 
CrQss,  accepting  the  gall  and  the  wormwood,  and  suffering 
that  He  might  save  ! 

Consider  what  that  revelation  is,  in  the  case  of  the  poor 
benighted  child.  It  may  be  said  of  many  an  unhappy 
child,  who  has  been  born  and  has  lived  its  first  six  or  eight 
miserable  years  in  some  squalid  abode  in  thitf  great  city, 
that  it  has  never  once  come  in  contact  with  a  pure  and  vir- 
tuous character.  Such  a  thing  as  human  goodness  it  has 
never  seen,  or  known  of.  It  has  lived  amid  curses  and  re- 
vilings ;  it  has  been  the  daily  witness  of  every  thing  low 
and  impure  and  brutish :  but  an  elevated  sentiment  it  has 
never  heard ;  tender,  loving,  self-denying  Christian  conduct 
it  ha6  never  encountered.  Human  goodness  it  can  form  no 
conception  of  and  does  not  believe  in ! 

In  such  a  state,  it  enters  a  Christian  school,  and  is  ushered 
into  the  presence  of  a  tender,  devoted,  Christian  woman. 
It  looks  upon  a  countenance  expressive  of  purity  and  intel- 
ligence, and  beaming  with  kindness.  As  its  eyes  gradually 
open  to  comprehend  the  wonderful  scene,  it  perceives  order 
and  firmness  of  control,  but  no  violence,  no  passion,  no 
giving  way  to  resentment  under  perverse  and  injurious 
treatment,  but,  on  the  contrary,  infinite  forbearance  and 
kindness,  and  unwearied  endeavors  to  overcome  evil  with 
good.  Then  beautiful  words  are  for  the  first  time  heard ! 
Then  new  and  strange  sentiments,  touching  and  heavenly 
enough  to  be  the  utterances  of  angels,  make  their  way 
to  the  infant  heart,  elevating  and  softening  as  they  enter. 
Then,  day  by  day,  as  the  coarse  but  discerning  child  looks 
on,  attracted  by  many  a  winning  grace,  the  presence  of 
something  superior  to  all  that  it  has  ever  known,  is  dis- 
closed more  and  more  in  the  person  of  the  Christian 
Teacher.  The  great  moral  miracle — a  human  being  moved 
by  love,  and  living  and  suffering  for  the  good  of  others — 
is  daily  before  those  childish  eyes.  The  quality  of  Chris- 
tian virtue  begins  to  be  distinguished.  The  realitv  of  lm- 
man  goodness  begins  to  be  felt, — and  the  heart  of  the  poor 
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child,  softened  and  reclaimed  by  one  bright  example,  is 
stirred  with  new  desires  to  be  good,  is  open  to  every  holy 
influence.  It  grows  insensibly  into  the  likeness  of  that 
which  it  so  loves  and  admires.  There  is  the  turning  point 
in  its  moral  history.  The  influence  which  it  receives  from 
a  near  view  of  Christian  goodness  is  more  to  it  than  all  the 
lessons  it  gains  from  books ;  or  rather  it  is  the  one  prepara- 
tory lesson,  without  which  the  words  of  Iloly  Scripture,  and 
the  voice  of  Christ  even,  would  scarce  find  an  entrance  into 
the  soul! 

Such  a  child  may  return  to  its  sad  abode ;  but  it  has 
made  a  discovery,  it  has  learned  a  lesson,  which  it  can 
never  forget.  That  image  of  purity  and  goodness  will  fol- 
low it  through  all  its  wanderings,  and  be  present  in  many 
critical  seasons,  to  admonish,  to  restrain,  to  elevate,  when 
otherwise  it  would  sink  and  be  ready  to  perish.  That  child, 
which  before  was  an  outcast  and  an  alien  from  everything 
holy,  apparently  incapable  of  receiving  any  good,  has  now 
a  heart  and  a  conscience,  which  can  be  touched.  Its  mind 
is  open  to  receive  the  teaching  of  Him,  who  came  to  us 
first  as  a  little  child.  *  It  may  be  brought  to  Holy  Baptism, 
and  be  so  instructed  and  trained  that  there  6hall  be  a  great 
security  for  the  future. 

Nor  is  it  necessary,  in  recommending  the  Christian 
Schools  in  question,  to  suppose  that  all  the  children  trained 
in  them,  will  be  the  children  of  vicious  parents,  or  children 
wholly  strangers  to  good.  With  all  the  children  of  the 
very  poor  it  makes  an  immense  difference,  jirst,  whether 
Christian  influence  is  employed  to  secure  their  attendance 
at  school,  and  secondly,  whether,  when  in  school,  they  are 
under  the  care  of  a  devoted  Christian  Teacher,  whose  su- 
preme object  is  to  save  the  souls  of  his  or  her  pupils,  to 
elevate  their  moral  condition, — or  in  the  hands  of  a  cold, 
secular,  professional  instructor,  whose  only  aim  is  to  main- 
tain order  and  discipline,  and  to  do  the  utmost  in  impart- 
ing secular  knowledge. 

For  all  classes  of  children  and  youth,  indeed,  we  need 
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more  Christian  teaching  in  schools ;  we  need  more  of  the 
full,  positive  instruction  in  divine  things  wlrich  is  only  to 
be  expected  in  Church  schools ;  but  it  is  the  great  charac- 
teristic feature  of  the  Christian  dispensation  that  "  to  the 
poor  the  Gospel  is  preached ;"  and  there  arc  many  reasons, 
why,  in  all  our  plans  for  the  religious  education  of  our 
children  and  youth,  we  should  be  most  especially  careful 
to  provide  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  very  poor. 

Let  such  children,  gathered  into  Christian  schools,  under 
the  eye  of  Christian  Pastors,  receive,  in  addition  to  other 
instruction,  competent  training  in  simple  Church  music; 
let  the  girls  be  taught  the  use  of  the  needle;  let  them  all 
be  surrounded  by  the  kind  Christian  care  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Parish ;  let  them  be  provided  with  some  bright,  cheer- 
ful enjoyment  in  connection  with  the  great  Festivals  of  the 
Church;  and  they  will  receive  impressions  never  to  be 
effaced ;  they  will  form  tics  with  the  Church  which  can 
never  be  broken ;  they  will  grow  up  with  the  feeling  that 
in  the  Church  are  their  best  friends,  and  that  from  the 
Church  have  been  derived  nearlv  all  the  unalloved  pleas- 
ures  that  have  ever  gladdened  their  lowlv  and  clouded 
lives. 

I  have  said  that  one  such  school,  capable  of  containing 
from  tifty  to  one  hundred  children,  might  be  sustained  by 
every  strong  congregation,  and  that  the  congregation  itself 
would  be  as  much  benefit ed  by  the  charity  as  the  children. 
To  have  in  the  midst  of  a  Parish  a  useful  object,  capable 
of  rallying  around  it  the  sympathies  and  exertions  of  the 
people,  an  object  requiring  continual  care,  and  ever  present- 
ing affecting  evidence  that  the  care  is  not  bestowed  in  vain, 
is  one  of  the  surest  means  of  cementing  the  Parish  together, 
of  throwing  into  its  concerns  life  and  interest;  so  that  while 
the  individuals  are  greatly  benefited,  morally,  spiritually, 
the  whole  body  is  rendered  more  vigorous  and  efficient  for 
every  other  work  it  has  to  perform.  If  I  thought  only  of 
the  good  to  be  gained  by  the  Parish,  I  would  say  to  the 
Hector,  "give  your  Parish  something  to  do;" — something 
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legitimate  and  useful,  which  will  take  no  one  out  of  his  or 
her  proper  sphere,  but  which  will  unite  them  together  as 
the  members  of  one  Spiritual  body,  and  animate  them  to 
work  for  Christ — for  His  Church  and  His  poor. 

In  every  Parish  there  are  a  few  noble-hearted  Christian 
"Women,  who  require  no  stimulus  to  impel  them  to  labor  for 
their  Divine  Master.  They,  with  their  Pastor,  would  be 
the  soul  of  every  earnest  movement;  and,  with  a  noble 
object  to  care  for,  they  would  summon  to  their  aid  many 
others  of  their  sex,  who  now,  for  lack  of  something  to  do, 
something  useful  to  live  for,  rush  into  frivolity  and  dissipa- 
tion, or  ignominiously  resign  themselves  to  the  misery  of  a 
languid  and  vapid  existence.  Many  a  woman  who  now 
spends  her  days  in  a  senseless  round  of  extravagance  and 
folly,  contributing  to  the  embarrassment  of  the  times,  ruining 
her  husband  or  her  father,  to  say  nothing  of  her  own  soul, 
by  her  boundless  expense,  debasing  every  noble  element  in 
her  nature  by  her  exclusive  devotion  to  little  things,  might 
be  brought  to  take  an  interest  in  a  holy  work,  and  so  be  in- 
sensibly raised  above  her  former  self,  taught  to  live  for 
others  more  than  for  herself,  inured  to  self-denial,  and  ani- 
mated to  self-devotion.  To  Christian  schools,  therefore,  for 
the  very  poor  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  associated  with 
every  considerable  Parish  and  Mission,  I  give  my  most 
hearty  approval. 

Since  reference  has  been  made  to  the  extravagance  of  the 
times,  I  beg,  in  this  connection,  to  add  a  word,  addressed  par- 
ticularly to  my  Reverend  Brethren  of  the  Clergy.  Your 
attention  has,  doubtless,  been  drawn  to  the  extraordinary 
gloom  and  distress  now  pervading  the  business  portions  of 
this  great  central  City  of  the  Union  in  which  you  are  as- 
sembled. Men  supposed  to  be  opulent,  have  suddenly  found 
themselves  ruined ;  the  great  supports  of  labor  have  been 
in  many  cases  suddenly  rendered  incapable  of  upholding  the 
mighty  fabric  that  rested  upon  them,  and  thousands  of  fam- 
ilies, that  but  yesterday  deemed  themselves  almost  secure, 
are  to-day  lying  prostrate  and  destitute.    A  long  winter  is 
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impending;  such  a  winter,  probably,  for  suffering  among 
the  poor,  and  among  those  who  never  dreamt  of  being  des- 
titute, as  this  great  City  never  saw  before.  One  gentleman 
informs  me  that  the  House  with  which  he  is  connected,  a 
House  of  wealth  and  stability,  has  found  itself  obliged  to 
dismiss  one  thousand  laborers ;  thus  depriving,  at  one  blow, 
five  thousand  persons,  including  women  and  children,  of  the 
means  of  subsistence  I  What  the  aggregate  of  suffering  and 
despair  in  this  vast  metropolis,  in  this  extended  country,  is 
likely  to  prove,  you  may  conceive  of  as  something  unspeak- 
ably appalling,  but  you  cannot  fully  estimate  it. 

And  what  is  the  cause  of  this  great  overthrow  and  ruin  ? 
Why  is  it  that,  while  the  sun  shines  benignantly  over  our 
heads,  and  the  rains  descend  in  their  season  to  fertilize  our 
fields,  and  the  earth,  through  all  our  borders  and  in  foreign 
countries  yields  such  a  munificent  return  to  the  labors  of 
the  husbandman,  as,  perhaps,  was  never  witnessed  before, — 
with  no  war,  no  pestilence,  no  earthquake,  no  mighty  con- 
flagration, our  lot  cast  in  a  goodly  land,  where  ail  tilings 
are  favorable  to  health  and  to  abundance, — why  is  it  that  we 
hear  of  distress  and  ruin  on  all  sides  of  us  "J 

No  doubt,  a  part  of  the  evil  is  to  be  attributed  to  foreign 
causes.  But  there  are  causes  enough  at  home.  And  among 
these  domestic  plagues  are,  on  the  one  side,  inordinate  greed- 
iness of  gain — making  haste  to  get  rich  by  irregular  means, 
a  growing  discontent  with  the  moderate  and  regular  returns 
of  legitimate  exertion,  a  love  of  the  excitement  that  comes 
from  perilous  adventure  in  business,  a  lack  of  taste  for  the 
serener  pursuits  and  enjoyments  of  life — all  tending  to  pro- 
duce those  excesses,  and  to  bring  about  those  periodical 
revulsions  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  country  which  we 
have  so  often  been  made  to  witness  ;  and,  on  the  other  side, 
a  boundless  waste  and  extravagance — not  only  a  general  ne- 
glect of  the  strict  domestic  economy,  which  characterizes  the 
older  countries  of  Europe,  but  a  reckless  profusion,  a  vulgar 
ambition  for  display,  an  absurd  struggle  by  people  in  one 
condition  to  follow  the  not  very  wise  example  of  people  in 
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another  condition ;  and,  above  all,  the  wide-spread  and  un- 
measured luxury  and  expense  of  women,  at  once  a  cause,  a 
consequence,  and  a  crowning  feature  of  the  other  evils  just 
remarked !  Sell  the  superfluous  finery  of  this  great  city, 
and  you  would  have  means  of  paying  its  debts  ! 

In  such  a  6tate  of  things,  under  such  influences,  how  is  it 
possible  that  the  great  household  should  not  become  a  scene 
of  confusion  and  riot,  familiar  with  bankruptcy  and  distress? 
Let  Woman  forget  her  simplicity  and  discretion,  and  the 
whole  family  must  needs  be  in  peril.  Far  be  it  from  me  to 
reproach  the  innocent  for  the  calamities  wThich  they  suffer 
through  the  excesses  of  their  improvident  neighbors !  Many 
an  honorable  and  prudent  man  has  found  himself  ruined 
through  the  misconduct  of  others.  This  only  places  in  a 
more  glaring  light  the  enormity  of  the  prevalent  evil  of  ex- 
cess and  extravagance. 

My  Reverend  Brethren : — As  a  general  thing,  I  am  far  from 
being  predisposed  to  encourage  that  kind  of  preaching  which 
is  aimed  expressly  at  the  circumstances  of  the  times.  Such 
preaching  is  prone  to  run  into  mistakes  and  into  gross  abuse, 
and  tends  too  much  to  lower  the  pulpit  to  the  things  of 
earth,  when  it  should  be  dealing  with  the  things  of  heaven. 
Nevertheless,  I  am  by  no  means  clear  that  the  evils  to  which 
I  have  been  adverting  are  not  of  such  magnitude,  and  so 
very  vital  in  their  influence  over  every  department  of  life 
as  to  demand  your  especial  notice.  I  believe  that  they  are 
so,  and  consider  that  you  will  only  be  discharging  your 
duty  in  endeavoring  to  open  the  eyes  of  all  within  the  reach 
of  your  voice  to  the  anti-Christian  character  of  that  spirit, 
which  is  so  threatening  to  the  whole  fabric  of  our  6odetv. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  so  soon  as  I  could  suspend, 
for  a  short  time,  the  course  of  my  visitations  in  the  interior, 
I  turned  my  attention,  among  other  duties,  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  "  Pastoral  Letter  on  the  Support  of  the  Clergy," 
which  had  been  requested  of  me  by  this  Convention.  The 
result  is  now  before  the  Diocese.  I  need  not  say  that  the 
subject  of  that  Letter  stands  in  a  very  near  relation  to  the 
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jtate  of  things  just  now  referred  to.  It  remains  to  be  seen, 
whether  increase  of  wealth,  great  as  it  is,  shall  be  so  outrun 
by  increase  of  expense,  as  to  render  the  Laity  unable  or 
unwilling,  to  make  due  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
Clergy,  in  town  and  in  country.  For  myself,  I  apprehend 
no  such  dishonorable  issue  in  the  Church.  I  have  seen  among 
the  Laity  of  the  Church,  in  eveiy  part  of  the  Diocese, 
that  which  inspires  me  with  unwavering  hope  and  cour- 
age in  prospect  of  the  future.  I  believe  they  only  need  to 
be  made  fully  aware  of  existing  deficiencies,  to  have  their 
attention  directed  to  the  objects  which  are  important  to  be 
accomplished,  and  to  the  means  of  accomplishing  them,  to 
be  induced  to  make  every  exertion  that  can  fairly  be  re- 
quired of  them. 

And,  in  the  mean  time,  let  me  be  pardoned  for  saying  to 
the  Clergy,  I  mean  particularly  the  younger  members  of  the 
body,  that  I  trust  they  will  continue  to  be  distinguished 
hereafter,  as  they  have  ever  been  distinguished  heretofore, 
by  their  indisposition  to  speak  in  the  presence  of  the  Laity 
of  their  temporal  necessities,  save  in  private,  and  then  very 
rarely,  with  their  most  intimate  friends ;  by  their  utter  aversion 
to  indulging  in  the  language  of  complaint,  and  by  that  lofty 
Christian  Spirit,  which  ever  leads  men  to  think  and  to  speak 
more  of  the  duties,  the  privileges,  the  responsibilities,  the  re- 
wards of  the  sacred  ministry,  than  of  its  trials,  except,  indeed, 
those  hardest  of  all  trials,  which  arise  from  the  slowness  of 
sinful  men,  to  give  heed  to  the  voice  of  their  Divine  Master ! 

Beside  the  Pastoral  on  Clerical  Support,  I  have  prepared, 
and  had  printed,  a  brief  Pastoral  Letter,  addressed  to  Stran- 
gers landing  on  our  shores,  and  to  those  insulated  individu- 
als and  families,  who,  dispersed  through  the  interior  of  the 
Diocese,  in  situations  remote  from  any  regular  ministrations 
of  the  Church,  are  yet  to  be  numbered  among  her  children, 
and  are  likely  to  be  desirous  of  obtaining,  as  far  as  they  can, 
her  blessings  for  themselves  and  for  their  children.  Many 
such  are  to  be  found  among  the  hills  and  valleys  in  the  inte- 
rior, at  a  distance  of  live,  ten,  twenty,  thirty,  or  fifty  miles 
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from  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  living,  sometimes,  with 
half  their  children  unbaptized,  all  of  them  uninstructed, 
scarcely  aware,  in  many  instances,  that  the  Church  in  this 
country  is  identical  with  the  Church  they  loved  so  well  at 
home ;  on  if  aware  of  it,  as  in  the  case  of  Americans,  re- 
signing themselves  in  despair  to  the  idea  that  communica- 
tion with  the  Church  is  an  impossibility,  yet  deeply  grateful 
when  a  Clergyman  finds  them,  and,  speaking  in  the  well 
remembered  accents  of  her  loved  ritual,  renews  to  them  the 
blessings  of  the  Church  of  God.  Thorough  inquiry,  through 
persons  coming  from  remote  districts,  or,  which  is  far  better, 
made  by  the  Clergy  in  occasional  visitations  in  persou  into 
different  neighborhoods,  will,  I  believe,  bring  to  light  a 
great  many  interesting  cases  of  spiritual  destitution,  which 
have  long  remained  unknown.  I  would  earnestly  recom- 
mend these  inquiries  and  efforts  to  the  Clergy  in  the  interior 
of  the  Diocese.  Their  parishes  being  not  large,  they  can 
better  be  spared  occasionally  for  a  few  days,  for  a  visit  to 
a  neighboring  district.  Many  a  family  may  thus  be  saved 
from  irreligion  and  error ;  may  be  blessed  with  the  conso- 
lations of  the  Gospel ;  may  be  guided  to  a  right  use  of  such 
privileges  and  opportunities  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  en- 
joy. The  chief  difficulty  is  in  the  expense  attending  such 
excursions,  which  the  Clergy  are  ill  able  to  bear.  I  would 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  Laity,  that  there  are  few  ways, 
in  which  they  can  do  more  good,  than  by  occasionally  afford- 
ing to  their  Pastor  the  means  of  undertaking  such  duty.  It 
would  have  the  double  advantage  of  yielding  relief  and  re- 
freshment to  him  through  change  of  scene  and  of  labor,  and 
of  sending  out  succor  to  those  who  are  famishing  for  lack  of 
Bread,  and  who  can  scarcely  hope  to  obtain  it  in  any  other 
way. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  saying,  that,  in  the  Northern  and 
Western  parts  of  the  Diocese,  there  are  several  Clergymen 
who  have  been  veiy  active,  and  have  made  themselves  ex- 
tremely useful  in  the  way  just  referred  to.  It  is  delightful 
to  work  with  them.    Their  enlarged  views  of  duty  and  their 
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enterprising  spirit  make  them  an  honor  and  a  blessing  to 
the  Church  !  If  the  Diocese  had  two  or  three  such  men  to 
act  as  County  Missionaries  at  large  in  the  North,  and  two  or 
three  more,  who  could  always  hold  themselves  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  employed  temporarily  in 
quarters  where  their  services  were  particularly  required 
under  special  exigencies,  much  might  be  accomplished, 
through  their  agency,  in  extending  and  building  up  the 
Church.  But  such  Missionaries  would  need  to  derive  their 
support  almost  wholly  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
cese ;  and,  at  first,  it  would  need  to  be  a  liberal  support ; 
but  the  good  they  would  do,  would  be  beyond  any  price 
that  could  be  paid  for  it,  and,  in  a  brief  season,  the  people 
would  take  their  share  of  the  burden. 

But  I  am  reminded  that  this  is  the  first  day  of  October, 
and  on  this  day  there  become  due  to  the  Missionaries  of  the 
Diocese  some  Two  Thousand  Dollars  more  than  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  has  in  hand  to 
pay  them !  Every  where,  in  the  extremities  of  the  Diocese,  I 
see  tokens  of  life  and  interest,  which  encourage  and  animate 
me.  I  see  new  fields  opening  for  the  admission  of  laborers. 
I  see  people  asking  for  the  Church,  and  ready  to  do  what 
they  can,  in  their  feebleness,  to  sustain  it.  I  see  how  useful  it 
might  make  itself  in  quarters,  where  its  teaching  is  greatly 
needed  ;  and  it  is  only  when  I  return  to  this  great  city,  and 
passing  by  its  stately  palaces,  its  gorgeous  saloons,  its  splen- 
did equipages,  take  my  seat  at  the  council  board  of  the  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  and  listen  to  the  report  of  its  Treasurer, 
that  I  find  myself  tempted  to  give  way,  not  to  despondency, 
but  to  feelings  of  a  very  different  kind.  How  many  indi- 
viduals in  the  Diocese  there  are,  any  one  of  whom  might 
have  provided  for  the  whole  expenditure  of  the  year,  some 
ten  or  eleven  thousand  dollars,  and  perceived  no  difference 
in  himself,  save  that  he  was  easier  in  his  conscience!  The  , 
fact  that  these  deficiencies  have  occurred  continually  for  a 
long  series  of  years,  ought  not  to  reconcile  us  to  such  a  dis- 
reputable state  of  things.     It  is  true,  the  receipts  and  the 
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expenditures  have  been  steadily  advancing  for  several  years. 
Let  this  serve  for  some  consolation  and  for  6onie  encour 
agement.  At  the  Convention  of  1853,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year  of  Bishop  Wainwright,  the- expenditure  of  the  Com- 
mittee had  been  about  $5,600,  with  a  deficiency  of  about 
one  thousand,  which  I  had  occasion  to  move  to  have  made 
up  at  once,  which  was  done.  Now,  at  the  end  of  four  years, 
that  expenditure  has  been  nearly  doubled,  showing  increased 
activity ;  and  the  receipts  have  likewise  been  doubled.  In- 
creased expense  of  living,  and  other  causes,  have,  in  60ine 
cases,  constrained  the  Committee  to  enlarge  their  stipends. 
The  duty  *and  necessity  of  making  general  contributions  in 
order  to  increase  the  smaller  livings  of  the  Diocese,  have 
already  been  fully  enforced  in  the  Pastoral  Letter  on  the 
Support  of  the  Clergy.  Such  considerations  are  certainly 
applicable  to  the  Missionaries.  What  the  Members  of  the 
Convention  will  do  with  the  present  deficiency,  it  is  for  them 
to  say.  The  Church  had  better  endeavor  to  be  faithful  to 
her  engagements.  All  I  can  say,  is,  that  the  stipends  have 
been  promised ;  they  have  been  earned ;  they  are  due ;  they 
are  needed,  and  there  is  ability  to  pay  them. 

In  regard  to  the  future,  I  am  not  without  hope,  that,  by 
strict  attention  to  economy,  and  by  a  slight  modification  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  system  of  apportionments,  we  shall 
succeed  in  providing  for  the  four  quarterly  payments  by  or 
before  the  days  on  which  they  become  due. 

On  the  importance  of  Diocesan  Missions  I  will  not  now 
enlarge.  I  can  add  nothing  to  what  I  have  said  on  former 
occasions,  and  I  will  not  allow  myself  to  doubt  that  the 
Diocese  will  faithfully  sustain  every  exertion,  which  it 
shall  be  found  needful  to  make.  But  connected  with 
Church  extension,  and  ministrations  among  the  spiritually 
destitute,  there  is  one  claim  upon  us,  especially  here  in  this 
part  of  the  Diocese,  which  I  would  commend  to  your  seri- 
ous attention.  The  German  population  of  this  city  has 
grown  to  be  very  large,  and  is  become  a  most  important 
element  for  good  or  evil  in  this  country.    It  has  been 
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proved,  in  a  mission  not  far  from  this  city,  that  judicious 
and  earnest  efforts  with  that  population  may  be  crowned 
with  success.  It  would  be  in  my  power  to  provide  speedi- 
ly two  German  Missionaries,  of  good  qualifications,  for 
work  in  this  city ;  and  I  need  not  say,  that  there  would  be 
enough,  and  more  than  enough  for  them  to  do.  If  one  or 
two  of  the  stronger  congregations  in  this  city  would  take 
the  matter  up  with  vigor,  they  might  accomplish  all  that  is 
required,  and  be  the  means  of  doing  great  good,  and  pre- 
venting a  great  deal  of  evil. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  to  lament  the  loss  of 
two  of  our  Clergy  :  the  Rev.  David  Moore,  D.  D.,  Rector 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Richmond,  Staten  Island,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Frederick  Schroeder,  D.  D.,  residing  in  Brook- 
lyn. Dr.  Moore  had  been  in  charge  of  the  parish  in  which 
he  died,  revered  and  beloved  by  the  .whole  community  for 
forty-eight  years.  His  fervent  piety,  his  unwearied  dili- 
gence in  visiting  and  caring  for  his  flock,  the  steadfast,  con- 
sistent course  of  his  whole  life,  were  such  as  to  make  him, 
in  these  respects,  a  model  of  a  faithful  Christian  Pastor; 
while  they  rendered  him  a  venerable  object  in  the  eyes  of 
the  whole  Church,  and  invested  his  name  with  an  influence 
in  his  own  neighborhood,  which  will  long,  very  long,  sur- 
vive him.  Happy,  above  all  other  earthly  happiness,  the 
end  of  the  Christian  Pastor,  who,  having  so  lived,  dies, 
after  long  years  of  faithful  service,  in  the  midst  of  the 
prayers,  the  teal's,  and  the  blessings  of  his  flock !  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Schroeder  was  for  several  years  an  Assistant  Minister 
in  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  in  this  city,  where  he  was 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  acquired  consid- 
erable distinction  for  his  learning  and  eloquence.  In  after 
years  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  business  of  female 
education.  Amiable  and  warm-hearted  himself,  his  death 
made  it  apparent  to  how  wide  an  extent  he  had  enlisted 
the  kind  feelings  of  his  brethren. 

And  turning  to  the  Ijiiti/s  among  whom  the  Church  has 
lost  several  faithful  friends,  eminent  for  their  worth  and  for 
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their  services,  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  one  distin- 
guished individual,  whom  we  saw  present  as  usual  at  our 
last  meeting,  and  who,  for  many  years,  was  an  honored  and 
useful  member  of  this  body.  The  Hon.  Thomas  J.  Oakley, 
late  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  New  York,  was 
a  man  whose  equal,  for  consummate  judgment,  for  modera- 
tion of  temper  and  balance  of  mind,  for  profound  insight 
into  all  those  matters  which  lay  within  the  range  of  his 
studies  and  duties,  for  love  of  impartiality  and  justice,  and 
for  unspotted  purity  and  integrity  this  country  has  rarely 
seen  ;  and  must  not  hope  often  to  see  in  future.  It  was  in 
my  boyhood,  when  privileged  to  be  the  daily  witness  of  his 
private  life,  and  to  listen  to  his  familiar  conversation  on  the 
great  events  and  questions  of  the  day,  that  I  learned  to  ad- 
mire the  operations  of  his  luminous  and  sagacious  intellect, 
and  indeed  first  came  to  reflect  upon  what  a  truly  great 
mind  is.  From  that  day  to  this  I  have  ever  regarded  him 
as  one  of  the  very  first  men,  intellectually  and  morally, 
whom  the  country  has  produced.  It  is  needless  to  add 
that  he  died,  as  he  had  long  lived,  in  the  communion  of  the 
Church. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Cornelius  Oakley  also,  the  Church 
mourns  the  loss  of  a  tried  friend  and  valued  servant.  For 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  an  active  and  use- 
ful member  of  the  Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese.  lie 
had  won  a  high  place  in  the  esteem  of  the  Church  and  of 
the  whole  community. 

The  Rectorship  of  Trinity  School  in  this  city  having  be- 
come vacant,  Charles  D.  Morris,  M.  A.,  of  Oriel  College, 
Oxford,  has  been  unanimously  selected  to  fill  that  impor- 
tant post,  and  has  signified  his  acceptance  of  the  invitation. 
I  feel  particular  satisfaction  in  announcing  this  arrange- 
ment. Mr.  Morris  is  a  gentleman  eminently  qualified  by 
his  admirable  scholarship,  his  ability,  his  excellence  of 
character  and  personal  accomplishments  for  the  place  to 
which  he  has  been  called.  The  school  has  been  removed 
to  a  more  eligible  situation ;  it  has  been  in  some  respects 
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reorganized;  a  Chaplain  has  been  appointed:  its  endow* 
ment,  now  ample,  is  likely  to  become  very  large,  and  I 
anticipate  for  it  a  high  reputation  for  scholarship,  and  for 
usefulness  to  the  Church.  Without  disparaging  other  ex- 
cellent instructors,  of  whom  we  have  a  few,  I  may  say  that 
we  greatly  need  in  this  country  the  kind  of  teaching 
which  is  likely  to  be  found  in  that  School ;  and  I  earnestly 
look  to  see  it  prove,  not  only  a  great  blessing  to  the  par- 
ticular class  for  which  it  was  designed,  but  a  fruitful  nur- 
sery of  the  best  kind  for  the  sacred  Ministry. 

In  Trinity  School,  and  elsewhere,  I  have  good  hope 
that  we  shall,  ere  long,  find  ourselves  supplied  with  those 
means  of  training  the  young  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church 
to  which  I  referred  at  the  close  of  my  last  Annual  Ad- 
dress. The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vention to  consider  the  subject  of  a  Diocesan  Training 
School,  I  have  not  called  together,  for  I  have  not  been 
able  to  see,  as  yet,  in  what  way  they  could  usefully  exert 
themselves.  They  will  be  glad  to  know,  that  the  object 
they  had  in  view,  is  in  a  way,  as  I  trust,  to  be  accom- 
plished. 

But  if  we  mean  to  provide  effectually  for  the  increasing 
needs  of  the  Ministry,  if  we  would  promptly  replenish 
it  with  faithful  laborers,  we  must  not  wait  for  Training 
Schools,  however  important.  Each  one,  in  his  sphere, 
must  approach  the  young  and  try,  with  God's  blessing,  to 
move  thejr  hearts  to  engage  in  that  high  and  holy  service. 

During  the  last  two  years,  and  especially  during  the  last 
winter,  at  the  request  of  the  Dean  and  Professors  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  I  gave  some  instruction  to 
the  Senior  class  in  that  Institution.  It  was  a  pleasing  and 
interesting  duty;  and  from  the  nature  of  some  of  the  exer- 
cises which  I  introduced,  it  enabled  me  to  form  a  tolerably 
clear  idea  of  the  attainments  of  the  young  gentlemen,  of 
their  tone  of  mind,  and  of  the  amount  of  thought  and  ready 
facility  which  they  could  bring  to  the  work  of  composition. 
The  result  was,  on  the  whole,  highly  satisfactory.    Their

range  of  information  was  large,  their  ideas  were,  for  the 
most  part  clear  and  precise,  and  their  power  in  the  way  of 
rapid  thought  and  expression,  was,  in  a  majority  of  cases, 
rather  beyonck  what  I  could  have  anticipated,  and  such  as 
to  promise  well  for  the  future.  Among  other  exercises,  it 
was  my  practice  to  place  before  them  suddenly,  without 
premonition,  an  interesting  theme,  often  remote  from  their 
ordinary  range  of  thought,  a  question  in  morals,  theology, 
ecclesiastical  history,  or  a  question  as  to  what  they  would 
do  or  say  under  certain  critical  emergencies  in  the  course 
of  parish  duty ;  and  require  them  to  do  their  utmost  in  the 
way  of  thinking  and  writing  the  answer  within  a  very  few 
minutes,  while  sitting  in  my  presence. 

The  replies,  thus  produced  in  writing  in  the  space  of  ten 
minutes,  the  precise  time  allowed,  had  they  been  preserved 
and  published,  would,  I  think,  have  satisfied  the  Church  at 
large,  that  the  training  which  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
receive  in  that  Institution  is  in  a  high  degree  effective.  In 
regard  to  doctrinal  statements,  I  never  observed,  in  a  single 
instance,  the  least  tendency  to  any  excess.  In  earnestness 
of  devotion  to  the  work  of  their  divine  Master  they  com- 
mended themselves  warmly  to  my  sympathy.  Many  of 
them  have  been  engaged  as  Superintendents  of  Sunday 
Schools  in  parishes  in  the  city,  or  have  rendered  assistance 
in  other  ways,  acquiring  experience,  and  making  themselves 
useful,  and,  I  believe,  in  all  cases,  have  won  the  cordial  es- 
teem of  the  Pastors  and  People  among  whom  they  have 
labored. 

As  one  indication  of  the  spirit  prevailing  among  those 
young  men,  I  may  mention  that  one  of  the  most  mature  and 
able  of  their  number  came  to  me  in  private,  some  tilae  be- 
fore the  day  of  his  ordination,  and  intimated,  with  a  hesita- 
tion and  modesty  that  betrayed  a  delicate  and  noble  mind, 
that  he  desired  to  signalize  his  admission  to  the  sacred  min- 
.istry  by  the  consecration  of  his  little  patrimony  to  his  ador- 
able Master,  and  to  do  it,  if  it  might  be  so,  in  some  way 
connected  with  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  "  as,"  to 
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use  his  own  words,  "  it  would  afford  him  the  greatest  happi- 
ness to  be  able  to  express,  in  a  lasting  manner,  his  filial 
gratitude  to  our  Seminary  and  its  Professors."  His  name  he 
wished  to  remain  unknown.  I  thought  it  rify  duty  to  re- 
commend him  to  take  further  time  for  consideration,  sug- 
gesting certain  reasons  why  it  might  be  of  use  to  him  in 
serving  the  Church,  but  the  day  before  his  ordination  he 
returned,  earnestly  requesting  to  be  allowed  to  fulfil  his  in- 
tention ;  and  lately,  while  writing  these  very  words,  I  had  a 
letter  from  him,  referring  to  his  wishes  in  regard  to  the  funds 
already  placed  in  my  hands,  expressing  the  hope  that  at  no 
distant  day  he  may  be  able  to  add  §500  to  the  sum  before 
given,  and,  in  conclusion,  6aying,  that  the  temporary  duty 
in  which  he  was  engaged  being  nearly  disposed  of,"  he  wished 
to  hold  himself  subject  to  my  orders.  A b  uno  disce  omnesf 
This  is,  in  many  respects,  the  spirit  of  the  whole.  I  have 
seen  nowhere  in  the  Diocese  nobler  instances  of  ministerial 
self-devotion,  nor  more  admirable  qualifications  than  among 
some  of  the  recent  Alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary. 

A  large  Committee,  composed  of  Bishops,  Clergy,  and 
Laymen,  have  recently  been  engaged,  after  listening  to 
elaborate  Papers  from  the  several  Professors,  in  revising  the 
course  of  studies  and  internal  regime  of  the  Institution,  in 
order  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  possible ;  and,  I  believe,  I 
may  say  that,  just  in  proportion  as  they  have  looked  more 
closely  into  the  actual  condition  and  working  of  the  Semin- 
ary, has  their  respect  for  it  been  increased.  Possessed,  as 
the  Institution  is,  of  a  very*  large  endowment,  soon  to  become 
thoroughly  effective,  of  a  beautiful  site  in  the  midst  of  a 
city  abounding  in  facilities  for  intellectual  improvement, 
and  in  opportunities  for  being  gradually  initiated  into  the 
holy  work  in  which  they  are  to  be  engaged,  with  the  advan- 
tage of  a  Theological  Library  altogether  unequalled  in  the 
Church  in  this  country,  and  of  an  experienced  and  able, 
corps  of  instructors,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it 
will  continue,  and  in  an  enlarged  degree,  to  be  a  blessing  to 
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the  Church.  Certainly  there  is  no  reason  to  apprehend  that, 
in  the  long  run,  it  will  not  fully  maintain  its  position  and  its 
influence. 

Various  causes,  some  of  them  such  as  must  always  be  ex- 
pected to  operate  sooner  or  later  in  a  Church  constituted  as 
ours  is,  in  regard  to  the  extent  and  relation  of  its  Dioceses, 
and  some  of  them  temporary  in  their  character,  have  con- 
curred to  diminish  for  the  present  the  number  of  the  Students 
in  the  General  Seminary.  Things  will  gradually  return  to 
their  normal  condition.  Local  schools,  especially  in  the  re- 
mote Dioceses,  will,  probably  be  multiplied.  They  seem  to 
be  demanded  by  the  necessities  of  the  frontier  Dioceses; 
but,  in  the  mean  time,  this  General  and  Central  Institution, 
taking  due  care  that  it  be  kept  provided  with  thoroughly 
competent  Instructors,  and  that  it  be  pervaded  and  animated 
by  a  deep  and  fervent  religious  spirit,  will  attract  to  itself  a 
fair  proportion  of  those  Students  who  desire  a  sound  theo- 
logical education,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  enjoy  those  ad- 
vantages for  general  intellectual  improvement  which  are 
usually  found  in  a  great  city. 

In  the  year  1821,  the  Diocese  of  New  York  instituted  a 
Theological  Seminary  of  its  own,  declining  to  go  into  a  Gen- 
eral Seminary,  which  had  been  established  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  Diocese,  and  in  which,  above  all,  the  Diocese  was  to 
have  no  equitable  representation  and  influence,  correspond- 
ing to  its  numbers  and  contributions,  but  only  such  power 
of  control  as  was  possessed  by  the  feeblest  Diocese  in  the 
Union,  and  based  upon  a  common  and  equal  representation, 
like  that  which  each  Diocese  has  in  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Delegates  in  the  General  Convention.  The  Sem- 
inary of  New  York  was  speedily  encouraged  by  large  dona- 
tions, and,  had  it  continued  to  retain  its  Diocesan  character, 
there  cannot  be  a  doubt  that  it  would  have  become,  ere  this, 
one  of  the  best  endowed  institutions  in  the  country,  with 
every  advantage  for  prosecuting  efficiently  the  work  of 
theological  education. 

Bnt  a  general  feeling  arose  in  the  Church  at  large  that  all 
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interests  would  be  best  promoted  by  uniting  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  then  young  and  feeble,  and  the  Dio- 
cesan Seminary  of  New  York,  in  one  General  Theological 
Seminary,  to  be  established  in  this  State  as  the  most  central 
and  commodious  point. 

As  an  inducement  to  this  Diocese  to  surrender  the  im- 
portant advantages  6he  had  secured,  by  merging  her  insti- 
tution with  all  its  endowments  in  a  General  Seminary,  and 
in  order  to  afford  to  her  some  reasonable  security  for  a  right- 
ful influence  in  the  management  of  the  General  Institution, 
the  principle  was  established,  and  incorporated  into  the 
Constitution,  of  a  representation  by  each  Diocese  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  corresponding  to  the  number  of  Clergy 
in  that  Diocese  and  to  the  amount  of  its  contributions  to 
the  Institution.  And,  as  a  part  of  the  same  security,  as 
well  as  a  tiling  fit  and  proper  in  itself,  it  was  provided,  that 
"The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  always  meet  in  the  Diocese, 
where  the  Seminary  is  established."  In  this  arrangement, 
there  was  nothing  but  what  was  fair  and  equitable  toward 
the  Diocese  of  New  York  and  toward  the  other  Dioceses  of 
the  Union ;  and  so  far  from  her  having  secured  by  that 
arrangement  any  advantage  to  which  she  was  not  fairly  enti- 
tled, any  advantage  which  should  in  reason  expose  her  to 
unkind  feeling,  I  believe  she  surrendered  advantages  unques- 
tionably great,  and  for  which  it  may  well  be  doubted  now, 
whether  she  ever  received  any  real  equivalent.  To  these 
facts  we  may  add,  that  four  of  the  most  eminent  Professors 
have  been  appointed  from  other  Dioceses ;  and,  on  a  recent 
occasion,  when  nominations  were  made  for  one  of  the  Chairs 
in  the  Institution,  Candidates  from  other  Dioceses  were  pro- 
posed by  some  of  our  Trustees;  and,  I  believe,  the  only 
feeling  among  any  of  them,  was  a  desire  to  take  the  best 
qualified  person  who  could  be  obtained,  from  whatever 
quarter  he  might  come. 

These  matters  of  history  connected  with  the  origin  of  the 
present  General  Theological  Seminary,  are  not  always  re- 
membered by  persons  out  of  the  Diocese  ;  and,  I  am  afraid, 
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were  not  duly  considered  by  the  last  General  Convention, 
when  it  gave  its  sanction  to  two  fundamental  changes  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary ;  one  of  them  providing 
that  "  absent  Trustees  may  vote  by  proxy,  given  to  a  Co- 
Trustee  of  the  same  Diocese ;"  and  the  other  providing  that 
"  there  shall  always  be  a  meeting  of  the  Board  at  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention."  The 
idea  of  an  unlimited  proxy,  in  such  a  case,  i6  so  unsound  in 
principle  and  so  dangerous  in  practice,  that  I  cannot  sup- 
pose that  a  majority  of  the  Trustees,  whether  the  individu- 
als composing  it  belong  to  this  Diocese  or  not,  will  ever 
concur  in  the  first  of  the  proposed  amendments.  And,  in 
regard  to  the  second,  providing  for  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  out  of  the  State  by  which  it  was  chartered  and 
in  which  it  is  established,  high  legal  authorities  are  inclined 
to  hold  that  such  meetings  would  be  in  contradiction  to  any 
charter  under  State  authority,  and  the  acts  of  such  meeting 
without  force  or  validity.  I  hope  that  more  mature  re- 
flection will  lead  to  the  abandonment  of  the  idea  of  pressing 
those  proposed  amendments  in  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  but, 
if  they  should  unhappily  be  pressed,  I  trust  there  will  be  zeal 
enough  in  the  Trustees  of  this  Diocese,  and  candor  enough 
among  the  Trustees  of  other  Dioceses,  to  secure  a  non-con- 
currence of  the  Board.  Every  mark  of  respect  is  due  to-the 
General  Convention,  and  a  spirit  of  courtesy  and  modera- 
tion should  always  characterize  the  conduct  of  such  a  Dio- 
cese as  this  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  but  I  see  not  how  it 
is  possible  to  concur  in  measures  which  destroy  the  securities 
formerly  conceded  to  the  Diocese,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
they  strike  at  fundamental  principles,  and  jeopardize  the 
very  existence  of  the  Institution.  i 

Reference  having  been  made  to  the  General  Convention, 
and  that  body  having  been  in  session  since  our  last  meet- 
ing, it  may  be  expected  that  some  further  notice  of  its  pro- 
ceedings will  be  included  in  the  present  Address.  Having 
already  occupied  so  much  of  your  time,  I  can  only  glance 
at  one  or  two  thoughts  connected  with  the  character  and 
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action  of  that  highest  of  our  Ecclesiastical  Councils.  In 
the  previous  General  Convention,  as  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates,  I  had  been  a  somewhat  care- 
ful observer  of  the  composition  and  spirit  of  that  House,  of 
the  relation  between  the  two  Houses,  and  of  the  general 
course  and  tendency  of  the  deliberations  of  the  whole  body. 
Amid  much  that  was  gratifying  and  cheering,  there  was 
much  to  awaken  very  serious  reflection.  Entering  the  late 
General  Convention  as  a  member  of  the  other  House,  I 
confess  I  felt  more  interest  in  studying  the  operation  of  the 
system  than  in  carrying  through  or  opposing  any  particular 
measure.  Much  has  been  said,  and  said  very  justly,  of  the 
high  character  and  of  the  dignified,  conservative,  and 
Christian  spirit  of  the  last,  as  of  preceding  General  Conven- 
tions. They  have  usually  embraced  a  large  number  of  the 
first  men  in  the  country  for  ability  and  moral  standing,  and 
they  have  certainly  been  entitled  to  the  praise  of  having 
wholly  excluded  from  their  deliberations  those  extra-eccle- 
siastical questions,  which  have  done  so  much  to  distract  and 
divide  many  of  the  religious  bodies  by  which  we  are  sur- 
rounded. Compared  with  any  other  assembly  of  men  ever 
convened  on  this  continent,  our  General  Conventions  may 
fairly  be  contemplated  by  Churchmen  with  some  degree  of 
pride  and  satisfaction.  But  this  is  hardly  a  view,  which 
can  be  expected  fully  to  satisfy  a  thoughtful  member  of  any 
branch  of  that  Holy  Catholic  Church,  whose  existence  is 
measured  by  centuries,  and  whose  principles,  whose  polity 
and  policies,  whose  v^ry  language  and  tone  are  so  very 
critical  and  vital,  that  any  departure  from  them,  even  in 
apparently  little  things,  is  sure  to  entail  trouble  and  mischief 
in  the  future. 

The  General  Convention  is  the  Supreme  Ecclesiastical 
Council  of  our  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic.  Its  power 
is  absolute.  How  far  the  body  is  fitted  by  its  Constitution 
to  be  a  thoroughly  safe  guardian  of  the  principles  and 
polity  of  the  Church,  js  the  serious  question,  which  must 
occur  to  every  mind  which  is  accustomed  to  consider  how 
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much  more  depends  upon  the  security  of  immutable  ele- 
ments than  upon  any  ephemeral  measures,  however  impo- 
sing. Unaccustomed  as  many  of  its  members  must  always 
necessarily  be  to  the  consideration  of  those  ideas  which  lie 
at  the  foundation  of  the  ecclesiastical  system;  prone  as 
they  must  always  be  to  be  swayed  by  popular  arts,  by 
local  and  ephemeral  influences,  and  to  be  determined  in 
their  action  by  very  partial  and  limited  views ;  it  may  well 
form  a  subject  of  congratulation  that,  by  almost  common 
consent,  the  body  is  accustomed  to  restrict  its  deliberations 
to  matters  purely  administrative ; — and  the  farther  we  ad- 
vance in  our  experience  as  an  independent  branch  of  the 
Church  Catholic,  the  more,  I  believe,  will  all  thoughtful 
minds  be  found  uniting  in  the  conviction  that  the  best  hope 
which  the  Church  can  entertain  in  regard  to  that  body,  is, 
that  it  will  abstain  from  all  action  of  every  kind  that  is  not 
imperatively  demanded  for  the  extension  of  its  ordinary 
agencies. 

Much  ability  has  been  employed  in  the  construction  of  a 
system  of  Ecclesiastical  Law ;  but  we  have  too  often  legis- 
lated under  the  influence  of  passing  events ;  and  I  regard 
the  whole  attempt  which  is  now  being  made,  to  create  a 
minute  and  elaborate  penal  code,  to  provide  for  appeals, 
(likely  to  do  as  much  to  protract  dissension  and  disorder 
as  to  rectify  mistakes  or  repair  Wrongs,)  and  to  introduce 
councils  of  conciliation,  (at  the  hazard  of  disturbing  the 
relations  of  different  Dioceses  with  each  other,)  as  likely  to 
result  in  quite  as  much  of  evil  and  danger,  as  of  good.  It 
would  be  impossible  for  me  to  develope  in  this  Address  the 
reasons  which  lead  me  to  these  conclusions.  It  is  too  much 
the  tendency  of  legislation  in  the  Church  to  convert  the 
pastoral  office,  so  far  as  government  is  concerned,  into  a 
mere  executive  office,  half  divested  of  its  healing  and  reme- 
dial powers. 

In  regard  to  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  touch- 
ing the  services  of  the  Church,  it  is,  I  suppo&e,  known,  that 
my  opinion  was  not  favorable  to  it.     It  is,  of  course,  ob- 
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vions,  that  resolutions  passed  by  only  one  House  of  the 
General  Convention,  could  not  make  any  thing  to  be  law 
which  was  not  law  before.  I  thought  the  propriety  of  such 
separate  action  more  than  doubtful,  and  I  thought  it  en- 
tirely unnecessary,  there  being  already  abundant  liberty, 
under  the  law,  to  do  any  thing  that  might  fairly  be  de- 
manded by  extraordinary  circumstances, — and  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  House  of  Bishops  being,  in  my  opinion,  calcu- 
lated to  put  Clergymen  upon  making  changes,  and  trying 
experiments,  when  change  of  any  kind  was  wholly  uncalled 
for.  And  I  beg  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying,  that  in 
instances  where  divine  services  are  performed  in  a  some- 
what peculiar  way,  the  absence  of  any  public  expression  of 
disapprobation  on  my  part  is  not  always  to  be  taken  as  evi- 
dence of  unqualified  approval.  They  may  not  be  what  I 
esteem  to  be  judicious,  but  they  may  be  so  far  within  the 
range  of  a  broad  catholic  usage,  as  to  claim  a  right  to  toler- 
ation. It  is  no  part  of  the  business  of  a  Bishop  to  be  for- 
cing his  private  tastes  and  judgments  upon  a  whole  Diocese, 
when  within  the  limits  of  the  Church  there  are  abundant 
precedents  and  authorities  for  that  which  he  dislikes. 

In  this  Diocese  I  am  happy  to  6ay,  that  I  anticipate  no 
serious  evil  in  the  way  of  liturgical  eccentricity.  There  is  so 
much  harmony  and  good  feeling  in  the  Diocese,  and  such 
a  deep-rooted  traditionary  respect  for  the  Prayer  Book,  and 
for  the  Order  of  Services  to  which  we  have  been  accus- 
tomed, that  novel  devices  are  not  likely  to  find  much  favor 
among  us. 

For  the  Bishops  and  Clergy,  who  have  favored  the  recent 
movement,  I  cherish  the  warmest  regard.  One  name,  con- 
spicuously associated  with  the  interest  that  has  been  awak- 
ened, will  ever  be  dear  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  for 
services  rendered  to  humanity  and  religion ;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  some  of  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  to  infuse 
more  life  and  devotion  into  the  public  worship  of  the 
Church,  to  render  it  more  expressive  and  more  engaging, 
will  result  in  great  good. 
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But,  my  Beloved  Brethren,  let  us  not  deceive  ourselves. 
If  any  great  change  be  needed  to  enable  us  to  reach  those 
whom  we  have  not  reached,  to  enable  us  to  make  the 
Church  what  she  ought  to  be  made  as  the  light  and  blessing 
of  this  age  and  this  country,  to  make  her  stand  out  con- 
spicuously before  the  common  mind  of  the  country  as  the 
very  ark  of  God ;  the  change  that  is  required,  is  not  in  the 
Church,  not  in  her  services,  not  in  any  part  of  her  essential 
system ;  the  change  that  is  required,  reverently  and  humbly 
be  it  spoken,  is  in  ourselves!  Our  hearts  must  be  kindled 
with  more  true  devotion  !  AVe  must  be  more  holy  and 
peculiar  in  our  walk!  We  must  live  less  for  what  peo- 
ple will  say  of  us,  less,  like  the  world ;  we  must  speak  more 
directly  to  people's  hearts  and  consciences !  The  fruits  of 
the  Spirit  must  be  seen  more  conspicuously  in  our  lives,  as 
individuals  and  as  a  holy  brotherhood — love,  joy,  peace  I 
The  Church  must  be  seen,  not  so  much  arguing  and  dis- 
puting, setting  forth  her  own  divine  beauty  and  pre-eminence, 
but  on  her  knees  wrapt  in  devotion,  or  lifting  her  voice  in 
praise  and  glory  to  God !  She  must  be  seen  dealing  with 
misery  and  sin  with  a  divine  energy  and  a  divine  compas- 
sion. It  must  appear  by  manifest  tokens  that  the  Spirit  of 
the  living  God  is  hi  her,  and  that  her  sacramental  host  walk 
to  and  fro  n^ar  the  gates  of  Heaven !  that  they  have  with 
them  the  secret  and  the  power  of  the  Most  High !  Then 
will  the  hearts  of  men  be  turned  unto  theih  as  the  heart  of 
one  man !  Then  will  the  lost,  the  forsaken,  the  weary  and 
heavy  laden,  the  children  of  sin  and  sorrow  seek  unto  them 
for  the  Divine  Gift,  for  the  blessed  secret  which  earth  hath 
not  to  offer. 

Think  not  that  I  speak  to  reproach  or  to  condemn,  as  if  I 
had  been  worthy  to  exalt  myself  to  rebuke.  I  speak  as  the 
lowest  and  most  unworthy  of  you  all,  but  yet,  as  knowing 
that  if  we  would  lay  hold  on  the  hearts  of  men,  we  must 
have  life  and  grace  in  ourselves :  if  we  would  lead  men  to 
Heaven,  we  must  ourselves  go  before.

Residence  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.)  to  which  refer- 
ence |B  made  on  pages  53  and  55  of  this  Journal : — 

Ttow  Indenture,  made  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
onr  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -seven,  between  William  II. 
Hanson,  James  F.  De  Peyster,  and  Stewart  Brown,  surviving  Trustee* 
under  the  Declaration  of  Trust  hereinafter  wards  mentioned,  parties  of  the 
first  pert,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
parties  of  the  second  part.  Whereas,  William  Johnson,  Thomas  Swords,  Wil- 
liam H.  Hanson,  Christopher  Wolfe,  Thomas  I*  Ogden,  James  F.  De  Peyster, 
James  Swords,  William  Bard,  and  Stewart  Brown,  did  make  and  execute  a 
certain  Declaration  of  Trust,  bearing  date  on  the  twentieth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight, 
which  was  recorded  in  the  Office  of  Register  of  the  City  and  County  of  New 
York,  in  liber  389  of  Conveyances,  page  626.  on  the  eleventh  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1838,  whereby  they  declared  that  they  had  taken  and  did  hold  a  certain 
Dwelling-house  and  Lot  of  Land,  in  the  said  Declaration  of  Tnist.  and  in  this 
Indenture  particularly  described  theretofore,  conveyed  to  them  in  fee,  upon 
certain  trusts  in  the  said  Declaration  mentioned,  and,  amongst  others,  upon 
the  trust,  whenever  and  as  often  as  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  as  then  consti- 
tuted, or,  in  case  of  any  future  division  or  new  organization  thereof,  the 
Convention,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  that 
part  of  the  said  Diocese  in  which  the  City  of  New  York  might  be  situated, 
should,  by  resolution,  to  be  passed  by  a  constitutional  majority  thereof,  di- 
rect or  request  that  the  said  trust  estate  might  be  conveyed  to  any  Corpor- 
ation, which,  being  thereto  authorized  by  law,  should  be  willing  to  take  and 
liold  the  same,  that  the  said  Trustees  should  thereupon  grant  such  trust 
•state,  as  it  might  then  exist,  to  such  Corporation,  on  such  trusts  and  with 
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such  powers,  and  under  such  limitations,  as  the  said  Convention  should  or 
might  so  direct  and  prescribe,  but  so,  nevertheless,  thut  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  Trust  premises,  if  consisting  of  real  estate,  and  the  interest  and  income 
thereof,  if  consisting  of  personal  estate,  should  always  be  made  applicable  to 
or  towards  the  maintenance,  support,  and  necessary  expenses,  of  the  indi- 
vidual who  at  the  time  of  such  application  thereof  should  be  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  said  (then)  present  Diocese,  or,  in  case  of 
any  such  division  or  new  organization  in  tliat  |>art  thereof  in  which  the  City 
of  New  York  might  l>e  situate,  whilst  and  so  long  as  sueh  individual  should 
be  in  the  actual  exercise  and  performance  of  his  Episcopal  duties  and  func- 
tions, and  not  otherwise:  Aud  whereas  the  said  parties  of  the  first  j»art  are 
the  only  survivors  of  the  said  Trustees,  all  the  others  of  them  having  depart- 
ed this  life,  and  the  said  Trust  Estate  is  now  vested  in  the  said  survivors, 
subject  to  the  said  Trust:  And  whereas  the  Convention,  for  the  time  being, 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  in  whieh  Diocese  the  City  of  New  York  is  situ- 
ate, did,  in  the  year  1855,  and  again,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Septem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  by 
resolution,  passed  by  a  constitutional  majority  thereof,  direct  the  parties  of 
the  first  part,  to  convey  the  said  Trust  premises  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  the  parties  of  the  second  par^  after 
the  Act  for  the  I ncor juration  of  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of 
the  Diocese  of  New  York  should  have  been  so  amended  as  to  permit  such 
Trustees  to  hold  the  said  Trust  premises  and  other  real  estate  for  the  use  of 
the  Episcopate,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  if  necessary,  and  when  directed 
by  the  said  Convention:  And  whereas  the  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the 
said  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  was  amend- 
ed in  and  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  on 
the  3d  April,  1857,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  an  '  Act  to  Incoi'iioratc  the 
Trustees  for  the  Management  and  Care  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate' of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  passed  May  14,  1845,"  so  as  to  ren- 
der sueh  Corporation  capable  of  taking  and  holding  b}-  gift,  graut,  or  devise, 
and  of  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
such  Corporation,  provided  that  the  yearly  value  or  income  thereof  should 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  so  as  to  prescribe  that 
the  said  Trustees  should  have  no  power  to  depose  of  any  real  estate,  whieh 
they  might  acquire  under  the  powers  jriven  to  them  by  that  Act,  unless  under 
the  direction  of  the  said  Convention,  and  that  Mich  Trustees  should  be  bound 
to  conform  to  any  instructions  that  should  be  given  to  them,  by  the  said 
Convention,  touching  the  management  of  such  real  estate,  and  the  di<j>osition 
of  the  same,  ami  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profit*  thereof,  provided  that  such 
instructions  should  be  in  writing,  and  should  be  entered  on  the  Journals  of

second  part,  and  to  their  successors  and  assigns  forever,  all  that  certain  lot, 
piece,  or  parcel  of  land,  situate,  lying  and  Win*  in  the  Fifth  Ward  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  on  the  northerly  side  of  Franklin  Street,  and  distinguished 
in  a  certain  map  or  chart,  made  by  Charles  Loss.  City  Sun  eyor.  of  part  of 
the  estate  of  Anthony  Lispeiiard,  Esquire,  by  the  number  forty-eight.  (18.) 
formerly  known  as  number  twenty,  (20.)  and  at  present  known  us  number 
one  hundred  and  six,  (108.)  Franklin  Street,  and  which  said  lot  is  bounded

ALBANY   COUNTY. 

Grace  Church,  Albany ;  the  Rev.  J.  R  ad  cliff  Davenport,  Rec- 
tor and  Missionary. 

Number  of  families,  75.  Number  of  individuals,  about  300.  Baptisms: 
infants,  17.  Confirmed,  13.  Marriage,  1.  Burials,  9.  Communicants:  ad- 
mitted, 7  ;  removed  into  the  parish,  2 ;  removed  from  the  parish,  4 ;  died,  2 
— present  number,  89.  The  Holy  Communion:  celebrated  monthly,  also 
weekly  in  Lent,  on  all  the  great  Festivals,  and  Thursday  evening  in  Iloly 
Week.  The  Sunday  School  varies  with  the  season,  from  80  to  120.  Some  ten 
or  twelve  persons  are  employed  as  teachers  and  catechists.  The  rector  is 
uniformly  present,  and  examines  the  children  in  the  catechism.  Celebration 
of  Divine  Service :  Sundays,  morning  and  evening ;  Holy  Days,  one  Service  ; 
other  days,  daily  Prayers  in  Lent,  the  remainder  of  the  year,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays — lecture  on  Friday  evening  in  Advent  and  Lent. 

Contributions. — Bishop's  Salary,  $10;  Diocesan  Fund,  $12;  Missionary 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  $23  24 ;  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy- 
men, $6  49 ;  New  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer-Book  Society,  $3  86  ; 
Oeneral  P.  E.  S.  S.  Union,  and  Church  Book  Society,  $6  27 ;  Northern

From  November  to  July  the  Rector  was  absent  with  consent  of  the  Vestry 
and  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  in  charge  of  St  John's  Church,  St  Croix, 
W.  I.,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  llawloy,  D.  1).,  Rector  of  that  Church,  being  in  charge 
of  this  Parish.  The  clerical  services  were  thoroughly  discharged  by  him  to 
the  great  acceptance  of  the  people.  From  local  nnd  peculiar  causes,  however, 
the  growth  of  the  parish  during  the  year  past  has  not  been  so  great  as  here- 
tofore. The  same  cause,  (the  health  of  a  member  of  his  family,)  which  led  to 
a  temporary  absence  of  the  Rector,  has  made  his  resignation  necessary  in 
the  hope  of  securing  a  more  genial  climate.

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•objected  for  want  of  decent  places  and  accommodation*  for  public  worship, 
my  report  for  the  conventional  year  is  imperfect  and  uxiMtisfiactotT.  A  de- 
termined resolution  has  been  made.  that.  God  Wing  oar  helper,  we  would 
not  cease  our  prayers  and  endeavors  "  until  we  found  out  a  place  for  the  tem- 
ple of  the  Lord ;  an  habitation  for  the  mighty  God  of  'Jacob."  Subscrip- 
tions were  opened  and  aid  solicited  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  public 
worship.  While  a  few  zealous  co-operators  thoroughly  canvassed  the  town 
and  parts  adjacent,  going  from  house  to  house,  your  missionary  went  abroad 
for  several  weeks  and  obtained  from  generous-hearted  churchmen  and  many 
other  kind  friends  an  amount  sufficient,  with  the  subscriptions  received 
at  home,  to  commence  the  erection  of  a  church  edifice.  We  have  now 
the  high  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  object  of  our  fondest  wishes  accom- 
plished— a  small,  but  neat  and  beautiful  church,  completed  and  ready  for 
consecration — provided  we  can  remove  some  encumbrance-  of  indebted- 
ness, which  we  have  struggled  hard  to  avoid,  but  in  vain.  Every  man  has 
contributed  to  the  full  extent  of  his  ability.  Despairing  of  relief  from  our 
painful  pecuniary  embarrassments,  an  application  was  made  to  the  venerable 
corporation  of  Trinity  Church  for  help ;  it  did  not  meet  with  the  success  we 
had  confidently  anticipated.

To  the  foregoing  statistics,  it  is  necessary  to  add,  in  order  to  give  a  fair 
account  of  the  condition  of  the  parish,  that  during  the  last  Conventional 
year  the  chapel  at  Keeseville  has  been  enlarged  by  one  half  of  its  original 
capacity,  making  it  a  very  appropriate  edifice  for  public  worship ;  the  whole 
expense  of  which,  together  with  about  $400  of  a  floating  debt,  that  had  been 
accumulating,  since  the  organization  of  the  parish,  was  cheerfully  provided 
for  by  the  congregation.  The  Church  is  not  only  clear  of  debt,  but  this  re- 
sult has  been,  reached  without  recourse  to  aid  beyond  the  limits  of  this  con- 
gregation. The  missionary  character  of  this  parish,  which  was  alluded  to  in 
the  report  of  last  year,  has  been  fully  maintained  ;  and  missionary  services 
during  the  year  have  been  carried  farther,  and  at  greater  labor,  than  in  any 
previous  year  since  its  organization,  and  this  without  withdrawing  any  por- 
tion of  the  attention  heretofore  given  to  Keeseville.  Besides  the  regular  ser- 
vices of  Sunday  at  Keeseville,  and  those  of  the  week  days,  services  are  now 
regularly  held  once  a  fortnight,  on  Sunday,  at  Port  Kent;  once  in  four  weeks, 
at  Trout  Pond ;  and  once  in  four  weeks  at  Watson's  Patent,  for  the  benefit  of 
colonies  of  Irish  Protestants.  A  regular  course  of  visits  to  these  exiled  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  our  fatherland,  has  brought  them  effectually  under  my 
pastoral  care.  Although,  during  the  year,  the  parish  has  met  with  very  sad 
losses,  it  has  never  been  in  'a  more  prosperous  state  than  at  present  The  ef- 
fort has  been  steadily  maintained  to  make  it,  as  the  Northern  Convocation 
has  always  desired,  the  centre  of  Church  influence  for  the  Au  Sable  Valley.

In  the 
first  of  these  villages,  I  have  held  frequent  services;  and  here  three  were 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  who  visited  this  place  in  August  last  At 
Fort  Covington,  a  thrifty  village  on  the  Canada  lines,  where  I  have 
preached  a  number  of  tunes,  peculiar  circumstances,  in  the  opinion  of  some 
of  the  most  influential  persons  of  the  place,  who  are  extremely  desirous  of  the 
services  of  a  Missionary,  render  it  most  probable  that  the  Church  could  be 
immediately  established. 

I  have  preached  twice  at  Westville,  twice  at  Brush's  Mills,  and  once  at 
Moira.  A  Missionary  established  at  Lawrenceville  might  supply  these 
points,  with  every  prospect  of  encouraging  success.  All  Northern  New  York, 
is,  in  fact,  strictly  missionary  ground ;  and  never  need  a  faithful  servant  of 
his  Master  desire  a  more  interesting  field  of  duty.

The  burden  of  debt  resting  upon  our  parish  has  rendered  it  necessary  to 
direct  our  attention  almost  entirely  to  our  own  affairs,  to  the  exclusion  of 
charitable  contributions,  and  even  of  canonical  offerings,  except  in  a  few  in- 
stances specified  in  reports  of  the  treasurer.  The  increase  of  assessments  upon 
our  pews,  made  necessary  by  the  same  debt,  has  also  driven  away  some  of 
our  people,  and  deterred  others  from  joining  us;  so  that,  from  these  causes, 
as  well  as  the  making  out  of  a  new  list  of  communicants,  in  which  many 
mistakes  in  former  lists  were  corrected,  we  show  a  small  decrease  in  our  num- 
ber of  communicants.  Our  congregation  in  general  have  stood  firm  in  this 
crisis,  and  nobly  met  the  trial.  We  are  hoping  soon  to  report  a  deliverance 
from  our  crippled  condition,  and  to  bear  our  part  in  the  charities  of  the 
Church.  In  spiritual  interests,  we  have  been  prospered.  One  new  feature 
of  some  importance  in  the  parish,  is  the  formation  of  a  Sunday  morning 
Bible  class,  for  young  men,  taught  by  the  rector,  and  numbering  nearly  fifty 
members.  There  is  also  a  large  Bible  class  for  young  ladies;  an  infant  class, 
and  a  Sunday-School,  so  that  ample  provision  is  made  for  the  youth  of  the 
congregation.

Our  congregation  has  so  increased  that,  at  times,  on  Sunday  mornings,  our 
lecture  room  barely  affords  accommodation,  and  this  has  frequently  been  the 
case  even  in  the  summer  heat. 
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So  far  as  I  can  estimate  the  number  of  families  connected  witfc  the  Mission, 
I  should  say  they  cannot  fall  short  of  three  hundred.  I  can  only  give  an 
approximation  to  the  number,  the  changes  which  are  perpetually  occurring 
rendering  an  exact  account  impossible.  Assuming  this  then  as  the  number

The  parish  now  owns,  free  from  debt,  a  building  site  of  four  lots,  in  Twenty- 
sixth  street,  between  the  Sixth  and  Seventh  avenues,  and  has  besides  up- 
wards of  $1,000  in  the  Building  Fund. 

•After  five  years  of  exertion,  the  present  position  of  the  parish  has  been 
attained,  with  its  Rector  confined  to  five  hours  of  daily  teaching  in  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  The  Rector  earnestly  desires,  so 
soon  as  the  way  is  opened  for  his  support,  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  paro- 
chial work.  lie  cannot  now  do  a  tenth  part  of  what  ought  to  be  done  for 
deaf-mute  adults  and  their  families.  The  plea  of  the  parish  for  the  increase 
of  its  building  fund  is  still  before  the  Church  at  large,  with  the  prayer  that 
a  speedy  response  may  admit  of  its  services  being  held  amidst  consecrated 
courts.

Gratuitous  services  were  continued  by  the  Rector,  on  the  second  Sunday 
of  each  month,  at  the  Penitentiary,  Alms-House,  and  Work-House  on  Black- 
well's  Island,  until  the  1st  of  last  May,  when  the  Rev.  T.  M*C.  Peters  took 
exclusive  charge  of  this  Mission.  As  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Mercy,  New 
York,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that,  in  addition  to  the  money,  provisions, 
furniture,  etc.,  above  reported,  amounting,  in  all,  since  the  1st  of  October, 
1856,  to  $6,102  81,  the  same  munificent  layman,  heretofore  referred  to  in  a 
former  report,  has  provided  for  the  rent  of  a  house,  and  since  a  building  and 
lots  were  purchased,  for  the  interest  on  the  mortgage.  The  purchase  of  a 
commodious  building  and  ten  lots  of  ground,  situated  at  the  foot  of  Eighty- 
sixth  street,  at  the  North  River,  was  made  in  April  last,  at  $13,000.  Of  this, 
$4,000  has  been  paid,  and  $9,000  remains  on  mortgage.  The  building  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  institution.  A  chapel,  with  an  organ 
generously  loaned  by  the  owner,  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  House,  principally 
at  the  expense  of  St  Michael's  Church  ;  and  the  daily  services  are  conducted 
in  it  on  the  part  of  the  inmates  with  propriety  and  devotion.  There  have 
bee\i,  in  all,  since  the  commencement,  112  young  persons,  many  of  whom 
have  given  encouraging  evidence  of  reformation.  The  visits  to  the  institu- 
tions on  Blackwcll's  Island,  with  especial  reference  to  obtaining  proper  in- 
mates for  the  House  of  Mercy,  have  been  continued  through  the  past  year.

The  present  Rector  came  to  this  parish  in  the  latter  part  of  last  May.  He 
found  the  chapel  in  an  unfit  condition  to  hold  service  in.

But  the  chapel  has  been  put  in  order,  and  a  Sunday  School  organized,  and, 
from  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  June,  regular  services  held  twice  on  Sun- 
day to  the  present  time.  The  labor  and  expense  of  doing  what  has  been 
effected  is  the  Rector's  apology  for  not  having  made  the  usual  canonical  col- 
lections. This  parish  is  a  very  feeble  one.  There  are  but  few  here  that 
know  any  thing  about  our  Church  and  its  doctrines  and  worship.  It  remains 
to  be^seen  whether  a  minister  can  be  sustained  here,  and  the  Church  built 
up.  One  thing  is  certain,  without  God's  aid  and  blessing  we  cannot  hope  for 
success  to  crown  our  labors. 

The  Rector  takes  this  opportunity  to  state  to  his  Bishop  that  from  the  time 
he  resigned  his  charge  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Sing  Sing,  in  November  last,  till 
he  came  to  this  palish,  he  has  been  nearly  or  quite  every  Sunday  employed 
in  ministerial  labor.

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  and  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  parish,  Ellcn- 
ville (distant  twenty  miles  from  my  parish)  twice  on  Sunday,  and  administered 
Holy  Baptism  to  several  infants,  and  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  number  of 
communicants.  This  parish  is  one  of  the  missionary  stations  formerly  under 
the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ilawksley,  deceased.

The  class  for  confirmation  and  the  number  added  to  the  communion  show, 
it  is  hoped,  that  in  spiritual  things  the  parish  has  been  blessed  by  the  Head 
of  the  Church.  Of  the  amount  contributed  for  Parish  purposes,  $11,000  was 
a  direct  collection  for  arrearages  of  debt  It  "was  a  great  effort,  but  was  car- 
'  ried  through  successfully,  and  leaves  the  parish  with  all  its  property  entirely 
free,  the  new  rectory  included.  There  is  a  fund  for  a  Parish  School,  which, 
not  being  sufficient  to  maintain  a  proper  teacher,  has  been  allowed  by  the 
Vestry  to  accumulate. 

The  Chapel  Service,  at  a  quarter  past  five  p.  m.,  is  pretty  well  attended ; 
though  not  so  well  as  it  might  be,  since  the  hour  is  a  leisure  one  to  a  great 
many.  On  the  morning  of  a  Communion  Sunday,  the  Morning  Prayer,  with 
the  Litany,  is  said  at  nine  a.  m.  ;  the  Communion  Service,  with  sermon  or 
lecture,  is  at  eleven  a.  m.  The  service  at  nine  a.  m.  is  better  attended  than 
some  predicted  it  would  be.  The  non-communicants  are  not  dismissed  for 
the  administration  of  the  communion,  but  remain  to  the  close  of  the  whole 
service. 

The  Rector  kept  a'  memorandum  of  his  parish  visits,  exclusive  of  those  of 
the  Assistant,  for  six  months,  and  found  they  exceeded  fourteen  hundred. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Fogg  has  left  us,  and  left  many  pleasant  recollections 
behind  him,  of  himself  and  of  his  services.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  John  Scarborough,  who  bids  fair  to  be  highly  useful.

The  work  of  this  most  important  mission  has  been  going  steadily  on  during 
the  year.  In  Schoharie  for  the  want  of  a  church  the  attendance  is  compara- 
tively small.  Trinity  Church,  New  York  City,  has  made  a  generous  grant  61 
$1,000  towards  the  good  work.  The  corner-stone  has  been  laid ;  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  ere  long  the  erection  of  a  handsome  church  will  mark  the 
history  of  our  efforts  to  establish  our  worship  in  Schoharie. 

In  Middleburg,  a  chapel  has  been  erected  during  the  year  past,  and  was 
at  the  Bishop's  late  visit  occupied  for  the  first  time.  A  Church  school  has 
been  opened  at  this  place,  and  a  very  lively  and  true  interest  exists  in  the 
prosperity  and  growth  of  the  Church.  At  Fultonham,  a  village  six  miles  dis- 
tant from  Middleburg,  divine  service  has  been  regularly  celebrated  in  the 
presence  of  large  congregations.

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OTIIER  CLEEICAL  REPORTS. 

The  Provisional  Bishop  has  also  received  Reports,  according  to 
Gmon,  from  the  following  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  not  having 
Parochial  or  Missionary  charge : 

The  Rev.  N.  E.  Cornwall,  residing  in  New  York,  reports  as  fol- 
lows : 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  Sundays,  I  have  been  constantly  employed  in 
pastoral  work  in  this  Diocese  for  nearly  ten  months  past;  chiefly  by  tempo- 
rary engagements  in  St.  John's  Church,  Troy,  St.  Ann's  Church,  Brooklyn, 
and  Ascension  Church,  New  York.  On  all  the  Sundays  not  included  in  such 
engagements,  I  have  also  preached ;  in  most  instances  for  the  relief  of  dis- 
abled or  absent  pastors. 


The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes,  reports : 

That  after  the  last  annual  Convention,  he  spent  six  Sundays  in  New  Jersey, 
and  tw,o  in  Philadelphia;  that  in  the  month  of  November  he  sailed  for  the 
state  of  Texas,  for  the  purpose  of  spending  the  winter  months  there,  and 
thus  of  avoiding  the  cold  of  the  northern  latitudes;  that  in  Texas  he  had  the 
charge*  for  several  months  of  Christ  Church,  Houston,  and  performed  minis- 
terial duty  on  five  Sundays  in  other  places ;  that  on  his  return  to  the  north, 
in  the  month*  of  May  and  June,  he  officiated  on  Whit-Sunday,  in  Memphis* 
Tennessee;  on  Trinity  and  the  following  Sunday,  in  Terre  Haute,  Indiana; 
and  on  a  week-day,  in  "Worthington  in  the  same  State,  (a  part  of  the  field,  in 
former  days,  of  his  missionary  operations ;)  that  one  Sunday  in  June,  and  one  in 
July,  were  spent  in  New  Jersey ;  and  that  twelve  Sundays  have  lately  been 
devoted  to  the  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Since  some  time  in  the  month  of  Jul}-,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry 
of  St.  Mary's,  Castleton,  Richmond  county,  he  has  been  officiating  in  that 
church.  The  official  acts  performed  by  him  in  Texas  have  been  duly  re- 
ported to  the  Bishop  who  had  charge  of  that  Diocese.  Baptisms  in  New 
York,  one  infant,  belonging  to  Castleton ;  collection  in  St.  Mary's,  Castleton, 
for  th#  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  $10 ;  Communicants  registered 
and  habitually  communicating  in  said  parish,  23.  The  Parochial  School 
mentioned  in  the  late  Rector's  report,  has  not  yet  been  revived. 

lie  has  officiated  on  every  Sunday  during  the  year,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  three  that  were  spent  on  board  of  a  vessel  at  sea ;  on  Christmas, 
Day,  Ash-Wednesday,  and  Good  Friday,  and  on  many  week-days  during  the 
season  of  Lent,  and  subsequently. 
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Hie  Rev.  Johk  Dowdnkt  reports  as  follows : 

As  a  Presbyter  of  your  Diocese,  I  beg  leave  to  report^  that,  daring  my  ab- 
sence from  the  United  States,  I  have  very  frequently  officiated  in  the  way 
of  preaching  and  administering  the  Sacraments  of  the  Church.  In  the  Dio- 
ceses of  St  Asaph,  Exeter  and  London,  I  assisted  three  of  the  clergy  of  our 
mother  Church  with  the  kind  permission  of  the  Bishops  of  those  Dioceses. 

In  November  last,  I  left  England  for  a  tour  of  observation  and  study  in 
the  East,  and  have  just  returned  with  renewed  health  and  strength,  This 
tour  included  Egypt,  Nubia,  Arabia,  Petrea,  Palestine,  Syria,  Asia  Minor, 
Turkey  and  Greece.  Spain  and  Portugal,  with  other  portions  of  Continental 
Europe,  I  also  visited.  I  officiated  in  Egypt  on  eight  Sundays,  and  on  five 
Sundays  in  the  deserts  of  Arabia  Petrtea.  It  was  also  my  privilege  to  offici- 
ate on  Mount  Zion,  Jerusalem,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Gobat  I  also  offici- 
ated in  Greece,  Austria  and  Prussia ;  and  in  Spain  under  the  protection  of 
our  consul  at  Cadiz.  At  the  request  of  the  excellent  Bishop  of  Gibraltar,  I 
preached  on  board  the  steamer  Indus  on  our  way  from  Malta,  and  at  Gib- 
raltar on  two  occasions.  At  Acaba,  in  Arabia  Petnea'  it  was  my  melan- 
choly duty  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  of  the  Rev.  William  P.  Lunt,  D.  D.,  of 
Quincy,  Massachusetts. 

During  my  long  and  extensive  tour,  I  sought  opportunities  for  officiating 
as  a  priest  of  the  Church  of  God.  I  regret,  however,  that  I  could  not  be 
more  steadily  engaged  in  the  duties  of  my  sacred  calling.  I  have  thus  been 
able,  through  the  divine  blessing  and  protection,  to  accomplish  what  I  have 
had  in  view  for  many  years — a  pilgrimage  to  the  holy  places  in  Palestine. 

I  shall  endeavor  in  a  short  time  to  return  home  and  to  the  duties  of  my 
office. 

Lomdoh,  Sept  11, 1857. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Gardiner  reports  as  follows  : 

Up  to  December  last  he-  continued  Missionary  in  Northern  New  York. 
Since  that  time  he  has  officiated  frequently  in  various  jwirishes  in  New  York 
city,  Brooklyn  and  vicinity ;  occasionally  performing  every  function  of  his 
sacred  office. 

The  details  of  such  duty  are  included  in  other  Parochial  Reports, 

The  Rev.  John  Grigo  reports  as  follows : 

Since  my  resignation  of  Grace  Church,  Port  Jervis,  on  the  1st  of  December 
last,  I  performed  Divine  Service  and  .preached  many  Sundays  from  that 
period  to  the  middle  of  June  of  this  year  for  many  of  the  settled  clergy  of 
our  Church  in  this  and  other  dioceses ;  and  from  the  latter  period  to  the 
present  time,  I  have  been  supplying  St  Peter's  Church,  Freehold,  New  Jer- 
sey, during  the  temporary  absence  of  its  Rector. 
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The  Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard,  residing  at  Yonkers,  reports  as  fol- 
lows: 

Since  our  last  Convention,  I  have  rendered  the  following  services : — 
One  Sunday  I  preached  to  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
South  Yonkers;  one  Sunday  for  the  Rector  of  the  church  at  Upper  Morria- 
ania ;  one  Sunday  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  at  Piermont ;  one  Sunday  for 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Coffey,  at  East  Chester,  and  one  half  day  for  the  Rev.  I>r.  Car- 
ter, in  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers.  I  have  usually  aided  him  on  Communion 
occasions  in  the  chancel  services,  and  have  also  officiated  at  two  funerals. 


The  Rev.  James  E.  Kenny,  Deacon,  reports  as  follows : 

Since  my  ordination,  on  the  17th  of  August,  I  have  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bost- 
wick  in  the  service  four  times ;  have  read  service  and  preached  once  in  Fort 
Edward,  once  in  Sandy  Hill,  three  times  in  Fortsville,  and  six  times  in  South 
Glenn's  Falls.  In  the  latter  place  1  have  organized  a  Sunday  School,  num- 
bering four  teachers  and  twenty-live  scholars,  which  I  superintend  myself 

1  have  found  a  few  communicants,  numbering  eight  or  ten,  in  the  country 
adjoining  Gannsvoorts  and  Fortsville  ;  but  they  are  so  scattered,  that  it  is  a 
hard  matter  to  get  them  together. 


The  Rev.  Edward  N.  Mead,  Tarrytown,  Westchester  County, 
respectfully  reports : 

That  since  the  date  of  his  last  report,  he  has  been  constantly  engaged  in 
the  performance  of  ministerial  duty,  chiefly  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Beech  wood, 
Westchester  county;  where  each  Sunday  ho  officiates,  or  assists  in  divine  ser- 
vice, preaching,  and  the  administration  of  the  sacraments.  He  continues  still 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Nichols,  residing  at  Greenfield,  Connecticut,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

I  hereby  respectfully  report,  that  1  have  performed  religious  services  for 
my  clerical  brethren  whenever  requested  and  my  health  permitted. 


The  Rev.  James  Philson  reports  as  follows : 

At  the  close  of  last  year  I  came  into  this  Diocese  from  Mississippi.     From 
the  22d  of  February  to  the  present  time  I  have  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
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Morrisania,  Westchester  county.  Daring  this  time  services  have  been  held 
twice  every  Sunday,  (except  on  two  occasions,)  and  once  every  Friday  during 
Lent  I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once  a  month  and  on  the 
high  Festivals ;  have  baptized  10  children  and  buried  5. 


The  Rev.  Oliver  S.  Pbxscott  reports  to  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Potter, 
Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York : 

That  availing  himself  of  an  offer  made  by  certain  laymen  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  the  17th  of  June  he  opened  a  chapel  provided  for  him,  and 
on  the  17th  of  August  he  had  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  his  resignation, 
on  the  ground  that  further  connection  with  the  enterprise  in  which  he  found 
himself  involved,  was  "  neither  desirable  nor  excusable."  Ilia  reasons  for  this 
decision  he  has  made  known  to  you  in  another  way.    Baptism,  1 ;  burials,  2. 


Hie  Rev.  6.  H.  Satrks,  residing  at  Jamaica,  L.  L,  reports : 

That  he  has  been  able  only  to  perform  a  few  and  occasional  services  during 
the  past  year. 


The  Rev.  Jesse  A.  Spencer,  D.  D.,  reports  as  ibllows : 

During  the  past  conventional  year,  I  have  been  occupied  to  a  large  extent 
in  the  public  duties  of  the  priestly  office. 

By  invitation  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  New  York.  1  took 
charge  of  the  parish,  during  the  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  commencing  my 
labors  November  1st,  1856,  and  closing  them  March  7th,  1857. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  1857,  I  have  been 
officiating  in  the  Chapel  at  College  Point,  Long  Island. 

Beside  these  engagements,  hardly  a  Sunday  has  passed  without  my  per- 
forming duty  in  aid  of  some  of  the  brethren ;  and  1  have  frequently  been 
called  upon  to  visit  the  sick  and  the  dying,  to  administer  to  the  poor,  <£c. 

The  sum  total  of  duty  performed  is  as  follows:  read  prayers  and  assisted 
in  public  services,  73  times;  preached,  41  times;  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  13  times;  baptized  2  children;  married  7  couples;  buried  5 
persona 


The  Rev.  B.  F.  Taylor  reports : 

That  since  the  last  Convention  I  have  preached  twice  (in  many  instances 
three  times)  every  Lord's  day ;  have  solemnized  3  marriages,  baptized  9  chil- 
dren, and  attended  12  funerals.  I  have,  also,  according  to  my  ability,  visited 
and  supplied  the  necessities  of  the  sick  poor. 
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Hie  Rev.  R.  Travis,  Jr.,  reports : 

Since  my  last  report,  which  was  incorporated  with  that  of  the  late  Rector 
of  St  Andrew's  parish,  Richmond,  Richmond  county,  I  have  preached  120 
sermons,  officiated  at  22  funerals,  baptized  24  persons,  (20  children  and  4 
adults,)  and  performed  5  marriages.  Also,  for  four  months  succeeding  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Moore,  (from  September  30  to  February  5,)  I  performed 
the  entire  parochial  work  of  both  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Richmond,  and 
Trinity  Chapel,  Factory  ville,  of  which  I  was  the  Assistant-Minister.  On  As- 
cension Day,  (May  24th),  I  resigned  my  position  in  this  parish.  Since  then 
I  have  been  engaged  most  of  the  time ;  and  though  having  had  various  invi- 
tations to  parishes,  I  have,  for  personal  considerations,  as  yet  accepted  no 
permanent  position.     I  am  at  the  present  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Turner,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Biblical  Learn- 
ing and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture  in  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  makes  the  following  report : 

In  compliance  with  the  Canon,  the  undersigned  respectfully  states  to  the 
Bishop  that,  in  addition  to  his  Seminar}'  duties,  he  1ms  officiated  during  the 
past  year  on  several  occasions;  sometimes  for  some  of  his  reverend  brethren, 
now  and  then  at  "  the  Home,"  and,  during  the  Seminary  vacation,  three  times 
at  Salisbury,  in  Connecticut,  and  six  times  at  Manchester,  Vermont 


The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Van  Kleeck,  D.  D.,  Secretary  and  General 
Agent  of  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  reports  as 
follows : 

During  the  year  I  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties  as  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  1  have  conducted  the  corre- 
spondence of  the  office,  edited  the  publications  of  the  Domestic  Committee, 
and  have  preached  101  sermons,  and  delivered  13  missionary  addresses  at 
various  Missionary  meetings,  Convocations,  and  Conventions  of  the  Church. 
These  services  have  been  performed  in  the  Dioceses  of  Maine,  Connecticut,  New 
York,  Western  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  and  Michigan. 

I  have  also  baptized  1  adult  person  and  9  infants,  in  all  10 ;  have  married  1 
couple,  and  officiated  at  two  funerals 
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The  Rev.  William  Walton,  D.  D.,  residing  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  reports  as  follows,  for  one  year  to  the  30th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1857,  inclusive : 

Said  prayers,  or  agisted  in  the  same,  121  times ;  preached  in  churches  in 
the  city  and  vicinity,  53  times ;  baptized  2  infants,  (public,)  entered  on  the 
register  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Evangelists;  funeral,  1,  (a  man,)  entered 
on  same;  Iloly  Communion  administered  7  times,  (publicly;)  assisted  in  the 
same,  7  times,  (publicly.) 

The  Rev.  Henry  Dana  Ward,  Rector  of  Young  Ladies'  Institute, 
New  York,  reports  as  follows : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  his  ministerial  acts  of  the  past  year, 
besides  daily  attendance  at  the  Young  Ladies'  Institute.  Performed  and  as- 
sisted to  perform  the  Communion  Service,  12  times;  baptisms,  4,  infants; 
Funeral  Service,  1 ;  preached,  39  times ;  read  the  Service  in  church,  50  times. 

The  Rev.  Gordon  Winslow,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Marine  Hos- 
pital, and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Gfcneral  Agent  of  the 
Pastoral  Mission  for  Emigrants  in  the  Port  of  New  York,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

During  the  past,  year  there  have  been  received  into  the  Marine  Hospital 
about  two  thousand  persons,  and  into  Quarantine  about  six  thousand,  who 
wore  detained  during  the  period  of  probation  required  by  law.  These  two 
classes  comprise  my  tield  of  labor  as  chaplain. 

The  mission,  or  agency,  in  the  city  and  vicinity,  (under  the  patronage  of 
the  Bishop.)  embraces  all  the  relatives  or  friends  of  the  above  inmates  of  Hos- 
pital and  Quarantine,  (numbering  many  thousands,)  with  whom  they  are 
anxious  to  communicate.  This  work  involves  a  large  amount  of  what  may 
be  termed  strictly  parochial  labor  in  the  city,  and  an  extensive  correspond- 
ence throughout  our  own  country  and  abroad.  Much  time  has  necessarily 
been  given  to  this  department. 

I  have  performed  services,  and  preached  every  Sunday,  generally  twice, 
administering  the  Holy  Communion  every  month.  Baptized:  infants,  37. 
Marriages,  4.  Burials,  147.  Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed,  luon.  Tract* 
distributed,  about  l<)O,i>0O  pages,      l'rayer  Books,  ,r>0  copies. 

The  labors  of  the  mission,  I  am  happy  to  find,  have  met  with  many  evi- 
dences of  favor,  and  have  generally  been  attended  with  most  gratifying  re- 
sults. I  am  thankful  to  acknowledge  in  this  place  the  receipt  of  substantial 
aid  and  encouragement  from  several  individual*  towards  the  support  of  the 
mission,  and  especially  from  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church.  Such  material  aid 
being  essential  to  the  existence  nf  the  minion,  1  have  every  confidence  that 
it  will  be  continued  so  long  as  the  necessity  exists.

THE    PROCEEDINGS 


CONVENTION. 


New  York,  Feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels, 
Wednesday,  September  29,  1858. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning 
in  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
by  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  George  Waters,  Rector 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Kingston,  Ulster  county,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  C.  Rogers,  Rector  of  Bethesda  Church,  Saratoga 
Springs,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Putnam,  Rector  of  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer,  Brooklyn,  who  read  the  Lessons,  and  the  Rev. 
Henry  E.  Montgomery,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation, 
New  York,  who  said  the  Creed  and  Collects.  The  Rev.  Benjamin 
I.  Haight,  D.  D.,  an  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  New 
York,  said  the  Litany.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Provisional  Bishop 
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of  the  Diocese ;  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Rector 
of  Calvary  Church,  New  York,  reading  the  Epistle  ;  and  the  Rev. 
William  Berrian,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
reading  the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  D.  Jackson,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Westchester. 
In  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Provisional  Bishop 
was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Berrian,  Creighton,  McVickar, 
Brown,  Hawks,  and  Theodore  Irving  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provisional 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  when  one  hundred  and  forty-six  answered  to  their  names, 
and  took  their  seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Luther  Bradish.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegatus  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  and  sixteen  par- 
ishes appeared  and  took  their  seats.f 

'A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Committee  on  the  Examination  of  the  Certificates  of  Lay 
Delegates  reported,  That  the  certificate  from  tho  Church  du 
St.  Esprit,  New  York,  contained  the  names  of  Four  Delegates ; 
the  Constitution  allowing  only  three,  and  the  Convention  having 
no  power  to  select  such  number  from  those  appointed.  Aud  that 
a  certificate  had  been  presented  from  Emmanuel  Church,  Brook-

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lyn ;  which  Church  is  not  on  the  List  of  Churches  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  but  purports  to  be  the  same  as  that  hitherto  known 
on  the  List  as  the  Free  Church  of  the  Good  Angels,  Brooklyn, 
having  so  changed  its  name  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  certificate  from  the  Church  du  St.  Esprit,  New 
York,  be  referred  back  to  that  Church  in  order  to  their  designation 
of  the  Delegates  who  are  to  compose  the  number  required  by  the 
Constitution. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  certificate  from  Emmanuel  Church,  Brooklyn, 
be  laid  upon  the  table  for  the  present ;  and  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Standing  Committee  required  to  be  appointed  on  the  "  Incor- 
poration of  Churches,"  to  examine  whether  the  proper  legal  steps 
have  been  taken  for  changing  the  name  of  said  Church  from  that 
of  "Free  Church  of  Good  Angels,"  to  that  of  "Emmanuel 
Church ;"  arid  whether  it  is  expedient  for  such  change  to  bo  made 
in  the  List  of  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese ;  and  if  so,  to  report 
a  resolution  requiring  this  to  be  done. 

The  President  announced  the  Vllth  Rule  of  Order  on  the  ad- 
mission of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Creighton,  the  vole  by  ballot  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigcnbrodt, 
D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Floyd  Smith,  Esq.,  ballot  was  unanimously  dis- 
pensed with,  and  C.  N.  S.  Rowland,  Esq.,  was  elected  Treasurer. 
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The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton  the  As- 
sistant Secretary.

These  applications  were,  on  motion  of  the  Secretary,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches. 

The  Provisional  Bishop  laid  before  the  Convention  a  List  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  as  required  by  Canon  I. 

Hie  Secretary  having  informed  the  House  of  a  Communication 
on  the  table  to  the  Right  Rev.  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, from  the  Rev.  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  respecting  proposed 
Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church ;  it  was,  by  request  of  the  House,  read  as  follows  : 

"  Philadelphia,  April  27*A,  1858. 
"  Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

"It  is  made  iny  duty  by  the  50th  Canon  of  1832,  to  give  you,  as 
1  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  the  Diocese'  of  New  York,  *  particular 
notice,9  that  the  following  Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  were  *  proposed,'  at  the  General  Convention 
of  the  same,  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  October  of  1856.  To 
wit : — instead  of  'Article  III.'  as  now  in  force,  the  following, 

ARTICLE  TIL 

"  Whenever  General  Conventions  arc  held,  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
shall  form  a  separate  House,  with  the  right  to  originate  and  propose 
acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  all  acts  must 
pass  both  Houses. 

"And  instead  of  'Article  VI.'  the  following, 
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ARTICLE  VL 

*•  The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Con- 
vention. The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose  shall  be  composed  of 
Bishops  only.  In  every  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and 
Deacons  may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  but  the 
General  Convention  may  establish  a  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  revision 
of  the  decision  of  Diocesan  Courts.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
sentence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  Ministry, 
on  any  Clergyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon.  Such  Court 
of  Appeals  not  to  revise  the  determination  of  any  question  of  fact 
"  I  remain,  Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

"  Very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant, 

"  M.  A.  De  Wolfe  Howe. 
"  Secretary  of  Hause  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies* 
"The  Right  Rev.  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Now  York." 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Amendments  proposed  by  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1850  to  be  made  in  the  Articles  III.  and  VI.  of  the 

Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three,  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  Convention. 

The  President  appointed,  as  this  Committee,  the  Rev.  Francis  L. 
Hawks,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  Rev.  Edward  Y.  Higbee,  D.  D.,  and 
the  Hon.  John  A.  Dix. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  House,  that  he  had  received  from 
the  Rev.  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  a  letter,  acknowledging,  with  cordial 
thanks,  the  action,  had  by  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
respecting  a  Communication  formerly  made  by  him  to  this  House. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 
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Thursday,  Sept.  30,  ninjb  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  Henry  Black, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Sing  Sing ;  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Thomp- 
son, of  the  Diocese  of  Quebec,  Canada  East,  reading  the  lessons. 

Hie  Secretary  having  informed  the  Convention  that  the  Right 
Rev.  the  Provisional  Bishop  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  Session  ;  on  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  be  requested  to  take  the  Chair. 

Hie  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  thereupon  took  the  Chair. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

Lay  Delegates  from  several  Parishes,  from  which  no  Certificates 
were  yesterday  received,  presented  Certificates ;  which  were  ap- 
proved ;  and  the  Delegates  took  their  seats.* 

Of  the  Clergy,  not  present  yesterday,  several  answered  to  their 
names,  and  took  their  seats.f 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of 
the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  the  Order  of  the 
Day  at  12  o'clock  m.

COMMITTEE    ON    ARTICLE    III.     OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  committed  by  the  last  Convention  the 
further  consideration  of  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution  with  all 
Amendments  thereto  proposed,  have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion, with  the  benefit  of  the  discussion  to  which  their  former  Report 
gave  rise ;  and,  as  the  result  of  their  most  careful  deliberation,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  present  Third  Ar- 
ticle of  the  Constitution : 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officiating  Ministers, 
being  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  this* 
Diocese  which  is  in  union  with  this  Convention ;  of  Clergymen  em- 
ployed as  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention  ;  of 
Clergymen  regularly  engaged  in  Ministerial  or  Educational  Duty, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
and  who  have  been  canonical ly  resident  therein,  and  engaged  as 
aforesaid  for  the  space  of  one  year ;  of  Clergymen,  who  through 
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age  or  bodily  infirmity,  have  become  incapable  of  Ministerial  Duty, 
and  who,  at  the  time  of  their  becoming  disabled,  were  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention  ;  and  of  Lay  Members  consisting  of  not  ex- 
ceeding three  Delegates  from  each  Church,  which  is  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congregation. 

But  no  Deacon  who  cannot,  under  the  Canons,  be  settled  over  a 
Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Convention.

whether  it  be  expedient  for  such  a  change  to  be  made  in  the*  List 
of  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese,  reported  certified  documents 
showing  that  such  legal  steps  had  been  taken,  viz. : 

1.  Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Corporation  of  said  Church 
directing  application  to  be  made  to  the  proper  authorities  for  the 
change  of  name. 
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2.  The  Application  containing  reason  for  the  change,  which  was, 
that  for  about  three  years  they  have  endeavored  to  build  up  their 
parish  on  the  Free  Church  system  ;  but  now,  having  become  con- 
vinced that  it  is  impracticable  to  do  so,  desire  to  change  it  to  the 
pew  system,  (that  is,  the  renting  and  selling  of  the  pews  to  pro- 
vide for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Church,)  for  which  purpose 
their  name  was  inconsistent.

OF    THE    MISSIONARY    COMMITTEE. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  Report : 

That  the  financial  burden,  with  which  they  commenced  the  year,  they 
have  borne  to  its  close. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that,  at  the  last  Convention,  the  Missionary 
Treasury  was  $2,400  in  arrears,  even  after  reckoning,  as  paid,  promises 
which  in  fact  were  not  realized  till  this  year  had  considerably  advanced. 

Had  the  Committee  simply  had  the  expenses  of  the  present  year  to 
meet,  their  anxiety  would  have  been  less.  For  they  are  happy  to  state, 
that,  though  the  receipts  from  individuals  and  legacies  this  year  are 
smaller  than  during  the  preceding  year,  yet  the  amount  of  collections 
from  parishes  is  larger. 

Thus  the  receipts  this  year  from  individual  sources  are  less  than 

last  by  above $800  00 

While  parochial  collections  this  year  have  exceeded  the  last  by  about  1, 1 00  00 

The  total  receipts*  for  the  year  are 9,789  53 

But  we  are  still  left  with  the  old  deficiency,  which  is  felt  by  our  Mis- 
sionaries with  increasing  distress.  They  have  come  to  this  Convention, 
not  only  with  forebodings  as  to  the  quarterly  payments  due  next  Friday, 
October  1st,  but  in  several  cases  oppressed  with  the  non-payment  of 
their  stipends  due  the  1st  of  last  July. 

Tour  Committee  cannot  think  any  of  these  missionaries  will  be  suf- 
fered to  return  from  this  Convention  to  their  stations  with  their  last 
quarter's  stipend  unpaid. 

If  the  $1,000  for  the  last  quarter  were  supplied,  it  is  believed  that  the 
plan  about  to  be  proposed  will  secure  sufficient  means  to  meet  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  future. 

The  present  deficiency,  and  lack  of  adequate  income  heretofore,  are 
attributable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  mainly  to  the  want  of 
information  in  regard  to  the  true  condition  of  things  in  the  Diocesan 

+|Tbis  includes  the  sums  raised  by  special  exertion  at  the  close  of  the  last 
Convention. 
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Missionary  field  We  are  satisfied,  that  if  the  interesting  facts,  con- 
stantly occurring,  were  spread  before  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  the 
sympathies  of  the  Church  would  be  aroused,  and  a  sufficiency  "of  means 
realized  to  carry  on  this  most  needful  and  most  promising  work. 

Your  Committee  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  incur  the  expense  of  Agents 
to  lay  before  the  Parishes  the  information,  which  the  Clergy  so  naturally 
desire.  The  press  has  failed  to  be  an  effective  instrument  for  our  pur- 
pose, in  consequence  of  the  accumulating  matter  of  this  kind  almost 
necessarily  remaining  unread.  How  then  shall  the  Congregations  be  in- 
formed and  stimulated  to  sustain  the  present  noble  band  of  Missionaries 
who  are  carrying  on  this  work  of  Christ  in  the  Diocese,  and  so  multiply 
our  points  of  operation  ? 

It  has  occurred  to  your  Committee,  that  no  one  can  disseminate  this 
information  so  well  as  he,  the  Chief  Missionary  in  the  Diocese,  who  has 
gathered  it  from  personal  observation  of  the  wide-spread  field,  which  is 
now  white  for  the  harvest,  and  who,  as  the  spiritual  Father  of  the  whole  . 
diocesan  family,  can,  with  so  much  propriety,  appeal  to  the  strong  to 
aid  the  weaker  portions  of  the  household  of  faith.  And  nothing,  they 
are  assured,  would  give  the  Bishop  greater  pleasure  than  to  have  oppor- 
tunity to  address  the  Clergy  and  Laity  in  their  respective  Parishes  on  a 
subject  so  vital  to  "the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Collection  in  behalf  of  Diocesan  Missions  be  made  in 
each  Parish,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bishop's  Visitation,  when  consistent 
with  parochial  arrangements.

That,  in  accordance  with  the  instruction  given  them  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, the  draft  of  a  bill  for  the  Incorporation  of  Trustees,  which  was 
approved  by  the  last  Convention,  was,  after  a  careful  revision  and  alight 
amendment,  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State  at  their  last  Ses- 
sion, by  a  Senator  from  New  York,  together  with  a  petition  from  your 
Committee,  stating  briefly  the  reason  why  such  an  Act  of  Incorporation 
should  be  granted. 

That,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  said  Petition  and  Bill,  the  same 
were  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate,  and  were  by 
that  body  reported  upon  favorably  and  without  amendment ;  but  that, 
owing  to  the  press  of  other  business,  no  further  action  was  had  thereon 
at  the  said  Session. 

Your  Committee  further  Report, — That  they  think  it  proper  to  renew 
the  application  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  Session,  and  with  a  reason- 
able hope  of  the  passage  of  the  Act ;  of  which  a  copy,  as  reported  by 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate,  is  hereto  appended ;  and  respect- 
fully ask  to  be  continued  for  that  purpose.

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"An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

u  gection  I.  John  Jay,  Murray  Hoffman,  Luther  Bradish,  John  R. 
Livingston,  John  A.  Dix,  James  F.  De  Peyster,  and  their  successors, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  bod}'  corporate,  under  the  title  of  the  *  Trus- 
tees of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  New  York.1 

"  Section  IL  The  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
a  board  of  six  Trustees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  Act  shall  be  the  first  Trustees  of  the  said  corporation. 

"  Section  TIL  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  in  three 
classes :  The  term  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight ;  the  term  of  the  second  class 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October,  following ;  the  term  of  the  third 
class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October,  thence  ensuing.  The  va- 
cancies in  the  said  classes  shall  be  filled  as  they  occur  by  two  laymen, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese, 
at  its  regular  Annual  Meeting  in  each  year ;  the  Trustees  so  to  be  elected 
shall  hold  the  said  office  for  three  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  their  predecessors.  The  Acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

"  Section  IV.  The  said  Trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold 
for  the  creation  and  accumulation  of  said  fund,  real  and  personal  estate 
to  such  an  amount  that  the  annual  income  accruing  therefrom  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  be  devoted  in  part 
to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  ministers  of  the  said  Church 
engaged  in  parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  this  portion  of 
the  fund  shall  be  called  '  Fund  for  Clerical  support, '  and  in  part  to  the 
purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the  limits  of 
organized  Parishes  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  communion  with  the  said 
Church,  and  which  shall  be  called  l  Fund  for  Parsonage  aid.1  All  real 
and  personal  property,  conveyed  or  given  to  the  said  Trustees  without 
specification  as  to  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  equally  to 
the  two  purposes,  but  all  donors  to  the  fund  by  gift  or  devise  may  spe 
cify  whether  the  same  is  to  be  appropriated  for  l  Clerical  support '  or 
for  *  Parsonage  aid/  and  a  separate  account  shall  be  kept  of  the  por- 
tions of  the  fund  devoted  to  these  purposes. 
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"  Section  V.  In  the  distribution  of  these  funds,  regard  shall  be  had  by 
the  Trustees,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  to  the  equal  neces- 
sities of  the  ministers  of  the  Parishes  applying  for  the  same,  without 
prejudice  or  favor. 

"Section  VI.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Trus- 
tees shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  or  at 
such  other  time  as  they  may  appoint,  and  after  determining  the  amounts 
of  moneys  to  be  distributed  for  the  ensuing  year,  they  shall  consider 
the  applications  for  assistance  which  may  then  have  been  received ;  such 
applications  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  either  by  the  minister  or  by  order 
of  the  vestry  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  state  the  facts  essential  to  a  full 
understanding  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the  amounts 
already  contributed  or  secured  towards  the  support  of  the  minister,  or 
for  the  erection  of  a  parsonage,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  said  applica- 
tion shall  be  separately  considered  by  the  Trustees,  and  a  minute  made 
of  their  decision  thereon,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
refusing  the  same,  if  the  application  be  rejected.  In  no  case  shall  the 
amount  awarded  from  the  funds  be  more  than  one  half  of  the  amount 
already  contributed  or  secured,  as  may  satisfactorily  appear  by  the 
written  application.  And  in  making  grants  from  the  fund  in  aid  of  par- 
sonages, in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  from  the  said  fund,  except 
upon  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  that  all  the  remaining 
moneys  necessary  to  the  purchases  of  a  glebe  or  erection  of  the  parson- 
age are  secured,  and  that  no  debt  or  incumbrance  will  remain  thereon. 

"  Section  VII.  The  Trustees  shall  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  at  their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  fund,  of 
all  applications  for  assistance  therefrom,  of  the  grants  made,  with  the 
conditions,  if  any,  attached  thereto  ;  and  of  the  applications  which  have 
been  refused  and  the  reasons  for  the  refusal  thereof,  and  a  duplicate 
copy  of  such  Report  shall  also  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Comptroller 
of  the  State. 

"  Section  VIII.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  receive  by 
donations  or  devise  moneys  and  land,  devoted  by  the  giver  to  the  pur- 
poses of  clerical  support  and  parsonage  aid  in  particular  Parishes  within 
the  said  Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and  apply  the  same  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  the  condition  attached  to  any  such  donation  or  devise. 

"  Section  IX.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.', 
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The  Committee  also  append  to  their  Report  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Besohed,  That  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Aid  be  continued. 

This  resolution  appended  to  the  Report  was  adopted.

The  Trustees  further  Report, — That  they  have  endeavored  to  effect  a 
sale  of  the  property  known  as  the  Episcopal  Residence,  but  have  hith- 
erto been  unable  to  do  so.  They  have,  however,  let  the  house  for  one 
year  from  the  first  of  May,  1858,  at  an  annual  rent  of  $1,000,  making  a 
deduction  of  $100  from  that  sum  as  an  allowance  to  the  tenant  for  repairs. 
This  was  the  best  rent  they  were  able  to  obtain.  The  Convention  have 
directed  the  Trustees  to  pay  to  Bishop  Onderdonk,  out  of  the  rent  of 
the  Episcopal  Residence,  or  the  income  to  be  derived  from  the  proceeds 
thereof  in  case  it  should  be  sold,  the  sum  of  $1,000  annually  for  the 
rent  of  a  house  suitable  and  convenient  for  his  occupancy.  But  by  the 
terms  of  the  trust  deed,  under  which  the  property  is  now  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  no  part  of  the  rent  or  income  derived 
therefrom,  or  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  can  be  applied  to 
the  benefit  of  Bishop  Onderdonk  during  the  continuance  of  his  present 
relations  to  the  Diocese.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  to  carry  out 
the  manifest  intentions  of  the  Convention,  the  Trustees  have  resolved 
to  pay  to  Bishop  Onderdonk  out  of  the  Disposable  Fund,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  nett  rent  or  income  they  may  derive  from  the  Episcopal 
Residence,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  in  case  it  should  be  sold, 
not  to  exceed  $1,000  per  annum,  and  have  informed  Bishop  Onderdonk 
of  such  resolution.  The  deductions  from  the  current  rent  will  be  for 
Taxes,  Insurance,  feepairs,  and  the  expenses  of  letting  the  property  and 
collecting  the  rents.  The  Trustees  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
provision  for  the  payment  to  Bishop  Onderdonk  of  an  allowance  for 
house  rent,  contemplated  by  the  resolutions  of  the  Convention  above 
alluded  to,  should  be  made  expressly  from  the  Disposable  Fund,  as  it  is 
not  in  the  power  of  the  Convention  or  of  the  Trustees  to  divert  any 
part  of  the  rent  or  income  of  the  property  known  as  the  Episcopal  Res- 
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idence,  or  of  the  funds  or  estate  into  which  it  may  be  converted,  from 
the  use  of  the  Bishop  at  the  time  performing  the  functions  of  the 
Episcopate.

OP    THE    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    SALARY    OP    THE

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  the  Provisional  Bishop  re- 
spectfully Report : 

That  they  have  duly  apportioned  the  sum  required  to  be  raised 
among  the  Parishes,  as  directed  in  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion. 

They  beg  to  recommend,  that  power  be  given  to  the  Committee  to  fill 
vacancies,  and  to  add  to  their  number  at  their  discretion.  These  pro- 
visions have  been  needed  in  consequence  of  the  absence  from  the  coun- 
try of  some  of  the  members,  and  of  the  inconveniencies  which  other 
members  have  experienced,  preventing  them  from  attending  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Committee, 

It  is  thought  very  desirable  that,  in  the  important  matter  of  this  ap- 
portionment among  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese,  a  full  and  impartial 
representation  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  secured.

OP   SOCIETY    FOR    PROMOTING    RELIGION    AND    LEARNING. 

The  Society  for  promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  as  the  Canonical  Agent  appointed  to  receive  and  disburse  the 
amount  of  Parochial  Collections  made  under  canon  for  the  advancement 
of  Ministerial  Education,  respectfully  Report : 

That  the  amount  received  from  altthe  Churches  of  the  Diocese  under 
the  provisions  of  the  canon  during  the  past  year  falls  short  of  $600 ; 
a  sum  so  wholly  inadequate  for  the  ends  contemplated  by  the  Church 
in  passing  the  Canon,  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  liberal  and  voluntary 
contribution  made  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Society  itself,  the  necessi- 
tous Candidates  of  the  Church  would  have  been  left,  in  nine  cases  out 
*of  ten,  wholly  destitute  of  the  means  absolutely  requisite  to  enable 
them  to  continue  their  studies ;  a  fact  which  will  more  fully  appear  by 
the  following  statistics : 

The  number  of  Students,  during  the  past  year — actual  Candidates  for 
the  Ministry,  and  pursuing  their  Theological  Studies  in  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  including  two  under  Clerical  Instruction  else- 
where— was  26,  with  a  provision  of  from  $150  to  $200  each. 

The  number  of  Students  in  Colleges  and  Schools,  under  training,  with 
a  general  view  to  the  Ministry,  was  25  ;  with  a  provision  of  from  $50 
to  $100  each. 

The  sum  total  of  expenditure  by  the  Society  in  the  support  of  the 
above,  amounted  to  $6,250 ;  of  which  sum,  as  appears  from  the  above 
statement,  less  than  one  tenth  was  contributed  by  the  Diocese,  for 
whose  benefit  the  whole  amount  was  expended.  It  should  be  added 
further  in  justice  to  the  Society,  that,  in  addition  to  the  above  liberal 
expenditure  for  this  great  cause,  they  advanced  further  from  their  own 
means,  in  way  of  loan,  without  interest,  to  the  graduating  class  of

scholars  from  the  Seminary  the  sum  of  $800,  for  the  purchase  of  need- 
ful books,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Bishop,  as  the  foundation  of  their 
respective  libraries.  In  looking  at  the  above  statement,  let  it  not  be 
said,  that  so  long  as  the  deficiency  is  made  good  by  the  voluntary  con- 
tributions of  the  Society,  the  canonical  contribution  of  the  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese  for  this  end  is  a  matter  of  little  or  no  importance.  In 
answer,  let  it  be  remembered,  that  not  only  is  this  contribution  from  the 
Society  an  incidental  and  voluntary  one — the  education  of  candidates 
for  the  Ministry  being  but  one  among  many  claims  resting  on  them  for 
the  advancement  of  religion  or  learning— but,  what  is  still  more  im- 
portant, the  amount  expended  on  that  object,  even  as  thus  enlarged,  is 
found  greatly  inadequate  to  the  demand,  both  in  the  amount  of  stipend 
given,  and  the  numbers  to  whom  it  may  be  extended. 

Were  the  funds  for  ministerial  education  made  adequate  to  the 
Church's  needs,  we  should  have  at  least  one  great  Training  School  for 
the  Diocese,  regularly  organized  and  amply  endowed  under  Episcopal 
supervision,  as  a  Christian  homo  for  the  student,  for  the  preparatory 
studies  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  or  for  the  completed  education  of 
the  Missionary.  Such  an  institution  would  alone  satisfy  either  the 
needs  of  the  Church  or  the  claims  it  may  rightly  make  on  the  zeal  and 
liberality  of  churchmen.  Trusting  that  the  time  will  soon  arrive  when 
such  Diocesan  institution  will  arise  to  give  efficiency  and  permanency 
to  the  present  unequal  and  spasmodic  efforts  on  which  this  great  cause 
now  rests,  and  with  the  assurance  that  the  Society  herewith  reporting 
will  act  in  this  matter  with  the  greater  zeal  and  liberality  in  proportion 
as  it  sees  the  Diocese  earnest  in  the  same,

THE    PROVISIONAL    BISHOP. 


My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  :  We 
meet  at  the  close  of  an  eventful  year,  a  year  of  great  tem- 
poral trials  and  of  great  spiritual  blessings  ;  and  I  believe 
I  only  give  expression  to  the  feeling  now  uppermost  in 
nearly  all  hearts,  when  I  say  that  our  first  duty  is  to  render 
thanks  and  praise  to  Almighty  God  for  the  merciful  Pro- 
vidence extended  over  ns  in  a  season  of  temporal  gloom  and 
vicissitude,  and  for  the  rich  gifts  of  grace  which  He  hath 
poured  out  upon  His  Church — for  the  Light  which,  in  and 
through  Her,  He  hath  caused  to  spring  up  in  the  darkness. 

It  must  be  fresh  in  your  recollection  how  at  the  time  of 
our  assembling  a  year  ago,  the  fabric  of  our  temporal  pros- 
perity trembled  and  tottered  to  its  very  base  ;  how  the  air 
was  filled  with  rumors  of  the  wreck  and  ruin  of  private 
fortunes,  and  how  all  hearts  were  turned  to  the  thought  of 
the  impending  winter,  so  likely  to  prove  a  season  of  unex- 
ampled distress.  In  infinite  mercy  it  was  ordained  that  that 
winter  should  be  one  of  extraordinary  mildness.  And  then 
in  proportion  as  the  abundance  of  the  means  of  Christians 
for  almsgiving  was  diminished,  our  blessed  Lord  seemed  to 
pour  more  grace  into  their  hearts,  so  that  the  barrel  of  meal 
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wasted  not,  and  there  was  no  lack  of  bread  for  the  hungry, 
while  in  the  Church,  through  God's  Providence  and  grace, 
so  generally  were  the  hearts  of  the  people  softened  and 
turned  toward  things  divine,  and  so  earnest  and  well-directed 
have  been  the  labors  of  the  Clergy,  that  to-day  we  present 
such  a  report  of  spiritual  increase  and  blessing,  we  see 
gathered  in  such  a  harvest  of  good  things,  as  this  Diocese 
never  witnessed  before,  and  possibly  may  not  soon  witness 
again. 

Our  prospering  in  spiritual  things  has  been  great  in  pro- 
portion to  the  greatness  of  the  depression  and  disaster  in 
temporal  things.  The  one  year  which  has  been  most 
remarkable  of  any  for  a  considerable  period  on  account  of 
its  financial  revulsions  and  losses,  has  been  equally  distin- 
guished above  all  others  for  its  religious  activity  and 
improvement.  And  so  we  are  again  taught  the  great  and 
salutary  lesson  that  prosperity  has  its  dangers,  adversity  its 
precious  uses  and  advantages,  and  that  the  only  way  to 
render  prosperity  a  safe  or  a  happy  condition,  is  to  look 
upon  all  its  fair  and  splendid  gifts  as  continual  incentives 
to  religious  watchfulness  and  zeal. 

Last  autumn,  in  the  midst  of  the  excitement  and  distress 
caused  by  the  revulsion  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  coun- 
try, when  every  day  witnessed  new  disasters,  and  when  no 
man  was  able  to  foresee  how  far  he  was  himself  to  be 
affected  by  the  raging  tempest  around  him,  I  remarked  to 
several  of  the  Clergy,  at  different  times,  that  whenever  that 
storm  should  in  some  degree  subside,  and  the  people  reco- 
ver a  little  from  the  cares  and  distractions  incident  to  such 
a  shock  and  such  a  sudden  and  violent  change  of  circum- 
stances, their  minds  would  be  found  in  a  thoughtful  and 
impressible  state,  and  it  would  be  a  good  time  to  put  forth 
with  the  utmost  directness,  earnestness,  and  tenderness,  all 
the  resources  of  their  ministry. 

The  result  exceeded  all  my  anticipations.  While  within 
the  borders  of  the  Church  there  was  no  excitement  and  no 
extravagance,  no  novel  contrivances  on  the  part  of  the 
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Clergy  for  awakening  attention ;  there  was  a  wide-spread 
seriousness  and  willingness  to  Lear  among  the  people, 
which  the  Clergy  had  the  discernment  to  recognize,  and  to 
which  they  responded  in  most  earnest  and  well-directed 
efforts  to  teach,  to  convince,  to  persuade,  to  guide,  and 
assist  Many  of  them  went  preaching  from  house  to  house, 
calmly  and  modestly,  but  still  with  tenderness  and  earnest- 
ness. One  Clergyman  said,  that  when  preparing  for  Con- 
firmation, the  doors  seemed  to  be  opened  to  him  in  an 
unusual  way,  and  that  he  was  insensibly  drawn  on  from 
one  visit  to  another,  until  he  found  himself  travelling  through 
his  Parish  from  morning  to  night.  Almost  every  where  I 
met  crowded  congregations,  and,  in  the  midst  of  the  utmost 
reverence  and  quiet,  saw  evidence  of  profound  interest  and 
sensibility.  Glorious  Ministry !  What  a  spectacle  for 
angels  to  ponder  and  rejoice  over,  when  the  Christian  Pas- 
tor is  seen  full  of  the  spirit  of  his  Master ;  making  full  proof 
of  his  ministry  in  the  great  congregation  in  the  Holy  Place, 
or  going  about  among  the  people  in  private,  his  heart  in 
his  hand,  in  his  face,  and  on  his  tongue,  while  he  seeks  to 
animate  the  young,  to  win  back  the  alienated,  to  arouse 
the  careless,  to  encourage  the  timid,  to  aid  the  doubting! 
Oh !  one  month  of  glorious  toil  in  such  a  work  is  worth  a 
thousand  years  of  dull,  mechanical  routine,  or  of  half-secu- 
larized, easy,  self-seeking  decency,  amid  the  duties  of  an 
abused  profession ! 

Where  is  the  true-hearted  minister  of  Christ,  who,  having 
put  forth  all  his  power,  and  seen  the  work  of  the  Lord 
prosper  in  his  hands,  does  not  feel  that  the  life  and  good 
fruits  manifest  around  him  repay  him  a  thousandfold  for 
all  his  labor ;  and  that  the  intensest  course  of  duty,  with 
such  tokens  of  spiritual  blessing  is,  however  exhausting, 
infinitely  to  be  preferred  to  that  indolent  self-indulgence 
which  has  to  face  the  apathy  and  decay  it  is  sure  to  pro- 
duce ? 

During  the  past  year  I  have  attended  two  hundred  and 
fifteen  Services,  administered  Confirmation  in  public  on  one 
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hundred  and  eighty-five  occasions,  and  preached  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  Sermons,  besides  various  Services 
and  Sermons  whieh  were  not  strictly  official.  The  number 
of  persons  Confirmed  has  been  three  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred, wanting  three,  nearly  seventeen  hundred  more  than 
were  confirmed  last  year,  and  nearly  twelve  hundred  more 
than  were  ever  confirmed  in  the  Diocese  before  in  one 
year,  and  that,  too,  after  the  Diocese  had  been  actively  vis- 
ited every  year  for  six  years.  Fifteen  Candidates  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Diaconate,  and  ten  Deacons  have  been 
advanced  to  the  Priesthood.  Thirty  persons  have  been 
admitted  Candidates  for  Orders,  making  the  present  num- 
ber of  Candidates  for  Orders  in  the  Diocese,  forty-eight. 
Letters  Dimissory  have  been  granted  to  twenty-seven 
Clergymen ;  and  twenty-five  Clergymen  have  been  received 
into  the  Diocese  upon  Letters  Dimissory  from  other  Dio- 
ceses. Five  Churches  have  been  Consecrated/  Three  Cor- 
ner-Stones have  been  laid,  and  two  Clergymen  have  been 
Instituted. 

I  should  do  injustice  to  my  feelings,  if  I  did  not  tender 
to  the  great  Body  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  my  most  grate- 
ful acknowledgments*  for  the  extraordinary  zeal  and  effi- 
ciency which,  with  few  exceptions,  have  characterized  their 
ministrations  and  labors  of  every  kind  during  the  past  year. 
Those  labors,  prosecuted  in  no  strange  and  startling  ways 
calculated  to  awaken  the  wonder  and  curiosity  of  the  mul- 
titude, but  in  the  old  recognized  lines  of  ministerial  duty, 
htfve  been  so  unobtrusive  as  to  provoke  scarcely  any  special 
remark,  and  yet  so  earnest  and  well-directed  as  to  produce, 
under  the  divine  Blessing,  the  most  important  results.  No 
statistics  of  work  done  and  fruits  gathered  in  during  the 
past  year,  striking  and  gratifying  as  they  are,  would  convey 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  good  which  I  believe  we  are  des- 
tined to  see  multiplying  around  us  year  by  year  inconse- 
quence of  seed  already  sown,  and  likely  to  be  sown,  I  trust, 
still  more  abundantly  hereafter.  Such  labors,  such  a  gen- 
eral wakefulness  and  energy  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Church 
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can  not  but  produce  very  important  effects  at  once ;  but 
the  most  important  effects  are  those  continuous,  diffused, 
and  steadily  increasing  ones  which  are  the  result  of  a  more 
vigorous  life  infused  into  the  whole  Body.  Indeed,  the 
more  I  reflect  upon  the  past  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
country,  and  upon  her  present  position  and  influence,  the 
more  I  am  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  all  which 
the  Church  has  been  doing  since  the  period  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, has  been  only  the  getting  herself  ready  for  her  great 
work  in  these  States,  and  that,  if  true  to  herself,  there  is  no 
setting  bounds  to  the  enlargement  she  may  anticipate  and 
the  influence  for  good  she  may  hope  to  exert  Let  the 
Church  walk  in  the  steps  of  her  divine  Lord,  meek,  gentle, 
unworldly ;  ever  intent  upon  the  practical  good  immediately 
before  her ;  distinguished  by  her  union  of  zeal  with  mode- 
ration ;  unaffected  by  ephemeral  excitements,  but  never 
insensible  to  human  woe ;  active  wherever  the  door  is 
really  open  to  painstaking  duty  and  self-sacrifice,  but 
knowing  nothing  of  revolutionary  schemes  of  reform, 
nothing  of  mere  political  agencies  and  institutions,  except 
to  inculcate  obedience  where  obedience  is  due  ;  combining 
freedom  of  opinion  and  action  with  -unity  of  doctrine  and 
reverence  for  authority ;  ever  enlisting  sympathy  by  her 
warm,  loving  spirit ;  ever  inspiring  confidence  by  her  un- 
varying, consistent  course,  by  her  steadfast  devotion  to  one 
high  aim ;  and  in  the  place  of  all  foolish  questions  and 
novel  inventions,  ever  looking  for  the  accomplishment  of 
her  great  spiritual  work,  under  God,  to  her  own  elementary 
gifts  and  powers,  to  early-implanted  grace  and  early  train- 
ing, and  to  the  very  simplicity  of  the  Truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus, 
and  as  witnessed  to  by  her  from  the  first ;  let  her  Clergy 
reflect  the  benignity  and  elevation  of  the  Great  Exemplar, 
dwelling  together  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  and  in  the  bond 
of  peace,  provoking  one  another  only  to  love  and  to  good 
works,  demanding  nothing  in  order  to  fraternal  sympathy 
but  unity  of  faith  and  of  order :  and  the  Church,  for  her 
divine  wisdom,  her  harmlessness,  her  grace,  will  bo  first 
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respected  and  reverenced,  then  embraced  and  loved  by 
hundreds  of  thousands  in  this  great  country,  who  are  now 
tossed  to  and  fro  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  every  blast 
of  popular  conceit  and  passion ! 

Who  that  considers  what  the  Church  was  as  left  by  the 
Revolution,  her  weakness  from  past  neglect  and  desertion, 
the  unjust  odium  that  rested  upon  her  for  supposed  disloy- 
alty to  her  country,  her  state  of  imperfection,  the  adverse 
and  dominant  powers  that  frowned  upon  her  in  all  the 
Eastern,  Northern,  and  Middle  States ;  and  then  sees  how 
she  has  risen  from  the  dust,  perfected  her  ministry,  matured 
her  policy  and  law,  extended  her  Dioceses  and  sent  out  her 
Bishops  from  ocean  to  ocean,  from  the  British  possessions 
in  the  North  to  Central  America  in  the  South,  planted  her 
ministry  in  its  integrity  on  the  coast  of  Africa  and  in  China, 
while  at  home  she  has  taken  to  herself,  considering  the  cir- 
cumstances, a  wonderfully  large  portion  of  the  mind  and 
character  of  the  country — I  say,  who  that  sees  and  consid- 
ers all  this,  can  doubt  that  with  God's  blessing  on  a  faithful 
use  of  her  great  gifts,  she  may  yet  arise  and  shine  beyond 
all  present  estimate  a  glorious  Church,  the  brightest  Light, 
the  best  Hope  of  this  Nation  of  Nations ! 

And  in  this  view  of  the  past,  present,  and  probable  future 
of  the  Church  in  this  country,  isihere  not  a  great  lesson  for 
us,  the  Ministers  and  People  of  that  Church  ?  What  an  in- 
centive and  encouragement  to  loftier  eiFort !  What  a  spirit- 
stirring  call  to  every  one  of  us  to  take  care  that  we  bear 
ourselves  in  a  way  worthy  of  the  unspeakable  interests  in- 
trusted to  our  charge ;  to  remember  that  each  one  of  our 
individual  lives  and  characters  goes  to  make  up  the  general 
spirit  and  tone  of  the  Church  as  a  whole,  and  to  determine 
what  attitude  it  shall  assume,  what  aspect  it  shall  present 
in  the  eyes  of  this  great  nation  of  unformed,  or  confused 
and  shifting  opinions !  Every  true-hearted  Christian,  what- 
ever the  position  of  that  Branch  of  the  Church  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  will  glow  with  generous  zeal  and  love  for  the 
sacred  cause  with  which  he  is  identified.    He  will  be  lifted 
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above  some  of  the  foibles  and  wayward  impulses  that  be- 
long to  him  as  an  individual,  by  his  devotion  to  one  high 
aim,  by  his  earnest  desire  to  contribute  to  the  dearest  of  all 
objects  the  benefit  of  a  spotless  example,  by  his  ever- 
present  dread  of  infusing  any  bitter  element  into  the  life  of 
the  Church,  or  of  being,  through  his  neglect,  his  self-will, 
his  infirmity  of  temper,  the  cause  of  any  jar,  any  disorder, 
any  scandal  in  that  holy  Family,  whose  chief  glory  is  in  its 
unity,  its  peace,  and  its  fraternal  concord.  And  if  there 
ever  was  a  view  of  the  position  of  any  Branch  of  the 
Church,  capable  of  raising  this  generous  concern  for  the 
honor  of  the  sacred  Household  to  the  highest  pitch  of  self- 
devotion,  it  is  surely  the  view  just  presented  of  the  past 
history,  the  present  position,  and  the  possible,  I  trust,  pro- 
haUe  future  of  our  Branch  of  the  Church  in  this  country. 
In  spite  of  untoward  circumstances,  she  has  arisen  from 
extreme  depression  and  advanced  to  a  position  of  command- 
ing influence.  She  is  placed  in  the  midst  of  teeming  mil- 
lions, a  vast  proportion  of  whom  are  necessarily  ignorant  of 
her  character,  and  ignorant  above  all  of  the  deep  founda- 
tions on  which  she  rests.  Apart  from  all  higher  consider- 
ations, the  conservative  influence  of  her  steadfast  principles 
and  character  is  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  the  welfare 
of  this  country.  Such  is  *he  diffusive  nature  of  the  Apos- 
tolic Truth  she  holds  forth  in  her  worship,  in  her  teaching, 
in  her  offices  over  the  new-born,  over  the  opening  youth, 
over  the  nuptial  union,  over  the  sacred  remains  of  the  de- 
parted, that  she  extends  her  influence  far  beyond  her  own 
fold,  and  far  and  wide  keeps  alive  the  remembrance  of  in- 
estimable verities,  which  but  for  her  voice  would  be  in 
danger  of  perishing  out  of  the  land. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  every  attentive  observer  in  the 
Church,  that  for  several  years  the  attention  of  persons  ex- 
ternal to  her  fold  has  been  more  and  more  turned  to  her 
character  and  claims.  She  has  remained  united  and  peace- 
ful, while  other  Communions  have  been  divided.  She  has 
gone  steadily  on  her  way,  holding  forth  the  pure  gospel  of 
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Christ,  never  suffering  the  native  simple  features  of  that 
Gospel,  as  adapted  to  the  highest  spiritual  needs  of  the 
present  worshipper,  to  be  superseded  or  obscured  by  any 
partial  schemes  of  men ;  equally  removed  from  the  extremes 
of  superstition  and  of  rationalism ;  conspicuous  alike  for  the 
moderation  and  the  depth  of  her  doctrinal  tone ;  convulsed 
by  no  excitements ;  disturbed  by  no  violent  debates  con- 
cerning questionable  projects ;  knowing  nothing  of  political 
conflicts ;  she  has  gone  on,  I  say,  in  this  gentle,  elevated 
spirit,  teaching  and  praying  the  same  things  which  were 
taught  and  prayed  ever  of  old,  dealing  earnestly  yet  wisely 
with  the  souls  of  men  ;  until  at  length  thousands,  weary  of 
agitation  and  dispute,  sick  of  Religions  resting  upon  mere 
opinion,  and  making  nothing  of  the  visible  Church  of 
Christ,  are  turning  their  eyes  to  her  Heavenly  Fold ;  some 
already  pressing  in  at  her  gates,  while  others  are  only  so 
far  advanced  in  knowledge  of  her  divine  gifts,  as  to  begin 
to  be  conscious  of  a  vague  feeling  of  reverence  for  her 
character,  and  of  longing  for  some  such  blessed  Eest  as  that 
which  seems  to  be  hers  to  give !  Oh !  who  within  the  Church 
would  not  desire  that,  when  earnest  inquiring  persons  among 
the  great  multitude  without  are  turning  their  eyes  toward 
our  Holy  City,  they  may  see  her  as  she  really  is,  all-glorious 
within  and  without,  fervent,  united,  zealous  in  good  works, 
glowing  with  a  seraphic  devotion,  elevated  above  the  jar- 
ring schemes  and  angry  disputes  of  men,  marred  by  no  ex- 
travagances, by  no  personal  inconsistencies,  by  no  misera- 
ble affectations  and  shallow  unrealities !  Who  would  not 
desire,  that  those  who  draw  near  from  without  to  consider 
her  as  seen  in  her  members,  or  in  her  public  worship  and 
teaching,  may  meet  with  nothing  to  repel  them,  nothing  to 
occasion  needless  prejudice  and  misconception ;  but  may  be 
drawn  on  by  the  engaging  beauty  of  her  holiness  to  look 
more  closely  into  her  principles,  to  enter  more  deeply  into 
her  spirit,  and  so  to  become  more  desirous  of  having  part 
in  her  blessed  gifts !  Who  would  not  desire,  what  I  trust 
will  ever  be  the  case,  that  the  members  of  the  Church  may 
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be  more  prone  to  be  humbled  nnder  an  anxious  sense  of 
their  responsibilities,  than  to  be  inflated  with  pride  on  ac- 
count of  their  superior  advantages ;  and  that,  in  all  their 
communications  with  and  references  to  other  Bodies,  they 
may  speak  the  truth  in  love,  holding  themselves  strangers 
to  every  feeling  that  could  engender  scornful  and  bitter 
words ;  over  ready  to  recognize  personal  worth  wherever 
found  ;  and  ever  remembering  that  the  great  mass  of  those 
who  adhere  to  imperfect  systems  do  so  not  through  delib- 
erate opposition  to  the  Truth — far  from  it — but  through  the 
influence  of  circumstances,  birth,  education,  associations, 
which  for  the  time  absolutely  prevent  them  from  seeing  the 
whole  Truth  in  the  light  in  which  we  see  it !  Behold  in  the 
duty  of  Churchmen  in  the  aggregate,  the  duty  of  each  one 
of  us  members  of  the  Church  f  In  view  of  the  elevated 
position  and  of  the  glorious  mission  of  the  Church  in  this 
country,  may  we  have  grace  and  wisdom  to  "  walk  worthy 
of  the  vocation  wherewith  we  are  called,"  abstaining  from 
all  appearance  of  evil,  and  taking  care  to  "  let  our  light  so 
shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  our  good  works,  and 
glorify  our  Father  which  is  in  Ileaven,"  in  and  through 
His  Church  on  Earth  ! 

Having  been  thus  led  to  speak  of  the  general  relations 
of  the  Church  to  the  country  at  large,  it  may  not  be  in- 
appropriate to  bring  into  view,  in  this  connection,  one 
or  two  other  thoughts  on  the  same  subject.  Whenever 
I  cast  my  eyes  abroad  to  consider  the  religious  condition 
of  the  country,  there  is,  among  other  features,  one  im- 
age which  always  rises  up  before  me  to  awaken  a  train 
of  sad  reflections.  It  is  the  image  of  an  ingenuous  young 
man,  one  of  hundreds  of  thousands  in  this  country,  just 
entering  upon  the  world  in  the  midst  of  a  great  Babel 
of  conflicting  opinions,  and  feeling  as  if  there  were  no 
certain  and  settled  Religious  Truth;  as  if  all  religious 
truth  were  matter  of  mere  opinion,  one  opinion  being 
nearly  if  not  quite  as  good  as  auother ;  and  as  if  it  were 
left  to  him  to  embrace,  at  some  future  convenient  season, 
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whatever  principles  may  chance  to  commend  themselves  to 
his  partial  and  capricious  judgment !  The  principles  which 
are  recognized  by  him  for  the  present,  are  held  so  feebly 
and  so  imperfectly,  upon  such  insufficient  evidence  and 
authority,  that  they  are  liable  to  be  blown  about  by  every 
wind  of  doctrine.  He  is  forever  searching  for  the  Truth, 
and  never  more  than  half-convinced  that  what  ho  embraces 
is  the  Truth.  His  life  is  wasted  amid  idle  and  foolish  ques- 
tions. He  postpones  religious  duty  until  he  can  clear  up 
his  doubts ;  and  in  the  mean  time  there  is  a  fearful  proba- 
bility that  he  will  come  under  the  dominion  of  some  crude 
and  strange  opinion  ;  that  he  will  accept  as  the  whole  Truth 
that  which  is  only  a  part  of  it ;  or  that  he  will  settle  down 
into  a  state  of  indifference  under  the  fatal  idea  that  Eeligion 
is  too  confused  and  doubtful  a  thing  to  be  deserving  of  much 
attention.  Instead  of  finding  all  needful  Truth  ready  for 
use  upon  his  first  entrance  into  life,  upon  his  first  coming 
to  years  of  discretion,  he  finds  that  his  first  task  is  not  obe- 
dience, but  discussion,  comparison,  judgment — a  task  which 
flatters  his  pride,  which  calls  for  no  mortification,  for  no 
vigorous  self-denying  course  of  action,  and  which,  therefore, 
he  is  in  no  haste  to  conclude.  Instead  of  passing  the  first 
critical  years  of  his  life  in  a  circle  where  faith  is  the  settled 
habit  of  every  mind  ;  where  the  great  fundamental  articles 
of  Religion  and  the  Apostolic  Constitution  of  the  Church 
are  held  as  sacred  verities  which  no  one  thinks  of  question- 
ing, he  begins  his  intellectual  existence  amid  doubts  and 
shifting  opinions  and  irreverent  speculations,  and  hears  ter- 
rible words  of  misbelief  and  unbelief  flying  to  and  fro, 
with  no  sign  in  the  countenance  of  parents  and  friends  that 
they  feel  any  thing  like  horror  or  surprise  at  the  sound. 

Born  and  nurtured  amid  such  questionings,  he  looks  upon 
every  article  of  Religion  as  debateable  ground ;  even  though 
he,  for  the  present,  prefer  one  belief  to  another ;  and  it  is 
in  the  highest  degree  improbable  that  he  will  ever  attain, 
whatever  may  be  his  future  convictions,  to  that  full  assur- 
ance of  faith,  to  that  reverential  regard  for  the  whole  truth 
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of  God,  unaffected  even  by  the  remembrance  of  a  doubt, 
which  might  have  been  his  had  he  been  religiously  trained 
up  from  the  first  in  the  way  in  which  he  should  go. 

I  do  not  forget  how  faith  in  the  great  central  truth  of  the 
Gospel  grows  to  full  assurance  by  the  humble  endeavor  to 
do  the  will  of  God,  even  when  some  of  the  views  are,  and 
continue  to  be,  imperfect  or  erroneous.  But,  however  we 
may  feel  consoled  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  an  indi- 
vidual^ holding  erroneous  views,  by  our  conviction  of  the 
genuineness  of  his  piety ;  yet  such  considerations  are  of  no 
force  to  weaken  our  sense  of  the  great  evils  which  spring 
from  the  general  prevalence  of  doubt  and  error.  Nor, 
again,  do  I  forget  how  faith  sometimes  seems  all  the  more 
deeply  and  firmly  rooted  in  the  mind  of  an  individual,  as 
in  the  common  mind  of  the  Church,  by  the  conflicts  it  has 
encountered.  But  wThile  here  and  there  a  fortunate  mind, 
like  that  of  the  illustrious  Southey,  may  work  its  way  out 
of  a  wilderness  of  heterogeneous  thinking  into  the  clear 
and  open  field  of  Truth,  yet  it  will  have  been  through 
many  perils ;  with  much  loss  of  precious  time  and  influ- 
ence ;  and  it  will  often  have,  as  he  had,  to  look  back  upon 
early  companions  and  friends  who  have  been  less  fortunate, 
who  remain  forever  fixed  in  those  miserable  forms  of  mis- 
belief, in  which  that  emancipated  mind  once  helped  to  con- 
firm them,  but  from  which,  though  escaped  itself,  it  has  no 
power  to  deliver  them. 

And  just  in  proportion  as  the  Church,  which  teaches  the 
Truth  in  its  integrity,  and  upon  due  evidence  and  authority, 
is,  in  this  country,  less  conspicuous  and  imposing  in  the  eye 
of  the  multitude  for  its  numbers  and  strength,  than  is  the 
Church  in  England  ;  in  just  such  proportion  will  an  erring, 
speculative  mind  be  less  likely  to  see  and  recognize  the 
whole  Truth  here,  than  in  a  country  where  that  Truth  is  wit- 
nessed to  by  a  Church,  every  where  present  and  largely  in 
the  ascendant.  I  repeat,  therefore,  that,  in  contemplating 
the  religious  condition  of  this  great  country,  the  tumult  of 
conflicting  opinions,  the  multitude  of  crude  but  plausible 
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speculations  which  every  where  present  themselves  to 
delude  the  unwary,  the  want  of  full  positive  teaching 
among  the  great  majority  of  the  children  and  youth  of  the 
land,  the  absence  of  any  authoritative  Spiritual  Teacher  or 
Guide,  so  influential  from  its  elevated  position  and  its  pre- 
sence every  where  as  to  command  the  attention  of  every 
mind  caring  to  know  the  Truth  ; — I  say,  that,  in  looking  out 
upon  this  condition  of  things,  it  is  melancholy  to  think  of 
the  vast  numbers  of  ardent,  ingenuous  youth,  as  rash  as  they 
are  uninstructed  in  their  thinking,  who  are  all  the  time  en- 
tering upon  the  stage  of  life !  Eager  to  form  their  opinions, 
but  moving  on  without  chart  or  compass,  they  are  exposed 
to  every  seducing  spirit ;  and  often,  very  often,  they  are 
either  removed  altogether  from  all  knowledge  of  the 
Church,  or  they  are  placed  in  a  position  which  does  not 
permit  them  to  see  the  Church  in  her  true  character  and 
authority. 

Think  of  the  poor  youth,  who,  with  little  real  informa- 
tion and  scarcely  any  fixed  principles,  sees  himself  sur-  • 
rounded  by  a  wilderness  of  books,  essays,  preachers,  lec- 
turers ;  who,  with  a  pompous  parade  of  original  thinking, 
controvert  each  other,  put  forth  opinions  of  every  hue  and 
shape,  and  only  agree  in  casting  contempt  upon  the  Faith 
and  wisdom  of  the  past.  He  reads  and  listens  with  little 
discrimination ;  attending  quite  as  readily  to  the  crudest 
and  most  extravagant  as  to  the  more  sober  and  judicious, 
often  captivated  by  the  very  worst  qualities  of  his  author, 
and  almost  always  as  incapable  of  weighing  the  merits  of 
the  things  propounded,  as  he  is  reckless  in  deciding  for  or 
against  the  most  vital  principles.  How  slight  the  proba- 
bility, humanly  speaking,  that  he  will  escape  being  misled 
by  some  of  these  imposing  sophistries ;  that  he  will  ever  un- 
learn his  foolish  admiration  of  what  is  false  and  meretri- 
cious, and  find  his  way  out  of  this  Babel  of  jarring  tongues 
into  the  Heavenly  City,  where  Truth  and  the  God  of  Truth 
are  all  in  all ! 

Surely  our  duty  is  plain.    If  we  have  any  bowels  of  mer- 
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cy,  this  view  of  the  religious  condition  of  the  country 
should  move  us  to  labor,  and  pray  more  than  ever,  that 
the  influence  of  the  Church  may  be  extended  and  built  up 
in  every  part  of  the  land,  that  it  may  be  planted  where  it 
is  not,  that  it  may  be  strengthened  where  it  is  feeble,  that 
it  may  appear  every  where  in  its  true  character  as  to  its 
truth  and  order,  as  to  the  everlasting  foundation  on  which 
it  rests ;  and  that  by  its  unity,  its  sanctity,  its  good  works,  it 
may  commend  itself  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God  :  so  that  wherever  there  is  an  inquiring  mind,  not 
yet  acquainted  with  the  whole  Truth,  it  may  see,  near  at 
hand,  a  Divine  Teacher,  a  Spiritual  Mother,  in  a  position  to 
command  its  reverence. 
#  Should  any  one  attempt  to  torture  what  has  now  been 
said,  into  a  leaning  toward  the  spirit  of  that  Body  which 
has  abused  authority,  until  she  has  made  it  odious  and  in- 
tolerable ;  which,  not  content  with  bearing  witness  to  the 
old  Faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  Saints,  has  gone  on 
to  impose  absurd  inventions  upon  the  consciences  of  her 
people,  inventions  opposed  alike  to  Scripture,  to  the  primi- 
tive Church,  and  to  common-sense,  such  an  attempt  would 
be  a  gross  abuse  of  my  meaning  and  of  my  words.  There 
is  some  difference,  I  trust,  between  the  old  Catholic  appeal 
to  the  Ante-Nicene  witness  to  the  simple  Faith  and  Order  of 
the  Church — a  witness  which  puts  the  seal  of  absolute  cer- 
tainty upon  the  Truth  of  God,  and  enables  the  Church  to 
teach  it  as  absolutely  certain,  to  the  exclusion  of  Romanism 
on  the  one  side,  and  of  rationalistic  novelties  on  the  other 
— some  difference  between  that  and  the  assumption  of 
power  by  one  part  of  Christendom  to  impose  upon  all 
the  world  whatever  articles  of  belief  its  existing  authorities 
may  be  betrayed  into  decreeing,  in  consequence  of  their 
disloyalty  to  Scripture  and  the  Primitive  Church. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  grievous  sins  of  Rome  that  she  has 
made  many  good  things  odious  to  a  portion  of  the  Christian 
world  by  her  abuse  of  them.  But  such  abuse  must  not 
prevent  the  Church  from  using  her  gifts.    She  must  teach  the 
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absolute certainty  of  those  things  which  she  has  received  from 
God  on  the  evidence  of  Scripture  through  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  first  believers ;  and  she  must  teach  on  better 
evidence  and  authority  than  any  mere  private  judgment  of 
the  meaning  of  Scripture.  That  Truth,  which  God  in  His 
gracious  Providence  has  carried  out  of  the  field  of  opinion 
into  the  domain  of  feet,  must  be  set  forth  to  this  impatient 
generation  as  fact,  placed  by  Divine  goodness  beyond 
speculation  and  debate.  Destroy  this  certainty  of  Scriptural 
truth  by  refusing  the  appeal  to  the  primitive  witness,  and 
you  resolve  all  religion  into  matter  of  opinion — you  throw 
the  door  wide  open  to  every  vagary  of  the  human  mind — 
you  take  away  the  Polar  Star  from  the  youthful  pilgrim — 
and  you  create  a  condition  of  things  which  of  all  others  is 
most  favorable  to  Romanism  on  the  one  side,  and  to  ration- 
alism and  infidelity  on  the  other. 

And  yet  to  suppose  that  there  is  any  wish  to  encourage 
such  a  continual  reference  to  the  mere  outworks  of  the 
Faith  as  must  needs  divert  attention  from  those  precious 
central  truths  which  the  outworks  are  intended  to  protect, 
and  which  alone  can  enlighten  and  sanctify  the  soul,  would 
be  to  utterly  mistake  a  very  plain  meaning.  The  real 
power  of  the  Christian  pulpit  for  good  must  ever  depend 
upon  the  Divine  wisdom  and  grace,  with  which  it  commends 
itself  by  manifestation  of  the  Truth  to  every  man's  conscience 
in  the  sight  of  God.  And  there  is  a  way  offsetting  forth 
the  Truth  from  the  sacred  desk,  of  instructing  the  young, 
and  conducting  all  the  ministrations  of  the  Parish,  which, 
without  allowing  any  thing  to  be  interposed  between  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  and  the  hearts  of  the  people, 
will  yet  impress  the  conviction  gradually  and  insensibly 
upon  the  minds  of  all,  that  the  things  taught,  the  things  to 
be  believed  to  the  saving  of  the  soul,  rest  upon  a  broader 
and  deeper  foundation  than  any  mere  human  opinion  of  the 
meaning  of  Scripture. 

And  since  reference  has  just  been  made  to  the  instruction 
of  the  young,  I  must  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
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press  the  very  great  satisfaction  with  which  I  have  re- 
marked a  growing  disposition  among  the  Clergy  and 
among  the  People,  not  only  to  promote  the  careful  instruc- 
tion and  training  of  children,  hut  to  take  great  pains  to  se- 
cure for  them  a  large  share  in  the  Christian  gladness,  which 
has  ever  heen  associated  with  the  great  Festivals  of  the 
Church.  I  presume  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  during  the  last 
year  the  number  of  children,  who  participated  in  festive 
celebrations  of  one  kind  or  another  in  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  has  been  five  times  greater  than  ever  before ;  and 
so  of  the  poor.  The  Fasts  and  Festivals  of  the  Church  body 
forth  the  great  cardinal  Truths  of  Christianity,  and  have 
perhaps  done  as  much  to  prevent  those  truths  from  being 
obscured  and  lost  sight  of,  to  impress  them  indelibly  upon 
the  heart  of  Christendom,  as  any  agency  that  can  be 
named.  Let  them  be  observed  every  where  in  a  spirit  of 
fervent  devotion,  severe  or  cheerful,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  much  will  have  been  done  to  exclude  narrow  and 
partial  views  of  Truth  by  the  frequent  presentation  of 
every  side  of  the  Gospel — much  will  have  been  done  to  en- 
dear every  part  of  the  Truth  to  the  affections  of  the  Peo- 
ple, and  to  keep  the  whole  mind  of  the  Church  up  to  the 
tone  of  primitive  Faith  and  devotion.  These  seasons  have 
ever  been  distinguished  by  a  certain  overflow  of  tender, 
benignant  feeling  toward  the  poor  and  toward  little  child- 
ren. In  both  classes  we  seem  to  see  images  of  Him  Who 
came  to  us  first  in  the  guise  of  infancy  and  poverty.  Let 
the  children  and  the  poor  have  a  large  share  in  the  cheerful 
blessings  that  cluster  around  the  great  festivals  of  the 
Church ;  let  them  be  taught  to  enter  into  the  true  spirit  of 
those  commemorations ;  let  them  learn  from  a  happy  ex- 
perience that  the  Church  takes  anxious  thought  as  for  their 
spiritual  welfare  and  their  bodily  necessities,  so  also,  after 
the  example  of  our  blessed  Lord,  for  their  cheerful  refresh- 
ment and  enjoyment  amid  sacred  associations ;  and  their 
hearts  will  be  more  effectually  won  to  the  Church  and  to 
Him  who  seems  every  where  present  in  it. 
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And,  my  Brethren,  I  believe  there  never  was  an  age  or  a 
country  in  which,  more  than  in  this,  the  Church  needed  to  turn 
her  whole  heart  toward  the  enforcing  of  elementary  truth  and 
grace  upon  the  young,  and  indeed  upon  all  classes  of  her 
people.  So  absorbing  is  the  interest  and  so  extravagant  are 
the  hopes  awakened  by  discoveries  in  science,  by  physical 
triumphs,  and  by  efforts  for  purely  intellectual  develop- 
ment, that  we  seem  in  danger  of  having  our  attention  in 
some  degree  diverted  from  those  old  familiar  agencies,  upon 
which  depend  the  regeneration  of  our  nature  and  the  life  of 
God  in  the  soul  of  man.  We  seem  in  danger  of  having  our 
thoughts  turned  from  the  Church  to  the  world  for  those 
powers  which  are  to  abolish  misery  and  sin,  to  extinguish 
envy  and  hatred,  and  to  bind  the  nations  together  in  fra- 
ternal concord.  In  many  quarters  there  seems  to  be  a  most 
extravagant  and  mistaken  idea  of  the  kind  and  degree  of 
improvement  effected  in  the  world  by  those  additions  to 
scientific  truth  and  material  power,  which  have  so  peculiarly 
distinguished  the  last  half-century.  There  are  probably 
vast  multitudes  of  tolerably  intelligent  people,  who,  with- 
out stating  the  thing  quite  so  broadly  to  themselves  or  to 
others,  are  yet  much  under  the  influence  of  a  vague  idea, 
that  this  generation  surpasses  all  its  predecessors  in  deep 
moral  wisdom  and  in  virtue,  as  much  as  it  goes  beyond 
them  in  material  power  and  in  facilities  for  communication. 

How  fallacious  are  all  such  views,  scarcely  needs  to  be 
stated.  How  little  there  is  that  is  moral  and  spiritual  in 
scientific  truth  or  in  material  power,  must  be  apparent  to 
every  one  who  considers  the  nature  of  the  things  in  ques- 
tion. We  may  wake  up  in  the  morning  and  find  that  we 
can  travel  fifty  miles  in  the  hour  instead  of  ten ;  that  we 
can  hear  from  another  continent  almost  as  quickly  as  from 
a  friend  in  the  next  street ;  that  a  machine  has  been  invent- 
ed which  will  do  the  work  of  a  hundred  men,  or  will  de- 
stroy a  hundred  in  the  time  before  taken  to  destroy  one ; 
that  the  moon  falls  from  a  tangent  as  the  apple  falls  from  a 
tree ;  .that  there  are  more  planets  than  we  thought ;  that 
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all  astronomy  is  a  mere  mechanical  problem  instead  of  con- 
sisting of  a  multitude  of  ill-connected  facts,  and  so  on  :  all 
this  may  excite  wonder  in  a  portion  of  the  world  ;  may  en- 
large intellectual  views  of  the  mere  physical  creation ;  may 
stimulate  inquiry  and  investigation  in  the  learned ;  may 
supply  more  abundant  comforts,  and  oiter  new  means  for 
the  increase  of  wealth  and  power ;  may  reveal  new  beauties 
of  contrivance  to  those  capable  of  comprehending  them — 
beauties,  however,  which  are  sufficiently  apparent  to  the 
common  mind  in  old  familiar  phenomena  that  are  always 
present :  but  this  physical  revelation  leaves  domestic  life, 
social  morality,  public  virtue,  just  where  it  found  them — 
and  leaves  them  to  be  improved  or  to  be  debased  by  other 
causes. 

I  do  not  mean  that  this  new  knowledge  and  these  new 
powers  are  things  of  no  account  and  no  significance  to  the 
destinies  of  the  world.  They  are  instruments  for  good  or 
bad  purposes,  according  as  they  are  wielded;  just  as  a 
great  military  engine  may  be  used  for  attack  or  for  defense, 
for  preservation  or  for  destruction  ;  or  just  as  intellectual 
power,  developed  through  mere  intellectual  cultivation, 
may  be  used  for  good  or  for  evil,  has  no  moral  quality  what- 
ever, except  as  its  activity  is  directed  by  a  virtuous  or 
vicious  heart.  The  new  knowledge  and  powers  of  which  I 
speak  do  not  determine  the  morality  of  a  nation  or  an  age  : 
but  the  morality  of  the  nation  or  age  determines  how  they 
shall  be  used.  The  morality  itself  must  be  secured  by  other 
means-^-depends  on  other  causes. 

And  for  these  means  of  moral  and  spiritual  regeneration, 
we  mu6t  still  have  recourse  to  just  the  old  familiar  agencies 
provided  for  us  by  the  wisdom  and  goodness  of  Almighty 
God  :  His  Truth  and  Grace  in  Christ  Jesus,  working  in  and 
through  Ilis  Church — and  working  first  of  all  in  the  hearts 
of  the  young!  And  just  in  proportion  as  there  is  a  dis- 
position in  the  age  or  country  to  exalt  mere  intellectual 
culture  to  the  exclusion  of  Supernatural  Truth  and  Grace; 
just  in  proportion  as  the  elementary  instruction  in  the  Com- 
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mon  Schools  of  the  country  ignores  all  positive  religions 
Teaching;  Justin  proportion  as  there  is  danger  that  the 
popular  mind  will  be  turned  too  strongly  to  scientific  devel- 
opments and  physical  improvements,  in  the  delusive  expect- 
ation that  they  will  not  only  be  productive  of  temporal 
comfort  and  economic  advantages,  but  prove  to  be  most 
powerful  instruments  in  the  moral  renovation  of  the  world 
(a  view  which,  to  the  extent  that  it  prevails,  must  lead  to 
indifference  in  regard  to  strictly  religious  influences) :  in 
just  such  proportion  must  the  Church  of  God  be  forward 
to  speak,  not  in  disparagement  of  scientific  pursuits  and 
material  improvements,  which  are  good  in  their  place,  and 
much  to  be  desired,  as  they  enlarge  human  intelligence, 
and  augment  the  comforts  of  life,  and  open  boundless  fields 
for  pure  intellectual  enjoyment,  but  forward  to  speak  of 
the  need  of  something  more  for  man  than  mere  enlighten- 
ment or  material  advantages :  the  need  of  a  death  unto 
sin  and  a  new  birth  unto  righteousness — the  need  of  a  Sav- 
iour— the  need  of  divine  Grace — the  need  of  Truth  derived 
from  a  higher  source  than  mere  Nature — the  need  of  a 
Divine  Principle  which  may  be  infused  into  the  very  spring 
of  life,  and  of  Divine  Influences  to  surround  that  young  life, 
working  upon  itdirectly  from  God,  and  insuring  that  as  it 
grows,  the  power  of  good  within  shall  be  greater  than  the 
power  of  evil,  either  in  it  or  around  it — and  to  this  end  the 
need  of  the  "  ministers  of  Christ  and  stewards  of  the  mys- 
teries of  God  " — of  the  Church  and  Sacraments — of  prayer 
and  preaching ;  means  ordained  of  God,  in  old  time,  for 
the  instruction  and  salvation  of  sinful  men. 

There  are  two  opposite  schemes  proposed  for  the  moral 
regeneration  of  the  world.  That  of  the  Church,  and  that 
of  an  anti- Christian  philosophy — philosophy  falsely  so  called. 
The  one  looks  to  God  for  supernatural  Truth  and  Grace 
wherewith  to  accomplish  its  great  task.  The  other  looks 
to  the  principles  and  powers  which  are  inherent  in  Nature — 
to  human  skill  and  cunning — to  education  to  develop  the 
good  already  in  man — to  new  laws  and  new  organizations 
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of  society,  (organizations  where  man's  wisdom  undertakes 
to  improve  upon  divine  arrangements,)  in  order  that,  all 
evils  being  excluded,  man  may  be  surrounded  by  circum- 
stances altogether  favorable  to  virtue  !  Real  improvements 
in  education  and  in  government  are  of  course  much  to  be 
desired.  But  as  this  latter  scheme  proceeds  upon  a  mis- 
taken view  of  the  condition  of  human  nature  and  of  the 
means  whereby  it  is  to  be  raised  up  and  restored  to  holi- 
ness— as  it  presumes  to  put  man's  devices  in  the  place  of- 
God's  provision  of  mercy — as  it  sends  forth  eloquent  tongues 
every  where  to  dazzle  and  mislead  the  multitude  with  its 
brilliant  promises ;  the  Church  must  lift  up  her  warning 
voice,  exposing  the  hollowness  of  those  high-sounding  pre- 
tensions, and  recalling  attention  to  the  one  thing  needful 
for  man's  highest  good,  namely,  help  from  God — and  to 
those  old  elementary  agencies  in  the  Church,  in  the  family, 
in  the  school,  which,  however  they  may  want  the  charm  of 
novelty,  carry  with  them  the  loftiest  titles  to  reverence  from 
their  divine  origin  and  the  approving  testimony  of  ages  to 
their  blessed  efficacy.  Or,  rather,  what  is  still  more  im- 
portant, while  others  talk,  the  Church  must  work — work 
with  the  young,  work  among  the  poor  and  afflicted,  work 
in  reclaiming  the  erring,  work  in  the  guidance  of  anxious 
and  inquiring  souls,  work  in  instructing  the  ignorant ;  and 
in  her  public  ministrations,  instead  of  wasting  time  in  dis- 
quisition and  debate,  she  must  keep  presenting  the  simple, 
transforming  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  while  she  makes  her 
common  devotions  such  an  image  of  faith  and  love  and 
adoration — such  an  embodiment  of  Religion — as  can  not 
but  win  upon  the  convictions  and  feelings  even  of  the  care- 
less and  profane.  These  ivories  will  command  the  respect 
of  the  world ;  they  will  quicken  and  hallow  the  life  of  the 
Church,  making  her  to  be  indeed  the  salt  of  the  earth  and 
the  light  of  the  world ;  and  while  the  gorgeous  words  of 
others  are  being  dissipated  and  lost  in  the  air,  these  instru- 
mentalities will,  with  God's  blessing,  effect  deep  moral 
changes — changes  capable  of  withstanding  the  shock  of 
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the  world — destined  to  abide  through  time  and  through 
eternity. 

But  while  thus  much  is  said  to  recall  attention  to  the 
Truth  of  God  and  to  vindicate  the  office  of  the  Church, 
nothing  certainly  can  be  further  from  every  ingenuous 
Christian  mind  than  any  the  least  wish  to  chill  or  dispar- 
age the  generous  enthusiasm  which  responds  to  brilliant 
discoveries  in  science,  or  to  new  achievements  of  skill  and 
energy  in  the  domain  of  physical  nature,  founded  on  such 
discoveries,  and  making  things  possible  which  once  seemed 
utterly  impossible.  Nor  can  any  Christian  patriot  look  with- 
out most  cordial  sympathy  upon  those  mutual  expressions  of 
good  will,  which,  on  a  recent  occasion,  have  been  inter- 
changed, with  every  token  of  warm  sincerity,  between  two 
kindred  nations.  Hopes  of  enduring  concord,  founded  on  a 
single  material  bond  of  union,  may  indeed  be  exaggerated — 
and  no  doubt  they  are  so.  In  these  States,  during  the  last  year 
or  two,  the  North,  East,  and  South- West  have  not  been  re- 
strained by  such  a  bond  from  hurling  forth  at  each  other 
words  of  anger  and  disunion.  And  in  Europe,  two  great 
nations  have  been  lying  for  centuries  within  a  few  hours  of 
each  other,  without  assimilating  their  institutions,  without 
unlearning  their  bitter  prejudices,  without  being  able  even 
to  keep  their  hands  from  mutual  violence.  Let  us  cherish 
the  grateful  hope  that,  united  as  we  are  to  the  country  of 
our  fathers  by  community  of  language  and  literature,  by 
kindred  blood,  by  similarity  of  laws  and  of  religion,  and 
now  perhaps  by  a  bond  of  intimate  intercourse,  wo  may 
ever  abide  in  peace  and  friendship,  and  year  by  year  learn 
to  know  each  other  better,  and  to  concur  more  cordially  in 
whatsoever  may  promote  the  common  good  and  the  good 
of  the  world. 

Since  matters  of  science  have  been  so  far  touched,  it  may 
not  be  deemed  out  of  place  to  add  a  word  in  regard  to  the 
relations  of  Science  and  Religion.  In  certain  quarters,  ap- 
prehensions seem  to  have  arisen  from  time  to  time,  that  the 
labors  of  science  might  in  some  way  be  found  unfriendly 
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to  the  interests  of  religion,  and  that  in  the  progress  of  fu- 
ture developments  the  faith  of  the  Christian  world  might 
be  exposed  to  great  and  unprecedented  trials.  How 
groundless  are  all  such  fears,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say. 
He,  who  can  be  disturbed  by  them,  must  either  have  little 
true  faith,  or  little  clear  conception  of  the  wide  difference 
between  the  province  of  Revealed  Religion  and  the  province 
of  Natural  Science,  and  indeed  of  all  mere  human  philoso- 
phy. Expectations,  whether  of  good  or  of  evil,  from  Sci- 
ence to  Religion  are  for  the  most  part  equally  vain.  They 
touch  each  other  at  very  few  points,  and  have  very  little  in 
common.  The  one  treats  of  things  natural,  the  other  for  the 
most  part  of  things  supernatural ;  and  completely  as  many 
branches  of  Science  have  been  revolutionized  within  the  last 
eighteen  hundred  years,  vast  and  astounding  as  have  been 
many  of  the  discoveries  made,  they  have  of  course  left  all  the 
great  truths  of  Revealed  Religion  just  where  they  found 
them.  They  had  no  power,  and  could,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
have  none,  to  touch  them,  either  for  good  or  for  evil.  A 
few  comparatively  unimportant  texts,  relating  to  things  on 
the  earth,  and  once  read  erroneously  in  the  light  of  imper- 
fect knowledge,  have  been  read  in  a  little  different  sense, 
under  more  correct  views  of  the  system  of  the  material  uni- 
verse ;  but  no  vital  truth  is  in  the  slightest  degree  affected 
by  these  changes :  and  all  that  makes  Christianity  what  it 
is,  remains  seated  serenely  aloft  in  the  third  Heaven,  high 
above  the  mutations  of  human  science,  the  same  yesterday, 
to-day,  and  forever ! 

During  the  past  year  three  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese 
have  been  removed  by  death :  the  Rev.  Isaac  Pardee,  the 
Rev.  Eleazer  Williams,  and  the  Rev.  William  Richmond. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee  was  lying  in  a  very  low  state  at  the 
house  of  a  friend  in  this  city,  when  the  Convention  of  last  year 
was  in  session.  He  had  come  to  the  city  for  a  short  visit ;  and, 
after  establishing  himself  at  a  hotel,  had  repaired  to  the 
house  of  the  friend  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  friendly 
call.    Before  the  door  could  be  opened  in  answer  to  his 
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summons,  he  was  suddenly  taken  ill.  He  had,  in  fact,  with- 
out knowing  it,  gone  there  to  die.  He  was  at  once  re- 
moved to  a  comfortable  apartment,  and  cared  for  with  the 
utmost  tenderness,  until  he  was  delivered  from  the  burden 
of  the  flesh.  When  I  saw  him,  lie  was  too  feeble  for  much 
conversation ;  but  he  manifested  profound  interest  in  the 
thoughts  placed  before  him,  and  united  with  fervor  in  the 
prayers  offered.  For  many  years  he  had  struggled  with 
failing  health,  and  several  times  he  had  been  constrained  to 
change  his  field  of  duty ;  but  a  ministry  of  thirty  years  bore 
witness  for  him  that  he  was  a  faithful  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Rev.  Eleazer  Williams  had  never  been  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood.  For  many  years  he  served  as  a  missionary 
among  the  Indians ;  and  when  his  last  sickness  came  upon 
him,  he  was  residing  at  Hogansburgh,  in  the  Parsonage, 
which  had  been  several  years  ago  erected  there  for  him  by 
the  friends  of  the  church. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond,  the  Church  has 
lost  a  warm-hearted  and  laborious  minister.  During  a 
ministry  of  nearly  forty  years  his  heart  glowed  with  a  fresh, 
fervent  zeal  for  every  holy  cause  of  God  and  man.  Scarcely 
had  I  been  introduced  into  my  new  duties,  when  he  pro- 
posed to  me  to  accompany  him  on  a  visit  to  a  family  then 
in  deep  affliction ;  and  some  time  afterwards  we  went  to- 
gether at  his  request  to  examine  and  officiate  in  the  Institu- 
tions in  which  he  was  so  much  interested,  on  BlackwelPs 
Island ;  and  we  closed  a  very  touching  day  with  services  at 
the  House  of  Mercy,  at  Bloomingdale.  It  was  in  scenes 
like  these,  in  the  midst  of  human  misery  and  degradation, 
that  you  saw  the  true  character  of  the  man — full  of  melting 
pity  and  love,  and  as  ready  to  labor  and  deny  himself  for 
the  wretched,  as  lie  was  to  feel.  May  others,  as  warm- 
hearted, be  raised  up  to  walk  in  his  steps ;  and  may  the 
works  of  mercy  to  which  he  bad  dedicated  his  life,  never 
lack  friends  to  carry  out  his  benevolent  designs  ! 

Among  the  Laity  we  have  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  Hon. 
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John  Duer,  late  Chief- Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  in  this 
city.  For  many  years  his  learning  and  eloquence  had  been 
a  distinguished  ornament  of  the  Bar  and  of  the  Bench. 
His  private  character  was  as  pure  as  it  was  engaging.  Long 
a  member  of  this  body,  he  stood  among  the  foremost  of 
those  eminent  Laymen  whose  abilities  and  worth  have  shed 
so  much  lustre  upon  the  councils  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese ;  and  whatever  might  be  the  severity  of  his  profes- 
sional labors,  he  never  lost  sight  of  those  sacred  interests 
which  here  and  every  where  are  entitled  to  stand  first  in 
our  affections. 

At  the  last  moment,  just  as  this  body  was  on  the  eve  of 
assembling,  all  our  hearts  were  saddened  by  tidings  of  an- 
other death,  that  of  Gerrit  G.  Van  Wagenen,  Esq.,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese,  a  Trustee 
of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund,  and  a  man  whose 
amiable  and  upright  character,  and  constant  devotion  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Church,  were  so  apparent,  that  no  person 
ever  thought  of  doubting  them.  In  the  midst  of  his  useful- 
ness he  has  left  us ;  and  such  was  his  kindness,  and  the 
charm  of  his  character,  that  very  many  of  us  will  mourn  his 
death  as  a  personal  loss. 

In  turning  to  contemplate  the  work  which  is  now  being 
prosecuted  in  the  Diocese,  I  see  nothing  which  gratifies  me 
more,  or  to  which  I  look  forward  with  more  hope,  than 
those  outstanding  missions,  which  have  been  commenced 
in  this  city  in  connection  with  old-established  and  wealthy 
parishes.  Each  of  these  missions,  being  under  the  exclu- 
sive control  of  the  Hector  and  congregation  who  sustain 
it,  stands  the  best  chance  of  being  conducted  with  entire 
unity  of  feeling  and  aim,  with  vigor,  and  of  being  sur- 
rounded and  animated  by  a  measure  of  interest  and  liber- 
ality not  likely  to  be  secured  to  it  in  any  other  way.  These 
mission  chapels  are  largely  attended  by  classes  of  persons, 
whom  it  has  been  found  very  difficult  to  reach  to  the  same 
extent  by  any  other  means  ;  and  there  is  now  great  reason 
to  hope  that  this  system  may  be  adopted  by  all  the  stronger 
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congregations,  and  that  we  shall  see  a  nearer  approach 
made  to  an  adequate  provision  for  the  immense  body  of  our 
city  poor. 

There  are  congregations  in  this  City,  which  contribute 
annually  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  objects,  that 
are  entirely  external  to  themselves,  and  for  the  most  part 
external  to  the  City.  No  doubt  those  objects  have  their 
claims ;  but  considering  the  fearful  amount  of  ignorance  and 
sin,  and  spiritual  destitution,  lying  all  around  us  in  this 
great  city,  considering  the  very  special  and  peculiar  efforts 
which  are  indispensable  to  reach  the  most  degraded  of  our 
population,  would  it  not  be  a  reasonable  thing,  that  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  Christian  liberality  of  such  a 
congregation  should  be  expended  upon  the  poor  and  the 
spiritually  destitute,  that  grope  in  misery  and  darkness  under 
its  own  shadow  ?  Abundant  alms  have  always  been  dis- 
tributed by  these  congregations  among  the  poor :  but  not 
until  each  of  them  shall  have  employed  and  sent  out  its 
missionary  to  visit  from  house  to  house  among  the  poor,  to 
be  their  friend,  their  helper,  their  guide,  to  gather  them  into 
places  of  worship,  to  minister  to  them  in  public  as  well  as 
in  private,  to  collect  their  children  in  schools,  to  be  their 
representatives,  to  bear  their  grievances  and  their  claims  to 
the  charitable  in  the  parent  congregation ;  not  until  the 
ladies  and  young  men  of  each  of  these  congregations  shall 
have  aroused  themselves,  and  united  together  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  missionary,  and  for  the  kind  care  of  the  fami- 
lies of  their  mission  chapel ;  will  they  have  done  all  for  the 
temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of  their  needy  brethren 
which  it  is  in  their  power  to  do,  and  which  the  proprieties 
of  their  position  and  regard  for  their  own  spiritual  profiting 
make  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  do. 

Happy  I  am  to  be  able  to  say,  as  before  intimated,  that 
this  good  work  is  already  begun  and  well  advanced.  To 
the  outstanding  missions  before  in  successful  operation, 
three  or  four  have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 
Several  congregations  have  greatly  extended  their  labors 
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among  the  poor ;  and  the  mind  of  the  Church  is  gradually 
making  itself  ready  for  work  in  this  direction,  which  for 
comprehensiveness  and  efficiency  shall  be  answerable  to  the 
necessities  of  the  case.  To  this  point  my  thoughts  were  anx- 
iously directed  from  the  first  moment  of  my  entrance  upon 
the  duties  of  my  present  office.  Certain  plans  which  I  had 
marked  out  in  my  own  mind  for  the  prosecution  of  work 
among  the  poor  in  the  city,  and  which  I  still  regard  as  very 
important  where  they  can  be  fairly  carried  out,  I  was  re- 
strained from  bringing  forward,  partly  because  I  saw  that 
for  the  present  they  would  meet  with  serious  practical  dif- 
ficulties, and  partly  because  I  thought  I  saw  a  tendency 
toward  the  kind  of  effort  now  being  made  in  the  way  of 
outstanding  missions  connected  with  and  sustained  by 
single  congregations ;  a  system  which,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
carried,  I  regard  as  more  efficient  than  almost  any  other. 
The  same  considerations  prevented  me  from-  availing  my- 
self of  other  plans,  proposed  by  able  and  esteemed  brethren 
among  the  Clergy.  It  is  often  more  safe  and  more  useful 
to  favor  good  tendencies,  which  are  gradually  and  naturally 
developing  themselves,  to  animate  them  by  encourage 
ment,  than  to  involve  yourself  suddenly  in  new  and  arbi- 
trary schemes,  which  are  ill  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  time,  and  likely  to  be  attended  with  unlooked-for 
embarrassments.  Of  one  thing  we  may  be  sure  :  that  when 
a  great  duty  is  fully  recognized  with  an  earnest  and  grow- 
ing desire  to  have  it  faithfully  discharged,  a  gracious  Provi- 
dence will  not  be  long  in  opening  the  way  for  its  accom- 
plishment. 

From  Missions  in  the  City  I  have  to  turn  once  more  to  the 
subject  of  Missions  in  the  Diocese  at  large.  At  many  of 
these  stations  the  Confirmations  have  never  before  been  so 
large  as  during  the  past  year.  The  activity  of  the  Clergy 
has  been  in  general  most  praiseworthy,  and  the  people  have 
in  most  cases  shown  a  growing  interest  in  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church.  But  the  faithful  Missionaries  have  in  several 
instances  passed  over  one  and  another  quarter  without  re- 
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ceiving  any  portion  of  their  stipend.  The  expenditures 
during  the  past  year  for  the  missions  of  the  Diocese  have 
been  less  by  nearly  two  thousand  dollars  than  they  were 
last  year;  owing  partly  to  certain  stations  having  been 
thrown  upon  their  own  unaided  exertions,  and  partly  to 
certain  other  stations  having  become  vacant  by  the  removal 
of  the  Missionary  to  another  Diocese.  And  yet  the  Trea- 
surer has  announced  to  us  that  three  thousand  dollars  will  be 
required  to  enable  him  to  make  the  quarterly  payments  that 
will  become  due  to-morrow.  A  few  days  since  I  had  the 
gratification  of  receiving,  in  response  to  the  appeal  lately  put 
forth,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  from  an  unknown 
friend  of  the  Church.  A  few  such  contributions  from  those 
whom  God  hath  largely  blessed  in  the  things  of  this  world, 
and  who  are  indebted  to  Christ  and  His  Church  for  un- 
speakable gifts  of  Grace,  would  relieve  us  from  all  embar- 
rassment, and  encourage  many  faithful  hearts  to  renewed 
prayer  and  labor.  I  have  been  greatly  pleased  to  witness 
a  growing  spirit  of  enterprise  among  the  Missionaries  of  the 
Diocese.  In  several  cases  they  have  quickened  the  reli- 
gious movements  of  a  large  district  of  country  by  their 
activity  in  holding  services  and  communicating  with  the 
people  at  a  distance  from  their  central  station.  In  conse- 
quence of  these  efforts,  the  attendance  at  the  central  point 
from  a  distance  has  been  largely  increased ;  and  new  or- 
ganizations have  been  set  on  foot.  This  spirit  of  enterprise, 
moreover,  has  shown  itself  in  many  of  the  Parochial  Clergy, 
#who  are  not  missionaries.  I  return  them  all  my  most  cor- 
dial thanks.  They  will  not  labor  in  vain.  God  will  bless 
their  generous  self-devotion.  They  will  reap  in  due  time 
if  they  faint  not ;  and  the  Diocese  at  large  will  gradually 
come  to  sympathize  more  and  more  with  their  efforts,  to 
see  more  of  their  importance,  and  to  contribute  more  freely 
for  their  support. 

I  have  already  noticed  the  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  our  Candidates  for  Orders  over  last  year.  There  is  also  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  Students  in  the 
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General  Theological  Seminary.  Last  year,  the  class  enter- 
ing the  Seminary,  was  nearly  double  the  classes  of  two  or 
three  preceding  years;  and  this  year  the  new  class  pro- 
mises to  be  still  larger.  May  all  who  have  part  in  the  work 
of  preparing  those  young  men  for  the  sacred  ministry,  be 
endued  with  grace  and  wisdom  to  guide  them  aright,  and 
be  aided  to  kindle  in  their  hearts  an  all-absorbing  zeal  for 
their  Master's  service ! 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Seminary  at  the  end  of  June  last,  a  very  able  Report  was 
presented  on  the  subject  of  the  changes  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  Seminary,  proposed  by  the  last  General  Convention. 
It  was  a  profound  legal  examination  of  the  whole  subject,  emi- 
nently worthy  of  the  distinguished  reputation  of  the  venerable 
Layman  who  prepared  it,  and  reminding  many  of  his  friends 
of  the  able  opinions  formerly  delivered  by  him  in  the  Court 
of  Errorsin  thisState.  It  pronounced  strongly  against  the  pro- 
posed changes  on  legal  grounds ;  and  so  entirely  conclusive 
was  the  Report  deemed  to  be,  that  the  Resolutions  appended 
to  it  were  passed  unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  while 
out  of  that  Board  the  arguments  and  the  conclusions  of  the 
Report  have  been  warmly  approved  by  some  of  the  first 
legal  minds  of  the  country.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the 
whole  subject  may  be  considered  as  forever  set  at  rest. 

The  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary 
was  one  of  the  most  touching  and  animating  ever  witnessed; 
and  I  confidently  look  to  see  the  Institution  gather  around 
itself,  in  an  increasing  degree,  the  confidence  and  affections 
of  the  Church  in  this  country.  Her  warm-hearted  sons 
have  done,  and  will  do  her  honor  by  their  fervent  devotion 
to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church ;  and  many  a  munifi- 
cent friend,  anxious  to  promote  the  future  interests  of  the 
Church  in  this  country,  will  come  to  pour  his  gifts  into  her 
treasury. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  education  for  the  sa- 
cred ministry,  I  may  here  mention,  that  the  offer,  made  a 
few  years  since  by  an  honored  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese, 
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of  an  endowment  of  the  "  Chapel  School,"  erected  by  him  for 
the  "  Education  and  Training  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Orphan 
Sons  of  Missionaries,"  in  case  further  aid  could  be  secured  for 
carrying  the  design  into  effect, has  been  withdrawn  by  him  in 
a  recent  letter  to  me,  and  the  property  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Parish  recently  organized  at  Irvington.  This  change 
of  destination  was  made,  as  will  appear  by  his  letter,  partly 
because  the  required  aid  was  not  offered,  and  partly  be- 
cause a  promising  effort  to  establish  a  training-school  had 
been  recently  commenced  in  another  place.  We  trust  that 
his  pious  design  will  not  have  been  formed  and  made  known 
in  vain ;  but  that  his  ideas  will  bear  good  fruit,  and  that 
the  warm  and  devoted  hearts,  engaged  in  a  similar  enter- 
prise elsewhere,  will  never  faint  for  want  of  sympathy  and 
encouragement 

At  the  last  Convention,  much  time  was  consumed  in  dis- 
cussing certain  proposed  amendments  of  the  Third  Article 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  having  reference  to  the 
qualifications  for  membership  of  this  Body.  Before  the 
subject  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee,  an  amendment 
had  been  proposed  and  carried  by  a  large  majority,  on  the 
part  of  the  Clergy,  and  a  small  one  on  the  part  of  the 
Laity,  in  favor  of  admitting  none  but  Communicants  as 
Lay-Delegates.  A  similar  motion  has  been  once  or  twice 
carried  before ;  but  the  principle  has  never  been  incorpo- 
rated into  the  Constitution.  The  desirableness  in  the  ab- 
stract of  having  the  Body  of  Lay-Delegates  composed  of 
Communicants,  would,  I  suppose,  be  admitted  by  all.  In- 
deed, I  believe  things  are  tending  to  that  result  in  this  Dio- 
cese, as  fast  as  circumstances  will  at  all  permit.  But  to 
attempt  to  enforce  it  all  at  once  by  a  new  rule,  which 
changes  the  practice  that  has  prevailed  in  the  Diocese  from 
the  first ;  which  would  dismiss  from  this  Body  several  pure 
and  excellent  men,  and  embarrass  the  efforts  of  many 
Parishes  to  secure  a  representation  in  this  place,  seems  to 
me  a  measure  of  very  questionable  expediency.  For  sev- 
eral years  my  attention  has  been  turned  to  it  at  different 
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times;  and  the  more  I  have  considered  it  in  the  light  of  all 
the  facts,  the  less  I  have  felt  inclined  to  favor  it ;  and  I 
believe  there  are  not  a  few  of  the  Clergy,  who,  if  compelled 
to  record  their  votes,  do  not  care  to  oppose  the  higher  re- 
quirement; hut  who  nevertheless  would  much  prefer  that 
the  whole  subject  should  be  left  untouched.  The  proposed 
amendment  will  he  attended  with  more  practical  incon- 
veniences than  its  friends  can  easily  understand  beforehand 
It  is  an  ungracious  measure,  likely  to  cause  much  irritation ; 
and  it  is  an  old  maxim  and  a  wise  one  in  matters  of  gov- 
ernment and  law,  that  when  a  system  has  been  in  operation 
for  a  long  period,  and  has  been  attended  with  no  practical 
evil  whatever,  we  had  better  be  slow  to  encourage  the  idea 
of  change.  It  is  a  delicate  subject  to  discuss  in  all  its  re- 
lations; and  without  attempting  to  do  so,  I  shall  content 
myself  with  intimating  distinctly  my  deliberate  opinion. 
It  is  painful  to  me  to  withhold  concurrence  from  views  and 
feelings,  for  which  I  have  very  great  respect.  I  know  very 
well  that  I  expose  myself  to  some  misapprehension^  if  not 
misrepresentations ;  but  in  a  matter  ol  duty,  which  seems 
to  me  so  plain  and  so  important,  I  must  act  without  regard 
to  personal  consequences. 

There  are  some  other  important  subjects,  which  I  had 
wished  to  touch :  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  Rich, 
especially  when  residing  in  the  country,  the  tendency  toward 
which  mode  of  life  is  now  happily  largely  on  the  increase ; 
certain  means  whereby  the  Christian  Pastor  might  gather 
around  him  more  closely  the  young  men  of  his  Parish,  be 
to  them  a  holy  bond  of  union,  and  guide  to  a  higher  life  of 
devotion  and  of  duty,  make  them  more  active  for  good, 
and  train  them  up  with  such  an  intimate  acquaintance  with 
and  earnest  regard  for  all  the  great  interests  of  the  Church, 
as  would  make  them%  in  after  years,  with  the  blessing  of 
God,  main  pillars  in  the  House  of  the  Lord ;  the  importance 
of  inspiring  every  Christian  in  the  congregation,  however 
humble,  (and  the  more  humble  the  more  important,)  with 
the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  capable  of  being,  and  is  called 
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to  be,,  in  his  own  sphere,  a  Christian  missionary,  ever  ready 
to  apeak  a  word,  to  give  a  well-chosen  tract  or  a  book,  , 
where  they  seem  to  be  much  needed,  and  are  likely  to  be 
at  all  well  received ;  the  great  value  of  evening-schools,  for 
the  Poor,  in  the  winter,  where  young  men  and  women  may 
impart  instruction  to  those  who  so  greatly  need  it ;  the  good 
results  that  would  follow,  if  Christian  families,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  toward  the  poor,  would  trust  less  to 
general  distribution  of  alms,  and  endeavor,  each  one  of 
them,  where  it  is  at  all  possible,  to  select  one  or  more  poor 
families,  with  whom  they  may  communicate  in  all  good 
things,  so  that  the  young  in  the  giving  family  may  have 
part  in  the  ministry  of  love,  and  so  that  the  poor  may  re- 
ceive counsel  and  sympathy,  as  well  as  material  aid ;  and 
finally,  turning  to  another  interest,  the  great  danger  in  the 
present  circumstances  of  the  Church,  of  acting  hastily  upon 
mere  abstract  and  theoretical  views,  in  attempting  changes 
in  ecclesiastical  arrangements;  these  are  all  subjects  ot 
great  interest  and  importance.  But  I  have  already  de- 
tained you  too  long.  God  most  merciful  be  thanked  and 
praised  for  the  growing  sympathy  and  concord  apparent 
among  us !  May  every  word  uttered  in  this  Convention 
tend  to  promote  them,  and  to  raise  higher  in  all  our  hearts 
the  principle  of  supreme  devotion  to  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  salvation  of  men  in  and  through  His  Church !

Mr.  Henry  Fisher  became  its  Superintendent,  with 
the  cooperation  of  a  corps  of  efficient  and  zealous  teachers.  In  a  few  months 
the  hall  was  filled.  It  was  evident  that  stated  public  worship  and  a  faithful 
missionary  wore  needed.  I  was  so  fortunate  as  to  find,  in  the  Rev.  James  S. 
Barnes,  this  supply.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  about  ten  months  since,  com- 
mencing with  one  service  a  day.  The  attendance  was  encouraging  from  the 
beginning.  From  January  last  to  the  present  time,  there  have  been  two  regu- 
lar services  and  sermons  at  the  hall  each  Sunday.  This  is  the  only  organized 
effort  for  religious  instruction  in  that  part  of  the  city.

Emmanuel  Church,  as  above  reported,  is  the  same  in  organization  as  that 
formerly  known  and  recognized  in  the  Convention  as  "  The  Free  Church  of 
Good  Angels."  The  Vestry,  satisfied  that  the  church  could  not  succeed  under 
the  free  church  system,  called  the  present  rector  to  the  charge  of  the  parish 
under  the  express  condition,  that  the  pow  system  of  sustaining  the  church 
should  be  adopted ;  at  which  time  also  the  proper  steps  were  taken  (in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute)  for  a  change  of  name  to  that  by  which  it  is  now  known 
as  Emmanuel  Church.  Under  these  conditions,  the  rector  commenced  his  la- 
bors in  the  parish,  October  1,  1857  ;  since  which  time,  the  encumbrances  exist- 
ing against  the  old  church  have  been  settled;  sundry  repairs  and  improvements 
made  in  our  place  of  worship ;  and  the  parish  can  now  be  reported  as  self-sus- 
taining and  free  from  debt.

Since  the  date  of  my  appointment,  (June  8th,  1858,)  I  have  officiated  every 
Sunday  at  Coenties  Slip,  preaching  in  the  open  air.  Tho  attendance  of  boat- 
men and  seamen  at  the  services  has  been  quite  encouraging.  On  several  occa- 
sions as  many  as  200  persons  have  been  present,  who  have  listened  very  at- 
tentively to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  A  large  number  of  books,  tracts, 
and  other  religious  publications,  has  been  distributed  after  service. 

During  the  week  my  time  is  occupied  in  visiting  the  seamen  who  are  con- 
fined by  sickness  or  accident  in  the  New  York,  Brooklyn,  and  Staten  Island 
Hospitals ;  in  distributing  books,  tracts,  etc.,  in  the  several  seamen's  boarding 
houses,  and  on  ship-board ;  in  administering  to  the  wants  of  the  families  of  sick 
or  deceased  seamen ;  in  holding  religious  services  at  the  new  Seamen's  Home, 
338  Pearl  street ;  and  in  conversing  on  religious  subjects  with  all  who  are- 
willing  to  hear  me.

"We  have  made  appeals 
often  for  aid  in  tho  erection  of  a  building ;  but  not  a  word  of  assistance  has 
been  responded.  I  can  discover  but  one  alternative,  and  that  is,  to  take  the 
subject  immediately  and  lay  it  before  the  English  people,  and  ask  them  for 
enough  to  consummate  tho  purpose.

A  large  Parish  in  a  large  city,  resembles  a  lake  with  a  stream  of  water  ever 
flowing  into  it  at  one  end,  and  out  of  it  at  the  other ;  the  lake  maintaining 
about  the  same  level  from  year  to  year.  The  Rector  of  this  Parish  finds  that 
the  changes  about  balance  one  another,  and  that  he  has  nearly  the  same  num- 
ber of  parishioners  and  communicants  from  year  to  year.  The  Mission,  and 
Sunday,  and  Industrial  Schools  of  the  Parish,  have,  for  tho  last  year,  been  con- 
ducted with  much  efficiency,  and  with  many  gratifying  results.

Being  absent  in  Europe  at  the  time  the  last  Annual  Convention  was  held,  no 
parochiaFreport  was  had  then  from  the  Rector  of  this  Church.  The  present 
one  above  is  for  the  last  two  conventional  years,  (1857  and  1858,)  as  regards 
baptisms,  marriages,  and  burials. 

The  Congregation  having  of  late  dispersed  all  over  the  island,  Hoboken, 
West  Hoboken,  Jersey  City,  and  Brooklyn,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  gather 
pupils  in  a  Sunday-School  as  formerly. 

St  George's  Church,  New  York ;   the  Rev.  Stephen.  H.  Ttko, 
D.  D.,  Rector. 

We  have  added  during  the  past  year  83  new  communicants,  71  new  mem- 
bers, and  12  coming  from  other  churches.  This  makes  the  whole  number  re- 
ceived in  the  thirteen  years  of  my  ministry  881,  of  whom  237  were  from  other 
churches,  and  644  have  made  their  first  profession  of  faith  in  Christ  with  w. 
When  I  became  the  Rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  I  found  229  communicants, 
making  the  whole  list,  as  it  appears,  on  our  present  register,  1,110.  Of  these, 
six  have  been  removed  by  death  within  the  past  year.  At  the  last  Easter  I 
have  made  a  complete  examination  of  this  list,  as  compared  with  our  present 
actual  attendants,  and  I  find  of  the  229  who  met  me  thirteen  years  ago,  but 
59  now  remain  among  us  as  actual  members  of  our  communion  here — 170  have 
died  or  removed  to  other  churches.  Of  the  881  whom  I  have  received,  115 
have  also  been  in  these  two  methods  separated  from  us,  leaving  but  766  in 
actual  habitual  communion  with  us.  So  that  our  present  actual  number  ot 
communicants  is  825,  of  whom  the  largest  number  we  ever  have  together  pro- 
bably does  not  much  exceed  GOO,  and  the  average  attendance  duriDg  the  winter 
is  perhaps  500. 

The  marriages  of  the  past  year  have  been  16.  The  baptisms  54 :  infants, 
46 ;  adults,  8.  The  funerals  have  been  11.  All  these  last  administrations  are 
exclusive  of  those  contained  in  the  report  of  our  parish  missionary.

General  Fund  for  various  objects,  $1,605  25;  Seamen  and  Seamen's  Children, 
$234  85— total,  $22,925  80. 
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Id  addition  to  these  sums,  there  have  been  appropriations  by  the  vestry 
from  the  corporate  funds  of  the  Church,  for  benevolent  objects,  $1,935  10— 
Salary  of  Parish  Missionary,  $800 ;  Bishop's  Salary,  $300 ;  Kenyon  College, 
$250 ;  Diocesan  Fund,  $60 ;  Mission  School,  $525  10— total,  $1,935  10. 

The  ladies  of  the  Dorcas  Society  have  made  and  distributed  1,332  different 
garments  and  35*7  pairs  of  shoes  amoDg  225  poor  children  in  our  Sunday- 
Schools,  and  have  collected  in  funds  for  this  purpose,  $630  54.  They  have 
also  received  in  donations  goods  to  the  amount  of  $150.  This  makes  our 
whole  congregational  action  for  benevolent  objects  amount  to  $25,641  44. 
This  sum,  however,  excludes  much  that  has  been  collected  among  our  people 
for  the  poor,  and  for  various  external  benevolent  objects,  which  do  not  come 
under  my  supervision,  and  of  which  no  report  is  made  to  me. 

My  pastoral  visits  in  the  last  seven  months  have  been  over  700,  and  my 
public  labors  in  preaching  have  averaged  more  than  four  in  every  week  during 
the  same  time. 

Our  Sunday-Schools  at  the  Church,  which  have  been  under  my  own  person- 
al notice,  as  their  actual  superintendent  for  the  past  year,  embrace  2  infant 
schools  with  3  teachers,  one  of  300  and  the  other  of  150  children ;  3  adult 
Bible  classes,  with  3  teachers — one  of  young  men,  numbering  20 ;  2  of  young 
women,  numbering,  one  58,  and  the  other  42,  making  100  in  all.  All  these 
are  taught  in  separate  rooms,  and  give  us  6  teachers,  with  570  scholars  col- 
lected in  the  lower  rooms  of  our  chapel.  Then  in  our  main  school  above,  we 
have  309  girls,  and  237  boys,  with  35  female  teachers,  and  23  male  teachers, 
making  our  whole  number  of  scholars  at  this  school,  1,116,  and  of  teachers,  64. 
Total,  1,180. 

In  connection  with  this  Sunday-school,  we  have  also  there  a  daily  parochial 
school  for  poor  and  small  children,  with  100  scholars  under  one  teacher ;  and 
a  weekly  sewing-school  for  poor  girls,  embracing  340  scholars,  and  31  teachers. 
Thus  we  have  here,  under  various  instruction,  no  less  than  1,556  children,  with 
95  teachers.  This  would  seem  a  work  of  labor  and  responsibility  enough  for 
one  church ;  and  in  fact  involves  an  amount  of  toil  and  personal  responsibility 
to  a  pastor,  the  possible  endurance  of  which,  united  with  the  other  labors  of 
this  immense  church,  has  continually  astonished  me,  as  I  have  gone  through 
them.  I  had  supposed  our  schools  would  be  necessarily  diminished,  as  other 
churches  were  rising  up  around  us,  and  no  particular  efforts  were  made  by  us 
to  increase  them.  But  they  have  maintained  their  ground  with  unchanging 
steadfastness,  and  our  children  and  teachers  appear  to  esteem  the  work  as  one 
of  the  highest  privileges  of  their  life.  The  annual  pecuniary  cost  of  supporting 
all  these  schools,  in  the  provisions  for  libraries  and  instruction,  can  never  be 
counted  less  than  one  dollar  for  each  scholar. 

But  our  schools  at  the  church  are  but  a  part  of  our  actual  work  in  this  great 
cause.  Our  mission  schools  are  of  increasing  importance  as  a  part  of  our  use- 
fulness in  the  community  for  whose  welfare  we  are  toiling.  We  have  now 
three  distinct  schools  under  this  head.  An  English  school,  including  88  boys 
and  85  girls,  173  children,  and  13  male  and  13  female  teachers,  26.     In  an-

other  building  we  have  an  Infant  school  of  90  children  and  1  teacher — making 
263  children,  with  27  teachers,  under  English  teaching.  We  have  also  a  Ger- 
man school,  in  which  the  teaching  is  in  German,  with  one  German  missionary 
at  its  head,  Dr.  Schram,  who  has  a  salary  for  his  services,  and  visits  the  fami- 
lies in  this  connection,  who  is  a  very  faithful  and  valuable  laborer  in  the  field ; 
under  him  are  10  teachers,  and  170  children.  We  have  also  at  the  Mission 
school,  a  daily  school  for  poor  children,  containing  50  children,  with  1  teacher. 
So  that  our  Mission  schools  include  at  the  present  time,  483  children,  under  39 
teachers.  This  makes  the  total  of  our  schemes  in  parochial  teaching  of  the 
young  in  this  one  ohurch,  2,039  children,  and  134  teachers — an  amount  of 
work  and  effort  which  only  the  more  amazes  us,  as  it  is  the  more  considered. 
The  amount  of  money  collected  and  expended  for  our  Mission  schools,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Vestry,  before  noticed,  has  been  about 
$800 — making  the  whole  cost  of  this  varied  Mission  effort,  $1,325 ;  which 
includes  all  the  charges  of  rent  and  expenses  of  the  buildings,  and  provision 
of  clothing  and  shoes  for  many  of  the  children.  There  are  three  religious  ser- 
vices held  on  every  Sabbath  in  our  rented  Mission  Chapel ;  in  the  morning  and 
evening  in  English,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  German.  The  Vestry  have  now 
determined  to  secure  lots  for  a  permanent  Mission  Chapel,  and  the  children  of 
our  Sunday-Schools  are  determined  to  build  it.  Their  Missionary  offerings 
presented  at  their  late  Anniversary,  amounting  to  $3,279,  will  be  devoted  to 
that  purpose.  I  trust  the  congregation  will  be  liberal  in  their  aid  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  end  which  they  have  undertaken. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wolcott,  who  has  now  faithfully  labored  with  me  for  seven 
years,  as  a  parish  missionary  among  the  poor,  gives  me  the  following  report  of 
his  labors  for  the  year  past : 

"  During  the  last  ecclesiastical  year  ray  duties  and  labors  have  been  much 
the  same  as  those  of  the  six  preceding  years.  I  have  attended  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons  suffering  under  protracted  illness.  In  addition  to  my  regular 
services  at  the  Mission  school-room,  I  have  preached  or  lectured  on  30  other 
occasions.  I  have  made  600  visits  among  the  sick,  poor,  and  afflicted;  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  to  7  persons  confined  to  their  sick-beds ;  attended 
36  funerals ;  baptized  63  children ;  solemnized  9  marriages ;  gathered  into  the 
Sunday-schools  more  than  100  new  scholars;  visited  290  differont  families; 
and  have  made  in  all  about  1,600  visits.  I  have  given  to  destitute  Sunday 
scholars  80  pairs  of  shoes;  to  poor  destitute  women  20  pairs  of  shoes,  and  9 
pairs  of  rubbers.  Distributed  59  quarter  tons  of  coal,  and  more  than  $1,000 
in  money — giving  aid  to  about  200  poor  families — 80  Bible?,  and  about  30, 000 
pages  of  tracts  and  religious  books.  My  services  at  the  Mission  school-room 
have  been  and  now  are  well  attended  by  a  devout  and  increasing  congregation."

Since  the  first  of  July  last  year,  till  September  1st,  of  the  present  one,  the 
Rev.  S.  H.  Synnott,  now  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Cooperstown,  assisted  me  in 
the  work  of  this  Parish,  and  by  his  diligence  has  enabled  me  to  add  a  largo 
number  of  families  to  my  list  These  are  principally  from  among  the  poor  in 
the  Sixteenth  Ward,  no  less  than  130  such  families  being  found  and  regularly 
visited.  In  these  families  there  was  quite  a  large  number  of  communicants, 
most  of  whom  were  from  England  and  Ireland,  and  had  never  received  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  this  country.  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to 
say  that  nearly  all  yho  have  been  visited  by  us,  have  again  attached  them- 
selves to  the  Church,  and  cast  off  the  habits  of  neglect  and  carelessness  into 
which  they  had  fallen.

The  Rector  finds  it  impracticable  to  furnish  an  accurate  report  touching  the 
number  of  communicants,  as  also  of  the  numbers  attending  the  Church.  Al- 
though full,  its  location  makes  it  liable  to  constant  fluctuations,  both  as  to  num- 
bers and  worshippers.  A  most  commendable  zeal  has  been  manifested  by  the 
members  of  the  Parish  in  succoring  the  poor,  and  providing  for  the  spiritual 
claims  of  the  district  lying  around  the  Church.  A  few  general  and  local  Church 
objects  have  been  for  the  time  overlooked,  in  the  establishment  of  a  Free  Mis- 
sion Chapel,  on  the  corner  of  Prince  and  Thompson  streets.  The  Vestry  of 
Trinity  Church  kindly  assumed  the  rent  of  the  Chapel,  and  the  members  of  St.

Thcso  children 
are  in  the  sole  charge  of  the  ladies  of  the  ChapeL  The  Vestry  of  the  Parish 
permit  them  to  occupy  a  part  of  the  house  rented  for  the  Sunday-Schools.  This 
is  their  dwelling  and  their  home,  where  they  live  together  under  the  care  of  a 
competent  matron,  and  are  fed,  clothed,  instructed,  and  wholly  supported 
through  the  liberality  of  the  congregation.  By  this  charity  an  average  of 
seventeen  little  girls  have  been  supported  hitherto,  and  wo  hopo  to  bo  able  in 
the  course  of  the  current  year  to  extend  the  number  to  twenty- five.

By  this  enlargement 
of  the  edifice  we  are  put  in  possession  of  fourteen  additional  pews,  and  a  large 
room  has  been  secured  and  fitted  up  in  the  basement  for  the  Sunday-School ; 
so  that  the  classes,  instead  of  using  the  body  and  galleries  of  the  church  as 
formerly,  and  which  was  very  objectionable,  now  meet  in  an  apartment  far 
more  proper  and  better  arranged.  The  expenses  attending  these  additions 
were  little  short  of  two  thousand  dollars,  which  amount  was  gathered  from  the 
sale  of  a  portion  of  the  added  pews,  leaving  several  still  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Vestry.  From  the  moment  we  took  possession  of  the  edifice  there  has  been 
no  cessation  of  the  usual  public  services,  and  they  have  all  been  performed  by 
myself  without  the  least  assistance.  Never  has  a  week  opened  when  it  was 
not  necessary  for  me  alone  to  undertake  to  discharge  all  the  duties.  For  health 
and  strength  to  do  so  without  interruption  over  so  large  a  space  of  time,  I 
render  thanks  to  Him  who  is  the  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift

Since  the  last  Convention,  the  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  Parish 
church,  which  had  been  in  contemplation  for  some  time,  have  been  prosecuted 
with  a  degree  of  energy  and  unanimity  of  feeling  which  are  honorable  to  the 
people,  and  deserving  of  special  notice.  The  main  feature  of  the  improvements 
consists  in  the  erection  of  a  substantial  and  well-proportioned  recessed  chancel 
of  stone.  The  internal  area  of  the  chancel  is  24  feet  by  19.  It  is  lighted  by 
a  large  triplet,  of  fine  workmanship,  exhibiting  the  customary  ecclesiastical 
emblems.  The  roof  is  executed  in  butternut,  as  are  also  the  stalls  and  desks, 
the  lectern,  etc.  The  chancel  is  entered  under  a  lofty  and  richly-moulded 
arch.  In  the  nave,  all  the  old  pews  having  been  removed,  their  place  is  occu- 
pied by  open  seats,  with  panelled  standards,  of  butternut,  oiled.  An  octagonal 
pulpit  is  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  nave,  near  the  chancel  arch,  and  the 
organ  stands  on  a  low  platform  on  the  north  side.  The  ceiling  of  the  nave  is 
of  an  azure  tint  ornamented  with  stars.  All  the  windows  of  the  nave  arc 
filled  with  enamelled  glass,  surrounded  by  figured  borders.  An  agreeable  tint 
of  light  stone-color  has  been  given  to  the  walla  of  the  navo  and  chancel,  and 
to  the  interior  of  the  lower  part  of  the  tower,  which  forms  the  entrance  porch. 
The  whole  building  will  be  warmed  by  a  furnace. 

The  improvements  thus  sketched  are  now  drawing  near  their  completion. 
In  the  interim  the  services  of  the  Church  have  been  continued  without  inter- 
ruption in  the  Chapel  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Academy,  except  that,  for  want  of 
proper  conveniences,  we  havo  been  obliged  to  omit  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  expenditure  for  these  repairs  and  improvements  will  probably  not  be 
less  than  $4,000.  To  the  munificence  of  one  member  of  the  Parish,  the  Junior 
Warden,  we  are  indebted  for  that  aid  which  gave  the  first  impulse  to  the  work, 
and  encouraged  us  to  seek  and  profit  by  the  liberality  of  others.  It  is  worth v 
of  record  also,  that  in  the  furnishing  of  the  eight  windows  of  the  navo  with 
rich  enamelled  glass,  we  have  an  enduring  and  valuable  proof  of  what  may  be 
done  by  the  persevering  zeal  of  a  Ladies'  Sewing  Society. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  season,  the  rectory  also  was  greatly  improved  and 
put  in  thorough  repair  at  an  expense  of  about  $400.

They  need  assistance,  and  ought  to 
have  it.  Three  hundred  dollars  would  so  far  finish  the  church  as  to  enable 
them  to  use  it  If  something  is  not  done  soon  for  them,  it  is  very  certain  that 
it  will  bo  sold.  I  have  preached  once  in  Louisville,  and  attended  the  burial  of 
one  person.

In  addition  to  the  above  amount,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  the  Rectory  has 
been  repaired  and  much  improved  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,200. 

The  Vestry  contemplate  erecting  a  new  church,  a  handsome  edifice  of  stone, 
according  to  a  plan  furnished  by  Messrs.  Upjohn  and  Co.,  calculated  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  six  hundred  worshippers. 

A  Ladies'  Society  of  the  Parish  during  the  last  winter  and  spring,  attended 
to  the  wants  of  several  of  the  poor  in  the  vicinity,  and  distributed  among 
them  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  garments,  besides  giving  aid  in  other 
ways. 

In  May  last,  a  Sunday-School  was  commenced  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Par- 
ish, three  miles  distant  from  the  church.  It  is  held  in  the  district  school- 
house  in  the  afternoon,  and  has  been  faithfully  conducted  by  a  zealous  Church 
family  residing  near  by,  assisted  by  a  few  persons  in  the  neighborhood.  In 
addition  to  the  exercises  of  the  school,  the  Superintendent,  a  member  of  the 
family  referred  to,  has  read  the  Evening  Prayer  with  a  suitable  sermon.  The 
attendance  has  been  gradually  increasing,  and  is  very  encouraging  both  in  the 
school  and  upon  the  services.  The  Rector  has  performed  Divine  Service  and 
preached  there  once  a  month  since  July.  An  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  of 
extending  the  teachings  and  services  of  the  Church  among  a  people  who  have 
not  hitherto  felt  sufficient  interest  to  attend  with  regularity  on  public  worship ; 
and,  besides,  it  accommodates  some  who  can  not,  owing  to  distance  and  other 
causes,  come  to  the  Parish  churcli,  as  they  might  desire. 

In  the  above  report  of  families,  communicants,  etc.,  only  thoso  are  included 
who  are  permanently  connected  with  the  Parish,  and  who  have  no  other  paro- 
chial connection.  Temporary  residents,  of  whom  there  is  a  considerable  num- 
ber attending  the  Church  and  Communion  durtog  a  part  of  the  year  are  not 
taken  into  the  account.

The  Provisional  Bishop  has  also  received  Reports,  according  to 
Canon,  from  the  following  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  not  having 
Parochial  or  Missionary  charge : 

The  Rev.  Addis  E.  Bishop,  Deacon,  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  to  report  the  number  of  public  services  in  which  I  have  engaged  in 
whole  or  in  part  since  my  transfer  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  as  follows : 
number  of  public  services,  98 ;  one  funeral  for  Trinity  Church  Parish,  New 
York  City.  For  the  last  three  months  I  have  been  officiating  by  permission  at 
Middleburgh,  Schoharie  county,  in  the  Wain  wright  Institute  and  Chapel.  Of  the 
number  of  communicants  residing  in  the  neighborhood,  I  have  not  been  able 
to  determine.    They  are,  however,  but  few  in  number. 


The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes  reports : 

That,  after  the  Convention  of  1857,  he  officiated  in  St  Mary's  Church,  Ces- 
tleton,  Staten  Island,  on  four  Sundays ;  that  he  has  officiated  in  New  Jersey 
on  twenty-one  Sundays ;  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  three  months  and  a 
half;  in  Louisiana,  on  two  Sundays ;  in  New  York,  five  Sundays ;  and  in  Ken- 
tucky, one  Sunday ;  on  board  of  steamers,  twice,  in  passing  to  and  from  Now 
Orleans ;  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas,  New- Year's  Day,  Ash- Wednesday, 
and  Good-Friday ;  and  very  frequently  at  week-day  services. 


The  Rev.  C.  H.  Gardiner  reports : 

That  during  the  past  Conventional  year  he  has  officiated  in  two  Parishes  in 
the  Diocese,  for  about  four  months.    The  remainder  of  the  year  he  has  spent 
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in  Brooklyn  and  vicinity,  relieving  clerical  brethren,  and  supplying  vacancies 
when  bo  required  and  circumstances  would  permit 


The  Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard  reports  as  follows : 

By  the  blessing  of  God  I  have  been  enabled  to  render  the  following  services 
the  last  year :  on  Communion  Sundays  I  have  generally  assisted  the  Rector  oi 
St  John's  Church,  Yonkers,  in  his  chancel  services ;  and  have  aided  my  breth- 
ren by  preaching — two  Sundays  at  White  Plains ;  two  Sundays  at  Yonkers ; 
one  Sunday  at  Astoria;  once  at  East  Chester;  one  at  "Waterford;  and  one  at 
Bethel,  Connecticut;  in  all,  17  times.  Twice  I  have  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  officiated  at  two  funerals. 


The  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic 
Divinity  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  reports  as  fol- 
lows : 

During  the  year  I  have  attended  regularly  to  my  duties,  as  Professor  in  the 
General  Theological  Seminary;  taking  my  turn  in  the  Daily  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  and  in  the  preaching  in  the  Institution.  On  the  Sundays  I 
been  almost  always  engaged,  officiating  or  preaching  in  the  Churches  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  or  near  it  During  the  summer  vacation  I  officiated  for 
about  two  months  in  Churches  in  Chenango  and  Otsego  counties;  and  also 
preached  ten  sermons  in  Indiana,  and  two  in  Illinois. 


The  Rev.  Edward  C.  Marshall,  Deacon,  reports  as  follows  : 

In  compliance  with  the  Canon  I  would  report,  that  since  the  last  Convention 
I  had  no  regular  charge  previous  to  Whit-Sunday.  During  that  period,  how- 
ever, I  preached  twenty-five  times  in  different  churches,  and  baptized  one  per- 
son. From  and  after  Whit-Sunday  I  have  maintained  regular  services  at  Edge- 
water  Chapel,  near  Tillou's  Landing,  below  Fort  Lee,  Now  Jersey. 


The  Rev.  Edward  N.  Mead,  St.  Mary's  Church,  Beech  wood, 
Westchester  county,  reports : 

That  during  the  last  year  he  has  continued  the  exercise  of  his  ministry  at 
the  Church  above  named,  where  on  Sundays  he  has  participated  in  the  serv- 
ices, the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  and  preaching.  He  has  baptized 
four  adults  and  two  infants,  and  a  class  has  been  gathered  and  prepared  by  him 
for  confirmation,  who  are  now  awaiting  the  Bishop's  expected  visit.  He  has 
given  his  personal  attention  each  Sunday  to  the  Sunday-School,  and  has  also 
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established  a  Chuch  school,  where  between  thirty  and  forty  children  are  daily 
instructed  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  Church.  This  has  been 
done  with  the  generous  aid  of  a  few  laymen,  some  of  whom  are  not  members 
of  the  Church,  but  who,  knowing  the  neglected  condition  of  the  children  of  the 
neighborhood,  cheerfully  contributed  towards  the  establishment  of  the  school. 
The  beneficial  influence  of  these  efforts  is  already  perceived  in  the  greater  num- 
ber of  attendants  upon  the  Church  services,  and  the  increased  seriousness 
which  is  manifested.  He  further  reports,  that  be  still  continues  in  the  perform- 
ance of  bis  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Nichols,  residing  at  Greenfield  Hill,  Connec- 
ticut, reports  as  follows : 

I  hereby  respectfully  report,  that  by  reason  of  a  serious  difficulty  of  my  eyes 
I  have  been  able  only  occasionally  to  assist  my  clerical  brethren  in  adminis- 
tering the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Robertson,  D.  D.,  reports : 

That  his  engagement  at  St  James'  Church,  Goshen,  Orange  county,  expired 
by  limitation  the  15th  of  April  last  While  there,  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  he  baptized  six  infants,  married  one  couple,  and  performed  the 
service  at  three  burials.  His  Sunday  and  week-day  services  correspond  with 
those  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year.  He  has  the  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
contributions  to  each  department  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  as  well  as  to  other  Church  institutions,  up  to  the  time  of  his  leaving, 
notwithstanding  the  late  pecuniary  pressure,  were  in  advance  of  those  of  last 
year.  He  leaves  this  important  and  interesting  Parish  with  earnest  prayers 
for  its  continued  spiritual  advancement  Since  leaving  Goshen  he  has  been  in 
New  York,  awaiting  overtures  to  engage  anew  in  regular  Parochial  duties. 
Meanwhile  he  has  performed  service  and  preached  every  Sunday  but  four ;  has 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  three  times ;  twice  performed  the  burial 
service,  and  once  aided  in  the  services  and  instructions  of  a  Sunday -SchooL 

The  Rev.  Gilbert  H.  Sayres,  residing  at  Jamaica,  Queens  county, 
reports  as  follows : 

I  have  only  been  able  to  perform  a  few  occasional  services  in  administering 
baptism  and  assisting  the  Rector  in  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Spencer,  D.  D.,  reports  as  follows : 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  I  have  been  occupied  to  a  large  extent  iu 
discharging  the  public  duties  of  the  priestly  office. 
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Besides  giving  attention  to  various  academic  and  collegiate  engagements,  I 
have  done  what  I  could  towards  aiding  in  their  duties  such  of  the  brethren  as 
have  called  upon  me,  have  visited  the  sick  and  the  dying,  administered  to  the 
poor  according  to  my  ability,  etc 

I  have  read  prayers  and  assisted  in  the  public  services,  60  times ;  preached, 
15  times;  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  7  times;  baptised:  1  adult,  $ 
children ;  and  buried  one  person. 

The  Rev.  R.  Travis,  Jr.,  reports  as  follows : 

During  the  last  Canonical  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  duties  of  my 
office,  as  follows : 

Occasions  on  which  Divine  Service  performed  and  sermons  preached,  90 ; 
occasions  on  which  administered  or  assisted  in  administering  the  Lord's  Supper, 
1 1 ;  baptisms  performed :  adult,  1,  infants,  7 — total,  8 ;  marriages  solemnized, 
4 ;  burials,  6. 

I  am  residing  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  'Rev.  Samuel  H.  Turner,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Biblical  Learn- 
ing and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture  in  the  General  Theolo- 
gical Seminary,  reports  as  follows : 

In  addition  to  my  ordinary  Seminary  duties,  I  havo  occasionally  officiated 
for  such  of  my  brethren  as  requested  assistance ;  and,  while  absent  from  the 
city  during  vacation,  have  done  the  same  thing  in  part,  and  in  part  have  sup- 
plied for  a  few  Sundays  a  vacant  Parish. 


The  Rev.  Robert  Van  Kleeck,  D.  K,  Secretary  and  General 
Agent  of  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  P.  E.  Church,  reports : 

That  ho  has  been  engaged  during  the  year  in  the  duties  of  his  office ;  in  con- 
ducting its  correspondence,  editing  its  publications,  and  presenting  the  claims 
of  Domestic  Missions  in  various  portions  of  the  Church.  This  he  has  done  by 
110  sermons  and  19  addresses,  in  the  Dioceses  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Kentucky. 
Indiana,  "Wisconsin,  and  Michigan.  He  has  also  baptized  2  children  and  at- 
tended 4  funerals. 

The  Kev.  William  Walton,  D.  D.,  residing  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  reports  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  29,  1858,  as  follows : 

Said  prayers,  or  assisted  in  the  same,  157  times;  preached  27  times;  bap- 
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tisms:  3  public,  2  infants,  1  adult;  funerals,  3 ;  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munkm  once,  and  assisted  in  the  same  14  times,  publicly. 

The  Rev.  H.  Dana  Ward,  Rector  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Institute, 
New  York,  reports : 

As  in  duty  bound,  I  render  the  following  account  of  my  ministry  during  the 
past  year: 

I  have  been  daily  engaged  in  charge  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Institute,  No.  38 
West  Twenty-Third  street  I  had  the  privilege  of  bringing  ten  of  my  pupils 
and  their  young  relatives  to  the  holy  rite  of  Confirmation,  April  25th.  I  have 
also  preached,  16  times;  read  service,  35  times;  assisted  in  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, 13  times ;  performed  burial  service  once. 


The  Rev.  J.  Campbell  White  reports  as  follows : 

In  compliance  with  the  Canon,  the  undersigned  respectfully  states  to  the 
Bishop,  that  by  invitation  of  the  Vestry  of  St  John's  Church,  Clifton,  Staten 
Island,  since  the  first  of  July  last  he  has  been  officiating  in  that  Parish.  His 
offices  having  been  incorporated  in  the  report  of  that  Parish,  he  omits  them 
here. 


The  Rev.  Gordon  Winslow,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Marine  Hos- 
pital, and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the 
Pastoral  Mission  for  Emigrants  in  the  Port  of  New  York,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

The  number  of  persons  received  into  Quarantine  during  the  past  ecclesias- 
tical year,  has  been  about  3,000 ;  number  sick  in  hospital,  1,250 — total,  4,250. 
Deaths,  197.  Births,  12.  Baptisms,  16.  Agency  letters  written  to  the  old 
country,  263;  ditto  to  various  parts  of  tho  United  States,  132 — total,  395. 
Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed,  765.  Tracts  distributed,  8,000  pages. 
Prayer  Books,  60.  About  300  books  collected  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  were 
destroyed  in  the  late  burning  of  tho  Hospital. 

Tho  importation  of  malignant  yellow  fever  early  in  the  season,  and  its  threat- 
ening to  become  oxtensively  epidomic,  has  greatly  increased  and  embarrassed 
the  labors  of  the  Chaplain  from  the  anxiety  and  importunity  of  friends  in  the 
city  and  at  a  distance  to  loarn  tho  particulars  from  day  to  day  of  those  who 
were  ill. 

Since  the  first  Sunday  after  Ascension,  I  have  supplied  for  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Castleton,  but  have  no  statistics  of  the  Parish  at  hand  to  report.
